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History  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this  time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the 
legislature,  selected  this  location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the  general  laws  of  the  state  until  1 832.  In  this  year  the 
town  was  incorporated  and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis  was  reincorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its 
first  town  council  composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  Common  Council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the  affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city 
under  various  so-called  charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of 
government  was  established.  While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over  the  city's  affairs,  various 
executive  departments  of  the  city  were  provided  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Public  Health, 
and  were  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  mayor.  These  boards  were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties 
concerning  the  city's  business  previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject,  however,  in  some  cases 
to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of  expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  city  of  Indianapolis  was  divided  into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward 
councilmen.  Their  term  of  office  was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time  there  was  also  a 
separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the  council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  aldermen 
representing  five  aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each  district. 

Under  the  1891  act,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and  a  common  council  of  21  members  was 
established.  Fifteen  members  were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to  represent  the  city  at 
large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the  general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of 
1905,  while  often  referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment  of  the  1891  Indianapolis 
Charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis  system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  prohibited  re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed  by  the  legislature.  That  law  limited  the 
number  of  councilmen  to  nine.  The  law  provided  for  the  nomination  of  six  candidates  by  each  party,  one  from  each  of 
six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the  voters  of  the  city  could  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  were  elected.  This  law  insured  a  minority  representation  in  the  council  of  at  least 
three  members.  In  1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to  succeed  themselves. 

History  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

In  1969  the  legislature  enacted  a  law,  popularly  known  as  the  "Unigov  Act,"  which  consolidated  the  city  and 
county  into  one  governmental  unit.  The  act  further  provided  for  the  creation  of  an  interim  City-County  Council  which 
served  as  the  legislative  body  for  the  city  and  county  until  the  new  twenty-nine  member  council  was  elected  in 
November  1971  and  took  office  in  January  of  1972. 

The  council  is  composed  of  twenty-five  members  elected  from  single  member  districts  and  four  members  elected 
to  at-large  by  voters  of  the  entire  county. 

Unified  Government  of  Indianapolis-Marion  County  is  an  attempt  to  make  metropolitan  government  simpler, 
more  functional  and  more  responsive  to  citizens'  needs.  Under  the  new  structure,  six  major  departments  replaced  the 
more  than  sixty  which  were  in  existence  previously.

The  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  and  the  Indianapolis  Police 
Special  Service  District  Council,  Indianapolis  Fire  Special  Service  District  Council  and 
Indianapolis  Solid  Waste  Collection  Special  Service  District  Council  convened  in  regular 
concurrent  sessions  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  City-County  Building  at  7:16  p.m.  on 
Monday,  January  4,  1999,  with  Councillor  SerVaas  presiding. 

Councillor  Curry  led  the  opening  prayer  and  invited  all  present  to  join  him  in  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

ROLL  CALL 

The  President  instructed  the  Clerk  to  take  the  roll  call  and  requested  members  to  register  their 
presence  on  the  voting  machine.  The  roll  call  was  as  follows:

A  quorum  of  twenty-eight  members  being  present,  the  President  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  COUNCIL 

Selection  of  Temporary  Presiding  Officer 

The  President  asked  for  consent  to  appoint  Robert  G.  Elrod,  Parliamentarian,  as  the  temporary 
chairman  of  the  meeting.  Consent  was  given.  The  President  passed  the  gavel  to  Mr.  Elrod. 

Election  of  Officers 

Mr.  Elrod  opened  the  floor  for  nominations  for  President  of  the  Council.  Councillor  Gilmer 
nominated  Councillor  SerVaas  for  President.  Councillor  Curry  seconded  the  nomination. 
Councillor  Short  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Moores,  to  close  nominations.  Nominations 
were  closed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote,  thereby  electing  Councillor  SerVaas  as  President. 
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Mr.  Elrod  opened  the  floor  for  nominations  for  Vice  President  of  the  Council.  Councillor 
Dowden  nominated  Councillor  McClamroch  for  Vice  President.  Councillor  Schneider  seconded 
the  nomination.  Councillor  Short  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  to  close  nominations. 
Nominations  were  closed  by  a  voice  vote,  thereby  electing  Councillor  McClamroch  as  Vice 
President. 

Mr.  Elrod  opened  the  floor  for  nominations  for  Clerk  of  the  Council.  Councillor  Coughenour 
nominated  Suellen  Hart  for  Clerk  of  the  Council.  Councillor  Black  seconded  the  nomination. 
Councillor  Short  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Massie,  to  close  nominations.  Nominations 
were  closed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote,  thereby  electing  Suellen  Hart  as  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Elrod  returned  the  gavel  to  President  SerVaas. 

Certification  of  Caucus  Leaders 

The  President  stated  that  he  has  certifications  that  Councillor  McClamroch  has  been  selected  as 
leader  of  the  Republican  Caucus,  and  Councillor  Boyd  has  been  selected  as  leader  of  the 
Democratic  Caucus. 

President  SerVaas,  Councillor  McClamroch,  and  Councillor  Boyd  voiced  their  appreciation  to 
the  Council  for  their  support. 

OFFICIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 

Councillor  Boyd  asked  for  the  support  of  the  public  and  fellow  Councillors  in  an  anti-hate  effort 
being  conducted  by  the  Greater  Indianapolis  Progress  Committee  (GIPC)  in  response  to  a  Ku 
Klux  Klan  rally  to  be  held  in  Indianapolis  on  January  9,  1999.  He  stated  that  while  he  recognizes 
the  rights  of  free  speech,  he  asks  citizens  not  to  be  supportive  of  such  hate  mentality  as  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan  promotes.  He  introduced  Dave  Coates,  Executive  Director  of  GIPC.  Mr.  Coates 
stated  that  the  museums  of  Indianapolis,  including  the  Indianapolis  Zoo,  will  be  open  to  the 
public  fee  of  charge  on  Saturday,  January  9,  1 999,  to  celebrate  the  richness  of  cultures  in  the 
City.  He  added  that  the  YMCA  has  just  today  agreed  to  participate  on  an  equal  basis  with  free 
open  houses  at  all  branches  in  the  City  on  January  9,  1999,  in  order  to  provide  alternative 
activities  for  citizens  to  engage  in  instead  of  attending  such  a  rally.  He  thanked  the  Council  for 
their  support  in  these  efforts.  Councillors  Moores  and  McClamroch  stated  that  they  applaud  the 
efforts  of  GIPC  to  focus  on  the  positive  instead  of  the  negative  in  the  community.

The  senior  staff  members  were  reappointed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

OFFICIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 

Councillor  Coughenour  recognized  Dennis  Neidigh,  Director  of  the  Departments  of  Capital 
Asset  Management  and  Public  Works.  Mr.  Neidigh  introduced  some  of  the  City  employees 
working  twelve-hour  shifts  to  provide  snow  removal  and  safe  streets  for  the  citizens  of 
Indianapolis  during  the  latest  onslaught  of  weather:  Art  Thomas,  Mike  Dale,  Bill  Ballard,  Paul 
Sieger,  David  Gibson,  Larry  Polk.  He  also  recognized  the  efforts  of  Union  Local  725,  and 
introduced  vice  presidents  Jerry  Richmond  and  Lennie  Addair.  He  stated  that  he  is  impressed 
with  the  professionalism  and  dedication  of  Public  Works  employees  and  thanked  the  Council  for 
approving  the  financing  for  salt  and  equipment  that  makes  the  staffs  efforts  worthwhile.  Mr. 
Thomas  thanked  the  Council  for  the  recognition  and  for  providing  the  staff  with  the  best 
equipment  money  can  buy.  He  stated  that  the  staffs  tireless  effort  and  dedication  to  snow 
removal  is  outstanding,  and  the  partnership  with  the  local  union  helps  the  staff  to  overcome 
otherwise  insurmountable  obstacles.  He  also  recognized  Gary  Vandergriff,  the  director  of  the 
snow  removal  efforts.  Mr.  Richmond  also  thanked  the  Parks  Department,  Indianapolis  Fleet 
Services,  and  the  White  River  Environmental  Partnership  for  their  contributions  to  the  snow 
fighting  effort.  Mr.  Neidigh  recognized  Chuck  Snyder,  the  Chief  Operations  Director  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  Councillors  Tilford  and  Black  commended  the  efforts  of  these 
diligent  workers. 

Indianapolis  Downtown,  Inc. 

Councillor  Short  listed  the  accomplishments  of  Indianapolis  Downtown,  Inc.  (IDI)  since  its 
formation  six  years  ago.  He  stated  that  he  and  Councillor  Moores  were  appointed  as 
representatives  to  serve  on  the  board  of  IDI,  and  the  goal  is  to  continue  the  momentum  that  has 
been  evident  these  last  six  years.  He  introduced  Tamara  Zahn,  Executive  Director  of  IDI.  Ms. 
Zahn  thanked  the  Council  for  their  vision  and  commitment  to  the  downtown  area.  She  stated 
that  she  is  here  to  present  new  decor  options  for  Monument  Circle's  "World's  Largest  Christmas 
Tree,"  as  technicians  have  advised  that  the  36-year-old  strands  of  lights  need  to  be  replaced  to 
prevent  fire  hazards.  She  stated  that  beginning  today  and  lasting  until  next  Monday,  January  1 1, 
1999,  IDI  is  conducting  a  survey  to  gain  public  input  as  to  which  new  decor  option  to  institute. 
She  stated  that  the  public  can  vote  by  picking  up  ballots  at  any  of  the  Simon  Debartolo-owned 
malls,  filling  out  forms  in  the  Indianapolis  Star  and  News,  the  Recorder,  or  Up!  Downtown,  or 
by  visiting  www.worldslargestchristmas.com  on  the  internet  to  cast  a  ballot.  She  stated  that  all 
information  will  be  presented  to  a  steering  committee  which  will  choose  the  new  decor  based  on 
public  input,  cost,  technical  requirements,  and  sensitivity  to  the  monument.  She  explained  the 
five  decor  options:  1)  no  decor,  no  cost;  2)  same  tree  decor  -  replace  lights,  minimum  cost;  3) 
new  tree  decor,  modest  cost;  4)  same  tree  decor,  new  look  for  surrounding  area,  modest  cost;  and 
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5)  same  tree  decor,  new  look  for  surrounding  area,  maximum  cost.  She  also  asked  for  input  on 
the  name  of  the  decor,  should  the  City  choose  to  change  it  from  the  "World's  Largest  Christmas 
Tree."  She  emphasized  that  the  Celebration  of  Lights  and  the  lighting  of  the  World's  Largest 
Christmas  Tree  have  always  been  free  and  are  not  supported  by  tax  dollars.  Private  corporations 
and  individuals  help  cover  the  cost  of  the  event  and  decorating  the  tree. 

Councillor  Cockrum  asked  if  anyone  has  ever  challenged  the  City's  claim  to  having  the  world's 
largest  Christmas  tree.  Ms.  Zahn  stated  that  there  are  some  trees  that  are  actually  taller,  but 
when  taking  into  account  the  width  and  circumference  of  Monument  Circle's  tree,  there  are  none 
reported  as  larger.  She  added  that  plans  are  being  made  to  construct  a  tree  at  the  Eiffel  Tower 
for  a  millenium  celebration  which  may  challenge  that  title. 

The  President  called  for  the  reading  of  Official  Communications.  The  Clerk  read  the  following:

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about  the  sovereignty  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  accountability  process  for  dollars 
granted  to  projects  such  as  these.

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SECTION  1.  That  the  1999  Consolidated  Annual  Plan  presented  to  HUD  and  the  projects  included  in 
the  Plan  are  approved.

Councillor  Short  stated  that  he  appreciates  Councillor  Schneider's  viewpoint  on  added 
accountability.  Councillor  Gray  stated  that  he  also  wants  to  see  added  accountability  and  is  glad 
to  see  some  majority  members  finally  asking  for  more  accountability,  instead  of  dismissing 
requests  for  such  as  in  former  Parks  Department  discussions. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor  Gilmer 
stated  that  some  of  the  groups  receiving  grants  are  not  qualified  to  spend  this  money  and  he 
hopes  Councillor  Schneider's  efforts  to  improve  accountability  will  succeed. 

Councillor  Franklin  asked  for  consent  to  explain  his  vote.  Consent  was  given.  Councillor 
Franklin  stated  that  these  are  dollars  spent  in  our  neighborhoods  and  communities,  and  contracts 
are  given  to  local  companies.

Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  the  proposal  extends  the 
period  of  submitting  regulations  with  economic  impact  statements.  President  SerVaas  asked  if  it 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  Chairman  to  return  the  proposal  to  the  Committee  for  further 
discussion.

Councillor  Short  stated  that  he 
would  like  to  see  a  vote  taken  on  this  proposal  this  evening.  Councillor  Smith  concurred  that  a 
vote  should  be  taken  this  evening. 

Councillor  Massie  asked  for  clarification  as  to  what  the  Council  is  actually  voting  on,  an 
extension  of  a  period  for  submitting  regulations  or  the  actual  existence  of  the  Committee.  Mr. 
Elrod  stated  that  the  proposal  does  not  banish  the  Committee,  as  the  Committee  has  a  few  duties 
outside  of  these  regulation  efforts. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  this  proposal  does  have  to  do  with  the  existence  of  the  Regulatory 
Research  and  Review  Committee,  and  the  technological  advances  being  made  with  the  code  have 
nothing  to  do  with  this  Committee's  duties.  He  added  that  the  Committee  has  received  two 
economic  impact  statements  in  two  years,  and  it  seems  a  waste  to  hold  on  to  an  additional 
Committee  on  the  basis  of  such  a  small  impact.  He  asked  what  the  Committee  is  actually  doing 
that  makes  it  worthwhile  for  it  to  continue  outside  of  the  duty  outlined  in  this  proposal.  He 
moved  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  727,  1998  so  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  can  provide 
Council  members  with  a  synopsis  of  the  accomplishments  and  objectives  of  this  Committee  and 
explain  the  reasons  for  its  continued  existence.  Councillor  Massie  seconded  the  motion. 
Councillors  Gilmer,  Boyd,  and  Williams  voiced  their  agreement  that  the  proposal  should  be 
postponed.  The  President  asked  the  Chairman  if  a  postponement  will  allow  him  time  to  provide 
such  a  synopsis.  Councillor  Smith  stated  that  it  will.  The  motion  to  postpone  carried  by  a 
unanimous  voice  vote,  and  Proposal  No.  727,  1998  was  postponed  until  January  25,  1999. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  645,  1998.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  645,  1998  on  December  2  and  16,  1998.  The  proposal 
amends  the  Revised  Code  relating  to  the  citizens  police  complaint  board.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as 
amended. 

Councillor  Boyd  asked  if  the  complaint  board  had  initiated  these  changes  and  if  Dr.  Alan  Handt, 
Director  of  Public  Safety,  was  also  in  favor  of  the  changes.    Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the 
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complaint  board  submitted  these  changes  to  Dr.  Handt,  who  in  turn,  submitted  them  to  the 
Council  for  approval. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  time  frame  change  in  this  proposal  is 
because  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  process  was  very  slow.  He  added  that  he  has  asked 
former  Councillor  Stephen  West  to  look  into  this  process  and  they  are  working  on  improving  that 
situation.

Sec.  251-132.  Citizens  police  complaint  board  established;  election  process;  terms;  quorum. 

(a)    Members.  There  shall  be  established  a  citizens  police  complaint  board  composed  of  nine  (9) 
voting  members  and  two  (2)  ex-officio,  non  voting  police  advisory  members  to  be  selected  as  follows: 

(1)  All  members  shall  be  citizens  who  are  residents  of  the  police  special  service  district.  No 
sworn  law  enforcement  officer  is  eligible  to  serve  as  a  voting  member  of  the  board.  Voting 
members  may  be  selected  from  nominees  submitted  by  the  five  (5)  Indianapolis  Police 
Department  district  task  forces  which  are  convened  by  the  deputy  chief  of  each  district.  No 
district  task  force  may  nominate  more  than  three  (3)  candidates  for  appointment  to  the  board. 

(2)  Five  (5)  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city-county  council.  At  least  two  (2)  of 
these  five  (5)  members  must  be  of  a  different  political  party.  Two  (2)  of  these  members  shall 
serve  for  a  one-year  term  ending  December  31,  1998,  two  (2)  of  these  members  shall  serve 
for  a  two-year  term  ending  December  31,  1999,  and  one  (1)  of  these  members  shall  serve  for 
a  three  (3)  year  term  ending  December  31,  2000,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
confirmed. 

(3)  Four  (4)  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  One  (1)  of  these  members  shall 
serve  for  a  one  (1)  year  term  ending  December  31,  1998,  one  (1)  of  these  members  shall 
serve  for  a  two  (2)  year  term  ending  December  31,  1999.  and  two  (2)  of  these  members  shall 
serve  for  a  three  (3)  year  term  ending  December  31,  2000,  or  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  confirmed. 
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(4)  Upon  the  expiration  of  any  member's  term,  an  appointment  will  be  made  to  his  position  by 
the  original  appointing  body,  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years.  Each  member  may  be  reappointed 
to  a  three  (3)  year  term,  but  may  serve  no  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms. 

(5)  The  two  (2)  ex-officio,  non-voting  police  members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  as 
follows:  one  (1)  by  the  mayor  and  one  (1)  by  the  city-county  council  and  shall  serve  two  (2) 
year  terms  ending  December  31,  1999.  The  officers  appointed  shall: 

a.  have  been  members  of  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  for  more  than  (7)  years; 

b.  shall  have  participated  in  ethics  training; 

c.  have  strong  community  relations  experience; 

d.  be  of  the  rank  of  sergeant  or  below  in  rank,  preferably  a  patrolman;  and 

e.  shall  not  serve  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms  on  the  board. 

(b)  President.  The  members  shall  select  one  (1)  member  to  serve  as  president  of  the  citizens 
complaint  board  from  the  voting  members  of  the  board. 

(c)  Removal.  All  members  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  officials. 

(d)  Establishment  of  quorum;  votes  required  for  action.  Five  (5)  voting  members  of  the  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business.  Five  (5)  voting  members  of  the  board 
must  vote  in  favor  of  before  any  action  or  disposition  can  be  taken  by  the  Board. 

(e)  Attendance  requirements.  All  voting  board  members  must  attend  a  minimum  of  75%  of  the 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  appointing  authority  shall  replace  any  member  who  fails  to  meet  this 
attendance  requirement  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  written  notice  of  failure  to  meet  this  attendance 
standard. 

(f)  Training.  All  voting  board  members  must  participate  in  twenty  (20)  hours  of  training  in 
police  procedures,  to  be  completed  within  six  (6)  months  of  their  appointment,  and  shall  receive  an 
additional  twenty  (20)  hours  of  such  training  per  year.  In  addition,  each  voting  member  shall  be 
required  to  accompany  an  on-duty  officer  a  minimum  of  four  (4)  times  per  year,  for  a  minimum  of  four 
(4)  hours  per  occasion,  in  order  to  observe  police  procedures  first-hand. 

Sec.  251-135.  Complaint  investigation  and  hearing  procedures. 

(a)  Upon  the  filing  of  a  complaint,  the  executive  director  shall  immediately  send  a  copy  of  the 
complaint  to  the  chief  or  the  chiefs  designee.  In  addition,  the  officer(s)  alleged  to  be  involved  in  the 
incident  shall  be  notified  of  the  date  of  the  incident,  and  given  a  copy  of  the  complaint.  After  the  filing 
of  a  complaint,  the  board  shall  table  its  own  investigation  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  sixty  (60)  working 
days  to  allow  the  police  department  to  conduct  its  own  investigation  and  to  allow  the  chief  to  take 
appropriate  action.  However,  if  deemed  appropriate  or  necessary,  the  Board  may  order  the  executive 
director  to  conduct  an  independent  simultaneous  investigation  before  the  end  of  the  thirty  (30)  sixty 
(60)  working  day  period.  Such  action  must  be  authorized  by  a  three-fourths  (3/4)  vote  of  the  entire 
board. 

(b)  After  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  (30)  sixtv  (60)  working  day  period,  the  board  shall  review 
the  investigation  conducted  by  the  police  department  and  the  action  taken  by  the  chief,  if  any.  The 
board  may  dispose  of  the  complaint  by  endorsing  the  findings  and  action  taken  by  the  department  and 
shall  notify  the  chief  of  this  in  writing.  If  the  board  does  not  agree  with  the  action  taken  by  the  chief  or 
with  the  results  of  the  investigation  conducted  by  the  police  department,  the  board  may,  by  majority 
vote: 

(1)  Order  the  executive  director  to  conduct  an  investigation  into  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
and/or 

(2)  Conduct  an  informal  administrative  hearing  on  the  complaint,  and/or 
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(3)    Order  the  executive  director  to  engage  in  a  process  of  informal  mediation  to  attempt  to 
resolve  the  complaint. 

(c)  If  the  board  determines  to  hold  a  hearing,  the  complaint  office  shall  give  written  notice  to  all 
parties  and  witnesses  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  in  advance  of  the  scheduled  hearing.  All  testimony  at 
such  hearing  shall  be  given  under  oath  and  under  penalty  of  perjury. 

(d)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  investigation  by  the  complaint  office  or  after  the  hearing,  the 
board  shall  make  a  disposition  regarding  the  complaint.  The  disposition  shall  be  one  or  more  of  the 
following: 

(1)  Not  sustained:  There  is  insufficient  evidence  to  prove  or  disprove  the  allegation(s)  made  in 
the  complaint  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence. 

(2)  Sustained:   There  is  sufficient  evidence  to  prove  the  allegation(s)  made  in  the  complaint  by 
clear  and  convincing  evidence. 

(3)  Unfounded:  The  allegation(s)  incident(s)  is/are  false  or  not  factual. 

(4)  Exonerated:  The  incident  occurred,  but  is  lawful  and  proper.  Founded:  The  incident(s)  did 
occur. 

The  disposition  must  be  made  within  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  of  the  date  the  complaint  is 
received  by  the  office. 

(e)  The  findings  and  disposition  of  the  board  shall  be  communicated  to  the  chief  of  police  in 
writing  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  date  of  the  disposition. 

(f)  If  the  chief  does  not  confirm  the  findings  and  disposition  of  the  board  within  thirty  (30)  days 
of  disposition  or  if  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  findings  and  disposition  of  the  board  and  the  findings 
of  the  chief,  the  board  may,  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its  members,  require  mediation  between  the  chief  of 
police  and  the  executive  director. 

(g)  Any  disciplinary  action  taken  against  an  officer  due  to  his/her  involvement  in  an  incident 
which  resulted  in  a  complaint  being  filed  with  the  office  shall  be  communicated  to  the  board  for 
disclosure  to  the  public. 

SECTION  2.        This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and 
compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

SECTION  3.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36- 
3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  743,  1998.  Councillor  Schneider  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  743,  1998  on  January  19,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillor  Tilford,  authorizes  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  and  through  its  Department  of 
Administration  to  transfer  one  1995  Chevrolet  Cargo  Van  C30  to  the  Faith  Teaching  Church  of 
Deliverance  to  further  the  objectives  and  activities  of  the  Front  Porch  Alliance.  By  a  6-0  vote, 
the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Tilford  stated  that  this  is  a  very  worthy  cause,  and  Reverend  Shadrick  Madison  of  the 
Faith  Teaching  Church  will  put  the  vehicle  to  good  use.  He  asked  for  the  Council's  support.  He 
thanked  Charles  Snyder,  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  (DC AM),  for  identifying  a 
vehicle  and  Steve  Quick,  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  and  Mario  Davis,  Department  of 
Metropolitan  Development  (DMD),  for  their  efforts  in  identifying  resources  for  these  youth 
programs. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  what  process  is  in  place  to  determine  who  gets  resources  and  who  does 
not.  Councillor  Tilford  stated  that  it  begins  with  a  request  to  the  Front  Porch  Alliance.  The 
Front  Porch  Alliance  will  then  identify  resources  available  and  determine  if  that  group's  needs 
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can  be  met.  Councillor  Golc  asked  if  all  organizations  are  treated  equally  and  fairly  or  what 
process  is  used  to  determine  which  programs  warrant  assistance.  Ms.  Davis  stated  that  the  Front 
Porch  Alliance  has  made  a  concentrated  effort  to  contact  churches,  youth  centers,  neighborhood 
associations,  and  other  community  value-based  organizations  in  each  area  of  the  City  and 
County.  She  added  that  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  then  tries  to  assist  those  various  entities  in 
determining  needs  and  identifying  resources  to  promote  programs  which  aid  in  the  social  welfare 
of  young  people  and  their  families.  The  biggest  need  which  has  been  identified  seems  to  be 
transportation  for  children  in  more  volatile  neighborhoods  who  attend  youth  programs  until  their 
parents  return  home  from  work.  These  children  often  have  to  walk  long  distances  home  in  the 
dark,  and  transportation  would  insure  increased  safety.  She  stated  that  this  particular  vehicle  was 
determined  to  be  of  no  value  to  the  City.  Rather  than  simply  dispose  of  it,  the  administration  felt 
it  would  benefit  the  programs  of  the  Faith  Teaching  Church. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  established  process  in  place,  but  that 
the  Alliance  simply  tries  to  work  through  the  needs  brought  to  their  attention  by  identifying 
resources.  Ms.  Davis  stated  that  this  is  correct  and  that  the  Alliance  primarily  works  through  a 
list  of  needs  on  the  basis  of  first-come,  first-served  as  resources  are  identified. 

Councillor  Tilford  stated  that  the  process  is  not  as  simple  as  it  sounds.  He  said  that  he  and  other 
DMD  staff  visited  the  facility  to  ensure  that  it  was  a  valid  program  and  that  the  van  would  be  put 
to  good  use. 

Councillor  Black  added  that  he  has  worked  with  Reverend  Madison  in  several  community  youth 
activities  in  the  past  and  Reverend  Madison  puts  forth  great  efforts  to  enrich  the  lives  of  under- 
privileged youth.  He  said  that  these  programs  have  always  suffered  because  of  lack  of 
transportation,  and  he  supports  this  proposal  wholeheartedly. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  a  report  or  list  should  be  made  available  of  those  items  or 
resources  which  have  been  given  to  organizations  through  the  Front  Porch  Alliance. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  in  whose  budget  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  is  included.  He  stated  that  he 
knows  nothing  about  the  organization  or  what  they  are  attempting  to  do. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  there  is  no  finer  effort  by  the  Goldsmith  administration  than 
the  Front  Porch  Alliance.  He  added  that  the  Alliance's  success  has  been  remarkable,  and  a  report 
of  their  activities  to  date  would  be  good  for  the  Council  to  see,  so  that  members  are  made  aware 
of  the  way  this  group  is  solving  problems  through  other  institutions  in  the  community  other  than 
government. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  believes  some  of  the  budget  for  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  is 
included  in  the  Department  of  Administration's  budget.  He  stated  that  the  Front  Porch  Alliance 
is  doing  a  great  job  of  putting  money  and  resources  where  people  need  it. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  City  and  County  continue  to  put  money  into  alternative 
schooling,  parks,  and  other  social-based  activities.  She  stated  that  it  makes  sense  to  put 
resources  which  are  no  longer  of  value  to  the  City  into  the  hands  of  organizations  that  are 
making  a  difference  in  the  communities.  It  makes  sense  to  promote  activities  that  may  prevent 
the  cost  of  sending  even  one  child  to  an  $85-a-day  juvenile  facility.  She  stated  that  government 
and  government  activities  are  not  the  answer  to  everything. 
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Councillor  Gray  stated  that  he  also  wants  to  know  where  the  budget  for  Front  Porch  Alliance 
comes  from.  Councillor  Hinkle  answered  that  the  Metropolitan  Development  Committee  heard  a 
Front  Porch  Alliance  presentation  during  the  budget  process  by  Bill  Stanczykiewicz,  Policy 
Director  for  Community  Renewal.  He  stated  that  the  vision,  goals,  efforts,  and  budget  for  the 
Front  Porch  Alliance  were  all  presented  in  that  Committee  meeting  and  were  well-relayed  in  the 
Committee  minutes.  He  encouraged  Councillors  to  re-read  those  minutes. 

Councillor  Tilford  stated  that  any  Councillor  who  is  truly  involved  in  their  districts  and  involved 
with  the  organizations  in  their  community  will  know  the  purpose  of  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  and 
will  recognize  what  a  great  cause  they  are  promoting.  He  stated  that  no  other  government 
program  or  entity  has  been  so  focused  on  children  and  the  social  value  needs  of  the  community. 

Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  he  does  not  understand  why  Robin  Run,  which  is  a  retirement 
village  made  up  of  $135,000  apartments  on  the  northwest  side,  would  receive  assistance  from  the 
Front  Porch  Alliance.  He  said  that  the  Alliance's  director,  Mr.  Stanczykiewicz,  spoke  at  the 
groundbreaking  for  this  project. 

Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  sent  out  thousands  of  letters  to  churches, 
community  organizations,  and  neighborhood  associations.  He  stated  that  the  Alliance's  goal  is  to 
put  money  and  resources  into  those  organizations  in  the  community  that  are  providing  value- 
based  programs  to  the  residents.  He  stated  that  of  those  letters  sent  out,  approximately  300 
organizations  responded  that  they  could  benefit  from  the  Alliance's  efforts  to  put  them  in  touch 
with  resources  to  meet  their  needs.  Ms.  Davis  added  that  the  goal  of  the  Alliance  is  not  to  make 
handouts  to  organizations,  but  to  facilitate  partnerships  throughout  the  City  to  promote  the  social 
well-being  of  communities.  Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  the  Alliance's  effort  aids  organizations 
in  the  community  that  can  accomplish  what  the  government  cannot  do. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  this  program  is  so  important  to  the  City  that  Councillors 
should  take  the  time  to  become  familiar  with  the  efforts.  He  added  that  Councillor  Williams' 
suggestion  to  have  a  report  given  to  the  Council  is  a  good  one.  He  stated  that  he  would  like  the 
Clerk  to  ask  the  Director  of  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  to  make  a  presentation  at  the  next  Council 
meeting  on  February  8,  1999.

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DIVISION  7.  PARK  ENDOWMENT  MAINTENANCE  FUND 

Sec.  135-371.  Fund  established. 

There  is  hereby  created  and  established  a  special  nonreverting  maintenance  endowment  fund  for  the 
department  of  parks  and  recreation  to  be  used  solely  for  expenses  directly  related  to  the  maintenance 
and  upkeep  of  the  public  parks  throughout  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  to  be  designated 
as  the  "Park  Endowment  Maintenance  Fund."  The  city  controller  shall  deposit  in  this  fund  all  monies 
received  by  or  credited  to  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation  and  earmarked  for  this  fund  in  order  to 
assist  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation  in  carrying  out  its  ongoing  maintenance  obligations  in  the 
public  parks.

This  fund  shall  be  a  nonreverting  fund  with  the  express  intention  in  creating  this  fund  to  be  to  allow 
the  principal  in  this  fund  to  increase  year  after  year  to  enable  the  interest  earned  on  the  monies  in  this 
fund  to  be  used  to  help  defray  maintenance  and  upkeep  costs  in  the  public  parks.  This  fund  shall  also 
be  non-expendable  except  with  the  approval  of  the  city-county  council. 

Sec.  135-373.  Initial  funding. 

This  fund  will  be  initially  established  through  the  transfer  of  up  to  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($500,000)  from  the  park  general  fund  and  any  other  available  sources  of  private  funding  which  may 
become  available  to  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation. 

Sec.  135-374.  Accounting  procedures. 

This  fund  and  the  accounting  thereof  shall  adhere  in  all  respects  to  existing,  established  policies  and 
procedures  for  fund  controls,  reporting  and  auditing  requirements.

WHEREAS,  on  September  14,  1996,  pursuant  to  the  Law  and  in  accordance  with  the  Original 
Indenture,  as  amended  by  a  First  Supplemental  Trust  Indenture,  dated  as  of  March  1,  1992  (the  "First 
Supplemental  Indenture"),  and  as  further  amended  by  a  Second  Supplemental  Trust  Indenture,  dated  as 
of  September  1,  1996  (the  "Second  Supplemental  Indenture")  the  Issuer  issued  its  Resource  Recovery 
Refunding  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1996  (Ogden  Martin  Systems  of  Indianapolis,  Inc.  Project),  dated  as 
of  September  1,  1996  (the  "Series  1996  Bonds"),  the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  to  refund  all  of  the 
outstanding  1985  Bonds  and  to  pay  all  of  the  costs  of  issuance  incurred  in  connection  therewith;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  desires  to  (i)  make  certain  renovations  at  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Original 
Indenture)  including,  but  not  limited  to,  retrofit  of  the  emissions  control  facilities  as  required  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  federal  Clean  Air  Act  Amendments  of  1990,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
emissions  control  systems  for  mercury,  nitrogen  oxide  and  fugitive  dust,  and  upgrade  of  the  continuous 
emissions  monitoring  system  and  related  improvements,  and  (ii)  pay  all  costs  associated  with  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Third  Supplemental  Trust  Indenture  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
purchase  of  a  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund  Credit  Facility  (as  hereinafter  defined)  (the  "1998  Project"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  wants  to  replace  a  portion  of  the  funds  on  deposit  in  the  Debt  Service  Reserve 
Fund  (as  defined  in  the  Original  Indenture)  with  a  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund  Credit  Facility  (as 
hereinafter  defined),  transfer  such  funds  from  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Issuer  Surplus  Fund 
(as  defined  in  the  Original  Indenture)  and  disburse  such  funds  from  the  Issuer  Surplus  Fund  to  pay  for 
costs  of  the  1 998  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public  Works  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  in  its 

Resolution  No. -1998,  which  it  adopted  on  December  16,  1998,  recommended  the  adoption  of  this 

form  of  ordinance  (the  "Ordinance")  by  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana  (the  "Council"),  and  has  further  approved  the  substantially  final  form  of  the 
Third  Supplemental  Trust  Indenture  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  this  Council  with  this 
Ordinance  (the  "Third  Supplemental  Indenture");  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  now  necessary  to  amend  the  Original  Indenture,  as  amended  by  the  First 
Supplemental  Indenture  and  the  Second  Supplemental  Indenture  in  accordance  with  Section  1101(i)  of 
the  Original  Indenture  to  (i)  provide  for  the  deposit  of  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund  Credit  Facility 
into  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund;  (ii)  provide  that  money  which  is  in  excess  of  the  Debt  Service 
Reserve  Requirement,  taking  into  account  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund  Credit  Facility,  may  be 
transferred  to  the  funds  and  accounts  set  forth  in  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture;  and  (iii)  provide 
that  a  portion  of  such  funds  shall  be  used  to  pay  for  all  or  a  portion  of  costs  of  the  1998  Project  and  all 
or  a  portion  of  the  costs  incurred  in  connection  therewith;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  has  transmitted  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture  to  the  Council  for  approval  of 
that  substantially  final  form;  now,  therefore; 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture,  the  deposit  of  the  Debt  Service 
Reserve  Fund  Credit  Facility  into  the  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund  and  the  use  of  certain  funds  as  set 
forth  in  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture  for  the  1998  Project  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  the  Law  and  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  City  and  its  citizens. 
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SECTION  2.  The  substantially  final  form  of  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture  is  hereby  approved,  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference,  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  City  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  IC  36-1-5-4.  Two  copies  of  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  for  public  inspection  pursuant  to  that  statute. 

SECTION  3.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  Controller  of  the  City  and  the  Clerk  of  the  City  are  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  attest,  affix  or  imprint  by  any  means  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  (a)  the 
Third  Supplemental  Indenture,  with  such  changes  thereto  the  Mayor,  the  Controller  or  the  Clerk  of  the 
City  deem  necessary  or  desirable,  and  (b)  any  other  documents  or  closing  certificates  which  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  4.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture  shall  constitute 
contracts  binding  between  the  City  and  the  respective  owners  of  the  Original  Indenture,  as  amended  by 
the  First  Supplemental  Indenture,  the  Second  Supplemental  Indenture  and  the  Third  Supplemental 
Indenture,  and  after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture,  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  in  any  respect  which  may  adversely  affect  the  rights  of  any  such 
owner. 

SECTION  5.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

SECTION  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  36-3-4-14,  36-3-4-15  and  36-6-4-16. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  spoke  with  Councillor  McClamroch  before  tonight's  meeting 
about  his  concerns  regarding  the  recent  parks  contract  awarded  on  November  6,  1998.  He  stated 
that  his  concern  stems  from  the  fact  that  no  public  hearing  has  been  held  regarding  this  contract, 
which  commits  $58,000  for  six  months.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  this  is  a  legitimate 
issue  and  he  spoke  with  the  chairman  of  the  Parks  Committee.  Councillor  Shambaugh  has 
agreed  to  hold  a  public  hearing  at  a  regularly  scheduled  Parks  Committee  meeting.  Councillor 
Golc  thanked  Councillor  McClamroch  for  his  efforts. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  the  Butler- Tarkington  area  is  comprised  of  mostly  single-family 
residences.  However,  there  are  many  families  residing  in  one  home  in  many  instances.  This 
overcrowding  causes  legitimate  parking  issues.  He  asked  if  there  are  zoning  or  parking  codes  in 
place  to  prevent  these  problems.  Councillor  Gilmer  advised  Councillor  Black  to  contact  the 
Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  regarding  residential  zoning  code  enforcement.

He  further  requested 
that  the  motion  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  records  of  this  body  and  that  a  letter  bearing  the 
Council  seal  and  the  signature  of  the  President  be  sent  to  the  families  advising  of  this  action. 

There  being  no  further  business,  and  upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  8:45  p.m.

Front  Porch  Alliance  -  Kim  Didier 

Kim  Didier,  newly  appointed  Director  of  the  Front  Porch  Alliance,  stated  that  she  took  over  the 
directorship  when  the  former  Director,  Bill  Stanczykiewicz,  took  a  position  with  Indiana  Youth 
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Institute  last  November.  She  gave  credit  to  Mr.  Stanczykiewicz  for  taking  an  idea  of  the  Mayor's 
and  building  it  into  a  nationally  recognized  program.  She  introduced  members  of  the  staff  of 
Front  Porch  Alliance:  Sharon  Tabard,  Elaine  Bolden,  Lynn  Pittman,  Mario  Cookston  Davis, 
Brian  Streeter,  and  Isaac  Randolph.  She  referred  to  a  packet  of  information  sent  to  Council 
members,  and  stated  that  brief  bios  of  each  staff  member  are  included  in  that  packet.  A  primary 
goal  of  the  Mayor  has  always  been  to  build  better  neighborhoods.  He  recognized  that  to  attain 
that  goal,  more  than  just  the  building  up  of  physical  infrastructure  in  the  neighborhoods  was 
needed.  An  investment  is  also  needed  in  community  life.  To  do  this,  the  Mayor  took  several 
steps,  beginning  with  creating  the  positions  of  Deputy  Mayor  of  Neighborhoods  and  Township 
Administrators.  Externally,  the  Indianapolis  Neighborhood  Resource  Center  was  created,  and 
the  Neighborhood  Empowerment  Initiative  was  developed  to  provide  training,  technical 
assistance,  and  workshops  for  neighborhood  associations  to  build  their  capacity  to  work  with 
local  government  in  planning  and  decision-making  processes.  The  City's  investment  in  physical 
infrastructure  is  well  over  a  billion  dollars  in  the  last  seven  years,  but  the  impact  of  this 
investment  would  not  be  as  great  if  it  were  not  for  the  investment  in  the  community  life  of  the 
neighborhoods.  True  community  improvement  comes  with  the  inclusion  of  a  broad  range  of 
social  institutions  which  come  together  and  can  make  communal  partnerships  and  networks  a 
viable  part  of  that  community.  In  many  neighborhoods,  there  were  not  organizations  available  to 
serve  this  purpose,  therefore,  the  Mayor  created  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  initiative  to  engage 
churches  and  other  faith-based  organizations  in  the  civic  life  of  their  neighborhoods.  The 
Alliance's  goal  is  to  increase  this  participation  and  bring  these  organizations  to  vital  roles  in 
decision-making  issues  for  the  growth  of  the  community.  Front  Porch  Alliance  also  works  with 
Community  Development  Corporations,  neighborhood  associations,  and  other  recognized 
organizations  in  the  neighborhood  who  have  resources  to  bring  to  the  table  to  address  issues 
facing  the  community.  The  packet  provided  to  Council  members  last  year  details  many  of  the 
successes  and  statistics  that  the  partnership  efforts  of  Front  Porch  Alliance  have  fostered,  as  well 
as  a  list  of  all  of  those  organizations  who  participated  in  these  partnerships.  Ms.  Didier  stated 
that  the  successes  of  the  Alliance,  however,  go  beyond  these  statistics  and  touch  personal  lives  in 
the  communities,  making  quality  of  life  better  for  many  residents.  The  Alliance  can  provide 
resources  to  the  neighborhoods  because  they  can  see  what  a  number  of  organizations  are  doing 
and  can  network  and  identify  them  for  people  in  need.  The  Front  Porch  Alliance  is  about 
building  up  neighborhoods,  not  about  creating  competition  in  neighborhoods  or  limiting 
resources.  Rather  its  purpose  is  to  try  and  identify  the  abundance  of  resources  that  already  exist 
in  the  neighborhoods  and  make  others  in  need  of  these  resources  aware  of  them. 

Ms.  Didier  stated  that  Front  Porch  Alliance  is  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Metropolitan 
Development.  She  stated  that  the  budget  for  Front  Porch  Alliance  was  included  in  the  packet 
sent  to  Councillors  prior  to  this  meeting,  and  was  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee  and  the  full  Council  last  year  during  the  budget  process.  Front  Porch  Alliance  is  a 
nationally  recognized  program  which  has  been  cited  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  as  a  "Best  Practices"  program  and  initiative,  and  has  also  been 
recognized  by  the  National  Civic  Renewal  Organization.  She  stated  that  Councillors  should  refer 
any  organizations  in  their  districts  who  would  like  to  be  involved  in  the  Front  Porch  Alliance 
initiative  to  the  hotline  number,  327-1FPA. 

Councillor  Black  asked  if  Front  Porch  Alliance  is  in  competition  with  the  CAP  organization. 
Ms.  Didier  stated  that  the  Alliance  is  not  in  competition  with  any  organization,  and  that  the  goal 
is  to  pool  resources  together  and  network  existing  resources  to  better  the  neighborhoods.

Councillor  Short  stated  that  the  Alliance  also  works  with  business  groups  in  communities  to 
further  serve  the  needs  of  residents.

PROPOSAL  NO.  7,  1999.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  7,  1999  on  January  6,  1999.  Due  to  some  unanswered 
questions,  the  proposal  was  postponed  in  Council  on  January  25,  1999.  The  proposal  approves 
an  increase  of  $354,928  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Marion  Superior  Court,  Juvenile  Division 
(Juvenile  Court  Alternative  School  Services  Fund)  to  fund  the  operation  of  the  alternative  school 
for  the  first  six  months  of  1999.  By  a  3-1-2  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  was  under  the  impression  from  conversations  with  the  Chairman 
that  this  proposal  would  be  returned  to  the  Committee  for  further  discussion.  He  stated  that  he 
has  concerns  still  about  the  licensing  of  teachers  and  what  this  money  is  needed  for,  since  the 
project  has  received  a  $4  million  grant  from  Lilly  Endowment  as  well  as  $5,000  from  schools  per 
student  sent  to  this  alternative  school.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  there  was  never  a  previous 
indication  that  this  proposal  would  be  returned  to  Committee.  He  stated  that  the  $4  million  Lilly 
grant  was  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  and  the  building,  but  this  proposal  is  for  operating 
expenses,  as  well  as  personnel  and  teacher  salaries. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  has  researched  and  found  that  many  of  the  teachers  are  not 
certified,  and  there  is  no  testimony  given  by  the  judge  that  the  school  has  certified  teachers.  He 
added  that  the  school  will  not  take  any  emotionally  handicapped  children,  and  these  are  the 
children  which  need  help  the  most.  The  superintendent  of  the  school  was  chosen  by  the  judge, 
but  no  resume  or  qualifications  were  given  to  the  Committee  to  back  up  this  decision.  The 
advisory  board  has  not  met  in  a  very  long  time,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  board,  a 
superintendent  was  recommended  by  the  board  that  the  judge  did  not  want  to  hire.  Therefore, 
since  that  time,  the  board  has  not  met  again.  Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  does  not  think  an 
alternative  school  is  best  suited  under  a  juvenile  court  judge's  purview,  and  he  would  like  to  see 
this  proposal  go  back  to  Committee  for  further  discussion. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  he  cannot  dispute  the  decision  of  the  superintendents  of  the 
schools  in  Marion  County  who  felt  this  program  was  needed  and  should  be  operated  by  the 
juvenile  court  system.  He  added  that  schools  receive  more  federal  dollars  for  special  education 
children,  and  it  was  agreed  upon  at  the  beginning  that  the  alternative  school  was  not  for  these 
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type  of  children.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that,  while  many  of  the  teaching  assistants  are  not 
certified,  there  are  teachers  who  are  licensed  by  the  State  of  Indiana  employed  at  the  alternative 
school.  He  added  that  the  superintendent  the  judge  chose  was  recommended  by  the 
superintendents  within  the  school  system.  He  said  that  all  Committee  members  were  given 
ample  time  to  address  questions  to  the  judge  and  have  done  so,  but  that  not  getting  the  answers 
they  like  is  no  reason  to  hold  up  this  proposal  any  further. 

The  President  stated  that  there  is  no  other  city  in  this  country  who  has  tried  this  alternative 
school  program,  and  there  is  no  model  on  which  to  rely  for  answers.  Therefore,  this  project  is  an 
effort  with  much  trial  and  error.

In  these  negotiations,  the  Mayor  represented  to  the  union  that  there  was  no  more  money 
available  for  police  without  raising  taxes.  In  turn,  he  represented  this  to  union  members  in  good 
faith.  Yet,  this  proposal  suddenly  finds  $1.2  million  to  cut  out  of  the  police  budget,  without 
reducing  the  number  of  officers.  He  stated  that  this  indicates  to  him  that  the  Mayor  was  not 
negotiating  in  good  faith.  He  has  a  problem  with  hearing  about  these  kind  of  changes  that  affect 
his  membership  in  the  news,  and  it  puts  him  in  a  poor  position  when  he  is  asked  questions  that  he 
cannot  answer.  Mr.  Young  stated  that  he  thought  this  money  was  originally  represented  to  be 
coming  from  Solid  Waste.  He  asked  Council  members  to  vote  in  opposition  of  this  proposal. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  any  changes  that  affect  an  organization  should  first  be  discussed 
with  the  head  of  the  organization  before  action  is  taken. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  8:49  p.m. 

Rosemary  Stockdale,  citizen,  stated  that  she  attended  the  Committee  meeting  in  which  this 
proposal  was  discussed.

He 
stated  that  the  director  position  is  actually  vacant  until  this  six-month  study  is  completed  and  a 
recommendation  for  moving  forward  is  presented.  Therefore,  the  acting  director  does  not  need 
to  be  confirmed  by  the  Council,  as  he  will  most  likely  not  accept  the  position  on  a  full-time 
basis.

However,  this  did  prevent  several  citizens  from 
coming  up  to  endorse  you  as  they  indicated  to  me  they  wished  to  do  prior  to  the 
convening  of  the  meeting.  Other  members  of  the  Committee  join  me  in  apologizing  to 
you,  your  friends,  and  the  viewing  public  of  this  City  for  the  lack  of  civility  shown  you  by 
one  member  of  the  Committee. 

Knowing  of  your  credentials  and  your  outstanding  service  as  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
and  as  the  Director  of  the  Marion  County  Justice  Agency,  many  people  have  questioned 
some  recourse  at  law  over  slanderous  remarks.  However,  even  though  it  is  an 
embarrassment  to  those  of  us  who  witnessed  it,  as  one  member  of  the  Committee 
opined,  it  probably  falls  into  the  category  of  "robust  political  debate  between  public 
officials"  and  not  worthy  of  judicial  action.

Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee 

PROPOSAL  NO.  97,  1999.  Councillor  McClamroch  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and 
Criminal  Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  97,  1999  on  February  10,  1999.  The  proposal, 
sponsored  by  Councillor  Dowden,  approves  the  Mayor's  appointment  of  Dr.  Alan  E.  Handt  to 
serve  as  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  By  a  5-2-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported 
the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  Dr.  Handt's  appointment  because  of  information 
that  he  requested  but  did  not  receive  regarding  the  system  failing  to  protect  a  woman,  and 
ultimately  causing  her  murder.  He  stated  that  he  has  requested  this  information  at  various  times, 
including  the  aforementioned  committee  meeting,  and  has  not  received  satisfactory  answers.  He 
stated  that  he  had  every  right  to  call  Dr.  Handt's  procedures  into  question  at  the  committee 
hearing. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  the  letter  was  not  in  response  to  Councillor  Talley's  right  to 
ask  questions,  but  in  response  to  his  violent  behavior  and  lack  of  human  respect  toward  Dr. 
Handt.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  does  not  apologize  for  trying  to  get  his  questions 
answered,  and  that  if  the  Council  feels  he  violated  rules,  he  will  suffer  any  consequences  deemed 
necessary.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that,  while  Councillor  Talley's  behavior  may  not  have 
violated  any  written  Council  rules,  it  simply  violated  the  custom  this  Council  has  instituted  of 
civility,  respect,  and  self-restraint  in  healthy  disagreements.  He  stated  that,  while  Councillor 
Talley  may  find  fault  with  some  the  department's  procedures,  this  was  no  reason  to  challenge  the 
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personal  integrity  of  Dr.  Handt.  Councillor  Talley  asked  how  he  challenged  Dr.  Handt's  personal 
integrity  at  that  meeting.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  Councillor  Talley  did  so  by  calling 
Dr.  Handt  a  liar.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that  stating  facts  is  not  the  same  as  challenging 
someone's  integrity,  and  the  truth  is  that  Dr.  Handt  was  lying  at  that  meeting.

WHEREAS,  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment 
and  the  creation  of  business  opportunities  to  be  achieved  by  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  the 
Project  will  serve  a  public  purpose  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its 
citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect 
on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable, 
serves  a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of 
industry,  the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful 
employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer.

CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  by 
revising  Chapter  141  and  amending,  re-codifying,  and  readopting  Article  VIII  of  Chapter  151,  to  read 
as  follows: 
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CHAPTER  141 
ARTICLE  II.  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Sec.  141-201.  Application. 

Whenever  by  statute  or  ordinance,  any  office,  board,  or  agency  of  the  county  or  of  the 
consolidated  city  is  delegated  authority  to  adopt  regulations,  regulations  may  be  adopted  only  by 
compliance  with  the  procedures  of  this  chapter,  unless  a  statute  specifically  provides  otherwise.  This 
chapter  shall  supersede  any  provision  of  any  other  ordinance  specifying  procedures  for  adoption  of 
regulations. 

Sec.  141-202.  Promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations. 

(a)  Notice  of  hearing.  Before  any  rule  or  regulation  is  adopted,  a  notice  shall  be  published  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  county  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the 
date  set  for  a  hearing.  The  notice  shall  include  a  statement  (i)  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  (ii) 
whether  the  proposal  is  to  adopt  a  rule  or  a  regulation,  (iii)  a  general  description  of  the  subject  matter  of 
the  proposed  rule  or  regulation,  and  (iv)  reference  to  the  fact  that  a  copy  of  the  proposed  rule  or 
regulation  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  agency  and  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  council  where  it  may 
be  examined.  No  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  invalid  solely  because  the  reference  to  the  subject  matter 
thereof  in  such  notice  is  inadequate  or  insufficient. 

(b)  Regulatory  impact  statement.  No  later  than  first  publication  under  subsection  (a),  the 
regulatory  impact  statement  required  by  section  117  13  Article  HI  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
council. 

(c)  If  feasible  the  proposed  regulation  and  the  economic  impact  statement  shall  be  posted  on  the 
citv  home  page.  Failure  to  do  so  shall  not  invalidate  the  subsequent  adoption  of  the  regulation. 

Sec.  141-203.  Filing  of  proposal. 

At  least  five  (5)  copies  of  a  proposed  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  agency 
and  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  council  from  the  date  of  publication  of  the  notice  required  by  section 
141-5-2  202  continuously  to  the  time  of  the  hearing.  Any  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an  adequate 
opportunity  to  examine  a  copy  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation.  The  clerk  of  the  council  shall  furnish 
to  each  member  of  the  city-county  council  a  copy  of  each  proposed  rule  or  regulation  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  council. 

Sec.  141-204.  Hearing. 

On  the  date  set  for  a  hearing  on  a  proposed  rule  or  regulation,  any  interested  party  shall  be 
afforded  an  adequate  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  formulation  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation 
through  the  presentation  of  facts  or  arguments  or  the  submission  of  written  data  or  facts.  All  relevant 
matters  presented  shall  be  given  full  consideration  by  the  agency.  All  hearings  conducted  by  the  agency 
shall  be  open  to  the  public.  Any  person  may  appear  and  testify  at  a  hearing,  either  in  person  or  by  a  duly 
authorized  representative  or  attorney. 

Sec.  141-205.  Adoption  or  continuance. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  public  hearing  held  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  agency  may  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  or  may  provide  for  the  continuation  of  the  hearing  as  the  board  may  deem 
appropriate,  which  further  hearings  may  be  held  without  the  requirement  of  publication  notice  if  the 
date  and  time  of  next  consideration  is  announced  concurrently  with  the  decision  to  continue  the  hearing. 

Sec.  141-206.  Publication. 

After  adoption  of  such  rules  and  regulations,  the  agency  shall  publish  a  notice,  once  a  week  for 
two  (2)  consecutive  weeks  after  rules  and  regulations  are  adopted,  that  the  agency  has  adopted  certain 
rules  and  regulations,  giving  the  number  of  the  same  and  the  general  title  thereof  and  stating  that  copies 
are  available  for  examination  in  the  office  of  the  agency  and  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  council.  The 
agency  shall  file  two  copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations  with  the  clerk  of  the  council  along  with  proof 
of  publication.

Sec.  141-207.  Effective  date. 

Regulations  shall  not  become  effective  or  enforceable  until  forty-five  (45)  days  after  the  date  of 
first  publication,  unless  the  mayor  proclaims  an  emergency  effective  date.  During  such  forty-five-day 
period,  the  city-county  council  may  by  resolution  stay,  up  to  a  maximum  of  ninety  (90)  days  from  the 
date  of  first  publication  required  by  section  141-44  206,  the  taking  effect  of  such  regulations  for  review 
by  the  city-county  council.  The  city-county  council  may  by  resolution  disapprove  or  reject  such 
regulations,  in  which  latter  case  the  action  of  the  agency  in  adopting  such  regulations  shall  be  of  no 
effect.

(5)  Are  practically  enforceable.

The  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  and  the  Indianapolis  Police 
Special  Service  District  Council,  Indianapolis  Fire  Special  Service  District  Council  and 
Indianapolis  Solid  Waste  Collection  Special  Service  District  Council  convened  in  regular 
concurrent  sessions  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  City-County  Building  at  7:15  p.m.  on 
Monday,  March  15,  1999,  with  Councillor  SerVaas  presiding. 

Councillor  Gilmer  introduced  Reverend  Laurin  Vance  of  the  Salem  Lutheran  Church,  established 
in  1836,  who  led  the  opening  prayer.  Councillor  Gilmer  invited  all  present  to  join  him  in  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag.

The  President  instructed  the  Clerk  to  take  the  roll  call  and  requested  members  to  register  their 
presence  on  the  voting  machine.

A  quorum  of  twenty-eight  members  being  present,  the  President  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  GUESTS  AND  VISITORS 

Councillor  Hinkle  recognized  Girl  Scout  Troop  656. 

OFFICIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 

Pat  Early,  President  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Board  (CIB),  presented  a  brief  update  and 
status  report  on  the  renovation  of  the  RCA  Dome.  The  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  between 
$20  to  $25  million,  with  the  cost  of  the  project  being  paid  from  a  combination  of  sources 
including  CIB  reserves,  capital  financing,  and  a  contribution  from  the  Indianapolis  Colts.    The 
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CIB  also  expects  to  refinance  approximately  $95  million  of  current  debt  with  bond  issues  of 
approximately  $105  million.  The  new  refunded  bonds  will  not  exceed  the  maturity  period  of  the 
current  debt.  This  refunding  will  provide  additional  funds  needed  to  complete  the  RCA  Dome 
renovations.  The  renovation  will  include  updating  luxury  suites,  constructing  new  club  lounges, 
relocating  the  press  box  to  the  upper  level,  constructing  new  super  suites  in  the  current  press  box 
location,  and  adding  a  new  entrance  from  the  south  parking  lots  with  additional  elevators. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  if  the  refunding  will  be  for  the  same  number  of  years  at  a  reduced  rate. 
Mr.  Early  stated  that  the  maturity  of  the  bonds  will  remain  at  2028,  and  the  refunding  will  insure 
a  reduced  interest  rate. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  why  this  public  hearing  and  update  did  not  take  place  in  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Committee,  and  asked  if  this  presentation  is  in  lieu  or  in  addition  to  a  presentation 
in  that  committee.  Mr.  Early  stated  that  it  is  the  CIB's  understanding  that  these  status  report 
public  hearings  must  come  before  the  full  Council.  The  President  added  that  the  CIB  had 
originally  planned  to  come  before  the  Council  at  the  last  meeting,  but  the  schedule  did  not  allow 
it.  He  added  that  the  CIB  wants  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities  while  the  interest  rates  are 
still  so  low.  Bypassing  the  regular  committee  process  was  an  appropriate  measure  since  no 
action  is  involved,  and  the  hearing  is  for  information  purposes  only. 

Councillor  Hinkle  asked  if  a  summary  of  this  update  was  sent  to  Councillors  previous  to  this 
meeting.  Mr.  Early  stated  that  the  Council  staff  was  given  material  to  place  on  Councillors' 
desks  for  this  meeting. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  when  the  convention  center  expansion  will  be  complete.  Mr.  Early 
stated  that  it  will  be  complete  by  the  summer  of  2000. 

Mr.  Early  said  that  the  CIB  is  not  sure  of  all  the  regulations  regarding  this  type  of  public  hearing 
and  since  this  is  only  the  second  time  they  have  made  this  type  of  presentation,  they  assumed  it 
must  be  made  before  the  full  Council.  He  stated  that  the  CIB  will  follow  whatever  regulations 
the  Council  feels  are  more  appropriate  in  the  future.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA:

Councillor  Shambaugh  reported  that  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  96,  1999  on  February  22,  1999.  The  proposal  approves  an 
increase  of  $2,000,000  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  (City 
Cumulative  Capital  Development  Fund)  to  construct  a  new  family  aquatic  center  in  William  S. 
Sahm  Park  financed  by  fund  balances.  By  a  5-0-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to 
the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  President  asked  Councillor  Schneider,  in  whose  district  the  park  is  located,  what  percentage 
of  visitors  to  Sahm  Park  come  from  outside  of  the  county.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  it  is 
hard  to  estimate.  The  President  stated  that  parks  that  are  close  to  the  boundaries  of  contiguous 
counties,  possibilities  should  be  considered  to  encourage  such  contiguous  counties  to  help  fund 
large  developments  or  improvements.    Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  many  parks  across  the 
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country  charge  extra  admission  fees  for  those  vehicles  with  license  plates  outside  of  the 
immediate  county.  He  added  that  he  would  not  have  a  problem  with  instituting  such  a  fee. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  if  the  surrounding  community  was  a  partner  in  this  development  by 
helping  to  raise  funds  or  provide  in-kind  contributions.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  the 
community  was  in  on  a  number  of  meetings  that  took  place,  but  that  providing  parks  is  one  of  the 
five  functions  of  local  government.  He  added  that  he  does  not  know  if  the  community  came  to 
the  table  with  dollars  in  their  hands,  but  like  all  other  county  citizens  they  pay  taxes  for  these 
types  of  projects.

(ac)(l)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  be  intoxicated  or  be  under  the  influence  or  effect  of  an 
alcoholic  beverage  or  controlled  substances  narcotics,  or  to  use  alcohol  or  narcotics  in  any 
park,  playground,  community  building,  golf  clubhouse,  swimming  or  wading  pool  or  beach, 
in  any  park  or  other  premises  or  places  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  of  the  department  of 
parks  and  recreation,  without  permission  of  such  board. 

(2)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  bring  an  alcoholic  beverage  into  or  use  an  alcoholic 
beverage  in  any  park,  premises  or  place  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  of  the  department  of 
parks  and  recreation  unless  the  board  of  parks  and  recreation  has  approved  the  sale  and/or 
use  of  alcoholic  beverages  at  a  specific  location  or  event  in  a  park  or  other  premises  or  place.

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  the  Council  should  simply  vote  on  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
rules.  He  added  that  he  will  vote  in  opposition  to  this  motion.  In  conferring  with  Councillor 
Moores,  he  feels  the  language  of  the  proposal  is  confusing  and  it  is  not  appropriate  to  adopt  a 
resolution  regarding  a  matter  that  is  the  subject  of  a  lawsuit  at  this  time. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  he  is  also  opposed  to  suspending  the  rules,  because  the  normal 
procedure  is  to  introduce  a  resolution  and  then  refer  it  to  a  Committee  hearing  before  it  is  heard 
before  the  full  Council.  He  added  that  suspending  the  rules  would  set  a  bad  precedent. 

Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  this  proposal  was  submitted  two  weeks  ago  within  the  proper  time 
frame  and  meeting  the  proper  criteria  to  be  included  on  the  agenda  this  evening.  A  staff  error 
inadvertently  caused  the  proposal  not  to  be  introduced,  and  he  did  not  realize  it  was  not  on  the 
agenda  until  meeting  with  Councillor  SerVaas  this  afternoon. 
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Councillor  Short  called  for  the  question  on  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules.  The  President  called 
for  a  voice  vote  and  ruled  that  the  motion  failed.  Councillor  O'Dell  called  for  a  division  roll  call 
vote.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  failed  by  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

[Clerk's  Note:  Original  vote  sheets  showed  Councillor  Smith  as  voting.  General  Counsel  ruled 
that  the  official  vote  could  not  portray  an  absent  member  as  voting  on  any  motions.  The  vote 
was  changed  by  the  Clerk  to  note  Councillor  Smith's  absence.] 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  at  the  last  Council  meeting,  she  requested  that  General  Counsel 
Robert  Elrod  use  some  methodology  to  bring  the  library  issue  before  the  Council.  She  said  that 
it  seems  peculiar  that  no  response  has  been  made  to  that  request  and  that  Councillor  O'Dell's 
proposal  was  inadvertently  left  off  the  agenda.  She  added  that  she  does  not  understand  why  the 
Council  cannot  discuss  this  issue. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  a  public  hearing  has  already  been  scheduled  on  Thursday, 
April  8,  1999,  by  the  Municipal  Corporations  Committee,  to  which  the  library  board  has  been 
invited.  He  stated  that  as  a  matter  pending  in  the  courts,  it  is  not  appropriate  to  issue  a  resolution 
to  re-state  the  Council's  position  when  the  Council  has  already  voted  to  deny  a  tax  increase 
through  budget  proposals  last  year.  He  added  that  the  property  tax  rate  cannot  be  increased  in 
the  middle  of  the  year,  and  this  is  a  property  tax  issue  that  needs  to  be  worked  out  between  the 
courts  and  the  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners.  This  is  a  long-term  problem  with  a  library  system 
that  is  too  dependent  on  property  taxes.  The  Council  needs  to  simply  work  with  the  libraries  to 
find  a  way  to  meet  their  needs,  while  maintaining  a  proper  and  prudent  tax  rate. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  these  matters  need  to  be  discussed  in  a  forum  other  than  budget 
presentations,  and  the  Council  needs  to  hear  the  wishes  of  the  public. 

The  President  stated  that  the  library's  increase  was  sustained  by  the  courts,  and  any  further 
development  will  have  to  go  through  an  appellate  procedure.  The  concern  now  is  to  concentrate 
on  how  this  affects  this  year's  budget  and  how  the  Council  can  work  with  the  library  to  keep  tax 
rates  down. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  the  community  benefits  most  by  the  court's  decision  and  those 
residents  she  has  heard  from  are  happy  with  the  appeal  decision.  She  stated  that  this  seems  to  be 
an  issue  that  is  becoming  very  controversial  and  she  hopes  the  Council  and  library  board  can 
move  forward  in  a  positive  manner. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  there  also  needs  to  be  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  implications  of 
the  court  ruling  in  regards  to  the  rights  of  the  Council  to  review  municipal  corporations'  budgets.

RESOLUTION  NO.  2,  1999  THROUGH  AND  INCLUDING  RESOLUTION  NO.  72,  1999, 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public  Works,  establishing  vehicle  loading 
zones  in  the  Regional  Center,  which  resolutions  were  certified  to  the  Council  on  February  17, 
1999,  pursuant  to  Sec.  621-423  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 
Councillor  Gilmer  reported  that  Resolution  Nos.  2-72,  1999  were  referred  to  the  Department  of 
Capital  Asset  Management  Committee  in  Council  on  March  15,  1999.  By  a  5-2  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  resolutions  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  they  do  pass. 

Dennis  Neidigh,  Director  of  the  Departments  of  Capital  Asset  Management  (DCAM)  and  Public 
Works  (DP W),  stated  that  as  a  result  of  some  of  the  committee  comments,  DCAM  has  modified 
the  signs  to  add  fines  and  to  specify  times  when  free  parking  is  available  and  when  loading  zones 
are  not  normally  in  use.  He  added  that  the  plan  is  to  increase  loading  zones  in  the  Downtown 
area  from  40  to  71,  make  them  more  of  a  public  rather  than  private  loading  zone,  and  enforce  20 
minute  parking  time. 

Captain  Peter  Bolles,  IPD,  stated  that  if  passed,  these  resolutions  will  reallocate  resources  but  not 
diminish  services.  He  stated  that  IPD  thinks  there  is  sufficient  manpower  in  the  Downtown  area 
dedicated  to  traffic  enforcement  to  adequately  service  these  loading  zones. 

Councillor  Tilford  asked  from  where  the  reallocated  resources  will  come.  Captain  Bolles  stated 
that  IPD  currently  has  two  jeeps  that  work  part  of  the  time  out  of  the  Downtown  area  during  rush 
hour  traffic.  Those  two  jeeps  will  be  redirected  to  the  Downtown  area  and  the  rush  hour  will  be 
handled  by  solo  cycles.  A  program  to  train  district  officers  to  tag  abandoned  vehicles  is  already 
in  place.  Nothing  will  be  lost  by  bringing  those  two  jeeps  back  Downtown  full  time.  Councillor 
Tilford  stated  that  this  is  the  opposite  of  what  was  testified  in  committee.  He  asked  if  this 
reallocation  is  on  a  permanent  basis  or  just  for  a  short  term.  Captain  Bolles  stated  that  the 
department  was  already  in  the  process  of  bringing  those  two  jeeps  back  Downtown,  mainly  due 
to  the  traffic  problem  created  by  double  and  triple  parking.  These  new  loading  zones  will  help 
solve  that  parking  problem,  and  the  jeeps  can  be  used  to  enforce  the  zones. 

Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  asked  who  will  run  the  clock  on  the  20-minute  parking  in  loading 
zones.  Captain  Bolles  stated  that  the  traffic  officers  will  chalk  the  tires  and  note  the  time  the 
vehicle  is  parked  and  drive  by  again  in  20  minutes.  Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  asked  if  there  is 
sufficient  manpower  for  the  chalk  method.  Captain  Bolles  stated  that  he  believes  there  is. 

The  President  asked  if  there  will  be  notification  to  vendors  and  businesses  about  this  new  loading 
zone  system.  Mr.  Neidigh  stated  that  all  merchants  and  delivery  companies  will  be  notified,  as 
well  as  the  department  conducting  a  very  intensive  media  blitz. 

Councillor  Gilmer  moved  that  Resolution  No.  2,  1999  through  and  including  Resolution  No.  72, 
1999,  of  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public  Works  be  and  are  hereby  ratified. 
Councillor  Talley  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Tilford  asked  if  the  signs  indicate  that  free  parking  is  also  allowed  on  holidays  as  well 
as  after  business  hours.  Mr.  Neidigh  stated  that  it  is  not  indicated  on  the  signs  and  the 
department  will  look  at  clarifying  that. 
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Councillor  Borst  asked  if,  now  that  anyone  can  use  the  loading  zones,  what  would  happen  if  an 
individual  parked  in  the  zone  and  is  not  loading  or  unloading  anything.  Mr.  Neidigh  stated  that 
personal  vehicles  abuse  the  zones  now,  and  these  resolutions  may  help  to  eliminate  it  by  posting 
signs  to  designate  as  loading  zones.  Helen  Brown,  Indianapolis  Downtown,  Inc.  (IDI),  stated 
that  the  zones  are  not  limited  to  specified  delivery  trucks,  but  the  signs  do  have  pictures  of  trucks 
on  them  so  that  individuals  not  loading  or  unloading  will  be  discouraged  from  using  the  zones. 
She  stated  that  this  is  a  large  transition,  and  the  addition  of  loading  zones  will  free  up  some 
parking  meters  that  are  being  used  as  loading  zones  now. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  feels  the  use  of  these  zones  is  ambiguous  and  enforcing  use  is 
labor  intensive.  He  said  that  it  seems  the  department  is  creating  more  issues,  and  it  does  not 
seem  to  be  the  best  use  of  the  officers'  time.  Mr.  Neidigh  stated  that  the  department  does  not 
know  the  effectiveness  of  these  zones  yet,  and  it  will  take  some  time  to  see  if  this  new  system 
eliminates  the  problem  of  double  and  triple  parking,  and  actually  is  enforceable.

Proposal  No.  295,  1999 
was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Proposal  No.  295,  1999  was  retitled  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  24,  1999,  and  reads  as 
follows:

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  concerning  the  National  Day  of  Prayer. 

WHEREAS,  throughout  the  history  of  America,  our  people  have  offered  prayers  of  thanksgiving  for 
our  God-given  rights  and  the  blessings  which  we  enjoy,  as  well  as  prayers  for  guidance,  comfort,  and 
protection;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  times  of  joy  and  times  of  peril,  our  presidents,  from  George  Washington  to  William 
Clinton,  have  called  upon  Americans  to  pray  to  our  Creator;  and 

WHEREAS,  observance  of  a  National  Day  of  Prayer  was  first  declared  by  the  Continental  Congress 
in  1775;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  Congress  reconfirmed  this  observance  by  proclaiming  the  first 
Thursday  in  May  in  each  year  as  a  National  Day  of  Prayer;  and 
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WHEREAS,  with  the  theme  "Light  the  Nation... With  Prayer,"  the  National  Day  of  Prayer  will  be 
observed  throughout  our  land  on  Thursday,  May  6,  1999;  now  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  encourages  our  citizens  to  observe  this  day 
individually,  as  families,  and  as  a  community  by  joining  their  fellow  citizens  in  praying  for  God's 
continuing  guidance,  comfort,  and  protection  for  our  nation. 

SECTION  2.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  294,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Dowden,  commends 
Marion  County  Jail  II.  Councillor  Dowden  read  the  proposal  and  presented  copies  of  the 
document  and  Council  pins  to  representatives.  Warden  Bill  Romeril  and  Sheriff  Jack  Cottey 
thanked  the  Council  for  the  recognition  and  faith  to  make  the  new  jail  successful.  Councillor 
Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Schneider,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  294,  1999  was 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Proposal  No.  294,  1999  was  retitled  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  23,  1999,  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  23, 1999 

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  commending  Marion  County  Jail  II. 

WHEREAS,  Marion  County  Jail  II,  which  will  soon  celebrate  its  second  anniversary,  represents  the 
first  time  in  the  state  of  Indiana  that  the  solution  to  jail  overcrowding  was  to  implement  a  privatization 
partnership  with  Corrections  Corporation  of  America  being  selected  to  manage  Marion  County's  new 
jail;  and 

WHEREAS,  with  jail  overcrowding  reaching  a  crisis  point,  representatives  from  the  three  branches 
of  local  government  held  a  series  of  meetings  to  weigh  the  options;  and  the  sheriff,  council,  auditor, 
mayor,  prosecutor  and  judges  all  partnered  in  this  innovative  solution;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  last  jail  expansion  in  1986  cost  the  taxpayers  $13  million  for  320  more  beds,  this 
new  expansion  gained  twice  as  many  beds  at  virtually  the  same  cost;  and 

WHEREAS,  Corrections  Corporation  of  America  in  the  new  jail  is  now  employing  more  than  1 80 
workers,  with  a  $4  million  annual  payroll  and  $1.6  million  in  purchases  in  a  converted  building  that 
originally  made  automobiles;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Indianapolis  City-County  Council  recognizes  and  thanks  all  of  those  in  city  and 
county  government  who  had  the  foresight  and  initiative  to  work  together  and  invite  the  private  firm 
Corrections  Corporation  of  America  to  manage  Marion  County's  new  jail. 

SECTION  2.  Because  of  this  bold  and  successful  leap  beyond  the  conventional  ways  of  running 
government,  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  are  the  real  winners. 

SECTION  3.   The  Mayor  is  invited  to  join  in  this  resolution  by  affixing  his  signature  hereto. 

SECTION  4.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-4-14. 
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PROPOSAL  NO.  296,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillors  Borst,  Bradford,  Cockrum, 
Coonrod,  Coughenour,  Curry,  Dowden,  Hinkle,  McClamroch,  Massie,  Moores,  Schneider, 
SerVaas,  Shambaugh,  Smith,  and  Tilford,  is  a  council  resolution  of  censure.  [Clerk's  Note:  This 
censure  resolution  is  in  response  to  Councillor  O'Dell  casting  votes  for  an  absent  member, 
Councillor  Smith,  at  the  Council  meeting  on  April  5,  1999.]  The  Clerk  read  the  proposal,  and 
the  President  called  for  any  comments  from  Councillors  before  calling  for  the  vote. 

Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  the  votes  cast  for  Councillor  Smith  were  on  internal  procedures  and 
non-agenda  items.  He  stated  that  he  cast  the  votes  for  Councillor  Smith  as  a  courtesy,  not 
knowing  he  was  not  in  attendance.  He  stated  that  he  often  casts  votes  for  his  seatmates  when 
they  are  in  the  chamber  and  not  at  their  desk  or  out  of  the  room  briefly.  He  stated  that  he 
immediately  admitted  his  mistake  following  the  Council  meeting.  Items  on  Councillor  Smith's 
desk  and  his  seat  were  moved  and  his  voting  button  was  activated,  indicating  that  Councillor 
Smith  was  not  absent.  Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  a  censure  is  an  extreme  consequence  of  a 
mistake  and  indicates  that  his  voting  on  behalf  of  a  fellow  Councillor  as  a  courtesy  was 
intentional  fraud,  which  it  was  not.  He  stated  that  the  integrity  of  the  Council  has  not  been 
compromised  and  no  outcomes  were  affected  by  his  mistake.  He  added  that  he  was  not  informed 
personally  of  this  censure  by  any  of  his  fellow  Council  members,  but  found  out  about  it  through 
the  media.  He  stated  that  this  seems  to  be  a  personal  political  ploy  by  candidates  for  office  in 
light  of  upcoming  elections.  Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  he  is  sorry  for  the  negative  attention 
to  this  body,  the  pressures  placed  upon  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  for  confusion  caused  to 
family  and  constituents.  He  added  that  he  did  not  act  intentionally  to  harm  the  Council,  and  he 
feels  this  punishment  is  meant  to  hurt  him  personally  rather  than  help  the  situation. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  both  of  these  votes  were  on  suspension  of  the  rules,  and  she 
asked  how  Councillor  O'Dell  knew  how  Councillor  Smith  would  wish  to  vote  on  these  issues. 
Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  the  first  vote  was  simply  a  technical  problem  with  a  resolution 
which  was  submitted  by  the  deadline,  but  did  not  get  introduced  because  of  a  staff  error.  He 
stated  that  he  has  had  discussions  with  Councillor  Smith  regarding  libraries,  and  knew  that  his 
district  would  benefit  from  a  new  library.  The  second  vote  was  basically  a  partisan  vote,  and  he 
voted  within  Councillor  Smith's  party. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  if  future  violations  of  Council  rules  will  be  handled  by  the  Committee  as 
a  Whole.  The  President  stated  that  this  is  the  first  time  a  censure  has  been  made,  and  no 
precedent  has  yet  been  set  for  this  process.  He  added  that  it  is  an  issue  that  will  need  to  be 
addressed. 

Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  Councillor  O'Dell  has  served  his  district  well  and  is  a  competent 
leader  and  good  friend.  He  added,  however,  that  he  had  asked  Councillor  O'Dell  after  the  prayer 
of  the  last  Council  meeting  where  Councillor  Smith  was.  Councillor  O'Dell  replied  that 
Councillor  Smith  was  not  here  and  may  be  here  later  if  he  made  it  at  all.  Councillor  O'Dell 
stated  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting,  the  chair  was  pulled  up  to  the  desk  and  no  papers  had 
been  moved.  After  returning  from  the  podium  later  in  the  meeting,  Councillor  Smith's  chair  had 
been  moved  back  and  papers  were  shuffled.  These  facts  indicated  that  Councillor  Smith  had 
arrived.  Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  both  of  these  voting  issues  occurred  early  in  the  meeting 
and  Councillors  were  still  arriving. 
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Councillor  Gilmer  read  the  following  written  statement  into  the  record: 

April  26,  1999 

I  cannot  support  this  censure  resolution,  which  would  attempt  to  censure  my  friend  and  fellow 
Councilman,  Cory  O'Dell. 

It  was  a  bad  decision  to  do  this  and  it  really  reminds  me  of  the  old-fashioned  kangaroo  court. 

If  you  are  going  to  censure  someone  for  voting  when  perhaps  they  should  not  have  voted,  what  do 
you  propose  to  do  to  people  who  are  duly  in  the  Chamber  and  do  not  vote? 

I  refer  to  the  vote  of  Proposal  No.  248,  1999,  on  the  night  of  April  5,  1999.  People  were  in  the 
Chamber  and  did  not  vote.  (See  the  tote-board  print-out.) 

Also,  attached  is  a  copy  of  Sec.  151-52(a)  Roll  call  votes,  which  states  that  members  present  shall 
vote. 

This  censure  is  more  about  library  funding  than  about  illegal  voting.  Cory  O'Dell  is  on  the  right 
side  of  library  funding  and  many  Councillors  are  not,  and  now  they  want  to  destroy  him  both 
personally  and  politically. 

For  all  these  reasons,  I  oppose  this  resolution  and  would  urge  others  to  do  likewise.

The  President  stated  that  following  a  fellow  Council  member's  objection  to  the  voting  process, 
he  asked  General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  to  look  into  the  matter  as  a  violation  of  Council  rules. 
He  stated  that  actions  available  under  Council  rules  to  such  an  offense  range  from  censure  to 
removal  from  the  Council.  This  discipline  requires  action  by  the  full  Council. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  according  to  the  vote  sheets,  these  votes  took  place  at  8:10  p.m.  and 
8:50  p.m.  He  said  that  these  times  are  over  an  hour  into  the  meeting  and  followed  late  Council 
members'  arrivals.  He  added  that  he  brought  up  this  issue  to  protect  the  integrity  of  this  body. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  she  is  one  who  did  not  vote  on  the  zoning  issue  at  the  last 
meeting.  She  stated  that  she  had  left  the  chamber  to  get  some  coffee  and  when  she  returned  tried 
to  cast  her  vote,  but  the  machine  was  already  closed.  She  added  that  courtesy  voting  is  not  the 
same  as  voting  for  an  absent  member  and  that  voting  by  proxy  is  illegal. 

Councillor  Moores  stated  that  she  cannot  sit  in  this  chamber  and  listen  to  absolute  untruths.  She 
added  that  8:50  p.m.  is  not  early  in  the  meeting  or  agenda,  and  the  moving  of  a  chair  is  no 
indication  someone  has  arrived,  because  many  Councillors  move  around  the  chamber  during 
meetings  talking  to  other  Councillors  and  sitting  in  any  vacant  seat  available.  She  stated  that  the 
first  vote  was  on  a  matter  that  was  a  personal  political  matter  that  Councillor  O'Dell  wanted 
heard  before  the  primary  elections.  She  added  that  the  second  vote  did  not  fall  along  party  lines, 
as  three  Republicans  voted  against  the  resolution.  Councillor  Moores  stated  that  in  the  "Let  it 
Out"  column  of  the  Indianapolis  News,  a  citizen  wrote  that  this  is  just  another  example  of 
"crooked  politicians  pushing  taxpayers  around."  She  added  that  she  is  concerned  about  the 
credibility  of  this  body  and  to  say  this  was  a  mistake  or  a  courtesy  is  disingenuous  at  best. 
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Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  stated  that  she  is  the  other  Council  member  who  did  not  vote  on  the 
zoning  issue,  although  she  was  present  at  the  meeting.  She  stated  that  she  believes  she  was  in  the 
back  of  the  chamber  talking  to  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management 
concerning  resurfacing  projects.  She  explained  that  she  was  not  at  her  seat  to  cast  a  vote,  but 
was  present  and  was  conducting  City  business. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  left  the  last  Council  meeting  very  discouraged  and 
disappointed.  She  stated  that  she  feels  no  better  this  evening,  because  of  the  upcoming  primary 
elections.  She  added  that  she  would  feel  much  better  discussing  this  issue  on  its  own  merits  at 
the  next  Council  meeting.  She  said  that  she  feels  like  a  pawn  in  a  political  battle  and  moved  to 
postpone  Proposal  No.  296,  1999  until  the  next  Council  meeting.  Councillor  Gray  seconded  the 
motion.  The  motion  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  296,  1999  until  May  17,  1999  failed  by  the 
following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  in  Section  3  of  the  proposal,  the  wording  is  confusing.  He  asked  if  it 
is  possible  for  the  President  of  the  Council  to  carry  the  authority  of  removing  someone  from 
office.  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  the  President  cannot  remove  a  member  from  office,  but  the  Council 
can  remove  a  member  from  office  with  a  two- thirds  vote. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  the  proposal  because  of  the  references  about 
removing  a  member  from  office. 

Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  the  zoning  issue  was  a  partisan  issue  because  the  majority  of 
Republicans  voted  in  favor.  He  added  that  zoning  issues  are  at  the  top  of  the  agenda  and  the 
meeting  did  not  even  begin  until  7:20  p.m.  Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  he  believed  Councillor 
Smith  was  present  when  he  cast  these  votes.  He  asked  what  the  legal  definition  and  coinciding 
penalties  are  for  censure.  Mr.  Elrod  stated  that  a  censure  is  simply  a  public  declaration  of 
disapproval  and  there  may  be  other  sanctions  tied  to  it.  Councillor  O'Dell  asked  if  any  sanctions 
other  than  his  chairmanship  removal,  as  stated  in  the  proposal,  are  tied  to  this  censure.  Mr.  Elrod 
replied  that  there  are  not  at  this  time,  but  that  the  Council  could  decide  to  add  sanctions  to  the 
proposal  by  amending  it.  Councillor  O'Dell  stated  that  it  is  regrettable  that  this  occurred,  and  he 
can  accept  the  censure  as  related  in  the  proposal.

CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Sec.  135-271  of  Article  II,  Division  7  of  the  Revised  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words  or  symbols  underlined  and  deleting  the  words  or  symbols 
stricken-through  as  follows: 

DIVISION  7.  COUNTY  CORRECTIONS  FUND 

Sec.  135-271.  Created. 

(a)    The  city-county  council  hereby  elects  to  receive  deposits  from  the  department  of  corrections  in 
accordance  with  IC  1 1-12-6. 
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(b)  The  city-county  council  hereby  elects  to  receive  such  deposits  at  level  3  funding.  Level  3 
funding  shall  be  equal  to  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  times  eighty-four  (84)  (Marion 
County  base  integer)  or  two  hundred  ninety-four  thousand  dollars  ($294,000)  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  4S99  2000. 

(c)  There  is  hereby  created  a  "county  corrections  fund,"  to  be  administered  by  the  city-county 
council.  The  fund  shall  consist  of  deposits  received  from  the  department  of  corrections  in  accordance 
withIC  11-12-6-13. 

(d)  The  county  corrections  fund  may  be  used  only  for  funding  the  operation  of  the  county  jail,  jail 
programs,  or  other  local  correctional  facilities.  Any  money  remaining  in  a  county  corrections  fund  at 
the  end  of  the  year  does  not  revert  to  any  other  fund  but  remains  in  the  county  corrections  fund. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are 
continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this 
ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provision,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  council  in 
adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.

incorporated  herein  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been 
transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE

ordinance  which  are  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this 
date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE

WHEREAS,  on  March  5,  1999,  the  notice  of  the  Board's  preliminary  determination  to  issue  such 
special  taxing  district  bonds  was  published  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation  and  published  in 
the  District  in  accordance  with  Indiana  Code  §  6-1.1-20-3.1,  as  amended;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (the  "Auditor"),  did  not  receive  on  or  before 
March  29,  1999,  any  petition  or  petitions  containing  the  valid  signatures  of  at  least  10  taxpayers  in  the 
District,  which  petition  or  petitions  object  to  the  issuance  of  the  special  taxing  district  bonds  pursuant  to 
Indiana  Code  §  6-1.1-20-5,  as  amended;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Auditor  did  not  receive  on  or  before  April  5,  1999,  any  petition  or  petitions 
containing  the  valid  signatures  of  at  least  250  owners  of  real  property  in  the  District,  which  petition  or 
petitions  request  the  application  of  the  petition-remonstrance  to  the  1999  MECA  Projects  pursuant  to 
Indiana  Code  §  6-1.1-20-3.2,  as  amended;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  has  requested  the  approval  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (the  "City-County  Council"),  for  the  issuance  of  said 
special  taxing  district  bonds  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  §  36-3-5-8,  and  the  City-County  Council  now 
finds  that  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  should  be  approved;  now  therefore:

THE  1999  MECA  PROJECTS 

The  installation  of  a  Computer  Aided  Dispatch/Record  Management/Corrections  Management 
System  which  will  link  all  of  the  public  safety  agencies  providing  service  in  Marion  County,  Indiana. 
Such  installation  will  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  purchase  of  both  hardware  and  software  to 
substantially  upgrade  and  expand  the  equipment  and  software  of  the  Computer  Aided  Dispatch  System 
currently  used  by  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  and  the  Records  Management 
System  currently  used  by  the  Indianapolis  Fire  Department. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  231,  1999.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  231,  1999  on  April  6,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillors  Bradford  and  Williams,  approves  the  borrowing  of  $10,000,000  for  (i)  the  Upper 
Canal  Extension  from  St.  Clair  to  1 1th  Street,  (ii)  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  fire  station 
at  2960  N.  Kenwood,  and  (iii)  improvement  and  redevelopment  associated  with  the  Glendale 
Shopping  Center,  and  its  financing  by  issuance  of  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Redevelopment 
District  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1999A."  By  a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to 
the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Curry  moved  to  amend  Proposal  No.  231,  1999  by  changing  the  word  "Board"  to 
"Commission"  in  the  second  Whereas  statement  as  a  technical  amendment.  Councillor  Borst 
seconded  the  motion,  and  Proposal  No.  23 1,  1999  was  amended  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  why  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  fire  station  would  not  be  paid 
for  by  public  safety.  Bob  Swintz,  Indianapolis  Bond  Bank,  stated  that  the  City  had  three  projects 
that  needed  a  small  amount  of  borrowing,  and  they  tried  to  consolidate  into  a  larger  bond  by 
grouping  them  together  through  Metropolitan  Development  for  more  efficiency  and  lower 
interest  rates.  He  added  that  the  Public  Safety  Department  will  actually  contract  and  use  their 
revenues  to  pay  this  portion  of  the  bond  back. 
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The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  9:13  p.m.  There  being  no  one  present  to  testify, 
Councillor  Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  231,  1999, 
as  amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Proposal  No.  231,  1999,  as  amended,  was  retitled  GENERAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  4,  1999,  and 
reads  as  follows:

A  GENERAL  RESOLUTION  approving  the  issuance  of  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Redevelopment

1-1 7(h)  (the  "Bonds"),  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  be  applied  to  the  cost  of  all 
or  a  portion  of  the  projects  specified  in  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto  (the  "1999  District  Projects"),  together 
with  the  expenses  in  connection  with  or  on  account  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  authorized  therein 
(collectively,  the  "Project  Costs"),  in  an  aggregate  original  issued  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  requested  the  approval  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (the  "City-County  Council"),  for  the  issuance  of  said 
special  taxing  district  bonds  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  36-3-5-8,  and  the  City-County  Council  now  finds 
that  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  should  be  approved;  now  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  City-County  Council  does  hereby  approve  (i)  the  Preliminary  Bond  Resolution, 
and  (ii)  the  issuance  of  special  taxing  district  bonds  of  the  District,  in  one  or  more  series  or  issues,  to  be 
designated  as  "City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Redevelopment  District  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1999  A," 
in  an  aggregate  original  issued  amount  not  to  exceed  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000).

EXHIBIT  A 
THE  1999  DISTRICT  PROJECTS 

1.  Upper  Canal  Extension.  This  project  consists  of  the  extension  of  the  Canal  in  the  downtown  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Canal"),  from  St.  Clair  Street  to  11th  Street,  which  is 
approximately  three  city  blocks,  and  will  include,  but  not  be  limited  to: 
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(a)  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  existing  fire  station  at  2960  N.  Kenwood  Street,  to  provide 
for  additional  community  visibility  and  improved  access  to  a  major  thoroughfare, 

(b)  the  acquisition  of  land  adjacent  to  the  current  fire  station  facility,  and 

(c)  projects  which  are  ancillary  to  those  listed  in  clauses  (a)  and  (b)  above. 

3.       Glendale.  This  project  consists  of 

(a)  infrastructure  improvements  and  other  redevelopment  projects  in  the  area  in  and  around  the 
Glendale  Shopping  Center  area  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  enhancing  traffic  flow  and 
accessibility  in  the  area,  and 

(b)  other  redevelopment  projects  in  and  around  the  Glendale  Shopping  Center  area  in  connection, 
or  associated,  with  the  renovation  and  redevelopment  of  Glendale  Shopping  Center. 

Councillor  Bradford  stated  that  he  would  like  to  publicly  thank  Bob  Swintz  and  all  the  businesses 
involved  in  the  Glendale  portion  of  this  project. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  166,  1999.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works  Committee 
heard  Proposal  No.  166,  1999  on  March  4,  1999  and  again  on  April  8,  1999.  The  proposal  gives 
the  City  the  ability  to  charge  a  connection  fee  that  recoups  a  fair  pro  rata  share  of  the  City's  costs 
of  construction  of  certain  new  sanitary  sewers.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal 
to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  if  the  fees  will  be  passed  on  to  local  homeowners.  Councillor  Coughenour 
stated  that  if  the  homeowners  connect  into  the  sewer  system,  they  will  benefit.  However,  they  will 
not  be  forced  into  connecting  unless  Health  and  Hospital  deems  there  is  a  health  hazard. 
Councillor  Talley  asked  if  fees  or  taxes  will  increase.  Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  only 
costs  associated  are  individual  user  charges,  and  this  is  nothing  new.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that 
he  views  this  as  a  tax  increase  and  cannot  support  the  proposal. 

Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  this  is  not  a  tax,  but  the  City  is  taking  on  the  responsibility  of  putting 
in  a  regional  sewer.  As  residents  connect  onto  this  sewer,  they  will  be  charged  a  standard 
connection  fee  and  monthly  user  charge.  When  a  developer  puts  a  sewer  in  an  area,  he  passes  on 
those  charges  to  the  homeowners.  This  proposal  allows  the  City  to  build  a  sewer  to  handle  future 
developments.  This  process  will  actually  cost  the  taxpayers  of  Marion  County  less  money  because 
this  sewer  will  meet  the  capacity  for  growth  in  the  area,  not  one  particular  development. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  if  this  is  a  one-time  charge  and  asked  how  that  charge  is  determined. 
Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  there  is  a  one-time  hook  up  charge  and  the  charge  is  determined 
according  to  how  much  capacity  a  homeowner  would  need. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  if  this  is  a  totally  new  concept.  Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the 
State  allows  cities  to  do  this,  but  the  City  has  never  done  it  in  the  past.  It  is  a  more  economical 
way  to  address  the  growth  in  the  City. 

Councillor  Smith  stated  that  he  has  concerns  about  how  this  proposal  affects  Franklin  Township, 
which  is  growing  the  most  rapidly. 

Councillor  Moores  stated  that  she  has  spoken  with  General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  regarding  an 
amendment  to  this  proposal  by  adding  to  Section  671-803  the  words  "identified  as  DCAM  project 
LS-42-016A,  LS-42-016,  and  SS-42-017."  This  will  enable  the  funding  mechanism  identified  in 
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this  ordinance  to  pay  for  the  sewer  coming  on-line  in  the  next  few  months,  but  will  allow  time  to 
study  the  effects  on  the  rate  of  development  in  other  areas.  She  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor 
Smith,  to  amend  Proposal  No.  166,  1999. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  the  Council  rules  state  that  any  amendments  should  be  written  out  and 
put  before  the  members  of  this  body.  He  stated  that  he  has  no  idea  what  this  amendment  does  and 
does  not  understand  the  need  for  it. 

Councillor  Moores  stated  that  this  amendment  makes  the  proposal  specific  to  a  certain  project  that 
has  been  under  construction,  instead  of  being  a  general  funding  mechanism. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  she  would  like  for  Council  staff  to  get  this  amendment  written 
out  and  before  Council  members  in  order  to  vote  on  this  amendment  this  evening. 

Councillor  Smith  stated  that  this  is  a  good  project  and  he  would  like  to  see  this  proposal  move 
forward  as  amended.  He  added  that  this  proposal  serves  everyone's  interest. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  if  the  author  of  the  amendment  is  asking  that  the  Council  approve  each 
future  request  for  a  sewer.  Councillor  Moores  stated  that  this  funding  mechanism  is  approved  for 
these  three  projects  that  comprise  the  Franklin  Township  Regional  Sanitary  Sewer,  but  does  not 
blanket  future  sewer  systems.  Councillor  Schneider  asked  if  this  will  become  like  a  zoning  issue, 
that  each  project  will  need  the  Council's  approval.  Councillor  Moores  stated  that  she  is  in  favor  of 
this  because  of  the  growth  and  development  and  how  it  affects  the  overall  townships. 

Councillor  Hinkle  asked  if  it  is  appropriate  to  suspend  the  rules  regarding  the  amendment  being  in 
writing.  General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  the  motion  to  amend  is  in  handwriting,  but  there 
are  no  rules  that  say  the  amendment  must  be  distributed  in  writing  to  each  Council  member. 
Councillor  Black  stated  that  this  is  not  the  way  he  understands  this  rule,  and  he  has  been  told  in  the 
past  it  must  be  in  writing  and  before  the  members  of  the  Council. 

Councillor  Boyd  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  166,  1999  until 
May  17,  1999. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  this  proposal  has  already  been  postponed  once  and  she  would 
prefer  that  it  not  be  postponed  again.  Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  too  many  Council  members  are 
unfamihar  with  the  implications  of  this  amendment,  and  the  general  new  concept  of  this  proposal. 
He  added  that  this  amendment  changes  the  proposal  that  the  Committee  heard  testimony  on  and 
voted  to  recommend.  He  stated  that  there  are  too  many  questions. 

Councillor  Coughenour  asked  if  postponement  of  this  proposal  will  pose  a  problem  for  the  funding 
and  development.  Mark  Jacobs,  Department  of  Public  Works,  stated  that  the  process  still  requires 
the  City  to  come  before  the  Council  again  to  approve  the  project  and  then  the  project  must  be 
recorded  as  a  recorded  instrument.

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  PUBLIC  HEARING 

The  President  convened  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Council. 

Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal 
Nos.  225  and  227,  1999  on  April  7,  1999.  He  asked  for  consent  to  vote  on  these  proposals 
together.  Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  225,  1999.  The  proposal  approves  an  increase  $1,808,849  in  the  1999  Budget 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Police  Division  (Federal  Grants  Fund)  to  fund  part  of  the  cost 
of  hiring  additional  street  police  officers  financed  by  a  federal  grant.  PROPOSAL  NO.  227,  1999. 
The  proposal  approves  an  increase  of  $3,066,852  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  Police  Division  (Police  Service  District  Fund  and  Police  Pension  Fund)  to  pay  part  of  the 
cost  of  hiring  additional  street  police  officers,  purchase  126  laptop  computers  for  current  officers 
and  new  recruits,  and  pay  overtime  for  additional  Downtown  patrols,  financed  by  fund  balances. 
By  8-0  votes,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposals  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that 
they  do  pass. 

Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Schneider,  to  make  a  technical  amendment  to 
Proposal  No.  225,  1999  to  show  the  funding  as  coming  through  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
Police  Division  instead  of  coming  from  the  Director's  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 
Proposal  No.  225,  1999  was  amended  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  why  the  $48  million  pledged  by  the  Mayor  cannot  be  used  for  the  funding 
on  Proposal  No.  225,  1999.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  he  does  not  understand  what  $48 
million  Councillor  Talley  is  referring  to.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  is  referring  to  the  $48 
million  pledged  to  bring  the  Republican  Party  Convention  to  Indianapolis.  Councillor 
McClamroch  stated  that  the  Mayor  was  not  pledging  tax  dollars  for  this  event  and  was  not  asking 
the  Council  to  approve  such  a  use  of  tax  dollars.  Councillor  Talley  asked  why  the  Mayor  cannot 
raise  private  monies  to  fund  additional  police.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  the  Mayor  felt 
he  could  raise  from  private  sources  the  dollars  necessary  for  the  Republican  National  Convention. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  if  any  money  is  being  taken  from  an  underfunded  Police  Pension  Fund 
for  these  new  officers.  Ann  Lathrop,  City  Controller,  stated  that  pension  costs  for  these  new 
officers  are  budgeted  as  part  of  this  proposal,  and  that  is  why  the  Police  Pension  Fund  is  included 
in  the  proposal. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  the  overall  1999  budget  was  cut  31.6%  in  police  overtime,  and  yet 
Proposal  No.  227,  1999  adds  $750,000  in  overtime  for  Downtown  police  protection.  He  stated 
that  the  neighborhoods  are  being  taken  for  granted,  and  although  he  supports  the  proposal,  he  feels 
it  is  not  fair  to  take  away  overtime  from  the  neighborhoods. 
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Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  Proposal  No.  225,  1999  is  putting  50  more  officers  in  the 
neighborhoods,  and  this  is  a  more  favorable  option  than  overworking  neighborhood  police  with 
extreme  overtime. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  10:20  p.m. 

Carl  Kelly,  Organization  for  a  New  Eastside,  stated  that  he  supports  additional  police  in  the  City, 
but  is  opposed  to  cutting  $750,000  from  the  neighborhoods  to  fund  overtime  for  police  Downtown. 
He  added  that  90%  of  the  crime  in  Indianapolis  occurs  in  the  neighborhoods,  not  Downtown,  and 
this  is  a  slap  in  the  face  to  the  neighborhoods. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the  $750,000  is  coming  from  the  Capital  Improvement  Board  and 
Downtown  merchants  and  is  not  taking  money  away  from  putting  50  more  officers  in  the 
neighborhoods. 

Ken  Moran,  President  of  the  Organization  for  a  New  Eastside,  stated  that  50  additional  officers 
split  between  five  police  districts  only  allots  10  additional  officers  per  district,  which  is  not 
sufficient. 

Kenny  New,  eastside  citizen,  stated  that  the  City  needs  to  devote  more  money  to  police  protection 
in  the  neighborhoods,  especially  the  east  district.

WHEREAS,  people  from  all  walks  of  life,  out  of  concern  for  the  cultural  climate  in  our  land,  are  calling  for  a 
renewal  of  spiritual  values;  now,  therefore:

WHEREAS,  during  the  ensuing  80  years  the  American  Legion  grew  to  three  million  veteran  members  in 
14,000  local  posts,  and  has  been  in  the  forefront  of:  Patriotism,  the  "Flag  Code",  sponsorship  of  baseball, 
Boys  State,  oratory  contests  about  the  Constitution,  veterans  benefits  including  the  GI  Bill,  was  the  largest 
donor  to  the  Vietnam  "Wall"  in  Washington,  D.C.,  conducts  firearms  safely  training,  sponsors  over  1,700 
Scouting  units,  partnered  with  the  Smithsonian  to  solve  their  "Enola  Gay"  controversial  display,  and  its 
Legion  posts  have  given  an  almost  incalculable  amount  of  volunteer  time  and  resources  throughout 
America;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  American  Legion  is  a  major  corporate  citizen  in  Indianapolis  with  240  employees  in 
two  locations  and  has  just  broken  ground  at  the  former  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  location  for  a  new  $4 
million  facility,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legion's  very  capable  National  Adjutant,  or  Chief  of  Staff  since  1981,  is  Indianapolis 
Southside  resident  Robert  W.  Spanogle,  an  Army  veteran,  who  has  helped  increase  the  Legion's 
membership  by  500,000  in  five  years.  He  has  served  as  a  veterans'  consultant  to  the  National  League  of 
Cities,  and  has  served  locally  on  Boards  of  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  500  Festival  Associates,  the  Kiwanis  Club 
of  Indianapolis  and  as  a  Trustee  of  St.  Mary-of-the- Woods  College;  now,  therefore:

WHEREAS,  she  started  a  "Save  the  Pagoda"  fund  in  the  1970's,  she  rallied  the  troops  to  get  the  city  to 
save  the  park  conservatory  and  the  Civil  War  Memorial,  and  later  to  revitalize  the  World  War  I  "Grove  of 
Remembrance",  and  still  more  recently  to  restore  the  Sunken  Gardens,  and  even  for  the  city  to  find  the

WHEREAS,  Mrs.  Nackenhorst  was  a  Republican  precinct  Vice  Committeeman  and  Committeeman 
from  1963  through  1999,  and  since  Mayor  Lugar's  1968  Inauguration  event  she  has  carried  the  honorary 
title  of  "Mayor  of  Garfield  Park";  now,  therefore:

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Councillor  Boyd  referred  to  a  letter  he  had  written  to  the  President  of  the  Council  and  the  Baker  & 
Daniels  Law  Firm  regarding  the  recent  litigation  appeal  of  the  library  tax  increase  on  behalf  of  the 
Council.  He  stated  that  he  is  not  comfortable  with  such  an  action  being  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  without  Council  discussion  beforehand.  He  stated  that  he  would  like  to  discuss  this  appeal 
as  the  Committee  as  a  Whole  and  take  a  formal  vote  on  such  an  action. 

Councillor  McClamroch  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst,  to  refer  such  a  discussion  to  the 
Rules  and  Public  Policy  Committee. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  is  strongly  opposed  to  individuals  taking  this  action  on  behalf 
of  the  Council  when  she  is  a  member  of  the  Council  and  her  opinion  has  not  been  taken  into 
consideration.  She  stated  that  feedback  from  her  constituents  has  shown  that  the  community  is 
opposed  to  this  appeal. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  could  support  the  motion  to  send  the  discussion  to  the  Committee  if 
all  litigation  will  cease  until  the  matter  can  be  brought  back  before  the  Council  as  a  whole.  He 
asked  if  an  official  correspondence  could  be  drafted  to  Baker  &  Daniels  from  the  Council  asking 
for  such  a  continuance.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  the  Council  can  instruct  the  law  firm 
to  issue  no  further  appeals,  but  the  initial  litigation  is  in  process,  and  it  is  up  to  the  court  to  grant 
any  continuance  in  the  case  which  has  already  been  filed.  Councillor  Williams  asked  if  the  Council 
can  stop  the  law  firm  from  charging  for  further  time  on  the  appeal  until  a  decision  is  made. 
General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  the  law  firm  is  obligated  to  spend  time  on  the  appeal  as 
necessary  by  court  action. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  the  Council  could  talk  to  the  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel  about 
delaying  any  further  work  on  the  case  until  the  Council  reaches  an  agreement.  Councillor  Boyd 
stated  that  this  does  not  assure  that  the  law  firm  will  not  continue  to  bill  time  to  the  City  for  this 
lawsuit.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  he  will  personally  call  and  ask  the  law  firm  not  to  act 
further  until  the  Council  can  discuss  the  issue,  but  that  he  cannot  guarantee  that  this  is  possible. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  sent  a  letter  to  Baker  &  Daniels  regarding  this  suit,  and  has  not 
received  a  response  from  them  in  writing.  Councillor  Coonrod  stated  that  a  representative  from  the 
firm  asked  to  visit  the  Democratic  Caucus  this  evening  to  explain  the  appeal  and  was  refused. 
Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  requested  a  response  in  writing  and  did  not  get  what  he  requested.

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Councillor  Williams  stated  that  this  referral  means  that  the  Council  will  not  hear  the  matter  again 
until  June  21,  1999.  The  President  stated  that  he  will  ask  all  partners  to  work  in  a  transparent 
manner  until  that  discussion  can  take  place. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  is  distressed  that  a  portion  of  this  body  would  take  it  upon 
themselves  to  speak  for  him  and  the  constituents  he  represents  regarding  an  appeal  based  on 
personal  agendas. 

The  President  stated  that  during  the  budget  process  last  year,  the  Council  made  a  unanimous  vote 
not  to  support  the  reserve  fund  the  library  had  requested  and  not  to  support  any  increases  in  taxes 
or  the  budget.  He  stated  that  the  Council  is  defended  by  the  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel  in 
many  lawsuits  and  this  is  simply  another  example  of  such  a  situation.

WHEREAS,  Rev.  Sanders  was  best  known  for  his  work  in  feeding  the  hungry  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
which  began  with  feeding  20  people  and  grew  to  supplying  dinner  for  20,000  folks  each  November,  and 

WHEREAS,  born  to  a  poor  but  proud  family  in  East  St.  Louis,  Illinois,  he  moved  to  Indianapolis  in 
1945,  where  he  worked  in  a  foundry  and  began  gravitating  more  and  more  to  doing  the  Lord's  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  Rev.  Sanders  established  the  Indianapolis  Chapter  of  Opportunities  Industrialization 
Centers  job  training  organization,  preached,  marched  for  civil  rights,  served  as  a  liaison  with  the  police 
department  and  for  17  years  hosted  a  popular  WTLC  radio  show  called  The  Way  Out,  and 

WHEREAS,  his  funeral  at  the  Indiana  Convention  Center  in  1988  drew  a  thousand  people  with  eulogies 
given  by  several  ministers,  civil  rights  leaders,  the  Mayor  and  Congressman,  state  legislators,  and  a  full 
measure  of  singing  that  would  make  Rev.  Sanders  proud  was  performed  by  a  mass  choir,  and 

WHEREAS,  Subsequent  to  his  death,  Rev.  Mozel  Sanders  was  named  "The  Indianapolis  Star" 
newspaper's  "Man  of  the  Year,"  he  was  inducted  into  Crown  Hill  Cemetery's  "Pillars  of  Society"  hall  of 
fame,  and  the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  voted  to  rename  Haughville  Park  on  the  near 
Westside  as  the  Rev.  Mozel  Sanders  Park  in  memory  of  the  historic  community  leader,  now,  therefore:

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer,  is  desirable,  serves  a 
public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer,  and  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry,  the 
creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer.

Consistent  with  the  objectives  of  this  chapter,  including  protecting  public  health  and  providing  for  a  sound 
sanitary  sewer  infrastructure  system,  the  department  is  authorized  to  construct  sanitary  sewers  which  are  suitable 
for  use  by  a  local  area  abutting  or  adjoining  the  sewers,  and  the  department  is  authorized  to  charge  property 
owners  in  the  local  area  abutting  or  adjoining  the  sewers  a  fee  for  connecting  to  such  sewers.  Pursuant  to  IC  36-9- 
23-29,  the  connection  fee  shall  be  a  pro  rata  portion  of  the  department's  cost  of  constructing  the  sewer. 

Sec  671-802.  Definitions. 

(a)  Pro  rata  sewer  shall  mean  a  sanitary  sewer  constructed  by  the  department  in  accordance  with  IC  36-9- 
23-29  and  this  article. 

(b)  Cost  of  construction  shall  mean  all  reasonable  costs  associated  with  construction,  including  materials, 
labor,  design,  inspection,  property  acquisition  and  finance  costs. 

(c)  Construction  shall  mean  the  original  building  of  the  sanitary  sewer  and  shall  also  mean: 

(1)  construction  work  directly  related  to  the  original  sanitary  sewer  which  increases  the  capacity  of  the 
original  sanitary  sewer,  or 

(2)  alteration  of  the  original  sanitary  sewer  which  increases  the  capacity  of  the  sanitary  sewer. 

(d)  Department  shall  mean  either  the  Department  of  Public  Works  or  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management,  as  applicable. 

(e)  AD  other  terms  as  defined  in  section  67 1  -2  of  this  chapter  apply  in  this  article. 
Sec  671-803.  Procedures;  Council  approval  as  pro  rata  project 

(a)  Upon  request  of  the  department,  made  prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  actual  work  on  the  proposed 
project,  the  City-County  Council  by  resolution,  shall  approve  or  disapprove  a  department  sewer  construction 
project  as  a  pro  rata  sewer  project  for  which  connection  fees  may  be  charged  as  set  forth  in  this  Article.  However, 
recognizing  that  the  Franklin  Township  sanitary  sewer  and  lift  station  projects  are  currently  under  construction, 
approval  of  the  City-County  Council  by  resolution  may  be  requested  for  those  projects  after  commencement  of 
actual  work.  Design,  construction  and  property  acquisition  of  the  pro  rata  sewer  shall  comply  with  all  applicable 
laws  and  regulations. 

(b)  Upon  City-County  Council  approval  of  a  sewer  construction  project  as  a  pro  rata  sewer  project,  the 
department  shall  record  with  the  Marion  County  Recorder  a  document  and  area  map  designating  a  fixed 
geographical  area  capable  of  being  served  by  the  pro  rata  sewer.  This  area  shall  be  known  as  the  designated 
recoupment  area.  The  recorded  document  shall  also  set  forth  the  obligation  to  pay  a  connection  fee  under  this 
article  and  shall  state  how  the  connection  fee  is  to  be  calculated  for  that  pro  rata  sewer  in  sufficient  detail  so  that  a 
property  owner  can  calculate  with  reasonable  certainty  the  connection  fee  applicable  to  his  property. 

(c)  The  obligation  to  pay  the  connection  fee  does  not  apply  to  any  property  owner  of  abutting  or  adjoining 
property  unless  the  document  is  recorded  before  the  owner  taps  into  or  connects  to  the  pro  rata  sewer. 

(d)  Any  city-owned  property  capable  of  being  served  by  the  pro  rata  sewer  shall  be  included  in  the 
designated  recoupment  area. 

(e)  When  all  areas  in  the  designated  recoupment  area  have  paid  to  the  department  their  pro  rata  share  of 
construction  of  the  sewer  and/or  when  the  department  has  received  connection  fees  equal  to  its  cost  of  constructing 
the  pro  rata  sewer,  the  department  shall  record  a  release  of  the  document. 

(f)  The  department  shall  have  the  authority  to  approve  requests  for  connection  to  the  pro  rata  sewer  and 
shall  determine  the  amount  of  the  connection  fee  as  set  forth  in  section  671-173. 
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Sec  671-804.  Connection  fee. 

(a)  No  person  shall  cause  or  allow  the  connection  of  a  building  sewer  or  a  local  sanitary  sewer  to  the  pro 
rata  sewer  without  first  having  paid  to  the  department  the  connection  fee  established  by  this  article. 

(b)  The  connection  fee  shall  be  equal  to  the  abutting  or  adjoining  property's  pro  rata  share  of  the  cost  of 
construction  of  the  pro  rata  sewer,  as  determined  in  subsection  (c). 

(c)  The  pro  rata  share  of  the  cost  of  construction  shall  be  calculated  based  on  either: 

( 1 )  The  amount  of  the  total  peak  design  capacity,  in  million  gallons  per  day,  of  the  pro  rata  sewer  allocated 
to  the  individual  property's  use  at  the  time  of  connection;  or 

(2)  The  individual  property  area,  measured  in  acres  or  square  feet,  compared  to  the  total  acreage  or  square 
feet  in  the  designated  recoupment  area. 

(d)  If  not  paid  prior  to  connection,  the  connection  fee  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  property  for  which  the 
connection  is  made. 

Sec  671-805.  Use  of  connection  fees. 

(a)     The  proceeds  of  connection  fees  collected  by  the  department  under  this  article  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
Sanitation  General  fund  and  may  be  used  as: 

( 1 )  payment  toward  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  pro  rata  sewer,  or 

(2)  payment  toward  the  cost  of  improving  the  pro  rata  sewer  in  the  future. 

SECTION  2.  The  express  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part  of 
any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall 
be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted.

WHEREAS,  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department  Personnel  Retirement  Plan  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Plan")  was  established  by  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "Employer"),  effective  as  of  January  1,  1963;  and  as  amended  by  a  complete  restatement, 
effective  as  of  January  1,  1989;  and  as  last  amended  by  a  Second  Amendment,  effective  as  of  January  1, 
1998;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  Section  1 1 .01  of  the  Plan,  the  Employer  reserved  the  right  to  amend  the  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Employer  desires  to  amend  the  Plan  in  certain  respects  heretofore  considered  and 
discussed;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Third  Amendment  to  the  Plan  was  duly  adopted  by  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs 
Pension  Board  on  April  8,  1999. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA; 

SECTION  1.  The  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department  Personnel  Retirement  Plan,  Section  2.01(j)  is 
hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  words  stricken  and  adding  the  words  underlined  as  follows: 

(j)  Final  Average  Monthly  Salary  means  the  average  of  the  rate  of  monthly  income  (base  pay  plus 
longevity)  as  of  January  1  in  the  five  (5)  calendar  years  producing  the  highest  average  for  a  given 
Participant,  provided  that  a  given  calendar  year  January  1  rate  of  monthly  income  may  be  used  only  if  the 
required  Employee  contributions  during  the  entire  calendar  year  were  made  by  the  Participant  or  were 
picked-up  under  Section  414(h)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended.  Final  Average 
Monthly  Salary  includes  any  required  Employee  contributions  which  are  picked-up  under  Section  414(h) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986.  as  amended.  The  calendar  year  in  which  the  Participant  terminates 
employment  for  any  reason  shall  be  included  in  computing  the  Participant's  Final  Average  Monthly 
Salary,  provided  that  the  required  Employee  contributions  during  such  calendar  year  prior  to  his  date  of 
termination  were  made  by  the  Participant  or  were  picked-up  under  Section  414(h)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1986.  as  amended.  Final  Average  Monthly  Salary  shall  be  subject  to  any  further  modifications  or 
limitations  described  in  the  following  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

Section  125  Deferrals 

Effective  January  1,  1989,  all  Salary  used  to  calculate  a  Participant's  Final  Average  Monthly  Salary 
shall  include  all  elective  contributions  made  under  a  cafeteria  plan  as  defined  in  Internal  Revenue  Code 
Section  125  and  all  compensation  deferred  under  an  eligible  deferred  compensation  plan  as  defined  in 
Section  457. 

Statutory  Limits 

There  are  two  statutory  limits  on  compensation  which  apply  to  this  Plan.  One  limit  is  on  Final  Average 
Monthly  Salary  and  is  prescribed  by  state  law  in  IC  36-8-10-12.  The  second  limit  is  on  annual  salary  and 
is  prescribed  by  federal  law  in  Section  401(aX17)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Both  limits  (as  described 
in  more  detail  below)  shall  apply  in  determining  Final  Average  Monthly  Salary. 
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State  Limit  on  Final  Average  Monthly  Salary 

For  a  Participant  who  terminates  employment  or  retires  after  June  30,  1996,  Final  Average  Monthly 
salary  may  not  exceed  the  minimum  monthly  salary  that  a  full-time  prosecuting  attorney  was  entitled  to  be 
paid  by  the  state  of  Indiana  at  the  time  the  Participant  terminates  or  retires. 

Federal  Limit  on  Salary 

In  addition,  for  Plan  Years  beginning  on  or  after  January  1,  1996,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of 
Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  401(aX17)  for  a  governmental  plan,  annual  salary  taken  into  account 
under  the  Plan  for  any  Plan  Year  for  an  individual  who  became  a  Participant  on  or  before  December  31, 

1995,  shall  be  limited  to  the  greater  of  1)  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000),  because  the  salary 
limit  under  the  Plan  as  in  effect  on  July  1,  1993,  was  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  or  2)  one 
hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000)  as  increased  by  the  cost  of  living  adjustment  for  the  year 
pursuant  to  Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  401(aX17).

1996,  if  and  to  the  extent,  required  by  Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  401(a)(17)  for  a  governmental  plan, 
annual  salary  taken  into  account  under  the  Plan  for  any  Plan  Year  for  a  Participant  who  was  not  a 
Participant  on  or  before  December  31,  1995,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($150,000)  (as  increased  by  the  cost  of  living  adjustment  for  the  year  pursuant  to  Internal  Revenue  Code 
Section  401(aX17)).  The  rules  of  Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  414(qX6)  shall  apply  in  determining  the 
limitations  on  annual  salary  described  in  this  paragraph,  except  that  a  member  of  the  family  group  shall 
include  only  the  spouse  of  the  Participant  and  any  lineal  descendant  of  the  Participant  who  has  not 
attained  age  nineteen  (19)  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

SECTION  2.  Section  2.01(k)  of  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department  Personnel  Retirement  Plan  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words  underlined  as  follows: 

(k)  Net  Amount  of  Contributions  means  the  amount  of  money  actually  paid  into  the  Trust  Fund 
pursuant  to  Section  10.02,  plus  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  percent  (3%)  compounded  annually  up  to 
termination  date,  less  any  sums,  plus  interest  at  the  same  rate,  paid  from  the  Trust  Fund  to  such 
Participant  or  to  any  governmental  fund  for  the  credit  or  benefit  of  such  Participant.

Notwithstanding  anything  to  tho  contrary  contained  herein,  the  contributions  required  of  a  Participant 
may  oeaso,  at  the  olection  of  the  Participant,  following  the  complotion  of  twenty  (20)  years  or  more  of 
Credited  Service  and  prior  to  termination  of  employment.  In  the  event  a  Participant  elects  to  discontinue 
contributions  following  the  completion  of  twenty  (20)  years  or  more  of  Credited  Service,  such  individual 
shall  continue  to  be  a  Participant  for  all  purposes  of  the  Plan  but  shall  not  have  the  rates  of  monthly 
income  for  years  commencing  with  and  following  the  discontinuance  included  in  the  determination  of 
Final  Average  Monthly  Salary  as  defined  in  Section  2.01  hereinabove  nor  shall  such  an  individual  receive 
Credited  Service  for  employment  beyond  tho  discontinuance  of  contributions- 
Employee  contributions  required  under  this  Section  may  be  picked-up  under  Section  414(h)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended." 

SECTION  4.  Should  any  provision  of  this  resolution  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to 
be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining 
provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in 
adopting  this  resolution.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  are  severable.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  acting  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Indiana  Code  36-7-12,  et  seq.,  as  amended  (the  "Act"),  is  authorized  to  issue  its  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  to  assist  Roth  Realty,  LLC  (the  "Borrower")  in  the  development  and  construction  of  certain 
land,  and  the  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  or  other  fixtures  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the 
"City");  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the  "Commission")  has  been 
informed  by  officials  of  the  Borrower  that  they  propose  to  develop  and  construct  a  65,000  square  foot 
building,  relocate  and  expand  an  existing  facility  and  acquire  machinery,  equipment  and  other  fixtures  to 
be  used  by  Roth  Companies,  Inc.  in  its  business  of  manufacturing  of  communication  systems  to  be  located 
at  8940  Vincennes  Circle,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  found  and  determined  that  the  diversity  of  industry  and  the  retention

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Commission,  with  which  conclusion  the  City  concurs,  that 
assisting  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed  Project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of 
the  City,  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  is  in  furtherance  of  the  public  purposes 
pursuant  to  the  Act  and  for  which  the  Commission  was  created;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  careful  study  and  investigation  of  the  nature  of  the  proposed  Project  as  aforesaid,  the 
Commission  has  determined  that  the  proposed  Project  constitutes  facilities  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
health  and  general  welfare  of  the  City  and  Marion  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  most  feasible  method  of  financing  the  development,  construction,  relocation, 
acquisition,  equipping  and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project  is  for  the  City  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds 
for  that  purpose  and  for  it  to  lend  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  revenue  bonds  to  the  Borrower  to 
enable  it  to  develop,  construct,  relocate,  acquire,  equip  and  carry  out  the  proposed  Project  and  to  repay  the 
loan  in  installments  which  will  be  sufficient  and  timely  to  pay  the  principal  of  premium  (if  any)  and 
interest  on  said  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Borrower  has  requested  that  the  City  indicate  its  willingness  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds 
to  finance  the  proposed  Project,  and  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  expenditures  heretofore  or  hereafter 
made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Borrower  in  connection  with  the  Project  (to  the  extent  permitted  by  Section 
1.150-2  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations)  so  that  said  development,  construction,  relocation,  acquisition, 
equipping  and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project  may  move  forward;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  determined  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  its  residents  that  the 
development,  construction,  relocation,  acquisition,  equipping  and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project 
move  forward  without  delay,  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the 
"Commission"),  with  which  conclusion  the  City  concurs,  that  assisting  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed 
Project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  City,  complies  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12  of  the  Indiana  Code,  as  amended  (the  "Act")  and  is  in 
furtherance  of  the  public  purposes  for  which  the  Commission  was  created. 

SECTION  2.  Accordingly,  in  order  to  assist  the  Borrower  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed  Project  and 
to  induce  the  Borrower  to  proceed  with  the  Project  and  in  order  thereby  to  carry  out  the  public  purposes 
set  forth  by  in  the  Act  WE  HEREBY  RESOLVE  as  follows: 

(a)  The  City  will  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds  (the  "bonds")  under  the  Act  in  a 
principal  amount  currently  estimated  not  to  exceed  $3,160,000  for  the  purpose  of  paying  in  whole  or  in 
part  the  costs  of  the  financing,  development,  relocation,  construction,  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment 
and  other  fixtures  to  be  used  in  furtherance  of  the  Borrower's  proposed  Project. 

(b)  Simultaneously  with  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  may  lend  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  to  the  Borrower  to  enable  it  to  finance,  develop,  construct,  acquire  certain  machinery  and  other 
fixtures  and  equip  the  proposed  Project,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  loan  agreement  shall  be 
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substantially  in  the  form  generally  utilized  in  connection  with  such  financial  undertakings,  as  agreed  upon 
by  the  City  and  the  Borrower. 

(c)  The  basic  security  document  or  other  document  or  documents  satisfactory  to  the  parties  shall 
contain  agreements  providing  for  the  indemnification  of  the  Commission  and  the  City  and  the  individual 
members,  directors  and  officers  thereof  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  them  and  for  any  claim  of  loss 
suffered  or  damage  to  property  or  any  injury  or  death  of  any  person  occurring  in  connection  with  the 
development,  construction,  relocation,  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  other  fixtures,  equipping 
and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project. 

SECTION  3.  The  City  may  enter  into  a  trust  indenture  with  a  corporate  trustee.  The  trust  indenture  may 
pledge  such  loan  agreement  and  the  amounts  derived  or  derivable  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  pursuant 
thereto,  to  said  corporate  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of  the  bonds,  and  the  terms  of  such  trust 
indenture  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  City,  the  Borrower  and  said  corporate  trustee. 

SECTION  4.  Subject  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  will  assist  in  the 
prompt  preparation  of  the  basic  security  document,  the  trust  indenture,  and  any  security  agreement. 

SECTION  5.  If  for  any  reason  the  City  has  not  issued  bonds  hereunder  by  December  31,  1999,  the 
provisions  of  this  Resolution  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  be  cancelled. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  City  are  further  authorized  to  take  any  and  all  further  action 
and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  issue  and  deliver  the  bonds 
and  to  effect  the  undertaking  for  which  the  bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued. 

SECTION  7.  Based  upon  representations  of  the  Borrower  to  the  effect  that  it  intends  to  apply  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  reimburse  themselves  for  all  or  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project 
paid  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  bonds,  the  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  apply  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  reimburse  such  expenditures,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  Section

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  5,  1999 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  $13,000,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Park  Tudor  Foundation,  Inc.  Project)  (the 
"Bonds"),  and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect  thereto. 
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WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Tide  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  11.9  and  12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares 
that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of 
acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and  personal  property,  for  diversification  of 
economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer,  and 

WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  Park  Tudor  Foundation,  Inc.  d/b/a  Park  Tudor  School  (the  "Applicant") 
has  requested  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  issue  bonds  and  lend  the  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  Applicant  in  order  to  enable  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  expansion  and  renovation  of 
the  Upper  School  and  Fine  Arts  Building  and  to  acquire  machinery,  equipment  and/or  other  fixtures  for 
use  at  the  educational  facilities  located  at  7200  North  College  Avenue  on  approximately  a  55  acre  parcel  of 
land  (Park  Tudor  Foundation,  Inc.  Project).

The  educational  facilities  developed  under  this  proposal  will  provide 
educational  services  and  enrichment  (including  cultural,  intellectual,  scientific,  or  artistic  opportunities)  to 
school  age  residents  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  (collectively,  the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  rendered  a  report  of  the 
Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  concerning  the  proposed  financing  of  economic 
development  facilities  for  the  Applicant  and  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County 
has  commented  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to  finance 
the  expansion,  renovation  and  equipping  of  the  Project  by  issuing  its  $13,000,000  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Park  Tudor  Foundation,  Inc.  Project)  (the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing  conducted 
pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  24,  adopted  a  Resolution  finding  that  the 
financing  of  the  Project  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that  such  financing  will 
be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Trust  Indenture  dated  as  of  June  1 5, 
1999  (the  "Indenture")  between  the  Issuer  and  Bank  One  Trust  Company,  NA  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  as 
trustee  (the  "Trustee")  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the  Applicant,  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement 
dated  as  of  June  15,  1999  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  between  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant,  and  pursuant  to

WHEREAS,  substantially  final  forms  of  the  Indenture,  Loan  Agreement,  Note,  Bond  Purchase 
Agreement  among  the  Issuer,  Applicant  and  the  underwriter  named  therein  (the  "Underwriter"), 
Preliminary  Official  Statement,  and  the  form  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the 
"Financing  Documents")  regarding  the  Bonds  have  been  presented  at  this  meeting  and  reviewed  by  the 
Commission;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE

SECTION  1 .    It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in  the

Shambaugh,  approves  an  increase  of  $18,454  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Wayne  Township 
Assessor  (County  General  Fund)  to  pay  for  emergency  water  damage  repair  to  the  township 
headquarters  building  to  prevent  further  damage,  financed  from  fund  balances.     Councillor 
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Schneider  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Shambaugh,  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  297,  1999  until 
July  19,  1999.  Proposal  No.  297,  1999  was  postponed  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  318,  1999.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported  that  the  Public  Works  Committee 
heard  Proposal  No.  318,  1999  on  June  10,  1999.  The  proposal  approves  an  increase  of 
$1,723,075  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Solid  Waste  Management 
Division  (Solid  Waste  Disposal  Fund)  to  pay  the  increased  costs  of  private  trash  hauler  contracts, 
financed  by  fund  balances.  By  a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  full  Council 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  if  the  fees  will  be  passed  on  to  local  businesses.  Councillor 
Coughenour  stated  that  they  will. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  this  seems  like  a  large  amount  of  additional  money,  and  he  thought  the 
City  would  actually  be  saving  money  by  outsourcing  the  hauling  services.  Councillor  Coughenour 
stated  that  the  savings  is  viewed  over  a  period  of  years  and  is  not  immediately  noticeable  when 
there  is  a  turnover  in  contracts.  The  new  contractors  will  need  to  pay  for  equipment  to  service  the 
appropriate  districts.  Councillor  Golc  stated  that  it  does  not  make  sense  to  sign  five  and  ten-year 
contracts  for  services  when  the  administration  will  be  changing  next  year.  He  asked  why  a  five- 
year  contract  is  needed.  Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  City  is  simply  renewing  these 
contracts.  The  original  contracts  were  for  five  years  and  these  are  simply  a  renewal.  Dennis 
Neidigh,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  stated  that  for  the  new  companies  a  five- 
year  contract  is  needed  for  a  successful  program  in  order  to  guarantee  any  equipment  purchased. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  if  these  are  new  companies  getting  the  bids  or  are  the  same  contractors. 
She  said  that  she  does  not  understand  why  contracts  cannot  just  be  extended  for  one  year  if  the 
contractors  already  have  the  contracts.  Sheila  O'Bryan,  Corporation  Counsel,  stated  that  two  of 
the  haulers  kept  the  same  district,  but  a  three-year  transition  period  is  best  because  of  less 
inconvenience  to  citizens.  Councillor  Williams  asked  if  contracts  were  awarded  strictly  on  lowest 
bid.  Ms.  O'Bryan  stated  that  this  is  primarily  the  case. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  some  of  the  contractors  should  be  monitored  better  in  the  way  they 
serve  the  citizens.  He  said  that  when  the  City  performed  the  job,  they  emptied  cans  and  were  more 
careful  about  not  leaving  trash  behind.  Mr.  Neidigh  stated  that  he  will  note  this  and  pass  on  this 
information.

Sec.  987-203.  Restrictions  on  garage  sales. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  offer  for  sale,  or  to  sell,  at  a  garage  sale  any  used,  tangible  personal 
property  which  previously  was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  resale. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  hold  a  garage  sale: 

(1)  Within  the  travel  portion  of  any  street  or  alley,  or  upon  any  median  thereof  while  such  street  or 
alley  is  open  to  vehicular  traffic;  or 

(2)  Upon  any  public  sidewalk  or  right-of-way  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impede  the  flow  of  pedestrian 
traffic. 

(c)  If  a  garage  sale  is  advertised  by  the  use  of  signs,  the  number,  size,  location,  and  duration  of  such  signs 
shall  comply  with  Section  2.10(C)  of  the  "Sign  Regulations  of  Marion  County,"  Appendix  D.  Part  19. 

SECTION  2.  Section  987-204  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  the 
required  removal  of  garage  sale  advertising,  hereby  is  REPEALED. 

SECTION  3.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part  of 
any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Revised  Code  relating  to  the  deferred 
compensation  plan  for  City  and  County  employees  and  approving  amendments  to  the  deferred 
compensation  plan  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  City-County  Council  on  September  10,  1990. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1.  Sec.  291-401  through  Sec.  291-406  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County  be  and  are  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  underlined  text  and  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  to 
read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  291-401.  Definitions. 

For  purposes  of  this  article,  the  following  words  shall  have  the  meanings  herein  stated: 

(1)  Deferred  compensation  shall  mean  the  amount  of  compensation  reduced  and  deferred  pursuant 
to  a  deferred  compensation  agreement. 

(2)  Deferred  compensation  plan  shall  mean  any  plan  established  pursuant  to  section  291-402  or 
any  plan  established  under  an  ordinance  which  preceded  section  291-402. 

(3)  Deferred  compensation  account  shall  mean  the  account  established  for  each  employee  who  has 
entered  into  a  deferred  compensation  agreement  and  into  which  the  compensation  he  has 
deferred  shall  be  credited. 

(4)  Deferred  compensation  agreement  shall  mean  that  agreement,  the  terms  of  which  are  set  forth 
in  section  291-404,  entered  into  between  the  employer  and  an  eligible  employee  as  defined  by 
section  291-403. 

(5)  Employee  shall  mean  any  person  actively  employed  by  either  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  by 
Marion  County. 

(6)  Employer  shall  mean  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 
Sec.  291-402.  Deferred  compensation  plan  authorized. 

(1)  Subject  to  city-county  council  approval  of  each  plan,  the  employer  is  hereby  authorized  to 
establish  and  administer  one  (1)  or  more  deferred  compensation  plans  for  eligible  employees  as 
provided  in  this  article  or  pursuant  to  IC  5-10-1.1-7.  Such  deferred  compensation  plans  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time  after  proposed  amendments  are  submitted  and  approved  by  the  city- 
county  council.  Any  amendment  to  an  existing  plan  or  the  adoption  of  a  new  plan  shall  not 
invalidate  any  employee's  previous  deferral  of  compensation  and  any  income  attributable  to  the 
amounts  deferred. 

(2)  All  amounts  held  under  any  deferred  compensation  plan  established  under  this  ordinance  must 
be  held  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  participants  of  the  plan  and  their  beneficiaries,  as  required 
by  Section  457  (g)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

Sec.  291-403.  Employee  eligibility. 

Any  permanent  full-time  or  permanent  part-time  employee  will  be  eligible  to  participate  in  the 
deferred  compensation  plan,  provided  the  employee  has  entered  into  a  properly  executed  deferred 
compensation  agreement. 

Sec.  291-404.  Required  terms  of  agreement 

The  deferred  compensation  agreement  specified  in  section  291-401  (4)  shall  be  executed  by  the 
eligible  employee  and  by  the  employer  or  by  any  party  authorized  to  execute  such  agreements  on  behalf  of 
the  employer  and  shall  contain  the  following  provisions: 

(1)  The  eligible  employee  shall  agree  that  the  salary  or  other  total  compensation,  authorized  by 
statute,  ordinance  or  the  responsible  salary  administrator  or  the  position  held  by  such  employee, 
shall  be  reduced  by  at  least  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  per  month  and  the  amount  shall  be 
credited  to  his  deferred  compensation  account. 

(2)  The  employer  and  eligible  employee  shall  mutually  agree  that  the  amount  of  deferred 
compensation  shall  be  paid  as  set  forth  in  the  deferred  compensation  plan. 

(3-)  The  eligible  employee  shall  agroo  that  tho  doforrod  compensation  account  shall  bo  the  absolute 
property  of  the  employer,  and  the  employee  shall  have  no  rights  to  that  account  except  as  sot 
forth  in  the  deferred  compensation  plan. 
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(43)  The  eligible  employee  shall  agree  that  he  will: 

a.  change  his  election  to  participate; 

b.  amend  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  deferred; 

c.  change  his  specification  for  investment  selection;  or 

d.  change  the  payment  option  selected  for  the  payment  of  benefits; 

only  as  provided  for  in  the  deferred  compensation  plan. 

(54)  The  employer  shall  agree  that  the  eligible  employee  may,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  deferred 
compensation  plan,  designate  a  beneficiary  who,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  such  employee,  shall  be  paid 
the  full  value  of  the  employee's  deferred  compensation  account. 

Neither  the  existence  of  a  deferred  compensation  agreement  nor  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be 
construed  to  confer  upon  the  employee  any  right  to  continue  his  employment  for  any  specific  period  or  at 
any  particular  rate  of  compensation.  Any  deferred  compensation  specified  in  such  agreement  shall  accrue 
and  be  payable  only  as  set  forth  in  the  deferred  compensation  plan. 

Sec  291-405.  Management  of  deferred  compensation  accounts. 

All  deferred  compensation  accounts  established  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  invested  pursuant  to 
the  terms  of  the  deferred  compensation  plan  and  may  be  invested  in  either  group  fixed  or  group  variable 
annuity  contracts. 

Sec.  291-406.  Administration. 

Each  deferred  compensation  plan  shall  be  administered  as  provided  for  in  the  deferred  compensation 
plan  document  for  that  plan  and  any  amendments  thereto.  Such  documents  may  allow  the  employer,  or 
his  authorized  representative,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with,  or  to  contract  with,  one  or  more  third  parties 
to  provide  administrative  services  for  each  deferred  compensation  plan. 

SECTION  2.  The  City-County  Council  approves  this  restatement  of  the  "DEFERRED 
COMPENSATION  PLAN  OF  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  MARION  COUNTY"  submitted  to  the

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provisions  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision 
or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  does  not  know  why  the  City  is  considering  a  dog  park  when  the 
Parks  Department  and  the  Council  promised  skateboarders  that  they  would  find  a  park  for  them 
and  still  have  not  done  so.  She  asked  if  the  City  has  fulfilled  that  promise  yet.  Mr.  Parham  stated 
that  the  Parks  Department  has  been  working  on  such  a  project  and  has  met  with  a  consultant  to 
design  such  a  park. 
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Councillor  Golc  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Short,  to  return  Proposal  No.  354,  1999,  as 
amended,  to  Committee  to  broaden  the  language  to  include  areas  in  addition  to  Broad  Ripple  Park.

SECTION  1 .  Section  63 1  - 1 1 0  of  Article  I,  Chapter  63 1  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County  be  and  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  inserting  the  underlined  text  as 
follows: 

Sec.  631-110.  Animals  and  fowl  in  parks  generally. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  being  the  owner  of  or  having  control  thereof,  and  without 
permission  of  the  board  of  parks  and  recreation,  to  suffer  or  permit  any  chickens,  ducks,  geese,  swans, 
hogs,  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  goats  or  any  other  animals  or  fowl,  to  stray  into  or  to  run  at  large  or  unattended 
or  to  trespass  upon  any  park,  playground,  waters  or  any  property  controlled,  leased  or  loaned  by  the 
department  of  parks  and  recreation  or  on  which  a  concession  has  been  granted  by  it.  Any  of  the  animals 
or  fowl  prohibited  by  this  subsection,  straying  into,  running  at  large  or  unattended  or  trespassing  on  park 
lands,  may  be  impounded  by  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation,  and,  if  not  reclaimed  and  the  costs 
thereof  paid  by  the  owners,  may  be  sold  as  provided  by  law  and  this  Code  for  the  disposal  of  stray  animals 
which  are  held  in  the  city  pound. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  harboring  or  controlling  a  dog  to  permit  or  to  suffer  such  dog, 
when  not  attended  and  under  the  control  of  the  person  and  held  by  a  leash,  to  be  in  any  park,  public 
playground  or  golf  course,  or  at  any  time  to  enter  any  wading  or  swimming  pool  or  beach  located  therein. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  $531-102  and  §631-1 10(b)  of  this  Code,  dogs  are  permitted 
off-leash  in  a  specific  area  of  Broad  Ripple  Park  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  of  the  department  of 
parks  and  recreation  which  area  is  designated  as  an  off-leash  area  by  the  board  of  parks  and  recreation. 

(ed)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  ride,  lead  or  drive  a  horse,  mule,  pony,  donkey  or  any  other 
beast  of  burden  on  any  park  property,  except  that  the  board  of  parks  and  recreation  may  designate  certain 
portions  of  park  property  as  bridle  paths  or  other  areas  wherein  horses  and  other  equine  animals  may  be 
ridden,  after  securing  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the  board.  Horseback  and  other  animal  riding  shall 
be  confined  exclusively  to  designated  bridle  paths  and  in  public  parks,  or  to  other  places  set  apart  for  such 
use.  Reckless  riding  or  racing  at  any  place  shall  be  unlawful.  Riding  horses  or  other  animals  on  or  across 
grass  lawns,  flower  beds,  golf  courses  or  any  park  property,  other  than  on  bridle  paths  or  places 
designated  therefor,  shall  be  unlawful.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Chapter  391  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
nuisances,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  NEW  Article  VI,  regarding  live  sex  and  violent  act 
businesses,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  VL  LIVE  SEX  AND  VIOLENT  ACT  BUSINESSES 

Sec  391-601.  Findings  and  Purpose. 

(a)  The  council  hereby  finds  that  the  operation  of  a  business  where  persons  pay  to  view  or  to  participate  in 
live  sex  and  violent  acts  for  a  consideration: 

(1)  Poses  a  substantial  risk  of  the  primary  and  secondary  transfer  of  dangerous  and  life-threatening 
diseases,  and  contributes  to  the  spread  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases; 

(2)  Jeopardizes  the  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  county,  and  in  particular 
that  of  the  patrons,  employees,  neighboring  property  owners,  and  emergency  safety  personnel;  and, 

(3)  Constitutes  a  public  nuisance  per  se,  which  should  be  prohibited. 

(b)  Consistent  with  these  findings,  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  and  general 
welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  by  declaring  live  sex  and  violent  act  businesses  to  be  unlawful. 

Sec  391-602.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  definitions  ascribed  to  them  in  this 
section. 

Business  means  and  includes  a  sole  proprietorship,  corporation,  limited  liability  company,  partnership  or 
business  trust,  or  an  association  which,  in  exchange  for  consideration,  caters  or  offers  any  services,  facilities,  or 
goods  to  the  general  public  or  to  a  discernible  segment  thereof 

Consideration  means  and  includes  the  payment  of  money  or  the  exchange  of  any  item  of  value  for  the  direct 
or  indirect  right  to  enter,  or  to  remain  on,  business  premises  or  any  portion  thereof 

Live  sex  and  violent  act  means  and  includes  any  of  the  following  occurrences: 

( 1 )  Penetration  of  a  human  sex  organ  or  anus  by  the  human  male  sex  organ  or  by  any  other  object; 

(2)  Physical  contact  between  the  sex  organ  of  one  person  and  the  mouth  or  anus  of  another  person;  or, 

(3)  Direct  or  indirect  touching,  fondling,  injuring  or  manipulating  of  any  part  of  a  person's  genitals, 
buttocks,  anus  or  female  breast  by  any  part  of  that  person's  or  another  person's  body,  or  by  any  other 
object; 
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performed  by  a  person  or  persons  in  the  presence  and  view  of  another  person.  However,  live  sex  and  violent  act 
shall  not  include  any  activity  which  constitutes  the  "practice  of  medicine  or  osteopathic  medicine"  by  a 
"physician,"  as  those  terms  are  defined,  and  as  authorized,  by  IC  25-22.5-1 . 

Sec  391-603.  Live  sex  and  violent  act  businesses  prohibited. 

(a)  A  business  in  which  one  ( 1 )  or  more  persons  may  view,  or  may  participate  in,  a  live  sex  and  violent  act 
for  a  consideration,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  nuisance  per  se,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
own,  operate,  or  manage  such  a  business  in  the  city  or  county. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  non-obscene  presentation, 
showing  or  performance  of  any  play,  drama,  or  ballet  in  any  theater,  concert  hall,  fine  arts  academy,  school 
institution  of  higher  education  or  similar  establishment  as  a  form  of  expression  or  opinion  or  communication  of 
ideas  or  information,  as  differentiated  from  the  promotion  or  exploitation  of  sex  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the 
economic  welfare  of  a  commercial  or  business  enterprise. 

Sec.  391-604.  Enforcement  and  penalties. 

(a)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  article  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  103-3  of 
the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fine  imposed  for  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000.00),  and  each  day  that  an  offense  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

(b)  In  addition  to  any  other  penalties  provided  by  law,  the  court  may  enter  an  order  upon  a  finding  of 
violation  and  for  good  cause  shown,  as  follows: 

(1)  Any  facility  which  was  the  site  of  a  violation  under  this  article  shall  be  closed  and  vacated  until  the 
Court  is  satisfied  that  the  facility  will  not  be  used  further  to  conduct  a  live  sex  and  violent  act  business; 

(2)  The  defendant  shall  pay  restitution  to  any  law  enforcement  agencies  necessary  for  such  agencies  to 
recuperate  their  investigative  costs  in  the  enforcement  of  the  instant  case; 

(3)  The  defendant  shall  pay  restitution  to  the  city  for  attorneys'  fees  and  other  legal  expenses  incurred  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  violation,  and  shall  forfeit  all  consideration  received  by  defendant  in  the  conduct 
or  operation  of  the  live  sex  and  violent  business;  and, 

(4)  Conditions  shall  be  imposed  on  the  defendant  as  necessary  to  ensure  future  compliance  with  this 
article. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings 
are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this  ordinance 
be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provision  or  provisions 
shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be 
given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  356,  1999.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  356,  1999  on  June  16,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillor  Moores,  concerns  panhandling,  begging,  and  street  performing  on  streets,  and  in  public 
places  and  parks.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended.  Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor 
Moores,  that  Proposal  No.  356,  1999  be  amended  by  re-inserting  the  words  "in  a  vehicle  which  is 
parked  or  stopped  on  a  public  street  or  alley"  in  Sec.  407-102  (c).  By  motion  in  the  Committee 
hearing,  these  words  were  deleted  from  the  proposal.  Proposal  No.  356,  1999  was  amended  by  a 
voice  vote. 
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Councillor  Talley  asked  about  the  financial  impact  on  the  courts,  prosecutor's  office,  and  jail 
caused  by  this  proposal.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  no  fiscal  impact  study  was  required  on 
this  proposal,  but  this  is  not  a  jailable  offense,  and  therefore,  the  proposal  can  only  make  money 
for  the  court  system. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  if  this  proposal  will  affect  fundraisers  like  Dollars  for  Diabetes  at 
Castleton  Square.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  this  proposal  will  not  affect  any  fundraisers  that 
do  not  impede  traffic.  He  added  that  these  questions  were  answered  in  the  Committee  meeting  that 
Councillor  Talley  attended. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  would  normally  support  such  a  proposal,  but  does  not  feel  the 
firefighters  have  been  consulted  properly  regarding  fundraisers  and  therefore  he  will  vote  in 
opposition. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  he  is  against  discrimination  against  any  one  segment  of  people  and 
feels  this  proposal  will  discriminate  against  Muslims,  and  will  therefore  vote  against  the  proposal. 

Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Moores,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  356, 
1999,  as  amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Proposal  No.  356,  1999,  as  amended,  was  retitled  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  78,  1999,  and 
reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  78, 1999 

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Revised  Code  with  respect  to  panhandling. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1.  Section  407-102  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  begging 
on  streets  and  in  public  places,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through,  and 
by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  407-102.  Begging  on  streets  and  public  places  Panhandling. 

(a)  No  person  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  As  used  in  this  section,  panhandling  means  any  solicitation 
made  in  person  upon  any  street,  public  place  or  park  in  the  city,  in  which  a  person  requests  an  immediate  donation 
of  money  or  other  gratuity  from  another  person,  and  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  seeking  solicit  alms  or  gratuities; 
or  seek  donations^ 

(1)  bBy  silent  or  vocal  appeal  to  sympathy  through  attention  to  physical  or  mental  infirmities  of  such 
person  or  of  another  person;  or  seek  donations  by  means  of  for  music,  singing,  or  other  street 
performance;  and, 

(2)  selling  small  articles  or  any  other  aids  or  devices  to  accomplish  such  purpose  Where  the  person  being 
solicited  receives  an  item  of  little  or  no  monetary  value  in  exchange  for  a  donation,  under  circumstances 
where  a  reasonable  person  would  understand  that  the  transaction  is  in  substance  a  donation. 
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However,  panhandling  shall  not  include  the  act  of  passively  standing  or  sitting  nor  performing  music,  singing  or 
other  street  performance  with  a  sign  or  other  indication  that  a  donation  is  being  sought  without  any  vocal  request 
other  than  in  response  to  an  inquiry  by  another  person. 

(b)     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  engage  in  an  act  of  panhandling  on  any  day  after  sunset  or  before  sunrise- 
re)     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  engage  in  an  act  of  panhandling  when  either  the  panhandler  or  the  person  being 
solicited  is  located  at  any  of  the  following  locations:  at  a  bus  stop;  in  any  public  transportation  vehicle  or  public 
transportation  facility,  in  a  vehicle  which  is  parked  or  stopped  on  a  public  street  or  alley,  in  a  sidewalk  cafe;  or. 
within  twenty  (20)  feet  in  any  direction  from  an  automatic  teller  machine  or  entrance  to  a  bank. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  engage  in  an  act  of  panhandling  in  an  aggressive  manner,  including  any  of  the 
following  actions: 

(1)  Touching  the  solicited  person  without  the  solicited  person's  consent 

(2)  Panhandling  a  person  while  such  person  is  standing  in  line  and  waiting  to  be  admitted  to  a  commercial 

establishment 

(3)  Blocking  the  path  of  a  person  being  solicited,  or  the  entrance  to  any  building  or  vehicle: 

(4)  Following  behind,  ahead  or  alongside  a  person  who  walks  away  from  the  panhandler  after  being 
solicited; 

(5)  Using  profane  or  abusive  language,  either  during  the  solicitation  or  following  a  refusal  to  make  a 
donation,  or  making  any  statement  gesture,  or  other  communication  which  would  cause  a  reasonable 
person  to  be  fearful  or  feel  compelled;  or, 

(6)  Panhandling  in  a  group  of  two  (2)  or  more  persons. 

(e)  Any  practice  Each  act  of  panhandling  prohibited  by  subsection  (a)  this  section  shall  constitute  a  public 
nuisance  and  a  separate  violation  of  this  section,  which  Code.  Each  violation  shall  be  punishable,  upon  conviction, 
as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code,  and  the  court  shall  enjoin  any  such  parsons  shall  not  be  permitted  by  the 
police  to  continue  or  resume  such  practices  on  or  at  any  public  place  or  in  any  public  building  or  structuro  in  the 
city  violator  from  committing  further  violations  of  this  section. 

SECTION  2.  Section  631-107  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  gambling 
and  begging  in  public  parks,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through,  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sec  631-107.  Gambling;  begging. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  gamble,  or  violate  any  federal,  state  or  city  laws  pertaining  thereto,  ©F-te 
beg  in  any  public  park,  playground  or  any  other  place  controlled  by  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation. 

SECTION  3.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part  of 
any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall 
be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  4.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this  ordinance 
be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provision  or  provisions 
shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be 
given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable. 

SECTION  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3^-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  357,  1999  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  357,  1999  on  June  16,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillors  Dowden  and  Talley,  provides  procedures  for  victim  notification  of  certain  electronic 
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monitoring  violations.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  stated  that  this  proposal  has  some  serious  legal  issues  that  need  to 
be  researched.  He  stated  that  Sec.  284-206  has  no  effect  whatsoever  because  State  law  makes  it 
clear  that  cities  are  exempt  from  tort  liability.  This  proposal  changes  such  liability  so  that  it  is  not 
discretionary. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  due  to  serious  legal  issues  that  may  arise  from  passage  of  this 
proposal  this  evening,  he  would  like  to  see  the  proposal  returned  to  the  Committee  for  further 
editing.  Councillor  Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Cockrum,  to  return  Proposal  No.  357, 
1999  to  Committee. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  why  Mr.  Elrod  did  not  express  these  reservations  before  this  evening.  Mr. 
Elrod  stated  that  at  introduction  of  the  proposal,  he  had  noted  some  reservations  on  the  proposal, 
and  now  has  had  more  time  to  research  the  issue. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  this  proposal  involves  an  urgent  issue  that  can  save  or  jeopardize 
lives.  He  is  opposed  to  returning  the  proposal  to  Committee. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  legal  issues  straightened  out  in  Committee 
before  passing  on  the  proposal.  He  stated  that  the  notification  process  is  already  in  effect  and 
taking  place  now,  and  this  delay  should  not  jeopardize  any  lives. 

The  President  asked  Mr.  Elrod  to  detail  his  legal  opinion  on  the  issue  in  writing  and  provide  this  to 
Council  members  before  the  matter  is  discussed  again  in  Committee.  Mr.  Elrod  agreed  to  do  so. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  strong  legal  points  need  to  be  resolved  before  this  proposal  can 
be  passed.  He  stated  that  returning  the  proposal  to  Committee  is  not  an  indication  that  Councillors 
do  not  support  the  proposal.  He  added  that  he  is  in  full  support  of  the  victim  notification  process, 
but  would  like  to  see  a  proposal  enacted  that  can  be  enforced  and  is  legally  binding. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  the  Council  does  not  have  the  authority  to  enforce  the  final  clause  of 
the  proposal.

Proposal  No.  372,  1999  was  retitled  GENERAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  9,  1999,  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  RESOLUTION  NO.  9,  1999 

A  GENERAL  RESOLUTION  establishing  the  approval  of  the  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County,  Indiana  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and/or  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  to  designate  the  sanitary  sewer  project  commonly  known  as  the  Franklin  Township  Regional 
Lift  Station,  Force  Main  and  Gravity  Sewer  Extension  -  Phase  I  (hereafter  "Franklin  Township  Regional 
Sewer")  as  the  first  "Pro  Rata"  sewer  project  under  Article  VTfl  of  Section  671  of  the  Revised  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  (Proposal  No.  166,  1999,  passed  May  17,  1999)  for  which  pro  rata 
connection  fees  may  be  collected  pursuant  to  that  ordinance. 

WHEREAS,  Article  VTII  of  Section  671  of  the  Revised  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County 
authorizes  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  and/or  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
request  approval  to  designate  a  sanitary  sewer  project  as  a  "Pro  Rata"  sewer. 

WHEREAS,  if  approval  is  granted,  the  ordinance  further  authorizes  the  recording  of  a  document  setting 
forth  the  obligation  to  pay  the  pro  rata  connection  fees,  which  document  shall  include  a  legal  description 
and  area  map  describing  the  geographic  area  to  be  served  by  the  Pro  Rata  sewer  (the  recoupment  area). 

WHEREAS,  if  approval  of  the  City-County  Council  is  obtained  and  the  document  is  recorded,  owners 
of  property  in  the  recoupment  area  will  be  charged  a  pro  rata  connection  fee,  which  fee  shall  be  a  pro  rata 
portion  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis'  total  costs  of  constructing  the  sewer.  The  fee  shall  be  calculated  based 
on  the  individual  property  area,  measured  in  acres,  compared  to  the  total  acreage  in  the  recoupment  area 
and  shall  be  due  only  when  a  property  is  connected  to  the  Pro  Rata  sewer  or  to  a  publicly-owned 
contributing  sewer  which  is  connected  to  that  sewer. 

WHEREAS,  the  City-County  Council,  having  considered  the  request  for  approval  of  the  Franklin 
Township  Regional  Sewer  as  the  first  "  Pro  Rata"  sewer  project  and  being  duly  advised,  finds  that  the 
request  should  be  approved;  now  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1.  The  sanitary  sewer  construction  project  known  as  the  Franklin  Township  Regional  Lift 
Station  Force  Main  and  Gravity  Sewer  Extension  -  Phase  I  (Franklin  Township  Regional  Sewer)  is 
approved  as  the  first  "  Pro  Rata"  sewer  project  under  Article  VIII  of  Section  671  of  the  Revised  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  for  which  pro  rata  connection  fees  may  be  collected  pursuant  to  that 
ordinance. 

SECTION  2.  The  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  or  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
authorized  to  record  with  the  Marion  County  Recorder  a  document  setting  forth  the  obligation  to  pay  the 
pro  rata  connection  fees.  The  recorded  document  shall  include  a  legal  description  and  area  map  describing 
the  geographic  area  to  be  served  by  the  Franklin  Township  Regional  Sewer. 

SECTION  3.  The  Franklin  Township  Regional  Sewer  recoupment  area  of  approximately  5855  acres  for 
which  pro  rata  connection  fees  may  be  collected  is  as  set  forth  in  the  attached  map  (Attachment  A).  The 
pro  rata  connection  fee  for  this  project  shall  be  $2,202.29  per  acre  and  shall  be  due  only  when  a  property 
is  connected  to  the  Franklin  Township  Regional  Sewer  or  to  a  publicly-owned  contributing  sewer  which  is 
connected  to  that  sewer.  The  pro  rata  connection  fee  is  calculated  as  follows: 
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Project  Construction  Cost  $  6,386,154.00 

Design/Engineering  Cost  871,740.00 

Property  Acquisition  Cost  180,075.00 

Inspection  Cost  486,424.00 

Financing  Cost  4,  988.000.00 

Total  Cost  of  Construction  $12,894,393.00 

Total  Cost  of  Construction  of  $12,894,393.00  divided  by  5855  acres  in  the  recoupment  area  =  $2,202.29 
per  acre. 

SECTION  4.  The  Franklin  Township  Regional  Sewer  shall  be  the  "pilot"  Pro  Rata  sewer  project.  Upon 
request  of  the  Public  Works  Committee  of  the  City-County  Council,  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  or  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  present  to  that  committee  a  status  report  on  the 
Franklin  Township  Regional  Sewer,  including  a  map  showing  the  areas  which  have  connected  to  the  sewer 
and  the  amount  of  pro  rata  fees  collected.  Further,  as  required  by  Article  VIII  of  Section  671  of  the  Revised 
Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset  Management  or  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  shall  obtain  City-County  Council  approval  of  any  future  pro  rata  project  prior 
to  commencement  of  construction  of  that  future  project. 

SECTION  5.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  Indiana

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of 
acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and  personal  property,  for  diversification  of 
economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  such  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust  indenture  between  an  issuer 
and  a  corporate  trustee;  and 

WHEREAS,  Roth  Realty,  LLC  (the  "Borrower")  has  requested  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially  final 
forms  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture,  form  of  Bonds,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  relating  to  the  Bonds,  and  Note  of  the  Borrower  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the 
"Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time 
to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in  the 
Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net 
proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower  for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of 
the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Borrower  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or 
general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City  Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection.

The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on 
behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Issuer  desires  to  provide  funds  to  finance 
the  acquisition  and  substantial  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  by  issuing  up  toS2 1,780,000  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  (Lake  Nora  Arms 
Apartments  Project)  Series  1999A  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $17,205,000  (the 
"Series  A  Bonds")  and  Subordinate  Series  1999B  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$4,575,000  (the  "Series  1999B  Bonds")  (collectively,  the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing 
conducted  on  July  14,  1999  pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  24,  found 
that  the  financing  of  the  Project  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  that  such

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval  substantially  final  forms  of 
the  Loan  Agreement,  Trust  Indenture,  Promissory  Notes,  Tax  Regulatory  Agreement,  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  relating  to  the  Series  A  Bonds,  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum  relating  to  the 
Series  B  Bonds,  Form  of  Series  1999  A  Bond,  Form  of  Series  1999B  Bond,  Tax  Certificate  as  to  Arbitrage, 
Bond  Purchase  Agreement  and  Bond  Placement  Agreement  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the 
"Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of  special  ordinance  which  are  by  this  reference 
incorporated  herein  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been 
transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA- 
SECTION  1 .  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development  facilities  referred  to  in  the 
Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net 
proceeds  thereof  to  the  Applicant  for  the  purpose  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of 
the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Applicant  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or 
general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City-Controller.

The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on 
behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to 
the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents.  The 
Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their  signatures  and 
imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in  those  Financing 
Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without  further  approval  of 
this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code 
Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10).

The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or 
any  other  officer  of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the  matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  Preliminary  Private  Placement  Memorandum  are  hereby  authorized 
to  certify  to  Dain  Rauscher  Incorporated  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Private  Placement 
Memorandum  and  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final 
within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Private  Placement 
Memorandum  and  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  8.  This  special  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14.

SECTION  1 .     Article  I  of  Chapter  282  be  and  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and 
inserting  the  underlined  text  in  sees.  282-1 1 1  through  282-1 1 5  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I.  MARION  COUNCIL'S  COUNTY  SALARY  RECOMMENDATION  PANEL 

Sec.  282-111.  Marion  Council's  County  salary  recommendations  panel  created. 

There  is  hereby  created  a  Marion  the  Council's  county  salary  recommendations  panel. 
Sec.  282-112.  Members,  appointment  and  qualifications. 

(a)  The  panel  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  members  appointed  by  the  city-county  council: 

(1)  Two  (2)  members  of  the  panel  shall  be  nominated  by  the  leader  of  the  members  of  the  city- 
county  council  who  are  members  of  the  political  party  having  the  largest  representation  on  the 
council. 

(2)  One  ( 1 )  member  of  the  panel  shall  be  nominated  by  the  leader  of  the  members  of  the  city- 
county  council  who  are  members  of  the  political  party  having  the  second-largest  representation 
on  the  council. 

(b)  The  panel  nominations  shall  be  certified  to  the  cleric  by  the  leaders  of  the  respective  caucuses  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  April  1  of  each  year.  The  panel  nominees  shall  then  be  confirmed  as  a  group  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  council;  otherwise,  if  they  are  not  confirmed,  there  shall  be  no  panel  for  that  calendar 
year.  Members  of  the  panel  shall  serve  until  their  duties  under  Article  V  of  Chapter  291  of  this  Code  are 
performed,  or  until  July  20  of  the  year  of  their  appointment,  whichever  is  sooner. 

(c)  Qualifications  required  for  membership  on  the  panel  are  as  follows: 

(1 )  Each  member  must  be  a  resident  freeholder  of  Marion  County, 

(2)  Each  member  must  be  an  executive  having  substantial  responsibility  for  determining 
compensation  levels  in  a  private,  for-profit,  organization  or  have  substantial  experience  in  the 
field  of  human  resources,  or  have  substantial  experience  as  an  executive  responsible  for 
determining  or  recommending  compensation  levels  in  governmental  organizations; 

(3)  No  member  may  be  an  employee  of  Marion  County,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  health  and 
hospital  corporation,  the  Indianapolis-Marion  County  building  authority,  the  Indianapolis- 
Marion  County  airport  authority,  or  any  other  entity  whose  governing  authority  is  substantially 
appointed  by  officials  of  Marion  County  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

(d)  Vacancies  which  occur  on  the  panel  shall  be  filled  by  nomination  by  the  same  council  members 
who  nominated  the  departed  member  subject  to  confirmation  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  council. 

Sec  282-113.      Officers  and  quorum. 

(a)  A  quorum  of  the  panel  shall  be  two  (2). 

(b)  The  first  meeting  of  the  panel  shall  be  called  by  the  clerk  of  the  council  or  the  clerk's  designee, 
who  shall  preside  until  the  panel  shall  have  chosen  a  chairperson  from  among  its  members.  The 
chairperson  shall  preside  when  present.  The  panel  shall  then  choose  a  vice-chairperson  to  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  chairperson.  The  clerk  or  the  clerk's  designee  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  panel.  The  panel 
shall  govern  its  own  affairs  within  the  limits  imposed  by  the  this  Code. 
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Sec  282-114.      Staff. 

The  panel  and  its  individual  members  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  their  necessary  and 
direct  expenses,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  president  of  the  council.  The  panel  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
office  facilities,  clerical  support,  legal  counsel,  and  the  assistance  of  consultants,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  president  of  the  council  and  payable  from  appropriations  to  the  council  office. 

Sec.  282  115. — Duties. 

Tho  Marion  County  salary  rocommendations  panel  shall  porform  those  duties  assigned  to  it  by 
Article  V  of  Chapter  291  of  this  Code. 

SECTION  2.  Sections  291-61 1  and  291-612  of  Article  VI  of  Chapter  291  be  and  are  hereby  recodified  in 
Chapter  282  as  Sec.  282-115  and  282-116  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  inserting  the 
underlined  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  291  611  282-115.  Duties  of  salary  recommendation  panel. 

(a)  The  panel  is  directed  to  recommend  the  level  of  salary  of  each  employing  official  in  county 
government  whose  compensation  is  derived  primarily  from  a  salary  paid  from  the  county  treasury,  and  the 
state  treasury  when  the  law  provides  for  salary  payments  by  the  state  to  a  local  official.  Recommendations 
must  be  consistent  with  any  statutory  limitations  on  the  compensation  which  may  be  paid  by  county 
government.  Salaries  of  officers  whose  compensation  may  be  determined  by  contract  authorized  by  section 
281-61 1  of  the  Code  shall  be  excluded  from  panel  review. 

(b)  In  recommending  each  salary,  the  panel  shall  consider  any  other  compensation  of  material  value 
that  is  customarily  provided  to  the  employing  official,  including  fringe  benefits.  The  panel  shall  also 
consider  the  length  of  the  work  day  and  work  week  and  the  number  of  days  worked  per  year  that  is 
customary  for  the  employing  official.  In  the  context  of  these  considerations,  the  panel  shall  employ  the 
following  four  (4)  criteria  in  recommending  salaries  and  give  them  equal  weight: 

( 1 )  Parity  with  city  department  and  division  heads; 

(2)  Comparability  with  private  sector, 

(3)  Salary  range  in  the  county's  normal  classification  system; 

(4)  Comparability  with  similar  government  organizations. 

In  instances  where  the  employing  official  is  appointed  and  serves  at  the  pleasure  of  a  board  or  other 
official,  the  panel  shall  recommend  a  range  of  salaries,  with  the  object  of  allowing  the  appointing  authority 
to  set  the  actual  salary. 

(c)  The  panel  shall  recommend  salaries  with  the  object  of  the  recommendations  being  implemented 
on  the  first  day  of  the  coming  calendar  year,  except  in  the  case  of  employing  officials  who  regularly  serve 
terms  greater  than  one  (1)  year.  In  these  instances,  the  recommendations  of  the  panel  shall  be  made  in  the 
year  prior  to  the  year  an  individual  is  regularly  selected  to  serve.  In  other  years,  the  panel  shall  recommend 
only  the  amount  of  a  cost  of  living  adjustment. 

(d)  The  panel  may  take  action  up  to  July  20  of  the  year  of  their  appointment,  at  which  time  its 
recommendations  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  and  certified  by  him  to  the  auditor.  In  the  event  the  panel 
has  taken  no  action  to  recommend  a  salary  for  an  employing  official,  the  absence  of  a  recommendation 
shall  be  treated  as  a  recommendation  that  the  salary  or  range  of  salaries  for  that  employing  official  be  left 
unchanged. 

Sec.  294-613  282-116.  Duties  of  auditor. 

The  auditor,  in  presenting  the  next  proposed  budget  ordinance  to  the  council  as  required  by  law,  shall 
incorporate  the  recommendations  of  the  panel  into  the  text.

(a)  As  soon  as  practicable  after  March  1  of  each  year,  there  shall  be  appointed  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  the 
council  consisting  of  three  (3)  to  seven  (7)  members  of  the  administration  and  finance  committee  and  the  public 
safety  committee.  The  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  ad  hoc  county  personal  oervicos  employees'  salary 
committee.  The  membership  of  the  committee  is  not  limited  to  members  of  the  administration  and  finance 
committee  and  public  safety  committee,  but  may  include  members  of  any  standing  committee  that  customarily  has 
responsibility  for  reviewing  county  appropriations.

This  research  and  identification  shall  be  based 
on  criteria  determined  by  the  committee,  but  should  include  consideration  of  the  rate  of  turnover  in  county 
employment  units,  the  degree  of  unfavorable  variance  of  salaries  from  the  midpoints  of  job  classification 
ranges,  as  well  as  prior  year  budget  reversions.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA; 

SECTION  1.     Section  61 1-602  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  be  and  is  hereby 
recodified  as  sec.  441-320  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  611  602  441-320.  Obstruction  of  streets. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  directing  officer  or  the  operator  of  any  railroad  train  or  engine  to  direct  the 
operation  thereof  while  switching  or  in  any  other  such  manner  so  as  to  obstruct  and  prevent,  for  any  time 
exceeding  five  (5)  minutes,  the  free  use  of  the  parts  of  any  street  or  roadway  within  the  city  which  otherwise  would 
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be  sufficient  for  purposes  of  travel  thereon  by  other  vehicles;  provided,  however,  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
operator  of  a  train  of  cars  who  is  either  compelled  to  stop  by  causes  beyond  his  control  or  when  such  vehicles 
consist  of  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  cars  and  are  both  in  motion  and  traveling  upon  their  regular  schedule  and  route.

(e)  All  flagmen  placed  at  any  grade  crossing  of  railroad  tracks  and  streets  shall  be  provided  by  the 
company  employing  them  with  a  signal  flag  by  day  and  a  lighted  lantern  by  night,  and  they  shall  give  to  all 
persons  approaching  or  about  to  cross  the  railroad  tracks  at  such  street  crossing  a  reasonable  notice  by  signal  with 
the  flag  by  day  and  a  lantern  by  night,  oithor  to  cross  such  tracks  or  to  stop  and  not  cross  such  tracks,  according  to 
whether  there  is  or  is  not  danger  from  trains,  engines  or  cars  approaching  or  operating  upon  such  tracks. 

(b)  Any  porson  operating  manually  any  kind  of  safoty  device  or  gate  at  railroad  grade  crossings 
shall  operate  it  in  a  manner  sufficient  under  subsection  (a)  to  warn  and  protect  travelers. 

Sec.  611  606.  Switching  restricted  at  certain  intersections.

Any  porson  in  chargo  of  any  ongino,  car  or  train  of  cars,  who  shall  run  or  permit  it  to  be  run  across 
any  street  at  which  a  flagman  is  required  to  bo  maintained  or  safety  gates  or  signal  bells  or  lights  arc 
oporatod  pursuant  to  any  ordinance  or  to  an  order  of  tho  board  of  public  safety,  at  any  time  while  no 
flagman  or  operator  of  any  such  gates  or  devices  is  on  duly  at  the  crossing,  or  when  any  such  signal  boll  is 
not  ringing,  or  lights  or  other  device  operating,  shall  bo  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  chapter- 
Sec.  611  608.  Use  of  bell. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  charge  of  any  locomotive  to  causo  or  permit  such  locomotive  to 
move  or  be  moved  across  a  grade  crossing  without  tho  boll  attached  thereto  being  rung  while  so  moving- 
Sec.  61 1  609.  Lights  on  trains. 

Any  porson  in  charge  of  any  locomotive,  car  or  train  of  cars,  who  shall  run  or  cause  or  permit  the 
same  to  bo  run  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise,  without  a  white  light  displayed  on  the  front  end  of 
such  locomotive,  car  or  train  of  cars  and  a  rod  light  on  tho  roar  ond  thereof,  shall  be  guilt)'  of  an  offonso. 
The  words  "front  end"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  moan  that  end  of  the  locomotivo,  car  or  train  of  cars 
pointed  in  the  direction  in  which  it  is  moving- 
Sec.  611  610.  Interfering  with  processions. 

Any  porson  in  chargo  of  any  locomotivo  or  train  of  cars  who,  whon  able  to  avoid  such  interference, 
shall  run  or  cause  the  same  to  bo  run  over  any  street  crossing  in  such  a  manner  as  to  hinder  or  interfere 
with  any  funeral  procession,  or  any  other  kind  of  procession  permitted  by  ordinance,  on  conviction,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  violation.

Any  person  in  charge  of  any  car  or  train  of  cars  on  any  stoam  or  electric  railroad  who  shall  cause  or 
permit  the  oar  or  train  of  cars  to  be  pushed  over  and  along  the  railroad  without  providing  a  watchman  on 
the  forward  ond  of  tho  oar  or  train  of  oars  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation. 

Sec.  611  615. — Requirements  for  signals  and  gates. 

(a)  The  signal  boll  provided  for  in  this  article  shall  consist  of  a  metal  gong  located  at  each  intersection 
named,  and  shall  bo  so  constructed  that  it  will  begin  to  ring  whon  any  car,  train  or  ongino,  approaching  such 
intersection  of  tho  tracks,  reaches  a  point  not  loss  than  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  feet  from  the  intersection  and  shall 
continue  to  ring  until  the  car,  ongino  or  train  has  passed  such  intersection.  The  gong  shall  bo  either  automatic  or 
manual  in  its  construction  and  operation  and  shall  make  a  sound  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  any  porson  riding, 
driving  or  walking  on  tho  stroot  or  public  placo  intersected  by  such  tracks  at  grade,  when  at  a  distanco  of  not  less 
than  five  hundred  (500)  foot  from  tho  intersection. 
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(b)  Flasher  lights,  as  montionod  in  this  article,  shall  be  one  (1)  of  tho  standard  types,  either 
automatic  or  manually  operated,  as  now  used  generally  by  railroads  at  grade  crossings,  and  shall  operate 
to  flash  warning  lights,  either  stationary  or  by  wigwag,  or  both,  by  day  and  night,  visible  plainly  to 
operators  of  vehicles,  riders  and  pedestrians  upon  the  street  or  public  place  so  intersected  by  such  tracks, 
when  such  persons  are  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  (500)  foot  from  such  intersection. 

(g)  Safely  gates,  as  mentioned  in  this  article),  shall  bo  constructed  with  gate  arms  of  such  length  as  to  reach 
across  tho  street,  including  sidewalks,  in  which  traffic  is  to  bo  stopped.  A  gate  or  gates  shall  be  placed  on  both 
sides  of  the  trades  or  group  of  tracks.  The  gate  arms,  when  in  position  to  stop  traffic,  shall  be  in  a  horizontal 
position  and  not  more  than  three  (3)  feet  four  (1)  inches  above  tho  grade  of  tho  stroot  The  gates  at  each  crossing 
may  be  of  either  automatic  or  manual  type  and  shall  be  operated  separately  from  and  independently  of  the  gates  at 
any  other  crossing,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided.  Such  gates  shall  be  located,  constructed  and  maintained 
under  the  direction  and  suporvision  of  the  city  engineer. 

(4)  All  such  signal  bells,  flasher  lights  or  other  devices  and  all  safety  gatos  provided  for  by  this 
section  may  also  be  controlled  and  operated  by  a  person  stationed  in  a  tower  or  other  place  near  tho 
intorsoction. 

Sec.  611  616. — Obeying  warning  signals. 

Where  automatic  or  manual  warning  signals  consisting  of  either  bolls,  flasher  lights  or  other  devicos 
of  any  type  are  in  operation  at  any  grade  crossing,  all  persons  shall  obey  such  warnings;  and  all  railroads 
installing  such  devices  or  any  person  operating  them  shall  keep  them  in  repair  and  proper  operation. 

Sec.  611  617. — Streetlights  at  railroad  crossings. 

(a)  Whenever  any  streetlights  are  placed  and  maintained  by  the  city,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  at  or 
adjacent  to  any  street  crossing  over  which  any  railroad  company  maintaining  tracks  at  grade  operates  any  car, 
engine  or  train  of  cars  at  night  the  railroad  company  shall  pay  to  the  city  an  amount  equal  to  thirty  (30)  percent  of 
the  total  cost  incurred  by  tho  city  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  streetlights,  so  long  as  they  are 
maintained,  opomtod  and  continuod  by  or  for  the  city. 

(b)  The  payments  required  by  subsection  (a)  shall  be  made  monthly  by  each  such  railroad  company 
to  the  city  controller,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  calendar  month,  and  each  payment  shall  cover  tho 
percentage  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  lights  for  tho  preceding  month. 

Sec.  611  618. — Persons  near  track. 

A  flagman  shall  prevent  persons  from  standing  on  or  within  ton  (10)  foot  of  either  side  of  the  tracks 
of  any  railroad  crossing  at  any  time  of  danger. 

Sec.  611  619. — Ordinances  remaining  effective. 

(ft)  All  ordinances,  whether  termed  therein  as  either  general  or  special,  relating  to  various  railroads  and 
requiring  them  to  maintain  at  cortain  highway  grade  crossings  in  city  the  either  a  watchman,  gates  across  tho 
highway,  or  any  type  of  devices  for  warning  by  signal  bells  or  lights,  operated  either  manually  or  automatically,  as 
therein  indicated  and  as  such  devicos  are  herein  referred  to,  which  ordinances  are  still  in  effect  when  this  Code 
becomes  effective,  shall  not  bo  repealed  in  any  such  instance,  but  shall  continue  in  effect,  whether  tho  same  are 
either  sot  out  or  omitted  in  this  Code,  or  appear  in  any  appendix  to  this  Code,  or  in  any  supplements  to  this  Code.

Councillor  McClamroch  recognized  former  Deputy  Auditor,  William  H.  Lantz,  III.  Councillor 
Schneider  introduced  boy  scouts  Alex  and  Luke  Mellinger.  Councillor  Gray  recognized  friend 
Lacey  Johnson,  and  Carlie  Mayes  of  the  Indianapolis  Recorder.  Councillor  Shambaugh  stated  that 
a  sports  facility  will  be  dedicated  in  memory  of  Councillor  Paul  Jones  at  Oscar  Charleston  Park  on 
August  16,  1999.  An  invitation  will  be  mailed  to  each  Councillor.   The  President  recognized  and 
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welcomed  Councillor  Tommie  Jones,  Paul's  wife,  who  has  been  sworn  in  as  his  replacement  on  the 
Council  for  the  remainder  of  his  term.  Councillor  Golc  recognized  colleague  Margaret  Vannie. 
Councillor  Short  introduced  17th  Ward  Chairman  Herman  Johnson. 

BUDGET  MESSAGES 

John  Hall,  Deputy  Mayor 

Thank  you,  President  SerVaas,  Majority  Leader  McClamroch,  Minority  Leader  Boyd,  and  other 
Council  members  for  allowing  me  to  speak  this  evening.  I  welcome  to  the  Council  my  childhood 
friend,  Tommie  Jones. 

On  behalf  of  the  Mayor,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  and  the  opportunity  to 
work  together  for  eight  years.  Eight  Years  Ago  when  Steve  Goldsmith  came  to  office, 
Indianapolis  was  a  growing  community  facing  many  new  challenges.  The  Chamber's  report 
"Getting  Indianapolis  Fit  for  Tomorrow"  (GIFT  report)  showed  that  the  city's  infrastructure  was 
faced  with  serious  problems.  There  were  major  unfinished  projects  with  large  price  tags  ($2 
Billion)  in  the  Circle  Centre  Mall  and  the  United  Airlines  Maintenance  Center.  The  city  was 
faced  with  a  struggling  economy  due  to  several  factors:  unemployment  at  5.3%,  the  closing  of 
Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  and  subsequent  loss  of  4500  jobs,  urban  flight  of  high  paying  jobs  and  tax 
paying  residents,  high  tax  rates,  and  skyrocketing  Downtown  vacancy  rates. 

The  city  was  also  faced  with  several  Public  Safety  challenges.  Major  crime  was  filtering  into 
Indianapolis  from  Chicago  and  Detroit.  The  city  was  on  the  brink  of  a  major  infiltration  of  crack 
cocaine  and  its  violent  culture.  The  police  force  at  the  time  was  not  well-equipped 
technologically,  and  there  were  tenuous  funding  options  for  police  and  fire  pensions. 

Today,  Indianapolis  is  a  vibrant,  expanding  metropolis,  "setting  the  standard  for  tomorrow."  Over 
3,000  visitors  from  state,  local,  and  federal  governments  and  public  and  private  corporations  from 
around  the  world  have  come  to  Indianapolis  to  study  why  we  have  been  so  successful.  These 
representatives  have  come  from  major  cities  such  as  New  York,  Los  Angeles,  and  Washington 
and  from  foreign  governments  such  as  Japan,  Canada,  and  Israel.  The  city  has  received  national 
awards  from  Ford  Foundation  and  Arthur  Andersen. 

Why  has  this  change  come  about?  The  city  has  managed  $1.3  billion  in  infrastructure 
improvements,  far  exceeding  the  levels  recommended  by  the  GIFT  report.  The  unemployment 
rate  has  decreased  to  2.3%.  Economic  development  has  been  on  the  rise  with  47,000  jobs  created 
and  140,000  jobs  retained.  The  city  has  received  three  AAA  bond  ratings  from  the  top  national 
agencies,  an  accomplishment  achieved  by  no  other  major  city.  The  city  has  garnered  $400  million 
in  savings  from  competitive  bidding  of  city  contracts  and  has  devoted  $29  million  to  affordable 
housing  options.  The  Downtown  area  is  now  experiencing  a  low  vacancy  rate,  and  the  City  has 
encouraged  over  $7  billion  in  private  investment.  The  administration  has  placed  great  emphasis 
on  developing  vibrant  neighborhoods  and  townships. 

The  administration  has  been  able  to  achieve  these  goals  while  decreasing  taxes.  This  is  the  City's 
fifth  straight  year  of  lower  property  tax  rates,  which  is  the  lowest  level  in  18  years  (since  1981). 
There  has  been  no  County  Option  Income  Tax  increase  for  1 1  straight  years. 

Most  importantly,  we  have  improved  city  services  at  the  same  time... most  notably,  public  safety. 
There  are  more  police  officers  on  the  street,  with  175  more  planned  in  next  year's  budget. 
Arrests  have  risen  by  75%,  and  total  resources  have  increased  by  31%.  Technology  is  greatly 
improved  through  laptops,  crime  map/targeted  sweeps,  and  a  take-home  car  policy.  Overall  crime 
rates  are  down  7%  since  1992,  and  murders  are  down  drastically  from  this  time  last  year... 35%. 
The  community  is  actively  involved  through  programs  like  10  point,  National  Business  Road 
Coalition,  and  Community  Crime  Watch.  As  a  result,  today,  we  have  a  lower  total  crime  index 
than  nearly  every  other  major  Midwestern  city. 
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The  major  goals  of  the  2000  budget  are  to  continue  to  make  us  prosper  well  into  the  21st  century, 
continue  commitment  to  public  safety  and  making  our  streets  safe,  lower  taxes  once  again, 
improve  the  quality  and  efficiency  of  city  services,  and  address  new  challenges  for  the  21st 
century.  The  total  city  budget  is  $486  million,  that  is  LESS  dollar  for  dollar  than  the  budget  I  was 
given  in  1992.  If  budget  would  have  grown  at  the  same  rate  it  did  prior  to  my  term  in  office  it 
would  be  at  $603  million — that  is  a  savings  of  $1 17  million.  For  the  fifth  straight  year,  propery 
taxes  will  decrease  and  it  is  the  eleventh  straight  year  without  a  COIT  increase.  A  general  fund 
balance  of  $91.4  million  could  be  used  to  fund  unfunded  mandates  from  state  and  enforce  new 
local  laws.  Decisions  regarding  fund  balances  should  be  left  to  the  next  Mayor.  The 
administration  sees  critical  funding  needs  over  1999  in  the  following  areas:  $7  million  for 
housing  initiatives,  $1.5  million  for  transportation,  $1  million  for  new  technology,  and  $.9  million 
for  parks  and  recreation. 

Most  importantly,  the  2000  Budget  still  emphasizes  our  two  most  important  priorities:  building 
better  neighborhoods  and  commitment  to  public  safety.  More  than  $1.35  billion  has  been  spent 
on  building  better  neighborhoods  since  1992.  The  largest  infrastructure  investment  has  taken 
place  in  the  city's  history — without  a  tax  hike.  There  have  been  targeted  investments  in  seven 
high-risk  neighborhoods.  Through  2000,  the  milestones  we  will  achieve  are:  over  2,100  miles 
repaved,  only  administration  to  do  curb  and  sidewalk  replacement  with  1.65  million  feet  repaired, 
3,500  homes  connected  to  sanitary  sewers,  141  bridges  upgraded,  combined  sewer  overflows  for  a 
sensible  environmental  protection.  All  of  these  to  be  accomplished  without  solid  waste  or  sewer 
fee  increases  during  my  entire  term.  There  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  a  heavy  investment 
in  our  parks  and  natural  resources,  through  2000.  The  aciministration  has  renovated  131 
playgrounds,  opened  Sahm  Aquatics  Center  and  Northeastway  Aquatics  Center,  renovated  1 1 
swimming  pools,  provided  Day  camp  scholarships  for  low-income  families,  provided  82  miles  of 
new  nature  trails,  29  miles  of  greenways,  instituted  the  Riverside  golf  academy,  and  pedal  boats, 
both  never  before  provided  by  city  government.  There  is  $25  million  dedicated  to  parks  in  the 
2,000  budget  alone.  For  those  who  say  we  have  mortgaged  our  future  through  debt:  despite 
record  investment,  we  have  the  best  credit  rating  in  the  city's  history — three  AAA  ratings, 
unmatched  by  other  major  cities.  The  percentage  of  our  property  taxes  that  go  to  pay  the  city's 
debt  is  down  by  21%  and  at  its  lowest  level  in  years.  In  total,  another  $100  million  in 
infrastructure  investments  are  planned  in  2000. 

In  regards  to  public  safety,  the  city  has  funded  an  unprecedented  strength  of  1 ,090  IPD  officers, 
over  100  more  officers  than  when  I  took  office  and  the  highest  level  since  1970.  The  city  will 
devote  $192.1  million  to  public  safety  in  this  year's  budget,  over  $51  million  more  than  in  1992. 
Seventy-one  percent  of  tax  rates  will  go  to  public  safety.  Public  safety  workers  represent  63.8% 
of  total  city  workforce,  up  from  48.1%  from  when  I  took  office.  There  are  more  police  per 
resident  than  any  other  time.  The  administration  has  implemented  innovative  new  programs  like 
the  Indianapolis  Management  Accountability  Program  and  Indianapolis  Violence  Reduction 
Partnership  and  has  funded  police  and  fire  pensions. 

For  Mayor  Goldsmith's  final  budget,  his  goal  is  to  turn  over  a  vibrant  economy  and  a  healthy 
budget  to  his  successor.  His  successor  must  face  new  challenges  in  the  21st  century  such  as: 
continue  to  make  government  smaller  and  more  efficient,  reduce  the  tax  burden  on  Indianapolis 
families  and  businesses,  prevent  flow  of  tax  revenue  across  county  lines,  continue  to  provide  high 
quality,  low  cost  services  to  our  residents,  and  make  Indianapolis  a  hub  for  new  business  by 
providing  a  competitive,  government-friendly  environment  for  new  companies  to  thrive. 

Steve  Goldsmith's  vision  was  to  start  by  rebuilding  downtown,  the  heart  of  our  city,  and  then 
bolster  its  soul,  our  neighborhoods.  He  recognized  the  importance  of  connection  between 
downtown  and  neighborhoods  and  the  fact  that  the  aciministration  must  rely  on  our  citizens  and 
remove  obstacles  through  programs  such  as  the  Front  Porch  Alliance  and  civil  society.  A  healthy, 
productive  city  is  the  greatest  boost  to  Public  Safety.

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  City-County  Council,  and  Citizens  of  Marion  County: 

I  could  only  wish  for  the  amount  of  additional  spending  that  the  city  is  going  to  be  able  to  fund  in 
2000.  As  all  of  you  know  from  newspaper  articles,  the  county  has  a  debt  to  the  State  of  Indiana 
due  to  the  placement  of  juveniles  at  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  school.  The  charge  for  those  juveniles 
has  been  increasing  at  a  rate  of  approximately  20%  per  year.  The  percentage  of  increase  since 
1989  has  been  498.6%.  We  anticipate  that  the  bill  for  1999  will  be  $12,000,000,  almost  as  much 
as  the  entire  budget  for  the  City  of  Lawrence. 

Any  additional  programs,  technological  or  otherwise,  are  being  put  on  hold  until  resolution  to  this 
problem  can  be  found.  Many  of  those  programs  would  save  taxpayer  dollars  eventually  and  create 
greater  efficiencies  to  our  clients,  the  citizens  of  Marion  County.  However,  there  are  development 
costs  that  are  prohibitive  right  now. 

The  budget  I  am  presenting  to  you  this  evening  is  going  to  be  funded  and  there  will  not  be  an 
increase  in  taxes.  We  anticipate  an  increase  in  assessed  valuation  of  3.25%  and  a  3%  increase  in 

corr. 

My  primary  objective  for  the  2000  Budget  is  to  give  employees  at  least  a  cost  of  living  increase.  I 
believe  our  work  force  is  terribly  underpaid  and  keeping  our  employees  as  satisfied  as  possible  is 
of  great  importance  to  me.  We  will  increase  salaries  2.5%.  We  are  also  planning  to  pay  the 
increase  in  employee  healthcare  costs  in  2000.  The  county  will  continue  to  contribute  both  the 
county  and  the  employee's  portion  of  PERF  (Public  Employee  Retirement  Fund)  which  amounts 
to  3%  of  the  employees'  pay  by  each  for  a  total  of  6%. 

In  meeting  with  each  agency  prior  to  the  compilation  of  the  budget  book,  we  have  indicated  to 
them  that  there  will  be  no  new  spending  other  than  for  the  additional  amounts  for  employees. 
You  know  the  expression  for  young  people  being  tempted  by  drugs  to  "just  say  no".  That  is  what 
I  tell  myself  before  going  into  every  meeting. 

A  couple  of  items  in  this  year's  budget  will  appear  different  from  the  past.  One  of  those  will  be 
the  increase  in  the  Reassessment  Fund  as  we  move  into  the  2001  Reassessment.  The  other  is  that 
all  information  technology  charges  from  county  agencies  will  be  reflected  in  my  budget.  It  will 
appear  as  though  my  budget  has  gone  up  substantially  whereas  other  agency  budgets  will  be  less. 
Consequently,  the  reductions  in  other  budgets  will  be  equal  to  the  increase  in  mine. 

In  the  coming  year,  I  will  work  with  others  on  the  county  side  of  Unigov  to  do  the  following: 

1 .  Encourage  all  county  agencies  to  tap  non-tax  resources  that  might  be  available  to  them  such 
as  grants.  I  commend  both  the  Prosecutor's  and  Sheriffs  Departments  for  being  proactive  in 
this  effort.  Paul  Browne,  Director  of  the  Children's  Guardian  Home,  has  exemplified  what 
can  happen  when  public  money  can  help  to  leverage  private  dollars.  The  two  million  dollars 
appropriated  by  you  for  the  Guardian  Home  2000  project  has  produced  a  remarkable  five 
million  additional  private  dollars  for  the  modernization  of  this  important  county  safe  haven 
for  children.  This  kind  of  creative  initiative  will  be  encouraged  during  my  term  as  auditor. 

2.  Establish  a  task  force  to  address  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  School  issue.  I  believe  there  must  be  a 
way  to  solve  this  increasingly  enormous  financial  drain.  We  were  unsuccessful  during  this 
past  Legislative  Session  to  get  relief  from  the  state.  We  will  continue  that  initiative  along 
with  whatever  innovative  ideas  come  from  the  task  force. 

3.  Explore  ways  of  meeting  the  challenges  within  our  offices  through  technological  and/or  other 
resources  so  that  we  can  be  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  public.  My  office  has 
already  begun  to  make  all  the  forms  from  my  office  available  on  the  Web.  This  may  not 
seem  like  much,  but  it  saves  our  mailing  them  out  or  someone  having  to  come  in  to  pick 
them  up. 
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Continue  to  be  aggressive  in  dealing  with  the  jail  population  problem.    The  2000  Budget 
includes  an  additional  $800,000  to  provide  for  an  additional  forty-eight  (48)  prisoners  in  Jail 

n. 

One  of  the  major  initiatives  of  the  county  which  began  in  1998  was  to  address  the  Y2K  issue.  We 
have  made  substantial  progress  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  critical  applications  are 
certified  as  Y2K  compliant.  I  am  particularly  pleased  that  the  property  system  is  one  of  those  and 
that  will  allow  the  Treasurer  to  send  out  tax  bills  so  that  we  can  fund  this  budget. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  county  agencies  and  all  of  you  who  will  be  returning  to  carry  out 
this  budget.  Thank  you  for  your  attention.

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  if  Indianapolis  Downtown,  Inc.  (IDI)  is  in  favor  of  this  amended  proposal. 
Tamara  Zahn,  President  of  IDI,  stated  that  she  feels  it  is  a  good  solution  to  administer  a  test  period 
before  adding  more  carriages  Downtown. 

Councillor  Bradford  asked  if  there  are  procedures  and  a  registration  process  in  place  for  the  test 
period.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  the  carriages  must  already  be  registered  with  the 
Controller's  Office  to  operate  in  Marion  County,  and  a  lottery  will  be  conducted  of  those  wishing 
to  be  included. 

Councillor  Gray  asked  if  there  is  a  big  enough  demand  for  these  additional  carriages  that  there  will 
be  registered  carriages  to  fill  the  four  positions.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  there  are  several 
vendors  ready  to  apply.  Councillor  Gray  asked  if  these  vendors  already  have  equipment. 
Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  in  order  to  apply,  the  actual  carriage  must  be  registered,  so  it  is 
assumed  most  of  them  already  have  the  equipment. 

Councillor  Short  asked  why  the  vendors  holding  eight  Downtown  licenses  are  excluded  from  the 
lottery.  He  stated  that  it  might  be  beneficial  to  include  them  so  that  the  four  positions  are  filled. 
He  stated  that  it  does  not  seem  fair  to  penalize  businesses  that  have  proved  themselves  in  the 
Downtown  market.  Mark  Mertz,  Office  of  Corporation  Counsel,  stated  that  the  Controller's 
Office  already  has  applications  from  five  companies  with  12  carriages  for  the  lottery.  He  stated 
that  five  have  already  passed  inspection  and  are  in  the  drawing.  He  stated  that  the  issue  of  the  two 
dominant  companies  competing  in  the  lottery  was  discussed  at  length  in  the  Committee,  and  it  was 
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a  policy  matter  decided  by  the  Committee.  Dave  Certo,  Regulatory  Study  Commission,  stated  that 
it  is  sound  policy  to  keep  the  ordinance  the  same  for  the  test  period  and  then  if  it  is  proven  that  four 
additional  carriages  can  operate  safely  Downtown,  the  ordinance  can  be  changed  as  per  the 
Council's  wishes  to  include  those  dominant  companies.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  it  was  a 
simple  decision  not  to  amend  the  proposal  further  for  the  trial  period.  Councillor  Short  stated  that 
he  thinks  this  should  be  addressed  after  the  trial  period  and  a  free  market  should  be  encouraged.

PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County"  to  combine  the  registrations  of  horse-drawn  carriages,  horse-drawn  carriage  businesses,  and 
coachmen  into  one  registration,  to  impose  a  minimum  fine  for  violations  of  the  chapter,  and  to  make 
certain  other  technical  changes. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  Chapter  895  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  hereby  is 
amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language 
which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Chapter  895 

HORSE-DRAWN  CARRIAGES  AND  BUSINESSES 

Sec.  895-1.  Horse  drawn  carriage  business;  rRegistration  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  operate,  or  cause  to  be  operated,  a  horse-drawn  carriage  upon  the 
streets  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  persons  for  hire  or  as  a  contractual  service,  unless  the 
horse' drawn  carriage  business  carriage  first  is  registered  with  the  controller  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 

Sec.  895-2.  Registration  information  required. 

(a)  Registrations  of  horse-drawn  carriage  businesses  carriages  shall  be  made  with  the  controller  on 
forms  provided  by  the  controller,  and  the  registrant  shall  be  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  carriage.  In 
addition  to  other  the  information  required  by  this  chapter  Section  801-203  of  the  Code,  the  registration 
shall  contain  the  following  information: 

(4-)  The  name  and  business  address  of  the  registrant,  and  if  a  corporation  or  partnership  the  name 
and  address  of  any  person  who  has  a  financial  interest  in  such  business; 

(2-1.)  The  number  of  carriages  to  be  operatod  under  the  registration,  and  the  seating  capacity, 
manufacturer,  and  scale  drawing  or  photograph  of  each  carriage  to  be  registered; 

(2)  The  name,  age,  address,  and  state  motor  vehicle  operator's  license  number  of  each  person  who 
will  act  as  a  coachman  on  any  registered  carriage,  along  with  written  evidence  of  such  person's 
experience  in  driving  a  horse-drawn  carriage,  or  his  or  her  successful  completion  of  a  course  in 
such  driving  given  by  a  source  approved  by  the  controller,  or  both;

(3)  Whether  the  registrant  has  ever  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  if  the  registrant  is  an  individual; 
whether  any  of  the  partners  have  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  if  the  registrant  is  a  partnership; 
and  whether  any  of  the  officers  or  directors  have  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  if  the  registrant  is  a 
corporation; 

(4)  The  site  or  sites  off-street  to  be  used  to  store,  stable,  and  load  carriages  and  horses;  and, 

(5)  A  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  to  be  made  to  passengers  which  rates  shall  not  bo  changed 
without  ten  (10)  days  prior  written  notice  to  the  controller. 

(b)  The  information  on  the  registration  form  shall  be  verified  under  oath  and  include  a  written 
agreement  by  the  registrant  to  operate  the  business  carriage,  if  registered,  strictly  in  accordance  with 
Section  895-£8  of  the  Code2  and  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  the  city  for  all  judgments,  losses  and 
expenses  arising  out  of  the  operations  permitted  by  the  registration. 

Sec.  895-3.  Certificate  of  registration:  issuance,  term  and  renewal. 

(a)  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  completed  registration  form,  the  qualification  of  the  registrant's  coachmen 
under  Section  895-6  of  this  chapter,  and  the  filing  of  a  bond  or  insurance  under  Section  895-9  of  this 
chapter,  the  controller  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registration  for  each  registered  carriage. 

(bj  Registrations  of  horse-drawn  carriages  under  this  chapter  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  one  ( 1 ) 
year,  with  an  expiration  date  of  June  30. 

(c)  If  the  controller  finds  that  the  registrant  of  a  horse-drawn  carriage  remains  qualified  and  has 
operated  as  required  by  this  chapter,  the  controller  shall  renew  the  registration  automatically  and  without 
application  for  renewal  by  the  registrant  unless  at  the  time  of  renewal  the  registration: 

(1)  Has  been  revoked  or  suspended;  or. 

(2)  Is  the  subject  of  administrative  or  judicial  proceedings  which  have  the  potential  to  result  in  the 
revocation  or  suspension  of  the  registration,  in  which  case  the  registration  may  continue  in 
effect  until  the  conclusion  of  the  administrative  or  judicial  proceedings. 

Sec.  895-34.  Restrictions  on  hours  of  operation,  and  streets. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  operate  a  horse-drawn  carriage  business  to  operate  upon  any 
public  street  in  the  city  between  the  hours  of  6:00  a.m.  and  9:00  a.m.,  or  3:00  p.m.  and  6:00  p.m.,  except 
on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  city  holidays. 

(b)  The  controller  shall  consult  the  directors  of  the  city  departments  of  capital  asset  management 
and  public  safety  with  respect  to  which  public  streets  would  be  unsafe  or  inappropriate  for  use  by  horse- 
drawn  carriages.  Upon  a  finding  that  the  operation  of  a  horse-drawn  carriage  business  would  present  a 
hazard  to  the  public  safety  on  certain  city  streets  or  ways  or  would  otherwise  jeopardize  the  public  welfare, 
the  controller  shall  by  regulation  prohibit  the  operation  of  horse-drawn  carriages  upon  those  streets. 

(c)  The  operation  of  horse-drawn  carnage  businesses  carriages  upon  any  public  street  and  at  any 
time  may  be  prohibited  by  the  director  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety  when  such  operation  would 
be  inconsistent  with  other  special  events  or  public  safety  requirements,  by  giving  forty-eight  (48)  hours' 
advance  written  notice  of  such  prohibition. 

Sec.  895-45.  Designation  of  holding  areas. 

(a)  The  director  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety,  upon  consultation  with  the  director  of  the 
city  department  of  capital  asset  management  may  from  time  to  time  designate  certain  areas  of  the  public 
right-of-way  as  holding  areas  for  horse-drawn  carriages,  and  the  days  and  hours  when  such  holding  areas 
may  be  used  exclusively  by  horse-drawn  carriages.  Such  designations  shall  be  made  in  consideration  of 
the  following: 

( 1 )  Public  safety  issues,  including  the  flow  of  pedestrian  and  motor  vehicle  traffic; 

(2)  The  suitability  of  such  areas  as  places  for  horse-drawn  carriages  to  pick  up  or  discharge 
passengers,  or  to  stop  or  stand  when  not  carrying  passengers;  and, 

(3)  The  reasonable  interests  of  adjacent  residents  and  businesses. 
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(b)  The  city  department  of  capital  asset  management  shall  cause  appropriate  signs  to  be  placed  at 
each  end  of  holding  areas  designated  under  this  section,  indicating  the  days  and  hours  when  such  holding 
areas  may  be  used  exclusively  by  horse-drawn  carriages.  When  so  posted  such  signs  are  posted,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  a  person  to  park,  stop  or  leave  standing  a  motor  vehicle  in  such  a  holding  area. 

(c)  No  more  than  one  £T)  carriage  owned  or  operated  by  the  same  registrant  may  stop  or  stand  at 
the  same  time  in  a  holding  area  designated  under  this  section. 

Sec.  895-6.  Qualification  of  Coachmen. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  registrant  under  this  chapter  to  cause,  suffer  or  allow  the  operation  of  a 
horse-drawn  carriage  upon  any  public  street  in  the  city  by  a  person,  referred  to  in  this  chapter  as  a 
coachman,  until  the  controller  first  investigates  such  person's  character,  and  such  person  first 
demonstrates  to  the  controller  that  he  or  she  is: 

(U    Able  to  speak,  read  and  write  the  English  language; 

(2)  The  holder  of  a  valid  motor  vehicle  operator's  license  issued  by  the  state; 

(3)  Free  of  defective  vision,  defective  hearing,  and  any  other  infirmities  that  would  render  the 
coachman  unfit  for  safe  operation  of  a  public  vehicle;  and. 

(4)  Free  of  alcohol  or  drug  addiction. 

£b]  The  controller  may  require  the  coachman  to  demonstrate  the  ability  to  drive  a  horse-drawn 
carriage  and,  by  test  or  otherwise,  the  coachman's  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  this  chapter. 

Sec  895-7.  Required  construction  and  equipment  of  carriages- 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  registrant  under  this  chapter  to  cause,  suffer  or  allow  the  operation  of  a 
horse-drawn  carriage  upon  any  public  street  in  the  city  unless  such  carriage  shall: 

(1)  Have  spoked  wheels  no  more  narrow  than  one  and  one-fourth  (1-1/4)  inch,  with  a  rubber 
covering  thick  enough  to  protect  the  streets  from  damage  and  to  keep  noise  to  a  minimum; 

(2)  Be  equipped  with  taillights  and  rear  turn  signals; 

(3)  Be  equipped  with  front  lights  on  both  sides  that  will  emit  light  to  the  front  and  side  that  will  be 
visible  from  a  distance  of  five  hundred  (500)  feet. 

(4)  Have  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  a  slow-moving  vehicle  sign  approved  by  the  state;  and. 

(5)  Not  be  larger  in  capacity  than  to  transport  six  (6)  passengers. 

Sec.  895-58.  General  requirements  of  ©operation  of  horse  drawn  carriage  business. 

Horse-drawn  carriage  businesses  carriages  shall  be  operated  only  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions. 

(1)  A  registrant  shall  give  the  controller  written  notice  within  ten  (10)  days  after  a  registered 
carriage,  or  coachmen  listed  in  the  registration,  is  no  longer  used  or  employed  by  the  registrant. 

(a2)  A  copy  of  the  horso  drawn  carriage  certificate  of  registration  shall  be  displayed  in  all  carriages 
used  in  such  business.  The  controller  shall  issue  one  copy  for  each  carriage  identifiod  in  tho 
registration. 

ffe)    Each  carriage  used  in  such  business  shall  be  registered  under  this  chapter. 

(e3)  Each  carriage  shall  bo  operated  by  a  coachman  registered  under  this  chapter,  who  shall  carry  an 
identification  card  or  be  wearing  some  type  of  visible  identification,  and  havo  tho  certificate  of 
registration  on  his  or  her  person  at  all  times  when  operating  such  carriage. 

fd)  When  carrying  persons  for  hiro  or  by  contract,  the  oarriago  shall  bo  operated  only  upon  tho 
streets  and  during  the  hours  approved  under  Section  895  3  of  the  Code. 
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(e4)  Horse-drawn  carriages  shall  pick  up  and  discharge  passengers  only  upon  the  curb  lane,  while 
lawfully  parked  at  the  curb. 

(£5)  Horse-drawn  carriages,  when  in  motion,  shall  be  operated  only  in  the  curb-most  traffic  lane  on 
any  public  street,  and  the  coachman  shall  obey  all  applicable  state  and  local  traffic  and  parking 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations. 

(g-)  No  horse  drawn  carriage  shall  be  operated  on  a  public  street  unless  a  valid  bond  or  public 
liability  insurance  policy  as  specified  in  Section  895  6  of  the  Code  is  on  file  with  the  controller. 

(h6)  Coachmen  shall  carry  rate  cards  and  exhibit  them  on  demand.  Rate  cards  shall  also  be  affixed 
to  the  carriage  in  a  prominent  location  so  as  to  advise  prospective  clientele  of  the  rates  and  fares. 
Rate  cards  shall  bear  the  name  and  business  address  of  the  registrant,  and  a  complete  schedule 
of  rates  and  fares,  which  shall  be  the  same  as  those  on  file  with  the  controller.  It  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  registrant  to  provide  rate  cards  to  all  coachmen  and  affix  same  to  the 
carriages.  Registrants  shall  give  the  controller  written  notice  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  any 
change  in  the  rates  and  fares. 

(47)  Horse-drawn  carriage  owners  and  operators  shall  maintain  their  horses  in  good  health  abiding 
by  the  rules  of  good  animal  husbandry.  This  shall  include  an  annual  health  examination  of  each 
animal  by  a  veterinarian  of  equine  medicine  licensed  by  the  Sstate  of  Indiana.  A  copy  of  such 
examination  shall  be  submitted  to  the  controller  to  be  placed  on  file. 

(j8)  Occupancy  of  a  horse-drawn  carriage  shall  not  exceed  the  rated  seating  capacity  of  the  carriage. 

(k9)  No  passenger  shall  be  allowed  to  ride  on  any  part  of  the  carriage  while  in  motion  except  seated 
inside  the  carriage. 

(110)  Coachmen  shall  not  solicit  patronage  in  a  loud  tone  of  voice  or  in  any  manner  to  annoy  or 
obstruct  the  movement  of  a  person,  or  follow  a  person  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  patronage. 

(mil)  Coachmen  are  prohibited  from  smoking  while  carrying  passengers. 

(h!2)  All  horses  must  be  shod  with  horse  shoes  that  are  either  a  rubber  compound  shoe,  a  steel  shoe 
with  borium  or  Drill-Tek  on  the  street-gripping  surfaces,  or  other  type  of  shoe  approved  for  use 
the  director  of  the  city  department  of  capital  asset  management. 

(e!3)  Each  horse  pulling  a  carriage  on  the  city  streets  shall  be  equipped  with  manure-catching  devices 
to  prevent  manure  from  falling  to  the  street  surface. 

(pL4)  Each  carriage  shall  be  equipped  with  a  chemical  to  be  poured  over  horse  urine  so  as  to  break 
down  and  eliminate  accumulated  agents  and  odor,  and  coachmen  shall  use  the  chemical  each 
time  a  horse  urinates  on  the  street  surface. 

Sec.  895-69.  Public  liability. 

(a)  Before  the  issuance  of  any  certificate  of  registration  or  renewal  of  registration  under  this 
chapter,  the  registrant  therefor  shall  post  or  maintain  with  the  controller  either  an  indemnity  bond  or  a 
policy  of  public  liability  insurance,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  corporation  counsel  and  conditioned 
substantially  that  the  registrant  will  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  city,  its  officers,  agents  and 
employees,  from  any  and  all  loss,  costs,  damages  or  expenses,  by  reason  of  legal  liability  which  may  result 
from  or  arise  out  of  the  operation  of  a  carriage  for  which  a  certificate  of  registration  is  issued,  and  that  the 
registrant  will  pay  any  and  all  loss  or  damage  that  may  be  sustained  by  a  person  which  results  from  or 
arises  out  of  the  illegal  or  negligent  operation  or  maintenance  of  a  carriage.  The  bond  or  policy  of 
insurance  shall  be  maintained  in  its  original  amount  by  the  registrant  at  the  registrant's  expense  at  all  times 
during  the  period  for  which  the  registration  is  in  effect.  In  the  event  two  (2)  or  more  certificates  of 
registration  are  issued  to  one  registrant,  one  such  bond  or  policy  of  insurance  may  be  furnished  to  cover 
two  (2)  or  more  carriages  and  each  bond  or  policy  shall  be  of  a  type  where  coverage  shall  automatically  be 
restored  after  the  occurrence  of  any  accident  or  event  from  which  liability  may  thereafter  accrue. 

(b)  The  limit  of  liability  upon  any  bond  or  policy  posted  under  Subsection  (a)  of  this  section  shall  in 
no  case  be  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000.00)  for  death  or  injury  of  one  person,  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000.00)  for  total  liability  for  death  or  personal  injury  arising  out  of  any 
one  event  or  casualty,  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  for  property  damage. 
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(c)  Any  bond  posted  under  this  section  shall  be  accompanied  by  good  and  sufficient  sureties 
approved  by  the  controller. 

(d)  The  controller  shall  notify  the  registrant  under  this  chapter  of  any  claim  of  which  the  city  has 
notice,  where  such  claim  arises  from  the  operation  or  maintenance  of  any  carriage. 

(e)  The  failure  to  maintain  the  bond  or  policy  required  under  this  section  throughout  the  entire  term 
of  a  registration  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  895-710.  Certificate  of  registration;  lLimitation  on  number  of  carriages  in  the  downtown  area. 

(e)  Upon  roceipt  of  a  completed  registration  form  undor  Section  895  2  of  the  Code,  and  the  filing  of 
a  bond  or  insurance  an  required  by  Soction  895  6  of  the  Code,  the  controller  shall  issue  a  horse  drawn 
carriage  business  certificate  of  registration  to  the  registrant  unless  the  number  of  carriages  approved  for 
existing  registrations  equals  or  exceeds  the  number  established  in  Subsection  (b)  of  this  section. 

(ba)  The  council  determines  that  to  prevent  disruption  of  the  primary  public  uses  of  the  city  streets 
by  pedestrians  and  motor  vehicles,  the  number  of  carriages  permitted  in  the  downtown  area  should  be 
limited.  At  no  time  shall  the  holders  of  horse  drawn  carriage  business  registrations  be  authorized  to 
operate  The  controller  shall  authorize  no  more  than  twenty  (20)  registered  carriages  in  aggregate  to  operate 
in  the  area  bounded  by  Harding  Street  White  River  on  the  west.  Eleventh  Street  on  the  north,  and  I  65  and 
1-70  on  the  north,  east  and  south,  and  no  one  registrant  shall  bo  authorized  to  operate  more  than  eight  (8) 
carriages  in  such  area,  referred  to  in  this  chapter  as  the  downtown  area.  The  authorization  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  noted  on  a  registrant's  certificate  of  registration. 

(eb)  If  there  oro  registrants  for  more  registrations  than  may  be  issued  under  Subsection  (ba)  of  this 
section  more  than  twenty  (20)  carriages  are  registered,  the  controller  shall  select  registrations  carriages  to 
be  authorized  to  operate  in  the  downtown  area  by  random  method  until  the  maximum  is  reached. 

(c)  No  registrant  or  other  person  may  own,  operate,  or  have  a  financial  interest  in  more  than  eight 
(8)  carriages  authorized  to  operate  in  the  downtown  area. 

(d)  If  the  registration  of  a  carriage  is  revoked  or  suspended  for  a  period  of  three  months  or  more,  or 
if  the  use  of  such  carriage  has  been  abandoned  by  the  registrant  then  an  authorization  for  that  carriage  to 
operate  in  the  downtown  area  shall  terminate  automatically.  When  such  a  termination  occurs,  the 
controller  shall  select  under  the  procedures  provided  by  this  section,  another  carriage  to  operate  in  the 
downtown  area. 

(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  registrant  under  this  chapter  to  operate,  or  cause  to  be  operated,  a 
carriage  in  the  downtown  area  unless  the  carriage  is  authorized  to  do  so  under  this  section. 

Sec.  895  8.  Horse  drown  carriages;  registration  required. 

(a)  No  horse  drawn  carriage  shall  be  operated  upon  the  streets  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  persons  for  hire  or  by  contract  unless  the  carriage  first  is  registered  with  the  controller. 

fb)    Only  carriages  constructed  and  equipped  as  follows  may  be  registered: 

(V)    Carriages  will  have  no  less  than  one  and  one  fourth  (1  1/1)  inch  spoked  wheels  with  a  rubber 
covering  thick  enough  to  protect  the  streets  from  damage  and  to  keep  noise  to  a  minimum; 

(2-}    All  carriages  will  bo  oquippod  with  taillights  and  turn  signals  on  the  rear  of  the  vehicle; 

(£)    Carriages  will  be  equipped  with  front  lights  on  both  sides  that  will  emit  light  to  the  front  and 
side  that  will  be  visible  from  a  distance  of  fivo  hundrod  (500)  foot; 

(4}    Each  carriage  will  be  equipped  with  a  slow  moving  vehicle  sign  approved  by  the  Sstate  of 
Indiana  and  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  vehicle;  and, 

f§)    No  oarriago  shall  be  larger  in  capacity  than  to  transport  six  (6)  passengers. 

(«)  Upon  approval  of  a  registration  and  after  inspection  determines  that  the  carriage  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section,  tho  controller  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registration  for  such  carriage. 
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Sec.  895  9.  Coachmen;  registration  required. 

(a)  No  person  Ghall  drive  a  horse  drawn  carriage  carrying  persons,  for  hire  or  by  contract,  without 
first  being  registered  with  the  controller  under  this  section. 

fb)  The  registration  of  a  coachman  shall  be  mado  under  oath  to  the  controller  and  shall  verify  or 
establish  that  the  coachman  is: 

(4-)    Able  to  speak,  read  and  write  the  English  language; 

(3)    Tho  holder  of  a  valid  motor  vehicle  operator's  license  issued  by  tho  state; 

(3)  Free  of  defective  vision,  defective  hearing,  and  any  other  infirmities  that  would  render  tho 
coachman  unfit  for  safe  operation  of  a  public  vehicle;  and, 

(4)  Free  of  alcohol  or  drug  addiction. 

fe)  The  coachman  shall  produce  written  evidence  of  experience  in  driving  a  horse  drawn  carriage, 
or  successful  completion  of  a  course  in  such  driving  given  by  a  source  approved  by  the  controllor,  or  both, 
and  shall,  if  requested,  demonstrate  his  or  her  ability. 

(4)  Tho  controller  may  require  the  coachman  by  test  or  otherwise  to  demonstrate  his  or  her 
knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  this  chapter. 

(e)  Tho  controller  shall  investigate  the  character  of  the  coachman  prior  to  issuing  a  certificate  of 
registration. 

(f)  Upon  approval  of  tho  coachman's  registration,  tho  controllor  shall  issue  a  certificate  of 
registration  therefor- 
Sec.  895-10.  Registration  term;  renewal. 

(e)  All  registrations  of  horse  drawn  carriage  businesses,  carriages  and  coachmen  under  this  chapter 
shall  bo  valid  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year,  with  an  expiration  date  of  June  30. 

(b)  If  tho  controller  finds  that  the  registrant  remains  qualified  and  has  operated  as  required  by  this 
chapter,  the  controllor  shall  renew  the  registration  automatically  and  without  application  for  renewal  by  tho 
registrant,  unless  at  the  time  of  renewal  tho  registration: 

(4-)    Has  boon  revoked  or  suspended;  or, 

(3)  Is  tho  subject  of  administrative  or  judicial  proceedings  which  have  tho  potential  to  result  in  tho 
revocation  or  suspension  of  the  registration,  in  which  case  the  registration  may  continue  in 
effoct  until  the  conclusion  of  tho  administrative  or  judicial  proceedings. 

Sec.  895-11.  Enforcement  and  penalties. 

In  addition  to  controller's  hearings  and  any  penalties  the  controller  may  impose,  the  first  violation  of 
any  provision  of  this  chapter  in  a  twelve  (12)  month  period,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  operation  upon 
any  public  street  in  the  city  of  a  horse-drawn  carriage: 

(1)  Which  is  not  registered,  or  not  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  895-7  and  895- 
8  of  this  chapter, 

(2)  By  a  coachman  who  is  not  qualified  under  Section  895-6  of  this  chapter,  and. 

(3)  In  the  downtown  area  without  authorization  under  Section  895-10  of  this  chapter. 

shall  be  subject  to  admission  of  violation  and  payment  of  the  designated  civil  penalty  through  the 
ordinance  violations  bureau  in  accordance  with  Chapter  103  of  the  Code.  A  person's  second  and 
subsequent  violations  in  the  twelve  (12)  month  period  are  subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and 
penalties  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code. 
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SECTION  2.  Section  103-52  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  civil 
penalties  and  the  ordinance  violations  bureau,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is 
stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows:

SECTION  3.    The  Controller,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  director  of  the  department  of  public 
safety  and  the  manager  of  the  regulatory  study  commission,  hereby  is  authorized  to  provide  a  test  program 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  what  effects  on  public  safety  and  convenience  would  result  from  having 
more  than  twenty  (20)  horse-drawn  carriages  authorized  to  operate  in  the  downtown  area. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Sec.  895-7  (amended  by  this  Proposal  as  Sec.  895-10),  the  test  program 
shall  consist  of  the  controller's  authorization  of  no  more  than  four  (4)  additional  carriages  to  operate  on 
Fridays  and  Saturdays  for  a  temporary  period  of  four  (4)  consecutive  weeks,  and  any  other  program 
elements  mutually  agreed  to  by  the  controller  and  the  director.  The  controller  shall  select  the  additional 
carriages  by  random  method  from  among  all  registered  carriages  which,  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  are  not  authorized  to  operate  in  the  downtown  area;  however,  no  registrant  may  own  or  have  a 
financial  interest  in  more  than  eight  (8)  carriages  participating  in  the  test  program.  Within  forty-five  (45) 
days  following  the  conclusion  of  the  test  program,  the  controller  and  the  manager  of  the  regulatory  study 
commission  shall  provide  a  written  report  of  the  results  to  the  test  program  participants,  relevant  city 
officials  and  departments,  and  the  chairman  of  the  council's  Administration  and  Finance  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings 
are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  5.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the 
invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To 
this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance 
with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  351,  1999.  Councillor  Hinkle  reported  that  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  351,  1999  on  June  28,  1999,  and  again  on  July  26,  1999.  The 
proposal  addresses  concerns  of  public  safety  and  aesthetics  associated  with  the  current, 
unregulated  placement  of  newsracks  on  the  public  rights-of-way,  by  the  provision  of  modular 
newsracks  in  the  Mile  Square,  and  by  the  regulation  of  the  placement,  appearance,  and 
maintenance  of  newsracks  and  newsstands  in  the  City.  By  a  5-3  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the 
proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Dowden  asked  if  this  affects  only  those  boxes  in  the  public  right-of-way,  and  not  those 
inside  stores  or  hotels.  Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  this  is  correct. 
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Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  is  very  favorable  to  the  concept  of  the  modular  newsracks,  but 
she  is  still  opposed  to  advertising  signs  on  the  backs  of  the  modulars.  She  moved,  seconded  by 
Councillor  Talley,  to  amend  Proposal  No.  351,  1999,  by  removing  Sec.  645-813  (f).  She  stated 
that  by  removing  this  portion,  it  would  challenge  the  administration  to  find  other  viable  options  to 
fund  the  modulars. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  how  Councillor  Williams  proposes  the  boxes  be  financed.  Councillor 
Williams  stated  that  she  has  not  explored  all  the  options  fully,  but  there  could  be  private 
contributions  or  corporate  underwriting  for  civic  event  displays  instead  of  the  advertising. 
Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  the  amendment  because  it  completely  eliminates 
any  source  of  funding  for  the  project. 

Councillor  Hinkle  asked  fellow  Council  members  to  defeat  the  motion  to  amend.  He  stated  that  the 
proposal  has  a  60-day  delay  in  its  effective  date.  He  proposes  that  the  President  appoint  an  ad  hoc 
committee  to  address  and  discuss  alternative  funding  possibilities.  This  committee  would  then 
report  back  to  the  Council  within  45  days  and  possibly  offer  an  amendment  at  that  time. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  he  agrees  with  the  idea  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  and  is  opposed  to  the 
amendment  on  the  floor.  He  stated  that  every  newsbox  on  the  street  now  has  advertising,  which 
adds  up  to  more  than  the  one  panel  on  the  back  of  the  modulars.  He  stated  that  to  pass  this 
proposal  without  a  funding  mechanism  is  ludicrous. 

General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  the  amendment  was  not  submitted  prior  to  the  meeting  in 
writing  and  as  such,  is  technically  against  Council  rules.  He  added  that  taking  out  this  subsection, 
which  creates  an  exception  to  the  sign  ordinance,  needs  to  be  thought  through  more  carefully. 

Councillor  Bradford  stated  that  he  is  against  the  amendment  because  there  is  no  difference  between 
advertising  on  the  modulars  and  adopted  medians,  which  are  essentially  advertising,  as  well.  He 
stated  that  he  supports  the  proposal  as  it  is. 

Councillor  Schneider  asked  how  Councillor  Williams  proposes  controlling  the  civic  events  being 
advertised  on  the  modulars.  Councillor  Williams  stated  that  an  exception  to  the  sign  ordinance 
would  have  to  be  applied  for,  which  would  govern  this  type  of  advertising.  Councillor  Schneider 
stated  that  without  funding  in  place,  the  City  would  be  closer  to  using  tax  dollars  to  fund  the 
modulars.  Councillor  Williams  stated  that  if  it  came  down  to  the  choice  between  advertising  and 
tax  dollars,  the  advertising  clause  could  be  amended  back  in  before  the  ordinance  takes  effect.  She 
stated  that  this  would  give  the  City  administration  the  incentive  needed  to  explore  other  options. 
Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  is  against  the  amendment. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  while  she  is  sympathetic  for  the  need  to  limit  advertising 
Downtown,  she  is  opposed  to  using  taxpayers'  money  for  this  project  and  cannot  support  the 
amendment  without  another  funding  source  identified. 

Councillor  Gray  asked  who  the  members  of  the  ad  hoc  committee  would  be.  Councillor  Hinkle 
stated  that  he  would  suggest  the  committee  be  made  up  of  proponents  both  for  and  against  the 
advertising,  such  as  Councillors  Boyd,  Coughenour,  Moores,  Short,  Williams  and  himself,  with  the 
President  acting  as  an  ex-officio  member. 
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Councillor  Williams  stated  that  some  members  of  City  administration  have  been  trying  to  get 
advertising  into  the  Downtown  area  for  some  time  and  she  wants  a  commitment  from  the  staff  to 
try  and  find  a  viable  solution.  She  stated  that  it  is  difficult  to  rely  on  unsupportive  staff  members 
to  come  to  a  resolution. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  supports  Councillor  Hinkle's  recommendation  that  an  ad  hoc 
committee  be  formed.  He  stated  that  he  will  vote  against  the  amendment,  but  wants  to  move 
forward  with  the  idea  of  an  ad  hoc  committee. 

President  SerVaas  passed  the  gavel  to  Vice  President  McClamroch. 

Councillor  SerVaas  stated  that  he  sympathizes  with  the  goal  of  Councillor  Williams'  amendment, 
but  he  believes  the  ad  hoc  committee  is  a  better  solution  at  this  time.  He  stated  that  it  would  be 
detrimental  to  pass  the  proposal  without  a  funding  mechanism  identified.  He  asked  if  Councillor 
Williams  would  be  willing  to  withdraw  her  motion  to  amend  if  the  Council  were  to  proceed  with 
the  appointing  of  an  ad  hoc  committee.  Councillor  Williams  agreed  and  withdrew  her  motion  to 
amend,  and  Councillor  Talley  withdrew  his  second. 

Vice  President  McClamroch  returned  the  gavel  to  President  SerVaas. 

The  President  appointed  the  ad  hoc  committee  as  those  persons  named  by  Councillor  Hinkle  and 
asked  if  anyone  else  on  the  Council  would  like  to  be  involved  in  these  discussions.  Councillor 
Gray  stated  that  he  would  like  to  be  included.  The  ad  hoc  committee  members  appointed  are: 
Councillor  Hinkle  as  acting  Chairman  and  Councillors  Boyd,  Coughenour,  Gray,  Moores,  Short, 
and  Williams. 

Councillor  Gray  asked  why  the  minority  newspapers  were  not  invited  to  recent  meetings  between 
Councillor  Hinkle  and  the  Indianapolis  Star  and  News  and  USA  Today.  Councillor  Hinkle  stated 
that  no  one  was  prohibited  from  attending  these  meetings,  but  that  the  Star  and  News  and  USA 
Today  were  the  only  papers  who  opposed  the  proposal.  The  meetings  were  designed  to  formulate 
some  compromises. 

Councillor  Hinkle  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Coughenour,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  351, 
1999,  as  amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Proposal  No.  351,  1999,  as  amended,  was  retitled  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  98,  1999,  and 
reads  as  follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  98, 1999 

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Revised  Code  regarding  the  placement  and 
maintenance  of  individual  newsracks,  modular  newsracks,  and  newsstands  in  the  public  rights-of-way. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CrTY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA- 
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SECTION  1.   Chapter  645  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  public 
rights-of-way,  is  hereby  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  new  Article  VIII  regarding  newsracks  and 
newsstands  in  the  public  rights-of-way,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  VIIL  NEWSRACKS  AND  NEWSSTANDS 

DIVISION  1.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
Sec  645-801.  Findings  and  purposes. 

(a)  The  council  hereby  finds,  as  follows: 

( 1 )  The  public  rights-of-way  historically  have  been  used  to  circulate  newspapers  and  other  publications; 

(2)  The  substantial  growth  in  the  number  of  newspapers  and  other  publications  has  produced  a  significant 
increase  in  the  number  of  individual  newsracks  located  on  the  public  rights-of  way, 

(3)  The  unregulated  placement  and  maintenance  of  individual  newsracks  in  the  public  rights-of-way 
interferes  with  the  free  and  unimpeded  use  of  such  public  rights-of-way,  and  threatens  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  who  use  the  public  rights-of-way,  including  pedestrians,  children,  the 
aged  persons  entering  and  leaving  vehicles  and  buildings,  drivers,  persons  performing  essential  utility, 
traffic  control  and  emergency  services,  and  persons  with  disabilities;  and 

(4)  The  unregulated  placement  of  multicolored,  broken,  rusted  and  abandoned  individual  newsracks  of 
various  shapes  and  sizes  in  the  public  rights-of-way  significantly  detracts  from  the  aesthetic  character 
of  surrounding  areas. 

The  council  further  finds  that  there  is  a  need  for  reasonable  time,  place  and  manner  guidelines  regarding  the 
installation,  placement,  size,  appearance  and  maintenance  of  newsracks  and  newsstands  in  the  public  rights-of- 
way. 

(b)  Consistent  with  these  findings,  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  promote  the  health  and  safety  of  users 
of  the  public  rights-of-way  and  to  enhance  the  aesthetics  of  the  city  in  a  manner  which  may  utilize  newsracks  and 
newsstands  as  a  means  of  distribution  of  newspapers  and  other  publications,  so  as  to  do  the  following: 

( 1 )  Provide  for  pedestrian  and  driving  safety  and  convenience; 

(2)  Restrict  unreasonable  interference  with  the  flow  of  pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic,  including  ingress  into 
and  egress  from  any  residence  or  place  of  business,  or  from  the  street  to  the  sidewalk  by  persons 
exiting  or  entering  parked  or  standing  vehicles; 

(3)  Provide  for  the  safety  of  the  public  and  property  during  windstorms  and  other  inclement  weather, 

(4)  Provide  reasonable  access  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  poles,  posts,  traffic  signs  or  signals,  hydrants, 
mailboxes  and  access  to  locations  used  for  public  transportation  purposes; 

(5)  Replace,  remove,  or  relocate  individual  newsracks  that  have  created  visual  blight  on  the  public  rights- 
of-way  or  unreasonably  detracted  from  the  aesthetics  of  adjacent  businesses,  landscaping  and  other 
improvements; 

(6)  Maintain  and  protect  the  values  of  surrounding  properties;  and, 

(7)  Reduce  unnecessary  exposure  of  the  public  to  personal  injury  and  property  damage. 

It  is  also  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  ensure  a  diversity  of  viewpoints  consistent  with  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
United  States  Constitution,  and  to  treat  all  newspapers  and  other  lawful  publications  equally,  regardless  of  their 
content 

Sec  645-802.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this  section. 

Abandoned  means  any  individual  newsrack,  or  compartment  of  a  modular  newsrack  that  does  not  contain 
the  newspaper  or  other  publication  specified  therefor  for  more  than  four  (4)  consecutive  days  for  a  daily 
publication,  eight  (8)  consecutive  days  for  a  weekly  publication,  sixteen  (16)  consecutive  days  for  a  biweekly 
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publication,  thirty-two  (32)  days  for  a  monthly  publication,  or  sixty-four  (64)  days  for  a  bimonthly  publication.  A 
newsstand  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  if  it  is  not  open  for  business  for  a  period  of  more  than  seven  (7)  consecutive 
days. 

City  controller  and  controller  mean  the  controller  of  the  city  appointed  under  Section  202-201  of  the  Code. 

Compartment  means  the  individual  space  within  a  modular  newsrack  that  dispenses  one  (1)  newspaper  or 
other  publication,  including  the  door,  coin  return  mechanism  and  associated  hardware. 

Director  means  the  director  of  the  department  of  capital  asset  management. 

Individual  newsrack  means  and  includes  a  newsrack  designed  with  a  single  enclosed  compartment  to 
accommodate  at  any  one  time  the  display,  sale,  or  distribution  of  like  copies  of  a  single  newspaper  or  other 
publication,  or  which  has  more  than  one  (1)  compartment  but  does  not  exceed  the  dimensions  of  an  individual 
newsrack  as  provided  in  Sections  645-813  or  645-814  of  the  Code. 

Modular  newsrack  means  a  newsrack  which  is  designed  with  multiple  separate  enclosed  compartments  to 
accommodate  at  any  one  time  the  display,  sale,  or  distribution  of  multiple  distinct  and  separate  newspapers  or 
other  publications,  and  which  exceeds  the  dimensions  of  an  individual  newsrack  as  provided  in  Sections  645-813 
or  645-814  of  the  Code. 

Modular  newsrack  district  means  and  includes  all  public  rights-of-way  located  within  the  area  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  north  right-of-way  line  of  New  York  Street,  on  the  east  by  east  right-of-way  line  of  Alabama 
Street,  on  the  south  by  the  north  right-of-way  line  of  the  Consolidated  Rail  Corporation  (Conrail)  which  runs 
through  Union  Station,  and  on  the  west  by  the  west  right-of-way  line  of  West  Street 

Modular  newsrack  provider  means  the  person  or  other  legal  entity  who  is  authorized  under  Section  645-81 1 
of  the  Code  to  place  and  maintain  modular  newsracks  upon  the  public  rights-of-way. 

Newspapers  and  other  publications  means  and  includes  newspapers,  periodicals,  advertising  circulars,  and 
all  other  printed  materials  which  may  be  distributed  through  the  use  of  newsracks. 

Newsrack  means  any  unmanned,  self-service  or  coin-operated  box  container,  storage  unit  or  other  dispenser 
located  in  or  upon,  or  projecting  onto,  into,  or  over,  any  part  of  the  public  rights-of-way,  and  which  is  installed, 
used  or  maintained  for  the  display,  sale,  or  distribution  of  newspapers  and  other  publications.  Unless  the  context 
clearly  indicates  otherwise,  newsrack  includes  both  individual  newsracks  and  modular  newsracks. 

Newsstand  means  any  manned  building,  stand,  booth  or  other  structure  located  in  or  upon  the  public  rights- 
of-way,  and  from  which  an  attendant  displays,  sells  or  distributes  newspapers  or  other  publications. 

Owner  means  the  person  or  other  legal  entity  which  either  owns  a  newsrack,  or  is  responsible  for  its 
operation  and  maintenance. 

Public  rights-of-way  means  and  includes  all  highways,  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  and  other  real  property  or 
easements,  which  are  owned  or  controlled  by  the  city  or  county,  including  the  areas  above  and  below  such 
easements,  and  which  are  reserved  or  used  for  pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic. 

Publisher  means  the  person  or  other  legal  entity  selling,  displaying  or  distributing  newspapers  or  other 
publications  in  a  newsrack. 

Regional  Center  means  and  includes  all  public  rights-of-way  located  in  the  Regional  Center,  as  established 
under  Part  16  of  Appendix  D  of  the  Code. 

DIVISION  2.  MODULAR  NEWSRACKS  AND  INDIVIDUAL  NEWSRACKS 

Sec.  645-811.  Provision  of  modular  newsracks. 

(a)  In  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  the  city  by  and  through  the  office  of  city 
controller  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  one  ( 1 )  modular  newsrack  provider,  or  otherwise  provide,  for  the 
placement  and  maintenance  of  modular  newsracks  in  the  modular  newsrack  district;  and,  the  city  may 
enter  into  contracts  with  one  (1)  or  more  modular  newsrack  providers,  or  otherwise  provide,  for  the 
placement  and  maintenance  of  modular  newsracks  in  other  areas  of  the  city. 

In  the  modular  newsrack  district,  the  contract  shall  provide  that  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years 
following  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  the  total  number  of  compartments  in  modular  newsracks 
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shall  be  substantially  equivalent  to  the  highest  total  number  of  individual  newsracks  known  to  have  been 
maintained  on  the  public  rights-of-way  in  the  modular  newsrack  district  at  any  one  time  during  the  year 
preceding  the  introduction  of  this  ordinance.  After  that  period,  the  total  number  of  compartments  in 
modular  newsracks  in  the  modular  newsrack  district  may  be  increased  or  decreased  only  on  the  basis  of 
market  supply  or  demand,  or  consistent  with  the  purposes  stated  in  Section  645-801  of  the  Code.  The 
contract  shall  also  ensure  that  modular  newsracks  shall  be  placed  in  locations  throughout  the  district 
which  afford  easy,  convenient  service  to  pedestrians,  but  which  do  not  obstruct  or  interfere  with  access  to 
abutting  properties,  and  which  do  not  impede  or  endanger  pedestrian,  bicycle  or  vehicle  traffic. 

(b)  A  contract  under  this  section  would  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(1)  In  consideration  of  the  placement  and  maintenance  of  modular  newsracks,  the  city  shall  grant  to  the 
modular  newsrack  provider  a  license  with  respect  to  the  real  property  where  the  modular  newsracks 
will  be  placed; 

(2)  A  detailed  description  and  photograph  or  scale  drawing  of  the  modular  newsrack  including  its 
dimensions,  number  of  separate  compartments,  and  method  of  attachment  to  the  public  rights-of-way, 

(3)  A  scale  drawing  or  site  plan  for  each  modular  newsrack  showing  its  placement  relative  to  existing 
buildings,  curbs  and  other  fixtures  and  appurtenances  in  the  surrounding  public  rights-of-way  for  a 
minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet  in  any  direction;  and, 

(4)  The  terms  of  any  contract  between  the  modular  newsrack  provider  and  the  publishers  of  such 
newspapers  and  other  publications,  including  the  method  by  which  the  modular  newsrack  provider 
determines  die  newspaper's  or  other  publication's  position  within  the  modular  newsrack. 

(c)  Prior  to  entering  a  contract  under  this  section,  the  city  may  conduct  such  investigations,  surveys,  or  test 
programs  it  deems  reasonable  or  necessary  to  determine  any  of  the  following:  whether  modular  newsracks  would 
promote  the  stated  purposes  and  requirements  of  this  chapter,  what  different  services,  and  modular  newsrack 
styles  and  features,  are  offered  by  prospective  modular  newsrack  providers;  the  degree  of  public  acceptance  and 
use  of  modular  newsracks;  and,  the  areas  and  exact  locations  where  modular  newsracks  may  be  placed. 

(d)  After  the  controller  and  a  prospective  modular  newsrack  provider  have  agreed  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  a  contract  under  this  section,  but  prior  to  entering  the  contract,  the  controller  shall  publish  notice  in 
accordance  with  IC  5-3-1  of  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  before  the  city-county  administrative  board.  The  notice 
shall  appear  at  least  ten  ( 1 0 )  days  before  the  hearing  is  held,  and  state  the  date,  place,  and  hour  of  the  hearing,  and 
a  summary  of  the  principal  terms  of  the  contract  The  proposed  contract  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection 
from  the  date  of  publication  of  notice  through  the  end  of  the  public  hearing.  The  sole  purpose  of  the  public  hearing 
is  to  receive  public  comment  on  the  proposed  contract,  and  all  persons  are  entitled  to  be  heard  as  to  whether  the 
city  should  enter  into  the  contract.  Based  upon  the  public  comments  received  at  the  hearing,  and  such  other 
matters  as  the  controller  may  consider,  the  proposed  contract  may  be  modified  prior  to  its  execution. 

(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  or  maintain  a  modular  newsrack  upon  the  public  rights-of-way,  except  as 
provided  in  this  section. 

Sec  645-812.  Allocation  of  modular  newsrack  compartments. 

(a)  Each  compartment  in  a  modular  newsrack  shall  contain  copies  of  only  one  (1)  newspaper  or  other 
publication,  and  have  a  door  that  is  sized  to  fit  and  display  such  newspaper  or  other  publication. 

(b)  The  modular  newsrack  provider  shall  make  available  enough  compartments  in  each  modular  newsrack 
to  accommodate  all  publishers  who  initially  wish  to  distribute  their  newspapers  and  other  publications  at  that 
location,  up  to  a  maximum  of  twelve  (12)  compartments  per  newsrack  in  the  modular  newsrack  district,  and  up  to 
a  maximum  of  eight  (8)  compartments  per  newsrack  in  the  Regional  Center.  If  more  than  twelve  (12)  publishers, 
or  eight  (8)  publishers,  respectively,  wish  to  distribute  newspapers  or  other  publications  at  that  location,  then  the 
modular  newsrack  provider  shall  allocate  the  compartments,  as  follows: 

(1)  Priority  shall  be  given  to  publishers  who  continuously  have  distributed  newspapers  or  other 
publications  in  newsracks  at  that  location  for  more  than  twelve  (12)  months  before  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  as  indicated  by  the  publisher's  affidavit  provided  to  the  modular  newsrack  provider, 

(2)  Among  publishers  who  have  priority  under  this  subsection,  compartments  shall  be  allocated  first  to 
newspapers  and  other  publications  issued  at  least  five  (5)  days  per  week,  second  to  newspapers  and 
other  publications  issued  between  two  (2)  and  four  (4)  days  per  week,  third  to  newspapers  and  other 
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publications  issued  once  a  week,  and  fourth  to  newspapers  and  other  publications  issued  less 
frequently, 

(3)  If  there  are  more  compartments  than  publishers  with  priority  under  this  section,  then  the  modular 
newsrack  provider  shall  allocate  the  remaining  compartments  among  publishers  who  do  not  have 
priority,  first  to  newspapers  and  other  publications  issued  at  least  five  (5)  days  per  week,  second  to 
newspapers  and  other  publications  issued  between  two  (2)  and  four  (4)  days  per  week,  third  to 
newspapers  and  other  publications  issued  once  a  week,  and  fourth  to  newspapers  and  other 
publications  issued  less  frequently, 

(4)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  this  subsection,  no  newspaper  or  other  publication  may  receive  a 
second  space  in  a  modular  newsrack  until  all  other  interested  publishers  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
have  their  newspaper  or  other  publication  allocated  to  a  compartment; 

(5)  Whenever  additional  compartments  become  available,  they  shall  be  allocated  in  the  manner  described 
in  this  subsection;  and, 

(6)  In  the  event  two  (2)  or  more  publishers  have  equal  priority  under  this  subsection,  then  allocation  shall 
be  by  lottery  or  other  random  method. 

(c)  The  opportunity  of  publishers  to  have  their  newspapers  and  other  publications  distributed  from  a 
modular  newsrack  shall  not  be  affected  whatsoever  by  their  content,  consistent  with  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
United  States  Constitution. 

Sec  645-813.  Physical  characteristics  and  appearance  of  modular  newsracks,  and  individual  newsracks  in 
die  Regional  Center. 

(a)  This  section  applies  to  individual  newsracks  located  in  the  Regional  Center  on  and  after  January  1, 
2001,  and  to  modular  newsracks. 

(b)  Newsracks  shall  be  constructed  of  a  minimum  of  twenty-four  (24)  gauge  steel;  however,  the  use  of 
galvanized  steel  is  optional. 

(c)  Individual  newsracks  shall  be  either  a  Kaspar  She-Rack  model  number  491 6,  with  tray  number  MB1, 
MB2  or  MB3  in  conjunction  with  pedestal  number  MP2  or  MP3,  as  manufactured  by  Kaspar  Wire  Works,  Inc. 
(P.  O.  Box  1 127,  Shiner,  Texas),  or  a  K-Jack  model  number  50,  with  tray  number  791,  792  or  793  in  conjunction 
with  pedestal  number  806,  as  manufactured  by  K-Jack  Engineering  Company,  Inc.  (1522  West  134  Street, 
Gardena,  California),  or  such  other  equivalent  model  which  is  of  die  same  size,  dimensions,  materials  and  style  as 
those  specified  in  this  subsection. 

(d)  Newsracks  shall  be  dark  green,  matching  the  color  and  tint  of  "Pantone  Matching  System  Color  No. 
553  C,"  a  registered  trademark  of  Pantone,  Inc.  (590  Commerce  Boulevard,  Carlstadt,  New  Jersey),  with  a  forty 
(40)  percent  gloss  factor. 

(e)  Newsracks  shall  be  coated  with  electrostatically  applied  Powdura  polyester  powder  with  Sherwin 
Williams  Slip-agents  and  Super  Durable  TBIC  curing  agent,  or  the  equivalents  thereof  for  superior  outdoor 
exposure  qualities.  Each  cabinet  component  shall  be  placed  in  an  oven  heated  to  four  hundred  and  ten  (410) 
degrees  Fahrenheit  for  thirty  (30)  minutes  to  ensure  the  coating's  hardness.  The  coating  shall  be  applied  to  a 
minimum  thickness  of  five  (5)  mils  (125  microns),  and  shall  meet  the  following  "American  Society  of  Testing 
Materials"  standards:  for  adhesion,  ASTM  D3359;  for  hardness,  ASTM  D3363;  for  impact,  ASTM  D2794;  and 
for  humidity,  ASTM  D2247. 

(f)  Modular  newsracks  may  bear  a  single,  commercial  advertising  sign,  located  only  on  the  side  of  the 
modular  newsrack  which  faces  the  nearest  street;  such  sign  shall  not  be  larger  than  eighteen  (18)  square  feet. 

(g)  Individual  newsracks  may  not  display  any  cardholders  or  advertising,  but  may  display  the  trademark 
name  or  logo  of  the  newspaper  or  other  periodical  being  dispensed  therefrom  on  the  sides  and  back  of  the 
newsrack,  but  only  within  an  area  the  maximum  height  of  which  is  two  (2)  inches,  and  only  in  letters  or  symbols 
which  are  white  or  off-white  in  color. 

Sec.  645-814.  Physical  characteristics  and  appearance  of  other  individual  newsracks. 

(a)  This  section  applies  to  individual  newsracks  which  do  not  conform  to  the  standards  provided  in  Section 
645-813  of  the  Code.

(b)  An  individual  newsrack  shall  have  the  following  dimensions: 

( 1 )  The  height  shall  be  at  least  thirty-five  (35)  inches,  but  not  greater  than  fifty  (50)  inches; 

(2)  The  width,  measured  at  the  widest  point,  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  (15)  inches  or  greater  than 
twenty-five  (25)  inches;  and, 

(3)  The  depth,  measured  at  the  widest  point,  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  (15)  inches  or  greater  than 
twenty  (20)  inches. 

(c)  An  individual  newsrack  which  is  not  bolted  or  attached  permanently  to  the  public  rights-of-way  shall 
be  secured  by  a  weighted  base  or  pedestal  to  prevent  the  newsrack  from  being  tipped  over  or  upset  by  the  elements 
or  by  minimal  contact  from  passersby,  or  otherwise. 

(d)  An  individual  newsrack  may  display  the  trademark  name,  colors  and  logo  of  the  newspaper  or  other 
periodical  being  dispensed  therefrom,  but  only  within  an  area  the  maximum  height  of  which  is  two  (2)  inches.  An 
individual  newsrack  may  display  a  rack  card,  located  only  on  one  (1)  side  of  the  exterior  of  the  newsrack  to 
announce  the  news  of  the  day  or  other  appropriate  information. 

(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  own  or  maintain  an  individual  newsrack  upon  the  public  rights-of-way  which 
does  not  conform  to  the  standards  of  either  this  section  or  Section  645-813  of  the  Code. 

Sec  645-815.    Attachment  of  individual  newsracks  to  die  public  rights-of-way;  encroachment  license 
required 

(a)  Each  individual  newsrack  which  is  located  in  the  Regional  Center  on  January  1,  2001  or  thereafter 
shall  be  bolted  or  attached  permanently  to  the  public  rights-of-way  in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers  (ASCE)  wind  load  calculations,  as  evidenced  by  a  certified  engineer's  report,  including 
calculations  and  a  certified  engineer's  drawing  defining  and/or  illustrating  the  method  of  attachment  to  be  used  to 
meet  or  exceed  a  maximum  of  one  hundred  and  ten  ( 1 1 0)  mile  per  hour  wind  velocity. 

(b)  Each  individual  newsrack  which  is  bolted  or  attached  permanently  to  the  public  rights-of-way  shall  be 
licensed  as  an  encroachment  under  the  provisions  of  Article  V,  Division  3  of  this  chapter,  however,  because  the 
city  receives  a  valuable  consideration  from  all  such  newsracks,  the  director  shall  waive  the  encroachment  license 
fees  for  such  newsracks,  as  provided  in  Section  645-579  of  the  Code. 

(c)  Within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  owner  of  an  individual  newsrack  files  a  petition  for  an  encroachment 
license  under  Article  V,  Division  3  of  this  chapter,  the  affected  department  shall  complete  its  investigation  and 
recommendation  to  the  controller,  and  the  controller  shall  issue  to  the  owner  either  the  license,  or  a  written  notice 
of  denial.  A  petition  for  an  individual  newsrack  encroachment  license  may  be  denied  only  for  the  reason  that: 

( 1 )  The  petition  for  the  license  contains  incorrect  information;  or, 

(2)  The  placement  of  an  individual  newsrack  on  the  public  rights-of-way,  as  requested  in  the  petition,  does 
not  comply  with  this  division. 

If  the  controller  denies  an  encroachment  license  petition  for  an  individual  newsrack  the  written  notice  shall  state 
the  specific  reasons  for  the  denial,  and  what  specific  actions,  if  any,  would  be  necessary  for  the  license  to  be  issued. 

(d)  An  appeal  under  Section  645-578  of  the  Code  with  regard  to  an  individual  newsrack 
encroachment  license  or  petition  therefor,  shall  be  heard  within  twenty  (20)  days  following  receipt  of  the 
appeal,  unless  the  parties  mutually  agree  to  an  extension  of  this  time  period.  The  parties  shall  be  given  at 
least  ten  (10)  days  advance  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  and  a  reasonable 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  hearing.  The  council  shall  render  its  decision  in  writing  within  five  (5) 
days  after  the  hearing;  a  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  delivered  to  the  parties,  and  a  certified  copy  shall  be 
kept  on  file  by  the  controller.  The  decision  of  the  council  may  be  appealed  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  within  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  date  the  decision  was  issued,  and  such  court,  pursuant  to 
its  rules  of  procedure,  shall  provide  the  opportunity  for  a  prompt  hearing  and  prompt  decision  by  a  judicial 
officer.  Failure  to  file  an  appeal  within  the  time  period  provided  by  this  subsection  shall  constitute  a 
waiver  of  the  right  to  appeal. 

(e)  Within  five  (5)  days  following  the  expiration  of  an  encroachment  license  for  an  individual  newsrack, 
the  owner  shall  remove  the  newsrack  and  cause  any  necessary  restoration  or  repair  of  the  public  rights-of-way  to 
be  made. 
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Sec  645-816.  Placement  and  location  of  individual  newsracks. 

(a)  An  individual  newsrack  shall  be  placed  in  a  location  which  affords  easy,  convenient  service  to 
pedestrians,  but  which  does  not  obstruct  or  interfere  with  access  to  abutting  properties,  and  which  does  not  impede 
or  endanger  pedestrian,  bicycle  or  vehicle  traffic.  Accordingly,  an  individual  newsrack  shall  not  be  placed  as 
follows: 

(1)  Within  the  modular  newsrack  district,  or  within  a  radius  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  feet  in  any 
direction  from  a  modular  newsrack  not  located  in  the  modular  newsrack  district; 

(2)  Upon  a  sidewalk  directly  in  front  of  an  entrance  to  a  building,  or  adjacent  to  a  designated  bus  stop 
zone,  loading  zone,  taxi  stand  or  handicapped  parking  space; 

(3)  In  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  sight  lines  at  street  intersections,  within  the  triangle  area  formed  by  the 
street  curb  lines  and  a  line  connecting  points  twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines 
extended; 

(4 )  Within  twelve  (12)  feet  of  a  fire  hydrant; 

(5)  Within  eight  (8)  feet  of  any  METRO  bus  shelter,  METRO  bus  sign  in  the  direction  of  traffic  flow,  or 
within  twenty  (20)  feet  of  any  METRO  bus  sign  in  the  direction  against  traffic  flow, 

(6)  Within  six  (6)  feet  of  an  alley,  pedestrian  crosswalk,  curb  cut,  or  sidewalk  cafe; 

(7)  Within  thirty  (30)  inches  of  a  street  curb  or  curb  line  where  parking  is  permitted,  or  within  eighteen 
(18)  inches  of  a  street  curb  or  curb  line  where  parking  is  not  permitted; 

(8)  Within  two  (2)  feet  of  a  parking  meter,  mail  box  bench,  light  post,  planter,  or  tree  (measured  from  the 
nearest  edge  of  the  tree  grate);  or, 

(9)  In  such  a  manner  that  the  remaining  free  and  open  sidewalk  width  is  not  at  least  five  (5)  feet  in  the 
Regional  Center,  or  less  than  three  (3)  feet  in  all  other  areas  of  the  city. 

(b)  An  individual  newsrack  shall  not  be  placed  against  a  building  unless  the  building  manager  agrees  to 
such  placement  in  writing,  the  placement  of  the  newsrack  closer  to  the  curb  cannot  be  achieved  consistent  with  the 
other  placement  restrictions  provided  in  this  section,  and  such  placement  does  not  impede  pedestrian  traffic. 

(c)  An  individual  newsrack  shall  not  be  chained  or  otherwise  attached  to  any  tree,  bench,  sign  post  or  other 
fixture  whatsoever. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  own  or  maintain  an  individual  newsrack  upon  the  public  rights-of-way  in  a 
manner  which  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

Sec  645-817.  Maintenance 

(a)  The  exterior  of  each  newsrack  shall  bear  a  label  which  contains  the  name,  address  and  telephone 
number  of  the  owner.  Such  label  shall  be  inconspicuous  in  size  and  color,  and  placed  in  such  a  location  so  as  to  be 
readily  visible. 

(b)  Each  newsrack  shall  have  a  self-closing,  spring-loaded  door  for  each  enclosed  compartment,  and  each 
newsrack  which  offers  newspapers  or  other  publications  for  sale  shall  be  equipped  with  a  functional  coin-return 
mechanism  which  permits  customers  to  secure  an  immediate  refund  if  the  door  is  inoperable.  The  door  and  coin 
return  mechanisms  of  newsracks  shall  be  maintained  in  good  working  condition,  and  the  owner  shall  cause  any 
malfunction  in  their  operation  to  be  repaired  promptly. 

(c)  Each  newsrack  shall  be  maintained  by  its  owner  in  a  reasonably  clean  condition,  and  without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  shall  be  free  of  dirt  and  grease,  rust  and  corrosion  in  visible  metal  areas,  graffiti, 
discolored  or  bare  surfaces,  chipped,  faded,  cracked  and  peeling  paint,  cracked,  dented  or  broken  components, 
pasted  bills  and  other  debris,  including  ruined  or  out  of  date  publications. 

(d)  No  newsrack  shall  be  abandoned;  however,  in  the  event  a  newsrack  is  abandoned  due  to  a  labor  action 
or  strike  affecting  the  distribution  of  newspapers  and  other  publications  dispensed  from  the  newsrack,  and  the 
owner  or  publisher  so  notifies  the  director  in  writing,  then  the  newsrack  or  compartment  shall  not  be  deemed 
abandoned  or  unserviced  until  the  labor  action  or  strike  is  resolved. 
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Sec  645-818.  Insurance  and  indemnification. 

(a)  Each  owner  of  a  newsrack  in  the  public  rights-of-way  shall  provide  to  the  director  a  current  certificate 
of  insurance,  naming  the  city  as  an  additional  insured  party,  of  a  general  liability  or  commercial  general  liability 
policy  with  a  minimum  limit  of  total  coverage  in  the  amount  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000.00)  per 
occurrence  combined  single  limit  for  bodily  injury  liability  and  property  damage  liability.  The  owner  shall  maintain 
the  insurance  described  by  this  section  so  long  as  the  owner  owns  or  maintains  a  newsrack  in  the  public  rights-of- 
way,  and  the  failure  to  do  so  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  Code. 

(b)  Each  owner  of  a  newsrack  in  the  public  rights-of-way  shall  agree  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  director  a 
written  agreement  under  which  such  person,  in  exchange  for  the  permission  to  place  a  newsrack  in  the  public 
rights-of-way,  agrees  to  indemnify,  hold  harmless  and  defend  the  city,  its  officers,  agents  and  employees  from  any 
loss,  liability,  or  damage  sustained  by  any  person  as  a  result  of  the  placement  or  maintenance  of  a  newsrack  in  the 
public  rights-of-way. 

Sec  645-819.  Notice  of  violation;  hearing. 

(a)  With  respect  to  any  newsrack  which  has  been  abandoned,  or  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  division,  the  city  may  issue  a  written  notice  of  violation  and  an  order  to  correct  the  violation.  The  notice  shall 
be  directed  to  the  owner  of  the  newsrack  as  listed  thereon,  by  certified  mail  with  return  receipt  requested,  and  shall 
include  the  following  information: 

( 1 )  The  date  of  the  notice,  and  a  specific  description  of  the  violation; 

(2)  An  order  that  the  owner  must  correct  the  violation,  or  remove  the  newsrack  from  the  public  rights-of- 
way  and  make  any  necessary  restoration  or  repair  of  the  public  rights-of-way,  within  seven  (7)  days 
after  receipt  of  the  notice; 

(3)  The  procedure  for  the  owner  to  dispute  the  notice  of  violation;  and, 

(4)  The  legal  consequences  of  a  failure  to  correct  or  dispute  the  violation  in  a  timely  manner. 

(b)  Within  seven  (7)  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  the  newsrack  owner  shall: 

( 1 )  Take  all  necessary  measures  to  correct  the  violation  by  the  performance  of  required  maintenance,  repair 
or  otherwise; 

(2)  Remove  the  newsrack  and  make  any  necessary  restoration  or  repair  of  the  public  rights-of-way,  or, 

(3)  If  the  owner  wishes  to  dispute  the  violation,  the  owner  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  director,  including 
a  statement  of  the  reasons  the  owner  believes  the  newsrack  was  not  in  violation. 

Upon  the  owner's  failure  to  correct  the  violation  or  give  notice  to  the  director  within  the  time  period  and  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  subsection,  the  city  may  cause  the  newsrack  to  be  removed  from  the  public  rights-of-way. 

(c)  Within  twenty  (20)  days  following  receipt  of  a  written  notice  to  dispute  the  violation,  the  director  shall 
conduct  an  adrninistrative  hearing  to  determine  if  the  newsrack  is  in  violation  of  this  division,  unless  the  parties 
mutually  agree  to  an  extension  of  this  time  period.  The  parties  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  (10)  days  advance  written 
notice  of  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  and  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  hearing.  The 
director  shall  conduct  the  hearing  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  adjudicative  proceedings  by  IC  4-21 .5-3-1  through 
4-2 1 .5-3-37,  and  the  director  may  require  that  testimony  be  given  under  oath. 

(d)  Within  five  (5)  days  following  a  hearing,  the  director  shall  either  affirm  or  rescind  the  notice  of 
violation,  and  cause  written  notice  of  the  decision  and  specific  findings  of  fact  to  be  served  upon  the  parties.  The 
decision  of  the  director  shall  be  subject  to  judicial  review  as  provided  by  IC  Chapter  4-21.5-5.  If  the  notice  of 
violation  is  affirmed,  the  decision  shall  include  an  order  to  correct  the  violation  within  thirty  (30)  days  following  the 
date  of  the  decision,  and  specify  what  actions  would  be  necessary  to  correct  the  violation.  Upon  the  owner's 
failure  to  comply  with  such  an  order  in  a  timely  manner,  the  city  may  cause  the  owner's  newsrack  to  be  removed 
from  the  public  rights-of-way,  provided,  however,  that  if  the  owner  files  a  timely  petition  for  judicial  review,  then 
removal  of  the  newsrack  shall  be  stayed  pending  final  disposition  of  the  judicial  proceedings. 

(e)  The  procedures  provided  by  this  section  are  supplemental  to  those  of  Section  103-3  of  the  Code,  and 
do  not  affect  the  right  of  the  city  to  initiate  enforcement  proceedings  under  that  section  for  any  violation  of  this 
division.  Each  day  a  newsrack  remains  abandoned  or  not  in  compliance  with  this  division  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation. 
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Sec  645-820.  Impoundment  and  other  enforcement  action. 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  Code,  the  city  may  cause  to  be  removed  from  the  public 
rights-of-way,  without  prior  notice  to  the  owner,  a  newsrack  which: 

( 1 )  Presents  a  clear  and  present  danger  to  the  public,  or  substantially  impedes  the  use  of  the  public  rights- 
of-way  by  pedestrians; 

(2)  Does  not  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  or, 

(3)  Is  an  individual  newsrack  located  in  the  modular  newsrack  district 

Further,  nothing  herein  shall  impair  the  right  of  the  city,  acting  through  its  authorized  employees  or  agents, 
immediately  and  without  notice,  to  place  a  fallen  individual  newsrack  in  its  upright  position,  or  to  move  such  a 
newsrack  that  has  had  its  position  disturbed  to  its  original  and  proper  location. 

(b)  Within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  a  newsrack  has  been  impounded  under  this  section  or  Section  645- 
819  of  the  Code,  the  city  shall  give  written  notice  of  the  impoundment  to  the  owner,  using  the  name  and  address 
listed  thereon.  If  there  is  no  name,  address  or  telephone  number  listed  on  the  newsrack  then  the  city  shall  make  a 
reasonable  effort  to  determine  the  owner,  for  the  purpose  of  notifying  such  person  of  the  impoundment  The  notice 
shall  inform  such  person  of  the  procedure  to  claim  the  impounded  newsrack  including  the  administrative  cost  of 
impoundment  and  storage,  if  any,  the  time  within  which  the  newsrack  must  be  claimed,  and  the  legal 
consequences  of  failure  to  claim  the  newsrack  in  a  timely  manner. 

(c)  The  administrative  costs  to  the  owner  of  a  newsrack  which  has  been  impounded  are  an  impoundment 
fee  often  dollars  (SI  0.00)  for  each  individual  newsrack  and  forty  dollars  (S40.00)  for  each  modular  newsrack,  a 
storage  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  day  for  each  individual  newsrack  and  eight  dollars  (S8.00)  per  day  for  each 
modular  newsrack,  and  the  actual  cost  of  any  necessary  restoration  or  repair  of  the  public  rights-of-way.  The  fees 
provided  by  this  subsection  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  prior  to  the  return  of  the  newsrack  to  the  owner. 

(d)  No  sooner  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  date  of  notice  of  impoundment  or  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
date  of  impoundment  if  there  is  no  notice  of  impoundment  the  city  may  dispose  of  any  impounded  and  unclaimed 
newsrack  under  the  procedures  established  by  statute  and  ordinance  for  the  disposal  of  property. 

DIVISION  3.  NEWSSTANDS 

Sec  645-831.  Placement  and  location. 

The  placement  and  location  of  a  newsstand  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  considerations  and  restrictions 
prescribed  for  individual  newsracks  under  Section  645-816  of  the  Code. 

Sec  645-832.  Permit  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  erect  locate,  construct  maintain  or  operate  a  newsstand  on  any 
public  rights-of-way  without  first  obtaining  a  newsstand  permit  therefor  from  the  director.  No  charge  shall  be 
made  for  the  permit  unless  otherwise  required  by  this  Code.  A  permittee  under  this  section  shall  not  be  required 
to  obtain  a  transient  merchant  activity  license  under  Chapter  987  of  the  Code,  or  an  encroachment  license  under 
Article  V,  Division  3  of  this  chapter,  for  a  newsstand. 

Sec  645-833.  Application;  issuance  or  denial 

(a)  Application  for  a  permit  required  by  this  division  shall  be  made  to  the  director  on  such  form  as 
required  and  provided  by  the  director,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant.  The  application  shall  contain 
the  following  information: 

( 1 )  The  name  and  address  of  the  applicant 

(2)  A  scale  drawing  or  site  plan  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  newsstand  relative  to  existing 
buildings,  curbs  and  other  fixtures  and  appurtenances  in  the  surrounding  public  rights-of-way  for  a 
minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet  in  any  direction; 

(3)  A  detailed  description  of  the  size,  construction  materials,  and  appearance  of  the  proposed  newsstand, 
including  a  scale  drawing  or  color  photograph,  and  the  method  by  which  the  newsstand  would  be 
attached  to  the  public  rights-of-way, 
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(4)    A  statement  that  the  permit  shall  be  subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisions  contained  therein  and  to  all 
ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  city,  and, 


(5)     Such  other  information  as  the  director  deems  appropriate  and  necessary. 

(b)  Within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  director  receives  an  application  under  this  section,  the  director  shall 
issue  to  the  applicant  either  the  permit  or  a  written  notice  of  denial  of  the  application.  An  application  for  a 
newsstand  permit  may  be  denied  only  for  the  reason  that 

( 1 )  The  application  for  the  permit  contains  incorrect  information;  or, 

(2)  The  placement  of  a  newsstand  on  the  public  rights-of-way,  as  requested  in  the  application,  does  not 
comply  with  this  division,  or  is  prohibited  by  law. 

If  the  director  denies  a  newsstand  permit  application,  the  written  notice  shall  state  the  reasons  for  the  denial,  and 
specify  what  actions,  if  any,  would  be  necessary  for  the  permit  to  be  issued. 

(c)  The  denial  of  an  application  for  a  newsstand  permit  may  be  appealed  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  within  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  date  the  denial  was  issued,  and  such  court,  pursuant  to  its 
rules  of  procedure,  shall  provide  the  opportunity  for  a  prompt  hearing  and  prompt  decision  by  a  judicial 
officer.  Failure  to  file  an  appeal  within  the  time  period  provided  by  this  subsection  shall  constitute  a 
waiver  of  the  right  to  appeal. 

Sec  645-834.  Term  and  renewal;  conditions. 

(a)  A  newsstand  permit  shall  have  a  term  of  one  (1 )  year,  expiring  on  the  last  day  of  December  of 
each  year,  and  may  be  renewed  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions.  Such  permit  shall  state  the  name  and 
address  of  the  permittee  and  the  location  of  the  newsstand,  and  be  posted  in  a  prominent  location  on  the 
exterior  of  the  newsstand. 

(b)  A  newsstand  permit  shall  be  issued  upon  the  condition  that  the  permittee  shall: 

(1)  Conduct  and  maintain  the  newsstand  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  not  create  a  nuisance  or  become 
inimical  to  the  public  welfare,  or  detract  from  the  aesthetic  character  of  the  surrounding  area; 

(2)  Indemnify  and  save  the  city  harmless  against  all  liability  which  may  result  to  the  city  in  consequence  of 
the  granting  of  the  permit  and  maintenance  and  use  of  the  newsstand; 

(3)  Provide  to  the  director  a  current  certificate  of  public  liability  insurance  in  coverage  amounts  established 
by  the  corporation  counsel,  insuring  the  permittee  and  naming  the  city  as  an  additional  insured  party 
throughout  the  term  of  the  permit  and, 

(4)  Comply  with  all  laws  statutes,  ordinances,  and  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  as  well  as  any 
pertinent  orders  and  decisions  of  public  officials. 

In  addition,  the  director  may  make  the  permit  subject  to  any  reasonable  conditions  permitted  by  law,  and  which 
promote  the  stated  purposes  of  this  article. 

(c)  Whhin  ten  (10)  days  following  the  expiration  or  revocation  of  a  newsstand  permit  the  owner  shall 
remove  the  newsstand,  and  cause  any  necessary  restoration  or  repair  of  the  public  right-of-way  to  be  made; 
provided,  however,  that  if  the  revocation  of  a  permit  has  been  appealed  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then 
the  removal  of  the  newsstand  shall  be  stayed  pending  final  disposition  of  the  judicial  proceedings. 

Sec  645-835.  Maintenance  and  operation 

(a)  A  newsstand  shall  not  be  abandoned,  or  left  open  but  unattended.  When  a  newsstand  is  not  open  for 
business,  it  shall  be  securely  closed  and  locked,  and  all  newspapers  and  other  publications  and  goods  which  are 
susceptible  to  movement  by  the  elements  or  by  unauthorized  persons  shall  be  enclosed  within  the  newsstand  or 
otherwise  removed  by  the  permittee. 

(b)  A  permittee  under  this  division  shall  maintain  the  condition  and  appearance  of  a  newsstand  in  the  same 
manner  prescribed  for  newsracks  under  Section  645-817  of  the  Code,  and  shall  ensure  that  the  public  rights-of- 
way  in  the  immediate  area  of  the  newsstand  shall  not  become  littered. 
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(c)  Sales  of  newspapers  and  other  publications  shall  not  be  accomplished  by  crying  out  or  hawking. 

(d)  The  opportunity  for  publishers  to  have  their  newspapers  and  other  publications  distributed  from 
a  newsstand  shall  not  be  affected  whatsoever  by  their  content;  however,  the  sale  or  keeping  at  any 
newsstand  of  anything  unlawful  or  obscene  in  character  is  prohibited,  and  a  violation  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  645-836.  Enforcement 

A  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  division  shall  be  subject  to  enforcement  proceedings 
under  Section  103-3  of  the  Code,  and  each  day  a  newsstand  remains  in  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate 
violation.  Upon  a  finding  of  violation,  the  newsstand  permit  shall  be  revoked  and  the  permittee  shall  be  denied  the 
privilege  of  obtaining  another  newsstand  permit  for  a  period  of  one  (1 )  year. 

SECTION  2.    Section  645-529  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
permits  for  newspaper  stands,  hereby  is  REPEALED. 

SECTION  3.  Section  645-121  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
registrations  by  occupants  of  the  public  rights-of-way,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is 
stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follow: 

Sec.  645-121.  Registration  required. 

(a)  Except  for  those  facilities  exempted  by  subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  each  occupant  shall  file  a 
registration  statement  described  in  sSection  645-122  of  the  Code. 

(b)  The  registration  requirements  of  this  Gchapter  64§  shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(1)  Nowspaper  stando,  to  tho  extant  regulated  by  the  consolidated  city  under  section  645  529  of  thio  Code 
Newsracks  and  newsstands,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  Article  VH1  of  this  chapter, 

(2)  Temporary  signs,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  consolidated  city  under  sSection  536-284  or  Part  19  of 
Appendix  D  of  the  Code; 

(3)  Public  pay  telephones,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  consolidated  city  under  Chapter  936  of  the  Code; 

(4)  Carts,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  consolidated  city  under  sections  961  101  through  961  604 
Chapter  961  of  the  Code; 

(5)  Sidewalk  cafes,  to  the  extent  regulated  by  the  consolidated  city  under  Chapter  96 1  of  the  Code;  and, 

(6)  Facilities  of  a  commercial  mobile  service  provider  as  defined  in  47  USC  §  332(dXl)  to  the  extent,  and 
only  to  the  extent,  that  such  facilities  are  located  on  sites  within  public  rights-of-way  that  are 
specifically  leased  or  licensed,  exclusively  or  nonexclusively,  to  such  provider  by  the  consolidated  city. 

(c)  Any  entity  or  person  having  facilities  referenced  in  subsection  645  121(b)  abovo  of  this  section  as  well 
as  other  facilities  within  the  public  rights-of-way  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the  registration  requirements  of  this 
Gchapter  64S  with  respect  to  such  other  facilities. 

SECTION  4.    The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings 
are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  5.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this  ordinance 
be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provision  or  provisions 
shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be 
given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable. 

SECTION  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  sixty  (60)  days  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and 
compliance  with  Ind.  Code  §  36-3-4-14.

PROPOSAL  NO.  357,  1999.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  357,  1999  on  June  16  and  July  28,  1999.  The  proposal  was 
returned  to  Committee  at  the  Council  meeting  on  June  21,  1999.  The  Committee  again  heard  the 
proposal  on  July  28,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillors  Dowden  and  Talley,  provides 
procedures  for  victim  notification  of  certain  electronic  monitoring  violations.  By  a  4-1  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  stricken. 
Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Smith,  to  strike  Proposal  No.  357,  1999. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  striking  this  proposal  because  it  will  save  lives.  He 
stated  that  it  is  more  important  to  provide  safety  to  citizens  than  it  is  to  protect  anonymity.  He 
asked  Council  members  not  to  strike  the  proposal,  but  to  come  up  with  more  acceptable  language 
to  deal  with  legal  issues. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  legal  counsel  advised  that  there  are  serious  legal  issues  by  passing 
language  such  as  this.  He  stated  that  the  process  identified  in  the  proposal  is  already  in  place,  and 
striking  the  proposal  will  have  no  effect  on  the  saving  of  lives. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  Councillor  Dowden  is  a  co-sponsor  of  this  proposal.  He  asked  why 
Councillor  Dowden  felt  this  was  good  policy  at  the  time  he  introduced  the  proposal.  Councillor 
Dowden  stated  that  he  still  feels  it  is  good  policy,  but  it  is  a  duplication  of  efforts,  as  the  system  is 
already  in  place,  and  the  legal  issues  are  very  compelling. 

Councillor  Coughenour  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Gilmer,  to  end  debate  and  move  the 
previous  question.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .    Sees.  541-1  and  541-2  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  be  and  are 
hereby  recodified  as  sees.  403-8  and  403-9. 

Sec.  541  1  403-8.  Interments  to  be  made  in  cemeteries. 

No  dead  body  shall  be  interred  within  the  city,  except  in  regular  cemeteries  or  burying  grounds 
established  or  maintained  for  such  purpose,  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  state  law 
regulating  burials. 

Sec.  541  2  403-9.  Unauthorized  burial  or  exhumation. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  enter  any  cemetery  or  authorized  burial  place  and  there  inter  or 
exhume  and  remove  any  dead  body,  except  under  the  direction  and  authority  of  the  owner,  manager  or 
sexton  of  such  cemetery  or  burial  place. 

SECTION  2.    The  remaining  sections  of  Chapter  541  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County  be  and  are  hereby  repealed,  which  sections  now  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  511  3.  Promulgation  and  approval  of  rules  and  regulations. 

Any  poroon  owning,  maintaining  or  operating  any  cemetery  within  the  city  shall  make  and  formulate 
the  rules  governing  the  cemetery,  so  far  as  they  affect  the  public  health,  comfort  or  safety,  and  shall 
prosont  a  written  copy  thereof  to  the  health  and  hospital  corporation.  The  health  and  hospital  corporation 
shall,  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  time  of  any  such  presentation,  oxamine  and  approve  or  reject  any 
such  rules.  The  health  and  hospital  corporation  shall  approve  any  rule  so  presontod  which  is  valid  and 
reasonable.  In  case  any  rule  is  rejected  because  of  affecting  the  public  health,  comfort  or  safety,  a 
substituted  rule  shall  be  formulated  and  presented  so  as  to  conform  with  the  decision.  All  rules  so 
presented  shall  bo  in  force  from  and  after  the  approval  thereof  by  the  health  and  hospital  corporation,  or 
from  and  after  the  time  fixod  in  this  section  for  the  approval  of  such  rules,  if  the  health  and  hospital 
corporation  fails  to  act  thereon.  In  the  case  of  a  cemetery  hereafter  established  within  the  city,  no  interment 
shall  be  made  therein  until  the  rules  thereof  shall  have  been  presented  to  and  approved  by  tho  health  and 
hospital  corporation  as  provided  in  this  section  in  the  case  of  existing  cemeteries. 

Sec.  541  4.  Reserved. 

Sec.  541-5.  Premises  in  violation  of  chapter  declared  a  nuisance. 

Any  cemetery,  graveyard  or  burying  ground  that  shall  bo  located  or  used  in  violation  of  this  chapter  is 
doclarod  to  bo  a  common  nuisance,  and  tho  city  or  any  citizon  or  any  owner  of  ground  adjacent  to  such 
cemetery  may  havo  the  same  abated  as  a  common  nuisance  or  may  onjoin  the  location  and  use  of  any 
comotory,  graveyard  or  burying  ground  in  violation  of  this  chapter. 
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Sec.  541  6.  Death  certificate  and  burial  permfe 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  dead  human  body  from  any 
place  within  the  tity  to  any  place  outside  the  city;  or  to  cremate  or  deposit  any  dead  human  body  in  any 
vault  within  the  city;  or  to  inter  or  disinter,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of,  any  dead  human  body  or  part 
thoroof,  without  first  filing  in  the  office  of  the  health  and  hospital  corporation  a  certificate  of  death  in  the 
proper  form  as  prescribed  by  the  health  and  hospital  corporation,  or  by  law,  and  without  first  obtaining 
from  tho  propor  health  officer  a  permit  for  such  burial,  removal  or  other  disposition  of  any  dead  human 

Sec.  541  7.  Crematories. 

(a)  Generally.  Tho  health  and  hospital  corporation  may  prescribe  from  time  to  time  rules  as  to  the 
location  and  management  of  crematories,  as  to  the  general  character  of  retorts,  furnaces  or  incinerators 
which  may  bo  used  in  any  crematory  within  the  city,  and  for  the  proper  fumigation  and  sanitation  of  such 
premises  or  any  instrumentality  used  in  the  process  of  cremation. 

fb)  Structures.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  erect  or  maintain  any  building  or  structure 
within  the  city  for  the  purposo  of  cremating  or  destroying  by  firo  any  human  body  without  first  complying 
with  all  the  rules  of  the  health  and  hospital  corporation  with  respect  thereto.  No  existing  building  or 
struoturo  shall  bo  used,  or  altered,  removed  or  repaired,  for  any  of  such  purposes,  without  complying  with 
such  rules. 

(e)  Permission  to  cremate  body.  No  person  owning  or  operating  a  crematory  within  the  city  shall 
receive  tho  doad  body  of  any  person  for  cremation  until  permission  therefor  has  been  obtained  from  the 
health  and  hospital  corporation,  which  shall  not  issue  the  permit  until  tho  person  in  charge  of  the  body 
shall  have  filed  his  request  for  the  permit,  stating  therein  the  name,  age,  color  and  sex  of  the  person  and 
the  number  of  the  death  certificate.  In  case  tho  person  died  outside  of  the  city  and  was  brought  into  the  city 
for  cremation,  the  person  in  charge  of  the  body  shall  also  file  with  the  health  and  hospital  corporation  the 
certificate  of  tho  health  officer  or  attending  physician  of  tho  place  from  which  tho  body  came,  stating  tho 
disease  or  cause  of  death,  or  referring  to  the  number  of  any  certificate  already  on  file  in  the  city.  It  shall 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  health  and  hospital  corporation  to  issue  the  permit  unless,  for  any  reason,  it  is 
satisfied  the  body  should  not  bo  cremated,  in  which  event  it  may  refuse  the  permit.  The  fee  for  any  permit 
so  issued  shall  be  fifty  cents  (SO. 50),  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant  therefor. 

SECTION  3.   This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3^-14.

THE  WIRELESS  COMMUNICATION  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

OF 

MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Appendix  D,  as 
amended,  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  Marion  County  which  ordinance  includes  the  Wireless 
Communication  Zoning  Ordinance,  as  amended,  and  fixing  a  time  then  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  IC  36-7-4  established  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  as  the  single  planning  and  zoning  authority  for  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  empowers  the 
Metropolitan  Development  Commission  to  approve  and  recommend  to  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  ordinances  for  the  zoning  or  districting  of  all  lands  within 
the  County  for  the  purposes  of  securing  adequate  light,  air,  convenience  of  access,  and  safety  from  fire, 
flood,  and  other  danger,  lessening  or  avoiding  congestion  in  public  ways;  promoting  the  public  health, 
safety,  comfort,  morals,  convenience,  and  general  public  welfare;  securing  the  conservation  of  property 
values  and  securing  responsible  development  and  growth;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  wireless  communications  industry  has  produced  new  and  changing  technology  not 
anticipated  by  the  current  zoning  ordinances,  but  which  requires  regulation  to  protect  land  uses  within  the 
County,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  and  the  City-County  Council  desire  to 
address  the  needs  of  the  citizens  of  Marion  County  in  preparing  an  ordinance  which  meets  the  long-term 
needs  of  the  City/County  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  Wireless  Communications  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Appendix  D,  (adopted  under  Metropolitan  Development  Commission 
docket  number  98-A0-1),  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-4  be  amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  language 
and  inserting  the  underscored  language  in  bold  type  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  1.00  PURPOSE  AND  APPLICATION 

Sec.  1.10.  Statement  of  purpose. 

This  ordinance  creates  the  framework  for  wireless  communications  regulations,  so  that  wireless 
communications  facilities  can  be  sited  in  a  manner  which  provides  comprehensive  service  to  the 
community,  which  protects  the  community  from  clutter  and  design,  which  is  compatible  with  existing  and 
future  land  use,  and  which  reinforces  the  need  for  an  urban  landscape  which  contributes  to  a  sense  of 
place  and  sense  of  community.  These  regulations  have  been  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
technological  considerations  known  at  this  time,  with  some  anticipation  for  future  changes  in  the  wireless 
communications  industry.  Changes  to  the  industry  which  were  not  anticipated,  will  be  considered  in 
future  amendments  to  this  Ordinance. 

The  purpose  of  the  wireless  communications  regulations  set  forth  in  this  document  shall  be  to: 
encourage  facilities  to  be  located  in  areas  least  disruptive  to  residential,  park  and  greenway  uses  and 
functions,  including  wildlife  habitats,  and  to  be  as  unobtrusive  and  invisible  as  reasonably  possible; 
encourage  designs  and  use  of  colors  which  are  compatible  with  the  adjacent  land  uses,  to  retain  current 
residents  and  attract  new  residents  to  the  city,  encourage  and  facilitate  installation  of  necessary  and 
desirable  wireless  communications  infrastructure;  preserve  and  improve  the  appearance  of  the  city  as  a 
place  in  which  to  live  and  work  as  an  attraction  to  non-residents  who  come  to  visit  or  trade;  safeguard  and 
enhance  property  values;  protect  public  and  private  investment  in  buildings  and  open  spaces;  supplement 
and  be  a  part  of  the  regulations  imposed  and  the  plan  set  forth  under  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Marion 
County;  and  promote  the  public  health,  safety,  morals  and  general  welfare. 
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Sec.  1.20.  Application  of  regulations. 

The  regulations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  apply  to  the  location,  erection,  and  maintenance  of  all 
wireless  communications  facilities  (WCF)  within  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

CHAPTER  2.00  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  wireless  communications  facilities  in  Marion  County. 

Sec.  2.10.  Wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF. 

A.  When  permitted  in  D-A  D-S,  D-l,  E>-2,  D-3,  D-4,  D-5  and  D-5II  Districts,  wall-mounted  and 
roof-mounted  WCF  shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  following  requirements: 

1 .  WCF  shall  be  no  greater  than  3  square  feet  in  area,  and  no  more  than  6  inches  deep  (excluding 
antennae). 

2.  Antennae  may  extend  no  more  than  24  inches  from  the  wall  or  other  surface  to  which  it  is 
mounted. 

3.  WCF  shall  be  compatible  with  the  color(s)  of  the  wall  on  which  they  are  located. 

4.  WCF  shall  be  located  in  a  place  least  obtrusive  to  public  view. 

5.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  for  all  wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF. 

B.  In  all  other  districts,  where  permitted  by  this  Ordinance,  wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  in 
compliance  with  the  following  requirements: 

1 .  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  24  inches  from  the  facade  on  which  the  WCF  is 
located.  The  distance  shall  be  measured  from  the  point  on  the  wall  where  the  WCF  is  attached, 
at  right-angles  from  the  wall,  to  the  furthermost  extension  of  the  WCF. 

2.  Wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  compatible  with  the  color(s)  of  the  wall  on  which  they  are  located. 

3.  Wall-mounted  WCF  shall  be  designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  design  and  materials  of  the 
building  on  which  the  WCF  will  be  attached,  and  located  in  a  place  least  obtrusive  to  public 
view. 

4.  The  total  area  of  all  wall-mounted  WCF  located  on  a  facade  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  area  of 
the  facade  on  which  the  structure  is  located. 

5.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

6.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  for  all  wall-mounted  WCF. 

Sec.  2.20.  Landscaping. 

A  landscape  yard  shall  be  provided  around  the  entire  perimeter  of  a  tower  site  to  screen  the  fence  and 
the  equipment  structure,  exclusive  of  vehicular  or  pedestrian  entrances.  This  yard  shall  be  planted  to 
provide  a  continuous  landscape  screen  around  the  site.  This  may  be  done  by  one  of  the  following 
methods: 

A.  Shrubs.  Shrubs  must  have  a  minimum  height  of  four  feet  and  shall  be  planted  at  a  maximum  of 
four  feet  on  center.  The  shrubs  must  be  either  evergreen  shrubs  or  densely  twigged  deciduous  shrubs. 

B.  Deciduous  ornamental  trees  or  multi-stemmed  trees.  Deciduous  ornamental  trees  or  multi- 
stemmed  trees  must  have  a  dense  branching  pattern  that  extends  to  the  ground  and  shall  be  a  minimum 
size  of  1  1/2  caliper  inches  at  time  of  planting  and  shall  be  planted  at  a  maximum  of  10  feet  on  center. 

C.  Evergreen  trees.  Evergreen  trees  must  have  a  dense  branching  pattern  and  shall  be  planted  at  a 
maximum  of  12.5  feet  on  center. 
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D.  Existing  trees  and  shrubs.  Existing  trees  and  shrubs  may  be  used  to  screen  the  site.  If  the 
existing  vegetation  does  not  form  a  continuous  screen  around  the  site  or  does  not  extend  from  the  ground 
to  a  height  of  six  feet,  it  must  be  supplemented  with  additional  vegetation. 

E.  Combination.  A  combination  of  the  above  methods  may  be  used,  provided  that  the  vegetation 
forms  a  continuous  screen  around  the  site  or  extends  from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  six  feet. 

F.  Maintenance.  Where  multiple  users  of  a  site  are  involved,  the  owner  of  the  site  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  all  landscaping. 

The  landscape  yard  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10  feet  in  width.  If  using  method  C,  the  yard  shall  be  20 
feet  in  width  to  accommodate  the  larger  width  of  the  vegetation. 

The  minimum  size  of  all  required  landscape  plant  materials,  at  the  time  of  planting,  including 
replacement  trees  and  shrubs,  shall  be  as  required  in  Section  2.13,  G.,  1.,  g.  of  the  Commercial  Zoning 
Ordinance. 

The  required  landscaping  must  be  maintained  at  all  times  and  replaced  if  it  dies,  for  as  long  as  the 
use  remains. 

The  Administrator  shall  have  the  power  to  modify  or  waive  any  of  the  foregoing  landscape 
requirements  and  approve  alternatives  for  those  requirements  as  long  as  the  alternative  plan  is 
appropriate  for  the  site  and  its  surroundings  and  is  compabtible  and  consistent  with  the  intent  of  the 
stated  standards. 

Sec.  2.30.  Guy  anchorages. 

Any  guy  anchorages  shall  not  be  located  within  any  front,  side  or  rear  transitional  yard,  and  in  any 
event,  shall  be  set  back  at  least  30  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

Sec.  2.40.  Provisions  for  more  than  one  user. 

A.  Sufficient  land  shall  be  secured  by  the  initial  WCF  tower  provider,  to  reserve  adequate  area  for 
more  than  one  equipment  structure. 

B.  All  towers  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  so  that  more  than  one  wireless  communications 
company  may  attach  equipment  to  the  tower.  When  applying  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit,  the 
owner  of  the  tower  shall  provide  assurance  that  the  tower  is  available  for  use  by  other  wireless 
communications  providers. 

Sec.  2.50.  More  than  one  tower  in  a  half-mile. 

If  any  tower  is  proposed  within  1/2  mile  radius  of  another  tower,  prior  to  obtaining  an  Improvement 
Location  Permit,  the  entity  requesting  the  new  tower  must: 

A.  Identify  all  towers  within  1/2  mile  radius  of  the  proposed  tower,  and 

B.  Provide  information  to  the  Administrator  outlining  the  reason(s)  those  towers  cannot  be  used 
for  additional  WCF. 

If  there  is  space  available  for  additional  WCF  on  any  of  those  towers,  as  required  by  Section  2.40  of 
this  Ordinance,  or  by  previous  variance  condition  or  commitment,  or  if  the  reason(s)  are  found  by  the 
Administrator  not  to  be  justified,  the  Improvement  Location  Permit  for  the  new  tower  shall  not  be  granted. 

Sec  2.60.  Existing  towers. 

Any  tower  which  is  legally  established  on  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  may  be  used  for 
wireless  communication  facilities,  as  long  as  the  height  is  not  increased,  nor  the  location  of  the  tower 
changed. 

Sec.  2.70.  Signs  prohibited. 

No  lettering,  symbols,  images,  trademarks,  signs  or  advertising  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  on,  or 
affixed  to,  any  part  of  a  tower  or  structure,  other  than  as  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration, 
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by  Federal  Communications  Commission  or  other  agency  regulations,  or  as  required  to  protect  public 
health  and  safety. 

CHAPTER  3.00  SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 

Sec.  3.10.  Where  permitted. 

Wireless  Communication  facilities  may  be  located  in  the  zoning  districts  indicated  on  the  following 
chart,  subject  to  the  standards  referenced  on  the  chart.  Sites  located  within  a  locally-designated  historic 
district  are  also  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Indiana  Code  Section  36-7-1 1.1,  and  sites  located  within  the 
Meridian  Street  Preservation  Area  are  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Indiana  Code  Section  36-7-1 1 .2,  and 
this  Ordinance  is  not  intended  to  alter  or  affect  the  authorities  of  the  Indianapolis  Historic  Preservation 
Commission  (IHPC)  or  the  Meridian  Street  Preservation  Commission  (MSPC),  or  the  foregoing  Indiana 
Statutes. 

Wireless  Communications  facilities  may  also  be  located: 

A.  On  signs  as  regulated  by  Section  3.50  of  this  Ordinance; 

B.  In  highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements  or  rights-of-way  as  regulated  by  Section  3.40 
A  of  this  Ordinance;  and 

C.  In  public  rights-of-way,  as  regulated  by  Section  3.40  B  of  this  Ordinance.

Provisions  for  wireless  communications  must  be  provided  in  the  D-P  development  statement. 

Provisions  for  wireless  communications  must  be  provided  in  the  C-S  rezoning  ordinance.   If  no 

specific  provisions  were  listed,  wall  and  roof-mounted  WCF  are  subject  to  height  Category  4. 

The  appropriateness  of  the  request  will  be  evaluated  in  the  Regional  Center  review  process. 

Provisions  for  wireless  communications  must  be  provided  in  the  CBD-S  rezoning  ordinance. 

The  appropriateness  of  the  request  will  be  evaluated  in  the  Special  Districts  review  process. 

Requires  Special  Exception. 

Requires  Administrator's  Approval. 

All    WCF   must   be   camouflaged   to   fit   in    with   the    surrounding   environment.       The 

appropriateness  of  the  request  will  be  evaluated  in  the  Special  Districts  review  process. 

If  proposed  tower  is  within  500  feet  of  a  dwelling,  it  requires  special  exception,  where  height 

will  be  determined.  The  height  of  wall  and  roof-mounted  WCF,  and  towers  will  be  determined 

in  the  Special  Districts  review  process. 

If  proposed  tower  is  within  500  feet  of  a  Dwelling  District,  requires  special  exception,  where 

height  will  be  determined.  Wall  and  roof-mounted  WCF  subject  to  height  Category  4.  Towers 

over  500  feet  from  a  Dwelling  District  subject  to  height  Category  1 . 

Generally,  towers  are  highly  discouraged  from  location  in  PK-1  Districts.    In  certain  areas, 

however,  a  tower  might  be  appropriate,  because  the  land  use  of  the  specific  PK-1  District 

might  not  be  that  typically  considered  a  park.  Towers  might  be  permitted  by  special  exception 

only  on  the  following  PK-1  sites:  salt  depositories;  maintenance  areas  which  are  not  readily 

accessible  or  visible  to  the  public;  existing  or  proposed  sports  facility  lighting  structures; 

within  highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements;  and  in  areas  not  readily  accessible  to 

the  public  on  the  periphery  of  parks  adjacent  to  Federal  Interstate  Highways  or  active  railroad 

lines. 


Sec.  3.20.   Height  regulations. 

A.  Category  1  (CBD-1,  CBD-2,  SU-5,  SU-13,  SU-18,  SU-23,  SU-28,  SU-35,  SU-9  limited).    No 
height  restrictions. 

B.  Category  2  (C-6,  C-7,  C-ID,  1-2, 1-3, 1-4). 

1.  In  the  C-6,  C-7  and  C-ID  Districts,  no  height  restrictions  for  free-standing  WCF  located  500  feet 
or  more  from  a  Protected  District  or  a  greenway. 

In  the  1-2, 1-3  and  1-4  Districts,  no  height  restrictions  for  free-standing  WCF  located  300  feet  or 
more  from  a  Protected  District  or  a  greenway. 

2.  Within  500  feet  of  a  protected  District  or  a  greenway,  in  the  C-6,  C-7,  and  C-ID  Districts,  the 
height  for  a  free-standing  WCF  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  25  feet  higher  than  the  building 
height  permitted  by  the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located. 
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Within  300  feet  of  a  protected  District  or  a  green  way,  in  the  1-2, 1-3  and  1-4  Districts,  the  height 
for  a  free-standing  WCF  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  25  feet  higher  than  the  building  height 
permitted  by  the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located. 

3 .  Roof  mounted  WCF  subject  to  the  following: 

Height  may  be  10  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  existing  building  height  permitted  by  the 
District  whoro  the  WCF  is  located. 

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  existing  building  height 
permitted  by  tho  District  whoro  the  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator. 

4.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

C.  Category  3  (C-4,  C-5). 

1 .  Maximum  height  of  90  feet  allowed  for  free-standing  WCF  located  500  feet  or  more  from  a 
Protected  District  or  a  greenway. 

2.  Within  500  feet  of  a  Protected  District  or  a  greenway,  the  height  for  a  free-standing  WCF  is 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  5  feet  higher  than  the  building  height  permitted  by  the  District  where 
the  WCF  is  located. 

3 .  Roof  mounted  WCF  subject  to  the  following: 

Height  may  be  10  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  existing  building  height  permitted  by  the 
District  where  the  WCF  is  located. 

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  existing  building  height 
permitted  by  the  District  whoro  tho  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator. 

4.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

D.  Category  4  (D-6,  D-6II,  D-7,  D-8,  D-9,  D-10,  C-l,  C-2,  C-3,  C-3C,  C-S,  CBD-3,  1-1,  SU 
limited). 

1 .  Roof  mounted  WCF  subject  to  the  following: 

Height  may  be  10  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  existing  building  height  permitted  by  the 
District  where  the  WCF  is  located. 

Height  may  be  increased  to  20  feet  greater  than  the  maximum  existing  building  height 
permitted  by  the  District  where  the  WCF  is  located,  if  the  height  increase  is  approved  by  the 
Administrator. 

2.  Wall-mounted  WCF  may  extend  a  maximum  of  10  feet  above  the  wall  on  which  they  are 
located. 

E.  Category  5  (D-A  D-S,  D-l,  D-2,  D-3,  D-4,  D-5,  D-5II). 

Wall-mounted  and  roof-mounted  WCF  antennae  may  extend  a  maximum  of  2  feet  above  the 
wall  or  roof  on  which  they  are  located. 

Sec.  3.30.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF. 

A.  Commercial,  Industrial,  and  Dwelling  Districts 

Equipment  structures  shall  be  located  in  compliance  with  the  specific  accessory  structure 
requirements  for  the  district  in  which  the  site  is  located. 

B.  Central  Business  Districts. 
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Equipment  structures  are  subject  to  the  Regional  Center  approval  process  requirements. 

C.  Hospital  Districts,  University  Quarter  Districts,  and  Park  Districts 

Equipment  structures  are  subject  to  the  Special  District  approval  process  requirements  for  HD- 
1,  HD-2,  UQ-1,  UQ-2  and  PK-2  or  special  exception  process  as  required  for  PK-1. 

D.  Special  Use  Districts. 

1.  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height  of  15 
feet. 

2.  The  location  of  equipment  structures  shall  be  subject  to  Administrator's  Approval. 

Sec.  3.40.  Highpower  electric  transmission  line  easements  or  rights-of-way  and  public  rights-of-way. 

Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  in  highpower  electric  utility  transmission  line  and 
substation  easements  or  rights-of-way  and  public  rights-of-way,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

A.  Highpower  Electric  Transmission  Line  Easements  or  Rights-of-way. 

1.  Existing  Utility  Structures  -  WCF  may  be  located  on  existing  utility  structures,  as  long  as  the 
height  of  the  WCF  and  the  structure  together  is  not  more  than  1 10%  of  the  height  of  the  existing 
structure. 

2.  New  WCF  Structures  -  New  WCF  structures  shall  only  be  located  within  the  footprint  of  an 
existing  utility  structure  (except  in  PK-1,  where  the  location  is  subject  to  a  special  exception). 
WCF  may  be  located  on  new  structures,  as  long  as  the  height  of  the  WCF  and  the  new  structure 
together  is  not  more  than  110%  of  the  height  of  the  existing  utility  structure. 

3.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  electric 
transmission  line  structure  and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the 
Administrator,  and  shall  have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to 
installation  of  any  WCF  on  utility  structures. 

4.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF  -  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area 
for  each  structure,  with  a  maximum  height  of  1 5  feet. 

B.  Public  Rights-of-way. 

1.  Local  and  Collector  Streets  (Any  streets  not  indicated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for 
Marion  County,  Indiana.) 

a.  Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  on  utility  poles,  as  long  as  the  pole  is 
not  increased  in  height. 

b.  Extension  from  poles  -  WCF  shall  extend  no  more  than  4  feet  from  the  pole,  measured 
from  the  pole  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  WCF  from  the  pole. 

c.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF-  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  8  square  feet  in 
area,  with  a  maximum  project  of  2  feet  from  the  utility  pole,  and  shall  be  attached  to  the 
same  utility  pole  as  the  WCF. 

d.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  utility  pole 
and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the  Administrator,  and  shall 
have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to  installation  of  any 
WCF  on  utility  poles. 

2.  All  other  Streets  (All  streets  indicated  in  the  Official  Thoroughfare  Plan  for  Marion  County, 
Indiana.) 

a.  WCF  may  be  located  on  utility  poles,  as  long  as  the  height  of  the  WCF  and  the  pole 
together  is  not  more  than  1 10%  of  the  height  of  the  existing  pole. 
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b.  Extension  from  poles  -  WCF  shall  extend  no  more  than  4  feet  from  the  pole,  measured 
from  the  pole  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  WCF  from  the  pole. 

c.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF- 

I.  Interstate  Highways  -  Equipment  structures  in  rights-of-way  of  Interstate  Highways 
shall  not  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height  of  1 5  feet. 

II.  All  other  streets  -  Equipment  structures  shall  not  exceed  8  square  feet  in  area. 

d.  Design  -  Each  WCF  provider  shall  obtain  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  utility  pole 
and  submit  a  copy  of  such  consent  along  with  all  plans  to  the  Administrator,  and  shall 
have  its  WCF  design  package  approved  by  the  Administrator,  prior  to  installation  of  any 
WCF  on  utility  poles. 

Sec.  3.50.  Signs. 

Sign-mounted  wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  located  on  legally  established  signs  under 
the  following  circumstances: 

A.  WCF  may  be  incorporated  into  a  sign  face,  or  located  on  a  sign  structure,  as  long  as  the  sign 
face  and  structure  are  in  compliance  with  all  aspects  of  the  Sign  Regulations,  for  Marion  County,  Indiana, 
(71-AO-4,  as  amended).  If  the  WCF  is  located  on  the  outside  of  the  sign  face  and  structure,  and  is  visible, 
the  area  of  the  antenna  shall  be  included  in  the  measurement  of  the  sign  area  permitted  by  the  Sign 
Regulations. 

B.  Administrator's  approval  is  required  prior  to  installation  of  WCF  on  any  sign  or  sign  structure. 

C.  Equipment  structures  for  WCF  shall  not  exceed  200  square  feet  in  area,  with  a  maximum  height 
of  10  feet.  Equipment  structures  shall  be  in  compliance  with  Section  3.30  of  this  Ordinance. 

D.  Where  signs  have  been  approved  by  variance,  WCF  may  be  integrated  into  the  sign  or  sign 
structure,  only  if  all  parameters  and  conditions  of  the  variance  are  met. 

Sec.  3.60.  Special  exception. 

Where  wireless  communications  facilities  are  permitted  by  special  exception,  an  application  for  a 
wireless  communication  facility  must  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  having  jurisdiction.  A 
public  hearing  and  notice  to  adjoining  property  owners  and  registered  neighborhood  organizations  is 
required  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 

The  Board  may  grant  the  Special  Exception,  only  if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

A.  The  grant  will  not  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  safety,  morals,  convenience  or  general 
welfare,  and 

B.  The  grant  will  not  materially  and  substantially  interfere  with  the  lawful  use  and  enjoyment  of 
adjoining  property  and  the  surrounding  community, 

C.  The  grant  will  assure  that  the  design  of  the  WCF  is  compatible  with  the  surrounding 
environment,  by  camouflage,  integration  with  existing  structures,  or  other  design-related  solution,  and 

D.  The  grant  is  consistent  with  the  1996  Telecommunications  Act,  and 

E.  The  grant  is  consistent  with  the  statement  of  purposes  as  set  forth  in  Section  1.10. 
Written  findings  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  after  its  decision  has  been  rendered. 

Sec.  3.70.  Tower  removal. 

A.  Any  tower  which  ceases  to  be  used  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  (1 )  year  shall  be  removed. 

B.  Before  obtaining  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  for  a  tower,  an  applicant  which  is  not  also 
the  owner  of  the  property  must  provide  recordable  evidence  of  a  written  agreement  (a  lease,  a 
memorandum  of  lease,  an  affidavit  or  other  recordable  instrument)  between  the  WCF  operator  and  the 
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property  owner  that  the  WCF  operator  has  agreed  to  remove  the  tower  as  required  by  this  Section  3.70  and 
further  granting  a  right  of  access  to  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  to  enforce  this  Section 
3.70  and  cause  removal  of  the  tower.  If  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  causes  the  removal 
of  the  tower,  pursuant  to  this  Section  3.70,  the  WCF  operator,  its  successors,  all  other  past  users  of  the 
tower  and  the  owner  of  the  property  upon  which  the  tower  is  located  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable 
for  the  costs  incurred  by  the  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development  in  accomplishing  the  removal. 

C.      Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  use  of  a  tower  has  ceased,   the   last  user  shall  notify  the 
Administrator  of  the  discontinued  use. 

Sec.  3.80.  Improvement  location  permit.  An  Improvement  Location  Permit  application  for  a  WCF  shall 
include  the  following: 

A.  Site  and  landscape  plans,  drawn  to  scale. 

B.  A  description  of  the  WCF  and  its  design. 

C.  Documentation,  establishing  the  structural  integrity  of  the  WCF. 

D.  A  statement  that  the  WCF  meets  the  standards  of  the  American  National  Standards  Institute. 

E.  A  statement  regarding  the  availability  of  another  WCF  provider  to  use  a  tower,  as  required  in 
Section  2.40. 

F.  Proof  of  ownership  of  the  proposed  site,  or  property  owner's  consent  to  use  the  site  for  WCF. 

G.  Copies  or  other  evidence  of  any  necessary  easements. 

H.     A  map  indicating  the  existing  topography  of  the  site. 

I.       For  a  variance  or  special  exception,  a  graphic  or  photographic  representation  shall  be  submitted, 
which  shows  the  height  of  the  WCF,  in  relation  to  its  surroundings. 

CHAPTER  4.00  DEFINITIONS 

The  words  in  the  text  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  in  accordance  with  the  following 
definitions. 

1 .  Accessory.  A  subordinate  structure,  building  or  use  that  is  customarily  associated  with,  and  is 
appropriately  and  clearly  incidental  and  subordinate  in  use  to  the  primary  structure  and  use, 
and  is  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  primary  structure  or  use. 

2.  Administrator.  Administrator  of  the  Division  of  Neighborhood  Services,  of  the  Department  of 
Metropolitan  Development,  or  his/her  appointed  representative. 

3.  Antenna.  A  device  used  to  collect  or  broadcast  electromagnetic  waves,  including  both 
directional  antennas,  such  as  panels  and  microwave  dishes,  and  omnidirectional  antennas,  such 
as  satellite  dishes. 

4.  Building.  Any  structure  designed  or  intended  for  the  support,  enclosure,  shelter,  or  protection 
of  persons,  animals,  or  property  of  any  kind,  having  a  permanent  roof  supported  by  columns  or 
walls. 

5.  Building  height.  The  vertical  distance  above  a  reference  line  measured  to  the  highest  point  of 
the  coping  of  a  flat  roof  or  to  the  deck  line  of  a  mansard  roof  or  to  the  height  of  the  highest 
gable  of  a  pitched  or  hipped  roof.  The  reference  line  shall  be  selected  by  either  of  the  following, 
whichever  yields  a  greater  building  height: 

a.  the  elevation  of  the  highest  adjoining  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  within  a  10  foot 
horizontal  distance  from  and  paralleling  the  exterior  wall  of  the  building  or  structure  when 
said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  is  not  more  than  10  feet  above  lowest  grade; 

b.  an  elevation  10  feet  higher  than  the  lowest  grade  when  said  sidewalk  or  ground  surface  is 
more  than  10  feet  above  the  lowest  grade. 
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6.  Camouflage.  A  structural  design  or  treatment,  including  colors,  intended  to  conceal  and  make  a 
WCF  visibly  compatible  with  the  surrounding  area. 

7.  Equipment  structure.  Any  structure  needed  to  house  apparatus  needed  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  a  wireless  communication  antenna,  and  located  on  the  same  site  as  the  wireless 
communication  antenna. 

8.  Greenway.  A  linear  open  space  that  connects  parklands,  improves  recreational  opportunities, 
and  aids  in  the  protection  of  wildlife  and  scenic  regions.  Greenways  regulated  by  this 
ordinance  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Indianapolis  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  as 
outlined  in  the  Indianapolis  City  Code,  Chapter  241,  and  shall  include  the  corridors  described  in 
the  Indianapolis  Greenways  Plan. 

9.  Highpower  electric  transmission  line.  A  line  segment  in  an  electric  utility  system  having  an 
operating  voltage  of  69,000  volts  or  greater. 

10.  Protected  district.  Specific  classes  of  zoning  districts  which,  because  of  their  low  intensity  or 
the  sensitive  land  uses  permitted  by  them,  require  additional  buffering  and  separation  when 
abutted  by  certain  more  intense  classifications  of  land  use.  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  a 
protected  district  shall  include  any  Dwelling  District,  Hospital  District,  Parks  District, 
University  Quarter  District,  SU-1  (Church)  District,  or  SU-2  (School  District). 

1 1 .  Right-of-way.  Specific  and  particularly  described  strip  of  land,  property,  or  interest  therein 
devoted  to  and  subject  to  the  lawful  use,  typically  as  a  thoroughfare  of  passage  for  pedestrians, 
vehicles,  or  utilities,  as  officially  recorded  by  the  office  of  the  Marion  County  Recorder. 

12.  Structure.  A  combination  or  manipulation  of  materials  to  form  a  construction,  erection, 
alteration  or  affixation  for  use,  occupancy,  or  ornamentation,  whether  located  or  installed  on, 
above,  or  below  the  surface  of  land  or  water. 

13.  Sign.  Any  structure,  fixture,  placard,  announcement,  declaration,  device,  demonstration  or 
insignia  used  for  direction,  information,  identification  or  to  advertise  or  promote  any  business, 
product,  goods,  activity,  services  or  any  interests. 

14.  Sign  structure.  Any  structure,  including  the  supports,  uprights,  bracing  and  framework  which 
supports  or  is  capable  of  supporting  any  sign. 

15.  Tower.  A  structure  designed  and  intended  to  support  one  or  more  antennae.  This  term  includes 
lattice-type  structures,  either  guyed  or  self  supporting,  and  monopoles,  which  are  self- 
supporting  pole-type  structures,  tapering  from  base  to  top  and  supporting  a  fixture  designed  to 
hold  one  or  more  antennae. 

16.  Utility  pole.  Any  pole  or  structure  utilized  for  electric,  telephone,  telegraph,  cable  television, 
radio,  microwave,  television  services,  street  lights,  other  lighting  standards,  or  comparable 
purposes. 

17.  Wireless  communications  facility  (WCF).  Any  facility  used  by  a  licensed  commercial  wireless 
telecommunications  provider  to  provide  service,  including,  but  not  limited  to  cellular,  personal 
communication  services,  specialized  mobilized  radio,  enhanced  specialized  mobilized  radio, 
paging,  and  other  similar  services  that  are  marketed  to  the  general  public. 

18.  WCF  design  package.  Information  used  to  portray  all  visual  aspects  of  wireless 
communications  facilities,  and  the  apparatus  needed  to  attach  it  to  a  structure,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  dimensions,  colors,  and  materials. 

CHAPTER  5.00  STANDARDS  OF  ADMINISTRATOR'S  APPROVAL 

Where  the  Administrator  has  been  given  the  authority  to  review  and  approve  certain  aspects  of  WCF, 
the  following  standards  shall  be  considered: 

1 .  The  visual  impact  of  the  proposed  WCF  on  the  adjacent  properties,  and  the  community,  as  a 
whole. 

2.  The  recommendations  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  or  the  most  recently  adopted  Neighborhood 
Plan  for  the  site  in  question. 
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3.  Current  trends  in  the  WCF  industry  and  their  potential  impact  on  the  community. 

4.  Consistency  with  other  designs  approved  in  other  areas  of  the  City. 

5.  Compliance  with  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996. 

6.  Necessary  or  desirable  infrastructure  requirements  of  the  community. 

The  Administrator's  decision  may  be  appealed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  of 
Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 

CHAPTER  6.00  EXCLUDED  CITIES 

Prior  to  applying  for  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  (ILP)  for  a  WCF  in  an  excluded  city,  the  WCF 
provider  shall  provide  a  written  letter  to  the  excluded  city,  indicating  their  intent.  The  letter  shall  be 
mailed  at  least  5  days  prior  to  applying  for  the  ILP,  and  shall  include  the  proposed  location,  type,  and 
design  of  the  WCF,  and  a  contact  person  for  the  WCF  provider.  The  WCF  provider  shall  submit  a  copy  of 
the  letter,  and  proof  of  mailing  with  the  application  for  the  ILP. 

CHAPTER  7.00 

Sec.  7.10.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  invalid,  its  invalidity  shall  not 
affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  that  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision,  and  for 
this  purpose  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable. 

Sec.  7.20.  Compliance.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  its  adoption  in  compliance 
with  IC  36-7-4.

A  COUNCIL  RESOLUTION  of  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  County  of 
Marion,  Indiana,  authorizing  and  approving  the  investment  of  public  funds  in  money  market  mutual  funds. 

WHEREAS,  IC  5-13-9-1  et  seg.  authorizes  county  treasurers  and  the  fiscal  officers  of  political 
subdivisions  to  invest  public  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  ("the  City"  and  "the  County," 
respectively)  have  public  funds  which  are  eligible  for  investment  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  I.C.  5-13  by 
the  City  Controller  and  the  County  Treasurer,  respectively,  and  regularly  exercise  their  powers  to  invest 
such  funds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof;  and 
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WHEREAS,  IC  5-13-9-2.4  requires  that  any  investment  of  public  funds  in  money  market  mutual  funds 
be  approved  and  authorized  annually  by  the  fiscal  body  of  such  political  subdivision;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City-County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  (the 
"Council"),  is  the  fiscal  body  of  the  City  and  the  County  and  desires  to  authorize  the  City  and  the  County 
to  invest  public  funds  in  money-market  mutual  funds,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  IC  5-13-9-2.5;  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1 .    The  Council  does  hereby  authorize  and  approve  the  investment  of  public  funds  by  the  City 
and  the  County  in  investments  commonly  known  as  "money  market  mutual  funds." 

SECTION  2.  Pursuant  to  IC  5-13-9-1,  the  County  Treasurer  is  the  investing  officer  of  the  County  and  the 
City  Controller  is  the  investing  officer  of  the  City. 

SECTION  3.  Investments  authorized  by  this  Resolution  may  not  exceed  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  funds 
held  by  the  investing  officer  and  available  for  investment.  This  limitation  does  not  apply  to  investments 
made  by  the  County  Treasurer  between  the  date  that  is  ten  (10)  days  before  each  property  tax  installment 
is  due,  and  the  property  tax  settlement  distribution  date. 

SECTION  4.  The  money  market  mutual  funds  must  be  in  the  form  of  securities  of  or  interests  in  an  open- 
end,  no-load,  management-type  investment  company  or  investment  trust  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
the  federal  Investment  Company  Act  of  1940,  as  amended  (i.e.,  15  U.S.C.  Sec.  80a  et  seq). 

SECTION  5.  The  portfolio  of  the  investment  company  or  investment  trust  described  in  Section  4  of  this 
Resolution  must  be  limited  to  the  following:  ( 1 )  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States;  (2)  obligations 
issued  by  a  federal  agency,  a  federal  instrumentality,  or  an  enterprise  sponsored  by  the  federal 
government;  or  (3)  repurchase  agreements  fully  collateralized  by  obligations  described  in  (1)  or  (2). 

SECTION  6.    The  form  of  securities  of  or  interests  in  an  investment  company  or  investment  trust 
described  in  Section  4  of  this  Resolution  must  be  rated  as  either:  (1 )  AAAm,  or  its  equivalent,  by  Standard 
and  Poor's  Corporation  or  its  successor,  or  (2)  Aaa,  or  its  equivalent,  by  Moody's  Investors  Service,  Inc., 
or  its  successor. 

SECTION  7.  Investments  made  pursuant  to  this  Resolution  shall  be  made  through  depositories 
designated  by  the  Indiana  Board  of  Finance  as  depositories  for  state  deposits. 

SECTION  8.    This  Resolution  shall  expire  one  ( 1 )  calendar  year  from  its  adoption. 

SECTION  9.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36- 
3-4-14.

A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  City-County  Annual  Budget  for  1999  (City-County  Fiscal 
Ordinance  No.  124,  1998)  transferring  and  appropriating  an  additional  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 
($30,000)  in  the  County  General  Fund  for  purposes  of  the  Forensic  Services  Agency  and  reducing  certain 
other  appropriations  for  that  agency. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  To  provide  for  expenditures  the  necessity  for  which  has  arisen  since  the  adoption  of  the 
annual  budget,  Section  1.02(x)  of  the  City-County  Annual  Budget  for  1999  be,  and  is  hereby  amended  by 
the  increases  and  reductions  hereinafter  stated  for  purposes  of  the  Forensic  Services  Agency  to  fund  the 
renovation  of  the  laboratory  area  to  provide  additional  working  space.

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of 
acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  or  personal  property,  for  diversification  of 
economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer;  and 
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WHEREAS,  a  representative  of  Partners  in  Action,  an  Arizona  nonprofit  corporation  (the  "Applicant") 
has  requested  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  issue  bonds  and  lend  the  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  Applicant  in  order  to  enable  the  Applicant  to  undertake  and  complete  the  acquisition, 
renovation,  expansion,  construction  and  equipping  of  a  588-unit  multifamily  residential  facility  known  as 
the  Lake  Nora  Arms  Apartments  located  on  a  40.83  gross  acres  parcel  (34.13  acres  net  of  the  centrally 
positioned  lake)  at  9000  North  College  Avenue,  including  the  acquisition,  construction  and  installation  of 
various  site  improvements  for  such  project;  and

WHEREAS,  due  to  unfavorable  changes  in  market  interest  rates,  the  maximum  amount  of  Bonds 
required  to  finance  the  Project  has  increased  to  $22,630,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  all  other  respects,  Ordinance  No.  9,  1999  shall  remain  effective  as  originally  passed  by 
this  Council  on  July  23,  1999;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .   Ordinance  No.  9,  1 999  is  hereby  amended  by  increasing  the  maximum  amount  of  Bonds 
authorized  by  Section  3  thereof  as  well  as  referred  to  in  the  recitals  thereof  to  $22,630,000.

SECTION  3.  This  special  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  3,  Chapter  4,  Section  14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  505,  1999.  Councillor  Borst  reported  that  the  Economic  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  505,  1999  on  August  19,  1999.  The  proposal  is  an  inducement 
resolution  for  Oasis  of  Hope  Development  Corporation,  Inc.  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$4,000,000  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  the  existing  185-unit 
Parkview  Place  Apartments  located  at  the  corner  of  25th  Street  and  Hillside  Avenue  (Parkview 
Place  Apartments  Project)  (District  10).  By  a  6-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to 
the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Borst  stated  that  Councillor  Jones,  in  whose  district  the  project  is  located,  had  some 
concerns  about  the  neighborhood  association  being  contacted.  He  added  that  he  has  spoken  to 
Councillor  Jones  and  her  concerns  have  been  addressed  and  the  neighbors  are  in  favor  of  the 
project. 

Abu  Henderson,  president  of  the  Martindale/Brightwood  Neighborhood  Association,  stated  that 
he  is  opposed  to  the  development  because  their  neighborhood  has  not  been  consulted.  He  added 
that  his  neighborhood  feels  they  are  not  represented  on  the  Council,  as  the  appointee  does  not  live 
in  that  district.  Jocelyn  Tandy,  citizen,  stated  that  the  meeting  for  community  input  on  this 
project  was  called  at  the  last  minute,  and  there  was  not  ample  opportunity  for  citizens  to  attend. 
She  stated  that  her  district  is  not  legally  represented  on  the  Council  and  any  vote  taken  on  projects 
in  her  community  are  illegal. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  this  proposal  is  not  under  Public  Hearing,  and  therefore,  public 
testimony  is  out  of  order.  Councillor  Borst  stated  that  the  public  had  an  opportunity  to  provide 
public  testimony  at  the  Committee  hearing.  He  added  that  this  proposal  is  simply  an  inducement 
resolution,  and  the  project  will  have  to  come  back  before  the  Council  for  final  approval  at  a  later 
date.    At  that  time,  more  public  testimony  will  be  allowed  in  Committee.    He  said  that  the 
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neighborhood  association  next  door  to  the  project  and  the  Community  Development  Corporation 
for  that  area  both  support  the  project. 

Councillor  Gilmer  asked  if  the  proposal  should  be  sent  back  to  Committee.  Councillor  Borst 
stated  that  he  does  not  believe  it  needs  to  be,  as  this  is  simply  an  inducement  resolution,  and  the 
project  will  again  come  before  the  Committee  at  a  later  date. 

Councillor  Moriarty  Adams  asked  if  any  Federal  Housing  Administration  tax  credits  are  being 
awarded  for  this  project.  Mike  Lucas,  bond  counsel  for  the  Economic  Development  Commission, 
stated  that  there  are  none. 

Councillor  Borst  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Talley,  for  adoption.  Proposal  No.  505,  1999 
was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

A  SPECIAL  RESOLUTION  approving  and  authorizing  certain  actions  and  proceedings  with  respect  to 
certain  proposed  economic  development  revenue  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Issuer")  is  authorized  by  IC  36-7-11.9  and  IC  36- 
7-12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  financing  of  economic  development 
facilities,  the  funds  from  said  financing  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation,  renovation, 
construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  said  facilities,  and  said  facilities  to  be  either  sold  or  leased  to  a 
company  or  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bond  issue  may  be  loaned  to  the  company  and  said  facilities 
directly  owned  by  the  company; 

WHEREAS,  Oasis  of  Hope  Development  Corporation,  Inc.  (the  "Applicant"),  has  advised  the 
Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  and  the  Issuer  that  it  proposes  that  the  Issuer  either 
acquire  certain  economic  development  facilities  and  sell  or  lease  the  same  to  Applicant  or  loan  the 
proceeds  of  an  economic  development  financing  to  the  Applicant  for  the  same,  said  economic 
development  facilities  referred  to  as  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  a  185-unit 
apartment  complex  to  be  located  at  2350  Hillside  Avenue,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Project"); 

WHEREAS,  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment 
and  the  creation  of  business  opportunities  to  be  achieved  by  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  Project  will  serve  a  public  purpose  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare 
of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens; 

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an  adverse 
competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or  operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Issuer;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  diversification  of  industry  and  the 
retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer  is  desirable,  serves 
a  public  purpose,  and  is  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer;  and  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  this  Issuer  take  such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  the  diversification  of  industry, 
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the  creation  of  business  opportunities,  and  the  retention  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  It  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,000,000  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or 
publicly  offered  with  credit  enhancement  for  the  development  and  construction  of  the  Project  and  the  sale 
or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the 
Applicant  for  the  development,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  will  serve  the  public 
purposes  referred  to  above  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  Project,  this  Council  hereby  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will 
take  or  cause  to  be  taken  such  actions  pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid 
financing,  or  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  (a)  that  all  of  the  foregoing  shall 
be  mutually  acceptable  to  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant  and  (b)  subject  to  the  further  caveat  that  this 
inducement  resolution  expires  February  29,  2000,  unless  such  bonds  have  been  issued  or  an  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  has  been  adopted  by  the  governing  body  of  the  Issuer  prior  to  the 
aforesaid  date  or  unless,  upon  a  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  Applicant,  the  Issuer,  by  official  action,

(1)  any  such  allocable  limit  will  be  available,  because  inducement  resolutions  in  an  aggregate  amount  in 
excess  of  the  private  activity  bond  limit  may  and  in  all  probability  will  be  adopted;  (2)  the  proposed 
Project  will  have  no  priority  over  other  projects  which  have  applied  for  such  private  activity  bonds  and 
have  received  inducement  resolutions;  and  (3)  no  portion  of  such  activity  bond  limit  has  been  guaranteed 
for  the  proposed  Project;  and  (iii)  it  will  use  its  best  efforts  at  the  request  of  the  Applicant  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  additional  bonds  for  refunding  and  refinancing  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  the  bonds, 
for  completion  of  the  Project  and  for  additions  to  the  Project,  including  the  costs  of  issuance  (providing 
that  the  financing  of  such  addition  or  additions  to  the  Project  is  found  to  have  a  public  purpose  [as 
defined  in  the  Act]  at  the  time  of  authorization  of  such  additional  bonds),  and  that  the  aforementioned 
purposes  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  4.  All  costs  of  the  Project  incurred  after  the  date  which  is  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  this  resolution,  including  reimbursement  or  repayment  to  the  Applicant  of  monies  expended  by  the 
Applicant  for  application  fees,  planning,  engineering,  underwriting  expenses,  attorney  and  bond  counsel 
fees,  and  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  will  be  permitted  to  be  included  as 
part  of  the  bond  issue  to  finance  said  Project,  and  the  Issuer  will  thereafter  sell  the  same  to  the  Applicant 
or  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to  the  Applicant  for  the  same  purpose.  Also  certain  indirect 
expenses  incurred  prior  to  such  date  will  be  permitted  to  be  included  as  part  of  the  bond  issue  to  finance 
the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  Final  Regulations  (T  8476)  on  Arbitrage  Restrictions  on  Tax-Exempt 
Bonds  in  particular  Section  1.150-2. 

SECTION  5.  The  City-County  Council  recognizes  that  the  Applicant  intends  to  utilize  Low  Income 
Housing  Tax  Credits,  if  available,  pursuant  to  Section  42  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as 
amended,  or  any  successor  section  thereof  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the  Project  with  tax- 
exempt  bonds.

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana 
Economic  Development  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  1999  (GNMA 
Collateralized  —  Camby  Crossing  Apartments  Project)  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,400,000 
and  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in  respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  1 1.9  and  12,  as  amended,  and  Title  5,  Article 
1,  Chapter  5,  as  amended  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of 
economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  the  economic  development 
facilities  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing,  refinancing  or 
providing  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project,  and  the  repayment  of  said  loan  by  the 
Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  or  general  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply 
with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  presented  herewith  are  hereby  approved  and  all 
such  documents  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City  Controller.  In  compliance  with 
Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  1,  Chapter  5,  Section  4,  two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  3.  The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Series  1999  Bonds  in  the  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$5,400,000  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance,  refinance  or 
provide  reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to 
principal  and  interest  solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Financing 
Agreement  to  evidence  and  secure  said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above-described  Financing 
Documents.  The  Bonds  shall  never  constitute  a  general  obligation  of  an  indebtedness  of,  or  charge 
against  the  general  credit  of  the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2-12(b)(l)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  bids  for,  purchases,  offers 
or  sells  municipal  securities,  the  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  shall  obtain  and  review  an 
official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such  securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the  omission  of  no  more 
than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling  compensation,  aggregate 
principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and  other  terms  of  the  securities 
depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the 
matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  authorized  to 
certify  to  the  Underwriter  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Official  statement  with  respect  to  the 
Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to 
the  purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof  plus 
accrued  interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  10%  per  annum.  The  use  of  a  Final  Official 
Statement,  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  herein,  is 
approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of 
the  Bonds. 
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SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.

Documents.  The  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents 
requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein 
and  also  in  those  Financing  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  the  City 
Clerk  without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not 
affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (aX10).

PROPOSAL  NO.  353,  1999.  Councillor  Shambaugh  reported  that  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  353,  1999  on  June  16,  1999.  The  proposal  was  returned  to 
Committee  in  Council  on  June  21,  1999.  Proposal  No.  353,  1999  was  again  heard  in  Committee 
on  August  18,  1999.  The  proposal  concerns  the  powers,  duties,  and  organization  of  the 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation.  By  a  4-3  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Golc  thanked  James  Parham,  Acting  Parks  Director,  for  his  staffs  efforts  in  focusing 
on  family  issues  and  making  Indianapolis  Parks  a  first-class  parks  department.  He  stated  that  he 
still  has  concerns  about  potential  liability  problems  with  decisions  made  by  an  acting 
administrator  appointed  by  a  mayor,  rather  than  by  a  director  who  has  been  confirmed  by  the 
Council  as  ordinance  dictates. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  the  mayor  contracted  the  services  of  the  current  director 
because  he  wanted  a  professional  in  the  position,  and  Mr.  Parham  does  not  reside  within  the 
County  boundaries.  Therefore,  Mr.  Parham  cannot  legally  be  confirmed  as  director,  or  even  as  a 
City  employee.  The  mayor  entered  into  a  six-month  contract  with  a  professional  to  work  with  the 
current  staff  and  other  staff  Mr.  Parham  brought  to  the  department  as  a  part  of  the  contractual 
services  to  better  organize  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  (DPR).  The  City 
administration  wrestled  with  how  to  deal  with  this  issue  from  a  legal  standpoint,  and  improved 
the  contract  relationship  to  address  liability  issues.  The  Council  did  approve  the  contract  and  was 
therefore  involved  in  the  appointment  process.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  Mr.  Parham 
has  done  an  outstanding  job,  and  when  his  term  ends  in  2000,  the  new  mayor  will  make  the 
decision  as  to  how  to  proceed  with  this  position. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  if  the  next  mayor  could  also  enter  into  a  contract  as  opposed  to  hiring  a 
full-time  employee  as  director  for  that  department.  The  President  stated  that  either  option  is  open 
to  the  new  administration. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  why  this  proposal  for  reorganization  of  DPR  is  being  considered, 
when  the  administration  will  be  changing  shortly.  She  stated  that  it  seems  more  appropriate  to 
leave  this  reorganization  until  a  new  administration  is  in  place.  Councillor  McClamroch  stated 
that  this  ordinance  reflects  the  reality  of  the  department's  organization  as  it  stands  now.  He  stated 
that  passing  this  ordinance  will  help  the  new  administration  have  a  better  handle  on  the  current 
system. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  he  agrees  with  Councillor  Williams  and  feels  a  change  in  the 
department  organization  should  be  delayed  until  the  new  administration  takes  office.

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  Chapter  241  of  the  Revised  Code  concerning  the  powers,  duties, 
and  organization  of  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  Chapter  24 1  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  by  deleting  the  stricken-through  text  and  inserting  the  underlined  text  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I.  DEPARTMENT  ESTABLISHED 

Sec.  241-101.  Department  established. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-10-3-3  there  is  hereby  established  a  department  of  parks  and  recreation  for  the 
park  district  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-5-4  subject  to  IC  36-3-4-23.  The  department's  official  name  will  be 
Indianapolis  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  (a/k/a  Indy  Parks  and  Recreation). 

Sec.  241-102.  Duties,  powers. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation  to  operate  and  maintain  parks 
and  sports  and  recreational  facilities  owned  by  the  consolidated  city  or  the  county  or  the  park  district. 
The  department  shall  exercise  powers  granted  by  this  chapter,  any  additional  powers  granted  the 
department  of  parks  and  recreation  of  a  consolidated  city  by  the  city-county  council,  and  any  other 
powers  and  duties  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the  mayor. 

ARTICLE  II.  ORGANIZATION 

Sec.  241-201.  Director. 

The  director  of  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  city-county  council  as  required  by  IC  36-3-5-2.  The  director  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  ending  December  thirty-first  of  the  year  appointed  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualifies, 
but  serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor. 

Sec.  241-202.  Duties  of  the  director. 

The  director  shall: 

(1)  Manage  the  divisions  within  the  department,  provide  policy  direction  and  develop  strategic 
management  and  capital  improvement  plans; 

(2)  Oversee  the  daily  operations  of  the  department; 

(3)  Prepare  and  submit  the  department's  budget  to  the  fiscal  officer  as  required  by  IC  36-3-6- 
4(b)(1); 

(4)  Appoint  division  administrators,  assistant  division  administrators,  and  an  executive  officer 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor  as  provided  in  IC  36-3-5-5; 

(5)  Approve  the  hiring  and  dismissal  of  the  personnel  of  the  department  subject  to  limitations 
prescribed  by  law  and  rules  adopted  by  the  mayor  as  provided  in  IC  36-3-5-5; 

(6)  Provide  administrative  support  to  the  department; 

(7)  Delegate  to  the  personnel  employed  in  the  department  authority  to  act  in  his  behalf,  as 
provided  in  IC  36-3-5-5(c); 

(8)  Execute  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  department  subject  to  the  powers  of  the  mayor  and  the 
board  of  parks  and  recreation; 
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(9)  Exercise  any  other  powers  which  may  be  granted  by  statute  or  ordinance  or  delegated  by  the 
city-county  council  or  the  mayor. 

Sec  241-203.  Divisions. 

The  department  of  parks  and  recreation  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  divisions: 

(1)  Neighborhood  parks  Administration  division. 

(2)  Maenot  paries  Support  services  division. 

(3)  Regional  parks  Recreation  and  leisure  services  division. 

(4)  Quality  recreation  programs  division. 
(4)    Resource  development  division. 
(64)  Golf  division. 

(25)  Support  services  Green  ways  division. 
Sec.  241-204.  Board  of  parks  and  recreation. 

(a)  Established.  There  is  hereby  established  a  board  of  parks  and  recreation  pursuant  to  IC  36-3- 
5-6  and  IC  36-3-4-23. 

(b)  Members.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  (5)  members;  the  department  director,  who 
serves  as  presiding  officer  of  the  board;  two  (2)  members  appointed  by  the  mayor,  and  two  (2)  members 
appointed  by  the  city-county  council.  Each  appointed  member  shall  serve  a  one-year  term  and  until  his 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  but  serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority.  In  the  event 
of  a  vacancy  prior  to  the  expiration  of  a  term,  the  appointing  authority  shall  appoint  a  member  for  the 
remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  Meetings.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  least  once  a  month,  at  times  and  places 
prescribed  by  its  rules  or  established  by  resolution.  No  notice  to  members  is  required  for  holding  or 
taking  any  action  at  a  regular  meeting.  A  special  meeting  of  the  board  may  be  called  by  the  presiding 
officer  or  by  two-fifths  of  the  members,  at  any  place  in  the  county  designated  in  the  call.  Each  member 
shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  a  meeting  by  written  notice  which  must  be  delivered, 
mailed  or  sent  by  telegram  other  expedient  means  so  that  each  member  has  at  least  seventy-two  (72) 
hours'  notice  of  the  meeting.  The  notice  requirements  may  be  waived  as  to  a  member  if  he  attends  the 
meeting  or  executes  a  written  waiver  of  notice.  The  waiver  may  be  executed  either  before  or  after  the 
meeting,  but  if  executed  after,  it  must  state  in  general  terms  the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 

(d)  Board  action.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  constitutes  a  quorum.  A  majority 
vote  of  all  the  board  members  is  required  to  pass  a  resolution. 

(e)  Powers.  The  board  of  parks  and  recreation  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

( 1 )  To  review  all  budgets  prepared  by  the  department  and  recommend  to  the  city-county  council 
any  revisions  the  board  feels  desirable; 

(2)  To  hold  any  hearings  to  be  held  following  public  notice  and  make  findings  and  determinations 
required  by  applicable  law, 

(3)  To  approve  the  award  and  amendment  of  contracts  let  by  the  department  for  the  purchase  or 
lease  of  capital  equipment  or  other  property  where  the  contract  is  required  to  be  bid  under  IC 
36-4-9  5-22; 

(4)  To  approve  the  award  and  amendment  of  public  construction  contracts  let  by  the  department 
which  are  required  to  be  bid  under  IC  36-1-12; 

(5)  To  approve  the  acquisition  of  and  leases  for  real  estate  by  the  department; 

(6)  To  approve  the  employment  of  persons  engaged  by  the  department  by  contract  to  render 
professional  or  consulting  services; 
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(7)  To  establish  a  cumulative  building  and  sinking  fund  pursuant  to  IC  36-10-4-36; 

(8)  To  approve  the  disposal  of  property  by  the  department  as  specified  in  IC  36-1-11,  excluding 
leases  of  real  property,  pursuant  to  IC36-1-11,  for  the  siting  of  cellular,  digital  personal 
communications  systems,  or  other  wireless  communications  systems  towers  and  related 
equipment; 

(9)  In  addition,  the  board  shall  have  the  powers  granted  to  the  board  of  parks  and  recreation  of  a 
consolidated  city  by  IC  36-l(M,  by  ordinance  or  by  the  mayor. 

Sec.  241-211.  Committee  established. 

There  is  hereby  established  the  Indianapolis  Greenways  Development  Committee. 

Sec.  241-212.  Objective. 

The  Indianapolis  Greenways  Development  Committee  shall  counsel  and  advise  the  Board  of 
Indianapolis  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  to  encourage  use,  preservation  and  improvement  of  the 
Indianapolis  greenways,  with  regard  to  present  and  future  operations,  development,  recreation,  and  its 
natural  environment. 

Sec.  241-213.  Duties. 

The  Indianapolis  Greenways  Development  Committee  shall  perform  the  following  duties: 

(1)  To  request  grants  and  in-kind  support  from  the  White  River  Greenways  Foundation,  Inc.,  and 
other  support  organizations  for  selected  greenways-related  projects; 

(2)  To  review  Greenways  projects,  guidelines,  and  grants,  and  provide  comment  to  the 
Indianapolis  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  the  Indianapolis  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  Board,  and  other  appropriate  agencies  and  organizations; 

(3)  To  assist  in  identifying  appropriate  groups  for  adoption  of  segments  of  the  Indianapolis 
greenways,  matching  appropriate  adoptive  groups  to  the  interest  and  needs  of  neighborhoods 
and  communities  for  stewardship  of  adoptive  areas; 

(4)  To  assist  in  determining  and  developing  appropriate  recreation  and  event  usage  guidelines  for 
the  Indianapolis  greenways  system;  and 

(5)  To  advocate  and  promote  the  Indianapolis  greenways  system  based  upon  the  Indianapolis 
Greenways  Master  Plan. 

Sec.  241-214.  Members. 

(a)  The  committee  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  voting  members  and  one  (1)  nonvoting  member 
appointed  as  follows: 

(1)  Five  (5)  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be 
designated  as  vice  chair-person. 

(2)  Five  (5)  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city-county  council,  one  (1)  of 
whom  shall  be  designated  as  secretary. 

(3)  Four  (4)  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Indianapolis

(5)  The  director  of  the  Indianapolis  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  or  his  or  her  designee 
shall  be  a  nonvoting  member. 

(b)  A  committee  member  who  is  eligible  to  vote  but  who  attends  fewer  than  fifty  (50)  percent  of 
the  regular  meetings  during  the  member's  appointment  shall  not  be  eligible  for  reappointment  to  the 
committee  for  twelve  (12)  months  after  the  expiration  of  his  or  her  term. 
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(c)  Only  persons  who  are  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  and  residents  of  Marion  County  shall 
be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  committee. 

(d)  Members  shall  represent  the  interests  of  the  community,  businesses  and  property  owners. 

(e)  At  least  one  ( 1 )  member  appointed  by  each  appointing  authority  shall  represent  one  ( 1 )  of  the 
following  greenway  corridors:

Sec  241-215.  Terms  of  appointment 

(a)  In  the  making  of  initial  appointments,  three  (3)  of  the  mayor's  appointees',  two  (2)  of  the  city- 
county  council's  appointees'  terms,  and  two  (2)  of  the  parks  and  recreation  board's  appointees  shall  be 
appointed  for  terms  ending  December  31,  1997.  All  other  initial  appointments  shall  be  appointed  for 
terms  ending  December  31,  1999. 

(b)  After  the  initial  appointments,  members  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  four  (4)  years  and  shall 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority.

Sec.  241-216.  Vacancies. 

(a)  Vacancies  occurring  on  the  committee  shall  be  filled  in  a  timely  manner  by  the  authority  who 
appointed  the  member  whose  vacancy  must  be  filled. 

(b)  A  committee  member  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  appointed  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term. 

Sec.  241-217.  Officers. 

(a)  The  officers  of  the  committee  shall  be  a  chairperson,  a  vice-chairperson  and  a  secretary. 

(b)  A  vacancy  in  any  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointing  authority  under  section  241-34214. 
Sec.  241-218.  Officer  duties. 

(a)  The  chairperson: 

( 1 )  The  chairperson  shall  preside  over  all  committee  meetings. 

(2)  The  chairperson  shall  be  recognized  as  the  chief  representative  of  the  committee,  but  when 
speaking  on  the  committee's  behalf  shall  express  only  the  positions  specifically  determined  by 
the  committee.

Sec.  241-219.  Meetings. 

(a)  Regular  meetings  of  the  committee  shall  be  held  regularly,  at  least  once  monthly. 

(b)  Special  meetings  of  the  committee  may  be  called  by  the  executive  committee. 

(c)  A  written  notice  of  the  location,  date,  time  and  agenda  of  each  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  each 
committee  member  at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  (excluding  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays)  prior  to  a 
scheduled  regular  meeting,  and  ten  (10)  days  before  a  special  meeting.

NEW  BUSINESS 

Councillor  Short  asked  Dennis  Neidigh,  Director  of  the  Departments  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  and  Public  Works,  if  there  is  a  schedule  for  street  cleaning  made  available  to  law 
enforcement  personnel.  He  stated  that  there  are  often  people  who  do  not  move  their  vehicles  on 
the  days  streets  are  cleaned,  but  instead  of  being  cited  with  a  violation,  the  streets  are  simply  not 
cleaned.  This  is  not  fair  to  the  citizens  who  take  heed  of  street  cleaning  notices  and  move  their 
vehicles.

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  the  issue  of  gender  equity  has  been  brought  up  several  times  in  the 
Municipal  Corporations  Committee  meetings.  He  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Williams,  to 
form  a  gender  equity  standing  committee  to  address  issues  raised  at  these  meetings.  The 
President  stated  that  this  issue  would  be  well  suited  to  the  Community  Affairs  Committee. 
Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  in  order  to  form  a  standing  committee,  a  proposal  must  be  submitted 
to  amend  the  Council  rules,  which  lists  the  standing  committees.  Councillor  Franklin  stated  that 
he  would  be  happy  to  address  the  issue  of  gender  equity  as  chairman  of  the  Community  Affairs 
Committee.  Councillor  Williams  withdrew  her  second,  and  Councillor  Golc  withdrew  his 
motion.  Councillor  Golc  thanked  Councillor  Franklin  for  his  willingness  to  address  the  issue. 

Councillor  Black  asked  if  there  has  been  any  progress  on  the  insurance  study  for  City-County 
employees.  Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  the  study  is  progressing  and  he  will  provide  Councillor 
Black  with  an  update.  He  said  that  he  hopes  some  changes  can  be  worked  out  with  the  new 
administration,  for  a  proposal  to  be  discussed  during  2000. 

Councillor  Golc  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  Parks  Department  do  a  feasibility  study  for  a 
community  center  for  Stringtown,  and  would  like  to  see  this  process  begin  before  he  leaves  the 
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Council  in  January.  The  President  stated  that  Councillor  Golc  should  contact  Mr.  Parham  to 
proceed  with  this  issue.

The  President  said  that  the  docketed  agenda  for  this  meeting  of  the  Council  having  been 
completed,  the  Chair  would  entertain  motions  for  adjournment.

Provided 
further,  that  the  compensation  of  employees  classified  as  "non-exempt"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  may 
fluctuate  from  pay  period  to  pay  period,  in  accordance  with  actual  hours  worked.  Non-exempt  employees 
shall  also  be  required  to  work  a  regularly  scheduled  40-hour  week  Wages  and  hours  of  uniformed 
employees  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act. 

SECTION  4.  To  defray  the  costs  of  government  of  the  Police  Special  Service  District  in  accordance  with 
the  appropriations  stated  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  certain  anticipated  and  estimated  revenues  are 
allocated  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Police  Service  District  Fund  for  2000  shall  consist  of  all  balances  as  of  the  end  of  fiscal  1999 
available  for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  of  Police  General  Fund,  Law  Enforcement 
Training  Fund,  Police  General-Grants,  and  Police  Training  Fund  and  derived  from  sources  connected  with 
the  operation  of  the  Police  Force,  including  traffic  fines  and  intergovernmental  reimbursements,  Police 
Training  Fund  Transfers,  Court  Docket  Fees,  portions  of  the  receipts  from  the  County  Option  Income  Tax 
and  PILOT  allocated  to  this  fund,  those  distributions  of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property 
taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  this  fund,  and  all  amounts  received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  of  tax  for  this  fund  on 
all  taxable  property  located  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  by  virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  The  Police  Pension  Fund  for  2000  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1999  available 
for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  derived  from  sources  connected  with  the  operation  of 
the  Police  Pension  Fund,  amounts  allocated  herein  from  the  Supplemental  Pension  Trust,  those  distributions 
of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property  taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  this  fund,  all  amounts 
received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  tax  for  this  fund  on  all  taxable  property  located  in  the  Police  Special  Service 
District  by  virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  5.  There  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  or  confirmed  as  may  be  required  by  law  on  all  real  estate 
and  improvements  and  all  business  personal  property  of  whatever  description,  tangible  and  intangible,  and 
choses  in  action  of  every  kind  and  character  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  District  for  the  year  1999,  payable  in  2000,  a  tax  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-four  cents  (Si. 2400)  for  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Fund  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  special  service  district  taxable  property,  and  seventeen  and  seventy-five 
hundredths  cents  ($0.1775)  for  Police  Pension  Fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of 
such  special  service  district  taxable  property.

(d)  County  Children  with  Special  Health  Care  Needs  Fund.  For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County 
Children  With  Special  Health  Care  Needs  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  in  1999,  collectible  in 
the  year  2000,  the  sum  of  one  and  fourteen  hundredths  cents  ($0.0114)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  County  Children  With  Special  Health  Care  Needs  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury  and 
transferred  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 
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SECTION  7 .   Collection  of  tax  levies. 

The  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  place  all  the  tax  levies  set 
forth  in  this  ordinance  (as  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners)  upon  the  property  tax 
duplicate. 

SECTION  8.    Effective  date. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  beginning  January  1 ,  2000,  after  passage  by  the  City-

SECTION  3.  The  salaries,  wages,  and  compensation  of  the  various  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  for  the  ensuing  year  are  now  fixed  and  approved  for  all 
employees  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of 
compensation  adopted  pursuant  to  Chapter  291  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County. 

Such  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  without  approval  of  the  Council  or  as  provided  in  such  wage  and 
salary  classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  employees  of  the  Metropolitan 
Emergency  Communications  Agency,  and  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  for  personal  services  are 
hereby  appropriated  therefor,  provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official,  or  employee  whose  salary  or 
compensation  has  been  approved  as  part  of  the  "Personal  Services"  appropriations  in  this  ordinance,  or  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such  amount,  except  as  may  be  accraed, 
or  otherwise  provided  by  statute.  Control  as  to  any  decrease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having 
direction  over  the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law.  Provided  that,  certain  employees  classified  as  "exempt" 
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for  the  purposes  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall  be  salaried  employees,  and  such  salaries  shall  be  paid 
on  an  annualized  basis.  Exempt  salaried  employees  shall,  however,  be  required  to  work  a  regularly 
scheduled  40-hour  week.  Provided  further,  that  the  compensation  of  employees  classified  as  "non-exempt" 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  may  fluctuate  from  pay  period  to  pay  period,  in  accordance  with  actual  hours 
worked.

to  such  purposes,  all  of  which  does  not  involve  a  property  tax  levy  for  said  fund. 

(b)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency,  Indianapolis  Emergency  Telephone 
System  Fund  for  2000  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1999  available  for  transfer  into  said 
fund,  Enhanced  9-1-1  fees  and  interest  allocated  to  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency, 
all  of  which  does  not  involve  a  property  tax  levy  for  said  fund. 

(c)  The  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency  Sinking  Fund  for  2000  shall  consist  of  all 
balances  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1999  available  for  transfer  into  said  fund,  all  miscellaneous  revenues  derived 
from  sources  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Agency 
Sinking  Fund,  those  distributions  of  taxes  allocated  by  state  law  on  the  basis  of  property  taxes  levied  and 
assessed  as  this  fund,  all  amounts  received  by  the  levy  of  a  rate  tax  for  this  fund  on  all  taxable  property 
located  in  the  Indianapolis  Public  Safety  Communications  System  and  Computer  Facilities  District  (county- 
wide  assessed  valuation)  by  virtue  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  5.  There  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  or  confirmed  as  may  be  required  by  law  on  all  real  estate 
and  improvements  and  all  business  personal  property  of  whatever  description,  tangible  and  intangible,  and 
choses  in  action  of  every  kind  and  character  in  the  Indianapolis  Public  Safety  Communications  System  and 
Computer  Facilities  District  (county-wide  assessed  valuation),  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said

SECTION  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  beginning  January  1,  2000,  after  passage  by 
the  City-County  Council,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  approval  by  the  Tax  Boards  as  required  by  law. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  489,  1999.  The  President  reported  that  Proposal  No.  489,  1999  was  heard  by 
the  Administration  and  Finance,  Capital  Asset  Management,  Community  Affairs,  Metropolitan 
Development,  Parks  and  Recreation,  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice,  and  Public  Works 
Committees  in  various  dates  throughout  August  and  September,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored 
by  Councillor  McClamroch,  is  the  annual  budget  for  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  for  2000. 
The  combined  Committee  report  summary  recommends  adoption,  as  amended,  of  2000  budgets 
of  $277,167,815  for  city  departments  and  $205,743,178  for  county  agencies. 

Councillor  McClamroch  made  the  following  motion: 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  to  divide  the  question  on  the  adoption  of  Proposal  No.  489,  1999  by  voting  on  the  budgets 
as  follows: 

Question  1  -  The  appropriation  of  $75,625,354  in  Section  1.01  (k)  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (pp.  12-14  of  Proposal  No.  489,  1999). 

Question  2  -  The  appropriation  of  $9,922,807  in  Section  1.01  (m)  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  (pp.  17-18  of  Proposal  No.  489, 1999). 

Question  3  -  The  balance  of  Proposal  No.  489,  1999. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  this  division  will  allow  some  Councillors  to  abstain  from 
certain  portions  of  the  budget  due  to  conflicts  of  interest.  Councillor  Curry  seconded  the  motion, 
and  the  motion  carried  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote.  Proposal  No.  489,  1999,  as  amended,  was 
divided  into  three  questions. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  he  is  against  the  Administration  and  Finance  portion  of  the  budget 
because  he  feels  the  Mayor's  salary  should  be  the  highest  paid  position  in  the  budget. 

Councillor  Talley  asked  if  there  is  revenue  set  aside  in  this  budget  to  deal  with  the  combined 
sewer  overflow  issues.  Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  there  is,  but  that  the  issues  cannot  be 
resolved  overnight  and  costs  will  have  to  be  spread  over  several  years'  budgets.  She  added  that 
there  will  be  a  public  hearing  concerning  these  issues  on  October  20,  1999  at  6:00  p.m.  at  the 
Government  Center  and  invited  anyone  interested  to  attend  the  hearing.  Councillor  Talley  asked 
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if  he  can  have  a  breakdown  of  costs  concerning  combined  sewer  overflow.  Councillor 
Coughenour  stated  that  such  a  breakdown  has  been  provided  and  she  will  make  sure  Councillor 
Talley  gets  a  copy. 

Councillor  Williams  asked  about  the  status  on  increasing  appropriations  for  additional  probation 
officers,  which  was  to  be  phased  in  over  a  period  of  time.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  this 
agreement  is  in  place,  and  both  parties  are  continuing  to  work  on  achieving  their  goals. 
Councillor  Williams  asked  how  many  probation  officers  have  been  added  this  year  and  last  year. 
Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  he  can  provide  Councillor  Williams  with  a  copy  of  the  agreement. 
He  added  that  the  Council  agreed  to  appropriate  funds  in  1997  for  additional  probation  officers. 
The  judicial  system  agreed  to  raise  the  additional  monies  needed  to  fund  these  probation  officers. 
The  courts  have  not  yet  raised  the  first  $1.5  million,  but  there  is  ongoing  dialogue  and  negotiation 
taking  place  to  make  good  on  the  agreement.  Councillor  Williams  asked  if  probation  officers 
have  been  added  since  the  agreement  was  made.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the  probation 
officers  were  added  at  the  onset  of  the  agreement,  but  that  the  money  to  pay  for  them  has  not  yet 
been  generated. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  the  Minority  Caucus  will  be  voting  in  opposition  to  Question  3  as  a 
protest  vote.  He  stated  that  the  Democratic  Council  members  are  joining  their  mayoral  candidate 
in  a  concern  for  more  police  officers  on  the  street.  The  Deomocratic  party  cannot  support  such  a 
large  ending  fund  balance  when  there  are  still  so  many  public  safety  issues  left  unadressed. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  this  is  a  very  shallow  position  and  is  unfounded.  He  stated 
that  there  are  no  proposals  and  solutions  being  introduced  by  the  minority  party  to  support  their 
cry  for  additional  police  officers.  He  stated  that  the  majority  of  the  fund  balance  cannot  be  used 
for  funding  police  officers  in  the  Police  Special  Service  District.  He  stated  that  the  press  release 
from  the  Democratic  Party  contains  statements  that  are  simply  untrue,  namely  that  the  City  can 
pay  for  an  increase  in  police  officers  with  the  increase  received  in  assessed  valuation.  He  added 
that  there  are  58  additional  police  officers  funded  in  this  proposed  budget  and  over  100  police 
officers  have  been  added  in  the  last  couple  of  years.  He  stated  that  the  City  continues  to  increase 
the  public  safety  presence  in  the  community,  but  must  do  so  in  a  funded,  prudent  manner. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  the  mayoral  candidate  for  the  majority  party  has  proposed  two  new 
courts.  He  asked  how  these  courts  will  be  funded.  Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  this  is  a 
political  campaign  of  the  mayoral  candidate  and  is  not  anything  that  has  been  confirmed. 
Whether  or  not  it  comes  to  pass  will  depend  on  the  new  administration. 

Councillor  Tilford  stated  that  he  will  abstain  from  voting  on  Question  1  of  Proposal  No.  489, 
1999.

ARTICLE  FOUR 
MISCELLANEOUS  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  ALLOCATIONS 

Section  4.01 .    State,  Local  and  Federal  Grants. 

(a)  Grant  Applications  Authorized.  The  Mayor  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  applications  as  may  be  required  by  federal  or  state  laws  or  regulations  in  order 
to  apply  for,  and  receive,  such  state  or  federal  grants  or  payments  as  are  anticipated,  allocated  and 
approved  for  expenditure  by  inclusion  in  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Community  Development  Grant  Funds.  Until  this  Council  has  approved  the  amounts, 
locations  and  programmatic  operation  of  each  project  to  be  funded  from  Community  Development  Grant 
Funds,  the  amounts  appropriated  herein  for  such  purposes  shall  not  be  encumbered  or  spent. 
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(c)  Public  Purpose  Local  Grants.  The  sums  appropriated  for  public  purpose  grants  as  part  of  this 
ordinance  shall  not  be  spent  until  this  Council  by  resolution  approves  the  amount  and  identity  of  the 
recipient  of  each  grant. 

(d)  Arts  Grants.  The  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($750,000)  in  Section  1.01 
(n),  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  Park  General  Fund,  is  set  aside  for  funding  arts  grants  to  be 
made  by  the  Arts  Council  of  Indianapolis.  Grants  from  this  set  aside  shall  be  coordinated  between  the 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  and  the  Arts  Council  of  Indianapolis.  Grants  made  under  this 
section  shall  be  considered  public  purpose  local  grants  and  Section  4.01  (c)  shall  apply. 

Section  4.02.    Appropriations  for  Certain  Allocated  Expenses. 

As  part  of  the  appropriations  authorized  for  the  various  offices  by  Section  1 .02  and  included  under 
"3.  Other  Services  and  Charges"  are  amounts  allocated  for  payment  of  City-County  Building  rent, 
Juvenile  Center  rent,  jail  rent,  telephone  services,  Information  Services  Agency  charges,  security  charge 
back,  and  Jail  II  rent.  The  building  rent,  Information  Services  Agency,  and  telephone  charges  cannot  be 
transferred  without  City-County  Council  approval.  In  total  there  is  appropriated: 

(1)  City-County  Building  Rent  $2,616,855 

(2)  Juvenile  Center  Rent  $2, 1 44, 1 50 

(3)  Jail  Rent  $3,579,750 

(4)  Telephone  Services  $862,254

The  Auditor  is  authorized  to  pay  such  charges  to  the  extent  of  the  total  appropriations  and  allocate  the 
total  to  the  respective  offices  on  the  basis  of  actual  use  and  charges  without  further  action  by  this 
Council,  unless  the  aggregate  totals  exceed  the  total  appropriations  for  such  purpose  or  the  allocation  to 
any  specific  office  would  exceed  the  unencumbered  balance  for  Character  3  expenditures  of  any  such 
office. 

Section  4.03.  Allocation  of  County  Option  Income  Tax  Revenues. 

Pursuant  to  IC  6-3.5-6-19  (d),  the  City-County  Council  may  determine  the  distribution  to  be  made  of 
the  revenue  received  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  County  of  Marion  as  a  single  taxing  unit  from  the 
County  Option  Income  Tax.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  determines  that  from  the  certified 
distribution  of  One  Hundred  and  Eight  Million  Thirty  Two  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-six 
Dollars  ($108,032,896)  after  the  County  Auditor  deposits  Two  Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000)  in  the 
Metropolitan  Emergency  Communications  Fund,  retains  the  homestead  credit  distribution  of  Sixteen 
Million  Dollars  ($16,000,000)  and  distributes  the  shares  of  other  units  entitled  to  distributions,  the 
balance  for  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  of  Seventy  Eight  Million  Four  Hundred  Twenty-five 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty-eight  Dollars  ($78,425,938)  is  hereby  allocated  and  shall  be 
distributed  by  the  County  Auditor  and  City  Controller  as  follows: 

( 1 )  To  the  County  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  $26,688,430; 

(2)  To  the  Consolidated  County  Fund,  the  sum  of  $0; 

(3)  To  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Fund,  the  sum  of  $26,487,508; 

(4)  To  the  Fire  Special  Service  District  Fund,  the  sum  of  $12,250,000; 

(5)  To  the  Police  Pension  Fund,  the  sum  of  $7,000,000  and 

(6)  To  the  Fire  Pension  Fund,  the  sum  of  $6,000,000. 

The  County  Auditor  is  authorized  is  withhold  $1 .2  million  from  distribution  to  the  City  as  compensation  for 
transfer  of  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department's  East  District  to  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department's 
jurisdiction. 

Section  4.04.  Requirement  and  Allocation  of  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  Revenues. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-2-10,  the  City -County  Council  may  require  the  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes 
(PILOT)  from  certain  public  entities.  Included  within  the  list  of  public  entities  is  a  wastewater  treatment 
facility.  The  City-County  council  requires  the  wastewater  treatment  facility  to  pay  PILOTS  on  January 
31,  2000,  in  the  amount  of  Four  Million  Nine  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,900,000),  which  are  hereby 
allocated  and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  City  Controller  as  follows:

ARTICLE  FIVE 
COMPENSATION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 

Section  5 .0 1 .    Elected  Officers. 

Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-2,  the  annual  compensation  of  elected  officers  of  the  consolidated  city  and 
county  are  fixed  for  the  calendar  year  2000  and  thereafter,  as  follows: 

(a)  Mayor.  Effective  January  1,  2000,  the  compensation  for  the  mayor  of  Indianapolis  as  an 
annual  salary  for  the  calendar  year  2000  and  thereafter  until  modified,  shall  be  Eighty-three  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  Eleven  Dollars  ($83,211)  and  a  deferred  compensation  plan  funded  by  contributions 
equaling  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($7,500)  which  amounts  for  each  year  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  use  of  an  automobile,  an  account  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
office,  and  participation  in  other  employee  benefits  on  the  same  basis  as  other  city  employees. 

(b)  Elected  County  Officers.  Effective  January  1,  2000  the  annual  compensation  of  the  elected  county 
officers  for  the  calendar  year  2000  and  thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)    an  annual  salary  of: 

a.  County  Assessor  $55,986 

b.  County  Auditor  $60,751 

c.  County  Clerk  $60,751 

d.  County  Coroner  $33,429 

e.  County  Recorder  $52,691 
£  County  Surveyor  $50,157 
g.  County  Treasurer  $60,751 
h.  Center  Township  Assessor  $55,986 
i.  Decatur  Township  Assessor  $49,352 
j.  Franklin  Township  Assessor  $49,352 
k.  Lawrence  Township  Assessor  $55,047 
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1.  Perry  Township  Assessor  $55,047 

m.  Pike  Township  Assessor  $55,047 

n.  Warren  Township  Assessor  $55,047 

o.  Washington  Township  Assessor  $55,986 

p.  Wayne  Township  Assessor  $55,986 

(2)  and  a  deferred  compensation  plan  funded  by  contributions  equaling  eight  percent  (8%)  of  the 
officer's  annual  salary. 

(3)  The  county  assessor,  county  auditor  and  county  treasurer,  as  ex-officio  county  commissioners,  in 
addition  to  other  compensation  may  be  provided  the  use  of  an  automobile. 

(4)  The  salary  for  the  county  sheriff  shall  be  Thirty-three  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Twenty-five  Dollars 
($33,625),  which  shall  be  increased  to  Ninety-five  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Sixty-six  Dollars 
($95,966)  per  annum  if  the  sheriff  has  entered  into  a  salary  contract  pursuant  to  either  an  applicable 
ordinance  or  IC  36-2-13-2.5 

(5)  All  elected  county  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  other  employee  benefits  on  the  same 
basis  as  other  county  employees. 

(c)  Elected  judges  and  prosecuting  attorneys.  The  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  and  superior 
courts  are  established  by  statute  and  paid  by  the  state,  provided  that  pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-3(c),  this  budget 
appropriates  the  amounts  necessary  to  increase  the  salary  of  each  such  judge  and  prosecuting  attorney  by  the 
sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  per  year. 

(d)  City-County  Council.  Effective  January  1,  2000,  the  annual  compensation  of  members  of  the 
city-county  council  for  the  calendar  year  2000  and  thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  in  an  amount  equal  to 
twelve  (12%)  percent  of  the  annual  salary  of  the  mayor  as  fixed  in  subsection  (a). 

(2)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary,  a  per 
diem  allowance  of  One  Hundred  Twelve  Dollars  ($112)  for  each  regular  council  meeting 
attended,  not  to  exceed  twenty-one  (21)  in  any  calendar  year,  attendance  to  be  determined 
solely  on  the  basis  of  the  roll  call  taken  at  the  opening  of  each  regular  meeting. 

(3)  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  for 
council  meetings,  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  Sixty-two  Dollars  ($62)  for  attendance  at  each 
meeting  of  a  committee  of  which  he  is  a  member,  not  to  exceed  forty  (40)  meetings  in  any 
calendar  year.  The  council  may  authorize  the  per  diem  fee  to  be  paid  to  a  member 
representing  the  council  on  a  specific  council  assignment. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  fees,  the  officers  of  the  council  shall  receive  the 
following  additional  compensation: 

a.  The  president  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  Eighty-two  Dollars  ($1,982); 

b.  The  vice  president,  majority  leader  and  minority  leader  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual

c.  The  chairman  of  each  standing  committee  for  the  president  of  each  special  service  district 
council  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  Seven  Hundred  Ninety-seven 
Dollars  ($797). 

d.  The  chairman  of  each  special  committee  shall  be  paid  an  additional  monthly 
compensation  of  Sixty-six  Dollars  ($66)  for  each  calendar  month  during  which  the 
committee  meets. 

No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  additional  compensation  as  provided  in  this  paragraph 
(4).  The  right  to  each  such  additional  compensation  shall  be  established  by  the  council  rules 
and  resolutions  providing  for  the  organization  of  the  council  or  the  establishment  of  the  special 
committee. 

(5)  Members  of  the  city-county  council,  as  part-time  employees,  may  participate  in  employee 
benefit  programs  on  the  same  basis  as  other  elected  and  part-time  employees  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

(b)  The  Annual  Compensation  for  2000  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees  of  the 
Consolidated  City,  except  those  of  a  special  services  district  and  the  city-county  council,  is  hereby  fixed 
for  all  classified  personnel  as  follows:

(d)  The  respective  amounts  set  forth  in  Sections  1.01  and  1.02  of  this  ordinance  for  personal 
services  are  hereby  appropriated  and  include  all  salaries,  wages,  compensation  and  fringe  benefits 
associated  therewith.  No  person  whose  compensation  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  shall  be 
paid  in  excess  of  the  amounts  scheduled  for  such  position  pursuant  to  subsections  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section 
without  action  by  this  Council. 

(e)  The  scheduled  annual  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  forty  hours  per  week  for  hourly 
paid  employees.  Employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  purposes  of  the  Federal  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act

No  officer  or  employee,  except  elected  officers  whose  salaries  are  stated  in 
Section  5.01,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such  amount  or  any  minimum  amount  except  as  may 
be  accrued  or  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Control  as  to  any  decrease  in  compensation  shall  be  vested  in 
the  body  or  officer  having  direction  over  the  person  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  5.04.  Enforcement. 

Any  employee  of  the  city  or  county  who  authorizes  the  payment  of,  or  accepts,  any  salary,  wage  or 
compensation,  either  as  to  separate  persons  or  in  gross,  in  excess  of  that  authorized  in  this  article  or 
Sections  1.01  or  1.02,  shall  be  indebted  to  the  city  or  county  for  repayment  of  the  excess;  and  such 
actions  shall  be  grounds  for  impeachment,  removal,  or  dismissal  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapters  11.9  and  12  (collectively,  the  "Act")  declares 
that  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  economic  development  facilities  constitutes  a  public  purpose;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  an  issuer  may,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  issue  revenue  bonds  and  lend 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  a  corporation,  partnership  or  individual  for  the  purpose  of  financing  costs  of 
acquisition  or  construction  of  facilities,  including  real  and  personal  property,  for  diversification  of 
economic  development  and  promotion  of  job  opportunities  in  or  near  such  issuer;  and

and  a  corporate  trustee;  and

be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Issuer  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Issuer  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  a  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture")  dated 
as  of  September  1,  1999  by  and  between  the  Issuer  and  Chase  Manhattan  Trust  Company,  National 
Association,  as  Trustee  (the  "Trustee")  in  order  to  obtain  funds  to  lend  to  the  Company  pursuant  to  a 
Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  dated  as  of  September  1,  1999,  between  the  Issuer  and  the 
Company  for  the  purpose  of  financing  or  providing  reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  the  Project  and  to  pay  a 
portion  of  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Loan  Agreement  provides  for  the  repayment  by  the  Company  of  the  loan  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  which  the  Company  will  agree  to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  pay  administrative 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  financing  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on  any  similar  facility 
or  facility  of  the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  in  the  same  market  area  or  in  or  about 
Marion  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved  the  substantially 
final  forms  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Indenture,  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  Bond  Purchase 
Agreement  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  this  proposed  form  of 
special  ordinance  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has  been  transmitted 
hereto;  now,  therefore:

Act.

The  Issuer  shall  issue  its  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$4,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the  Company  in  order  to  finance  or  provide 
reimbursement  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal  and 
interest  solely  from  the  payments  made  by  the  Company  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  evidence  and 
secure  said  loan  and  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  above  described  Financing  Documents.  The  Bonds 
shall  never  constitute  a  general  obligation  of  an  indebtedness  of  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  of 
the  Issuer. 

SECTION  4.  Rule  15c2-12(b)(l)  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "SEC  Rule"), 
provides  that,  prior  to  the  time  a  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  bids  for,  purchases,  offers 
or  sells  municipal  securities,  the  participating  underwriter  or  placement  agent  shall  obtain  and  review  an 
official  statement  that  an  issuer  of  such  securities  deems  a  "near  final"  official  statement.  The 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  except  for  the  omission  of  no  more 
than  the  following  information:  the  offering  price(s),  interest  rate(s),  selling  compensation,  aggregate 
principal  amount,  principal  amount  per  maturity,  delivery  dates,  ratings  and  other  terms  of  the  securities 
depending  on  such  matters.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Issuer  familiar  with  the 
matters  with  respect  to  the  Issuer  set  forth  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  authorized  to 
certify  to  the  Placement  Agent  that  the  information  in  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  with  respect  to 
the  Issuer  is  deemed  to  be  final  within  the  meaning  of  the  SEC  Rule  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement. 

SECTION  5.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds  to  the 
purchasers  thereof  at  a  price  not  less  than  97%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued 
interest,  if  any,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  determined  as  set  forth  in  the  Indenture  and  the  Indenture.  The 
use  of  a  Final  Private  Placement  Memorandum  substantially  the  same  form  as  the  Preliminary  Private 
Placement  Memorandum  approved  herein  is  approved  for  use  and  distribution  by  the  Placement  Agent 
and  its  agents  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  those  Financing 
Documents  approved  herein  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  any  other 
document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is 
hereby  confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consummate  the  transaction,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed  on 
behalf  of  the  Issuer.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  on  the  Bonds  may  be  facsimile 
signatures.  The  City  Clerk  and  City  Controller  are  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds 
to  the  purchaser,  payment  for  which  will  be  made  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Financing  Documents. 
The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  may,  by  their  execution  of  the  Financing  Documents  requiring  their  signatures 
and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  thereon,  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in  those  Financing 
Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Clerk  without  further  approval  of 
this  City-County  Council  or  the  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  Indiana 
Code  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12,  Section  27(a)(1)  through  (a)(10).

Sec.  631-110.  Animals  and  fowl  in  parks  generally. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  being  the  owner  of  or  having  control  thereof,  and  without 
permission  of  the  board  of  parks  and  recreation,  to  suffer  or  permit  any  chickens,  ducks,  geese,  swans, 
hogs,  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  goats  or  any  other  animals  or  fowl,  to  stray  into  or  to  run  at  large  or 
unattended  or  to  trespass  upon  any  park,  playground,  waters  or  any  property  controlled,  leased  or  loaned 
by  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation  or  on  which  a  concession  has  been  granted  by  it.  Any  of  the 
animals  or  fowl  prohibited  by  this  subsection,  straying  into,  running  at  large  or  unattended  or  trespassing 
on  park  lands,  may  be  impounded  by  the  department  of  parks  and  recreation,  and,  if  not  reclaimed  and 
the  costs  thereof  paid  by  the  owners,  may  be  sold  as  provided  by  law  and  this  Code  for  the  disposal  of 
stray  animals  which  are  held  in  the  city  pound. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  harboring  or  controlling  a  dog  to  permit  or  to  suffer  such  dog, 
when  not  attended  and  under  the  control  of  the  person  and  held  by  a  leash,  to  be  in  any  park  public 
playground  or  golf  course,  or  at  any  time  to  enter  any  wading  or  swimming  pool  or  beach  located  therein. 
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(c)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  §531-102  and  §631-1 10(b)  of  this  Code,  dogs  are  permitted 
off-leash  in  a  specific  areas  of  Broad  Ripple  and  Eagle  Creek  Parks  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  of 
the  department  of  parks  and  recreation  which  areas  are  designated  as  as  off-leash  areas  by  the  board  of 
parks  and  recreation.

Except  to  the  extent  of  matching  funds,  if  any,  approved  in  this  ordinance,  the  council  does 
not  intend  to  use  the  revenues  from  any  local  tax  regardless  of  source  to  supplement  or  extend  the 
appropriation  for  the  agencies  or  projects  authorized  by  this  ordinance.  The  supervisor  of  the  agency  or 
project,  or  both,  and  the  controller  are  directed  to  notify  in  writing  the  city-county  council  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  any  information  that  the  agency  or  project  is,  or  may  be,  reduced  or  eliminated. 

SECTION  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC 
36-3-1-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  591,  1999.  Councillor  Shambaugh  reported  that  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  591,  1999  on  October  12,  1999.  The  proposal  approves  an 
increase  of  $515,351  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  (Park 
General  Fund)  to  fund  various  capital  projects,  to  pay  the  operating  costs  for  the  expanded  use  of 
park  facilities  and  the  increased  lifeguard  costs,  and  to  reimburse  the  parks  department  for  snow 
emergency  overtime,  funded  by  donations  and  fund  balances.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee 
reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass.

PROPOSAL  NO.  596,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Coughenour,  approves  an 
increase  of  $168,000  in  the  1999  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Contract 
Compliance  Division  (Consolidated  County  Fund)  to  cover  increased  costs  of  the  abandoned 
vehicle  program,  funded  by  higher  than  anticipated  revenues  by  the  contractor  administering  the 
program.

133,  1999,  and  reads  as 
follows: 

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  133,  1999 

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  Section  291-502  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the 
Consolidated  City  and  County"  concerning  duties  of  the  Marion  County  Job  Classification  and  Compensation 
Board. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  291-502  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  is  hereby 
amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  language  which  is 
underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  291-502.  General  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  board  in  implementing  and  reviewing  the 
classification  and  compensation  system. 

The  board  shall: 

(1)  Promulgate  rules  and  regulations  to  implement  compliance  with  the  classification  system  adopted 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (6)  and  with  the  schedule  of  compensation,  and  to  govern  the  performance  of 
its  responsibilities. 

(2)  Adopt  a  written  system  to  classify  the  position  of  each  county  employee  pursuant  to  the  following 
criteria: 

(a)  The  amount  of  experience  and  training  required; 

(b)  The  amount  of  independent  judgment  required; 

(c)  The  amount  of  supervisory  responsibility  involved; 

(d)  The  type  and  quantity  of  interrelated  networking  involved; 

(e)  The  type  of  working  conditions  involved; 

(f)  Any  other  consideration  material  to  the  successful  performance  of  the  particular  position. 

(3)  Classify  the  position  of  each  county  employee  pursuant  to  the  current  schedule  of  compensation 
which  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  auditor's  office. 

(4)  Review  and  classify  "new  positions"  proposed  by  a  department  head  except  where  the  new 
position  has  the  same  job  description  as  a  position  in  existence.  In  this  case,  the  department  head 
shall  notify  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  such  a  position  and  the  chairman  of  the  board  may  assign 
to  the  new  position  a  temporary  classification  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  at  the  board's 
next  meeting  where  the  agenda  can  accommodate  the  topic.  Any  changes  in  classification  that  the 
board  makes  shall  be  effective  prospectively  but  no  later  than  the  earliest  time  that  payroll  can 
administer  the  changes  during  the  payroll  period  in  which  the  changes  are  made  by  the  board. 
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(5)  Periodically  review  all  job  positions  with  input  from  the  appropriate  agency.  The  board  shall 
review  each  job  position  at  least  once  every  five  (5)  years.  After  completing  its  review  of  each  job 
position,  the  board  shall  determine  whether  the  position  requires  reclassification. 

(6)  Review  the  schedule  of  compensation  as  often  as  considered  necessary  by  the  board  but  at  least 
every  five  (5)  years  and  recommend  to  the  council  salary  ranges  in  the  schedule  of  compensation 
based  upon  statistical  analyses  of  the  range  of  salaries  actually  paid  by  employers  in  the 
Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  area  for  each  respective  classification.  To  make  the 
statistical  analysis,  the  board  shall  either  hire  a  consultation  firm  or  appoint  the  auditor  and  his  staff 
to  evaluate  all  pertinent  factors  which  influence  the  salary  market  and  to  recommend  to  the  board  a 
modified  schedule  of  compensation.  The  board  may  recommend  a  new  schedule  of  compensation 
which  reflects  the  statistical  analysis  and  recommendations  made  by  the  auditor  and/or  the 
consultation  firm.  Such  schedule  of  compensation  shall,  if  approved  by  the  council,  govern  the 
salaries  of  county  employees.  County  employees'  salaries  shall  be  adjusted  pursuant  to  the  new 
schedule  of  compensation  effective  the  first  pay  cycle  following  the  adoption  of  the  schedule  on 
such  date  as  established  by  the  council.  The  salary  figures  and  any  salary  in  between  the  ranges 
will  be  translated  into  hourly  rates  to  determine  the  proper  compensation  for  any  given  pay  period. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid 
provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance  with 
Ind.  Code  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  476,  1999.  Councillor  Schneider  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  476,  1999  on  October  12,  1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by 
Councillor  Cockrum,  increases  the  salary  schedule  for  county  employees.  By  a  6-1  vote,  the 
Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as 
amended. 

Councilor  Schneider  stated  that  the  Auditor's  Office  has  requested  that  the  proposal  be  returned 
to  Committee  for  further  discussion.  He  stated  that  at  the  time  the  proposal  passed  out  of 
Committee,  the  Auditor's  Office  did  not  realize  the  full  repercussions  the  proposal  would  have  on 
the  budget.  He  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  McClamroch,  to  return  the  proposal  to 
Committee. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  returning  the  proposal  to  Committee.  He  stated  that 
the  matter  was  discussed  thoroughly  in  Committee  and  the  Committee  members  knew  the  money 
was  not  available  when  they  passed  it  out  of  Committee. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  the  Auditor's  Office  would  like  to  further  examine  the  budget 
and  the  pay  schedule  before  passing  the  proposal.  He  stated  that  the  pay  scale  will  not  go  into 
effect  until  the  first  of  the  year  anyway,  so  a  slight  delay  will  not  cause  any  significant  problems. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  some  County  employees  make  $1 1,000  a  year,  and  this  is  not  enough 
money  to  live  on.  He  said  that  the  Council  continues  to  put  off  bringing  these  salaries  up  to 
market  levels  and  he  is  opposed  to  delaying  the  issue  further. 
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Councillor  Talley  stated  that  the  Deputy  Auditor  attended  the  Committee  meeting  and  explained 
that  the  money  for  this  increase  was  not  in  the  budget.  He  also  explained  the  amount  of  money 
that  would  be  needed  to  increase  the  pay  scale.  The  Committee  voted  to  pass  the  proposal 
anyway,  and  thereby  encourage  County  departments  to  find  other  efficiencies  to  cover  this 
expense.  Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  is  opposed  to  returning  the  proposal  to  Committee. 

Marty  Womacks,  County  Auditor,  stated  that  she  supports  the  motion  to  return  the  proposal  to 
Committee.  She  stated  that  the  Auditor's  Office  would  like  to  evaluate  the  total  impact  of  this 
proposal,  while  being  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  does  not  want  to  raise  taxes. 

Councillor  Coonrod  stated  that  he  voted  in  favor  of  the  proposal  in  Committee  because  he  is  in 
agreement  with  the  principle  of  the  proposal.  However,  he  added  that  he  supports  the  motion  to 
return  the  proposal  to  Committee  to  look  at  ways  to  fund  this  increase  in  the  pay  schedule.  He 
stated  that  the  proposal  will  not  go  into  effect  until  January,  anyway,  so  he  does  not  see  a  problem 
with  returning  it  to  Committee  to  give  the  Auditor  additional  time  to  evaluate  the  impact. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  cannot  support  delaying  this  proposal  and  is  disappointed  that 
Council  members  would  vote  a  14%  increase  for  themselves  and  the  mayor,  yet  not  approve  a 
decent  living  wage  for  County  employees. 

Councillor  Gray  stated  that  the  recommendation  from  the  Committee  was  not  a  close  vote,  and 
the  Committee,  even  knowing  the  impact  on  the  budget,  voted  to  pass  the  proposal.  He  stated 
that  with  an  issue  of  this  importance,  a  representative  from  the  Auditor's  Office  should  have  been 
present  and  prepared  to  address  the  impact.  Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  the  Deputy  Auditor 
was  present  and  did  testify  that  the  funds  were  not  available.  Councillor  Gray  stated  that  he  does 
not  understand  how  the  same  testimony  given  at  Committee  a  second  time  will  change  the  vote. 

Councillor  Black  stated  that  none  of  the  Councillors  or  Auditor's  Office  personnel  who  are 
speaking  this  evening  fall  into  the  wage  categories  that  will  be  affected  by  this  proposal.  He 
stated  that  this  proposal  will  affect  those  employees  who  cannot  even  afford  to  provide  a  decent 
living  for  their  families,  and  he  is  disappointed  that  Council  members  would  deny  employees  a 
decent  living. 

Councillor  Massie  stated  that  he  is  in  support  of  the  proposal,  but  that  he  will  support  the  motion 
to  return  to  Committee  in  order  to  give  the  Auditor  more  time  to  wrestle  with  the  budget  issues 
before  imposing  this  mandate. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  if  County  employees  will  receive  any  raise  if  this  proposal  is  not  passed. 
General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  stated  that  a  2.5%  increase  is  already  included  in  next  year's 
budget.  Ms.  Womacks  stated  that  funds  are  available  for  a  2.5%  increase  in  County  salaries,  and 
the  Auditor's  Office  would  support  an  amendment  to  this  proposal  to  amend  the  salary  schedule 
by  a  2.5%  increase.  She  stated  that  an  increase  in  the  salary  schedule  of  6.5%,  as  the  proposal 
now  reads,  would  impact  the  County  budget  by  over  $3  million. 

Councillor  Cockrum  stated  that  he  is  the  sponsor  of  this  proposal,  and  that  from  a  call  he  received 
this  afternoon,  it  is  clear  there  is  still  some  confusion  as  to  what  this  proposal  does.  He  stated  that 
some  County  employees  feel  the  proposal  would  provide  a  6.5%  increase  across  the  board  for  all 
employees,  while  some  think  it  only  affects  the  pay  scale  and  would  only  increase  the  salaries  of 
those  at  the  lowest  level  of  their  pay  ranges. 
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Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  he  supports  the  motion  to  return  the  proposal  to  Committee 
because  it  has  an  extraordinary  fiscal  impact  that  would  leave  the  County  with  a  deficit  budget  at 
the  end  of  the  year  2000.  He  added  that  there  is  sufficient  time  to  consider  other  options  to 
provide  lower  paid  employees  with  the  6.5%  increase. 

Councilor  Curry  stated  that  there  still  seems  to  be  some  confusion  as  to  what  this  proposal  will 
do.  He  added  that  an  additional  public  hearing  in  Committee  would  be  beneficial  to  all 
concerned. 

Councillor  Tilford  stated  that  this  issue  has  been  a  concern  for  a  long  time  and  keeps  getting 
delayed.  He  added,  however,  that  the  fiscal  impact  should  be  explored  and  options  should  be 
researched.  He  is  in  favor  of  returning  the  proposal  to  Committee  as  long  as  it  is  addressed 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Councillor  Schneider  agreed  to  put  the  proposal  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Administration  and  Finance  Committee  scheduled  for  November  9,  1999.  He  asked  Ms. 
Womacks  if  her  office  could  be  prepared  to  present  alternatives  at  that  meeting.  Ms.  Womacks 
stated  that  she  will  try  to  address  the  issue  before  then. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  it  is  wrong  to  further  delay  this  proposal.  He  stated  that  the  families 
need  this  money  just  to  survive. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  elections  will  be  held  in  two  weeks  and  both  forerunning 
mayoral  candidates  do  not  want  to  see  taxes  increased.  This  delay  will  help  to  insure  that  they  are 
not  increased,  and  will  not  affect  the  date  of  implementation  of  any  increase. 

Proposal  No.  476  1999  was  returned  to  Committee  by  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  since  he  voted  in  opposition  to 
this  proposal  in  Committee,  he  will  defer  to  the  sponsor  of  the  proposal  to  make  the  Committee 
report.  Councillor  Curry  reported  that  the  Administration  and  Finance  Committee  heard  Proposal 
No.  579,  1999  on  October  12,  1999.  The  proposal  increases  the  mayor's  salary.  By  a  5-2  vote, 
the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  as  an  outgoing  Councillor  who  will  not  benefit  from  this  increase, 
he  feels  the  Council  has  been  derelict  in  their  job  by  not  giving  the  mayor  and  all  elected  officials 
cost  of  living  increases  for  the  past  eight  years. 

Councillor  Coonrod  stated  that  voting  on  these  salaries  before  the  election  ensures  that  no 
Councillor  is  actually  voting  a  pay  raise  for  themselves.  There  is  no  way  to  be  sure  what 
candidates  will  be  elected.  He  stated  that  this  is  a  fair  way  to  handle  such  a  pay  raise.  He  added 
that  the  raises  are  fully  funded  in  the  budget,  and  such  increases  will  help  to  attract  and  keep 
qualified  candidates  for  the  position.

Under  this  new  procedure,  the  Board  of  Asset  Management  and  Public 
Works  establishes  the  zones,  and  they  are  certified  to  the  Council  in  the  same  way  that  zoning 
ordinances  are  certified  to  the  Council.  If  there  is  no  action  taken,  these  resolutions  pass  into  law.

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Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  these  loading  zones  are  already  in  effect,  and  the  new  procedure 
simply  ratifies  the  zone.

SECTION  1 .   As  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission,  the  Council  reappoints: 

Lance  L.  Bundles 

SECTION  2.  The  appointment  made  by  this  resolution  is  for  the  1999  term  ending  December  31,  1999. 
The  person  appointed  by  this  resolution  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  and  for  sixty  (60)  days 
after  the  expiration  of  such  term  or  until  such  earlier  date  as  successor  is  appointed  and  qualifies. 
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INTRODUCTION  OF  PROPOSALS 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  the  proposals  he  referred  to  earlier  which  he  would  like  to  have 
stricken  are  being  introduced  this  evening.  He  asked  for  consent  to  make  his  motion  at  this  time. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  moving  to  strike  a  proposal  that  is  being  introduced  is  out  of 
order.  He  added  that  from  a  policy  standpoint  such  a  motion  would  be  in  poor  taste,  a  bad 
example,  and  would  set  an  inappropriate  precedent.  He  added  that  setting  such  a  precedent  is  like 
saying  that  those  who  are  currently  in  office  were  only  elected  to  serve  three  years  and  10 
months,  not  a  full  four  years. 

The  President  stated  that  such  a  motion  has  never  been  presented  in  his  tenure  on  the  Council.  He 
added  that  it  would  set  a  precedent  that  any  time  a  Council  member  did  not  like  a  proposal  being 
introduced,  he  could  move  to  strike  before  it  is  even  introduced.  He  said  that  he  does  not  believe 
this  motion  is  in  order. 

Councillor  Talley  stated  that  he  is  surprised  that  some  outgoing  Councillors  are  using 
introduction  of  proposals  to  reverse  the  outcome  of  the  November  elections.  He  added  that  one 
proposal  in  particular,  concerning  ethics,  he  tried  to  introduce  earlier  in  his  four-year  tenure,  and 
it  was  not  supported  by  the  same  people  that  are  now  introducing  the  proposal. 

Councillor  Short  stated  that  this  is  not  an  attempt  to  strike  proposals  put  forward  by  any  one 
Councillor,  outgoing  or  otherwise,  but  that  these  proposals  deal  with  substantive  issues  in 
administrative  changes  and  should  be  allowed  more  time  for  sufficient  debate. 

Councillor  McClamroch  stated  that  the  proposal  regarding  ethics  that  he  is  introducing  is  a 
proposal  he  has  been  working  on  for  over  a  year.  He  added  that  he  expected  that  he  might  have 
another  term  to  discuss  the  proposal,  but  because  he  was  not  successful  in  the  election,  it  is  still 
something  he  believes  should  be  addressed.  To  say  he  cannot  introduce  a  proposal  because  he  is 
soon  leaving  office  is  simply  poor  taste.  He  stated  that  he  does  not  understand  Councillor 
Talley 's  opposition  to  the  introduction  of  an  issue  he  was  interested  in  introducing  himself  years 
earlier. 

Councillor  Moores  stated  that  the  motion  to  strike  these  proposals  is  an  end-run  for  the  minority 
party  to  try  and  halt  the  effectiveness  of  the  current  body. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  would  like  to  move  that  seven  proposals  be  stricken  in 
consideration  of  their  contents  until  the  seating  of  the  next  Council. 

Councillor  Schneider  stated  that  he  also  believes  such  a  motion  is  in  poor  taste  and  asked  why  the 
motion  to  strike  cannot  be  made  during  the  normal  hearing  process.  He  stated  that,  legally,  these 
proposals  must  be  afforded  a  hearing. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the  Council  should  uphold  the  procedure  which  has  been 
maintained  for  as  long  as  he  has  been  on  the  Council  and  not  allow  a  motion  to  strike  on  a 
proposal  which  is  simply  being  introduced. 

The  President  asked  General  Counsel  Robert  Elrod  for  a  ruling  as  to  whether  or  not  such  a  motion 
is  out  of  order.  Mr.  Elrod  said  that  the  rules  of  the  Council  state  that  if  a  proposal  is  in  proper 
form  and  submitted  in  the  appropriate  manner,  it  is  then  placed  on  the  agenda  for  introduction. 
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He  stated  that  those  proposals  listed  on  the  agenda  under  introductions  are  then  referred  to  a 
Committee.  He  added  that  he  believes  a  motion  to  strike  is  out  of  order  at  this  time. 

Councillor  McClamroch  asked  if  it  is  Councillor  Boyd's  intent  to  deny  him  the  opportunity  for  a 
hearing  on  a  proposal  he  is  introducing  this  evening.  Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  it  is  not  his 
intent  to  deny  a  public  hearing,  but  he  simply  feels  that  far-reaching  policy  issues  should  be 
introduced  after  the  new  council  is  seated. 

Councillor  Coonrod  stated  that  counsel  has  already  ruled  that  the  motion  to  strike  is  out  of  order. 
He  added  that  he  believes  further  discussion  on  the  issue  is  also  out  of  order. 

Councillor  Boyd  asked  if  a  motion  to  table  these  proposals  is  also  out  of  order.  Mr.  Elrod  stated 
that  the  motion  to  table  would  also  be  out  of  order  during  the  introductions. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  for  the  record  that  if  his  motion  had  not  been  ruled  out  of  order,  he  would 
have  moved  to  strike  Proposal  Nos.  706,  713,  722,  729,  730,  751,  and  752,  1999. 

Councillor  Brents  stated  that  she  will  be  out  of  town  during  the  next  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  meeting,  and  an  item  on  this  agenda  is  of  a  great  concern  to  herself  and  her 
constituents.  She  asked  if  one  of  her  constituents  can  address  the  body  at  this  time.  The 
President  stated  that  he  will  allow  time  for  a  brief  testimony  under  New  Business. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  this  Rules  and  Public  Policy  Committee  hearing  was  not  on  the 
original  schedule  and  asked  if  it  could  be  postponed.  The  President  stated  that  meetings  are  often 
scheduled  as  needed,  and  if  one  particular  Councillor  has  a  conflict  with  a  meeting  date,  the 
meeting  cannot  be  cancelled.

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  143,  1999 

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  adding  a  new  Section  241-901  of  the  "Revised  Code 
of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County"  concerning  employment  status  of  park  rangers. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  A  new  section  241-901  to  read  as  follows  is  hereby  added  to  the  Revised  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County: 

Sec.  241-901.  Park  Rangers. 

Employees  of  the  department  who  are  park  rangers  in  the  Division  of  Support  Services  shall  serve  a 
one  year  probationary  period.  During  this  period,  rangers  shall  be  subject  to  termination  with  or  without 
cause  and  without  right  to  a  hearing.  This  probationary  period  shall  consist  of  time  actually  worked  and 
any  periods  of  time  during  which  a  ranger  is  absent  from  work  beyond  paid  leave  shall  not  be  counted 
toward  the  completion  of  the  one  year  period. 

After  completion  of  the  one  year  probationary  period,  rangers  shall  be  merit  employees  and  subject  to 
discipline  or  termination  only  pursuant  to  rules  adopted  by  the  department  director. 
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The  ranks  of  corporal,  sergeant,  lieutenant,  captain,  and  major  shall  be  appointed  ranks.  Rangers 
appointed  to  serve  in  these  ranks  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  department  director  and  may  be 
reassigned  to  the  rank  of  ranger  without  cause. 

SECTION  2.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceeds  are 
continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the 
invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance. 
To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance 
with  IC  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the  "Commission")  has  been 
informed  by  officials  of  the  Company  that  they  propose  to  proceed  with  the  financing,  acquisition  and 
renovation  of  an  existing  514,000  square  foot  building  and  the  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and 
other  fixtures  to  be  used  in  the  Company's  manufacture  of  commercial  wood-based  furniture  to  be 
located  at  2222  Hillside,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (the  "Project").  It  is  also  anticipated  that  unneeded  space 
would  be  leased  to  various  tenants  for  short  periods  of  time  until  needed  in  the  Applicant's  business;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  found  and  determined  that  the  diversity  of  industry  and  the  retention 
and  increase  of  opportunities  for  gainful  employment  (400  jobs  to  be  created)  plus  the  creation  of  an 
annual  job  payroll  (estimated  at  $1,105,040  at  the  end  of  one  year,  $4,361,040  at  the  end  of  two  years; 
and  $8,719,080  at  the  end  of  three  years)  will  be  achieved  by  the  acquisition  and  renovation  of  an 
existing  514,000  square  foot  building  and  the  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  other  fixtures,  and

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition,  renovation  and  carrying 
out  of  the  Project  will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  on  similar  facilities  already  constructed  or 
operating  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Commission,  with  which  conclusion  the  City  concurs,  that 
assisting  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed  Project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of 
the  City,  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  is  in  furtherance  of  the  public 
purposes  pursuant  to  the  Act  and  for  which  the  Commission  was  created;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  careful  study  and  investigation  of  the  nature  of  the  proposed  Project  as  aforesaid, 
the  Commission  has  determined  that  the  proposed  Project  constitutes  facilities  which  will  be  of  benefit  to 
the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  City  and  Marion  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  most  feasible  method  of  financing  the  acquisition,  renovation  and  carrying  out  of  the 
proposed  Project  is  for  the  City  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds  for  that  purpose  and  for  it  to  lend  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  said  revenue  bonds  to  the  Developer  to  enable  it  to  acquire  and  renovate  the  proposed 
Project  and  to  repay  the  loan  in  installments  which  will  be  sufficient  and  timely  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium  (if  any)  and  interest  on  said  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  and  the  Company  have  requested  that  the  City  indicate  its  willingness  to 
issue  its  revenue  bonds  to  finance  the  proposed  Project,  and  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  expenditures 
heretofore  or  hereafter  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Company  in  connection  with  the  Project  (to  the  extent 
permitted  by  Section  1 . 1 50-2  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations)  so  that  said  acquisition  and  renovation  of 
the  proposed  Project  may  move  forward;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  determined  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  its  residents  that  the 
acquisition,  renovation,  equipping  and  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Project  move  forward  without  delay; 
now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  (the 
"Commission"),  with  which  conclusion  the  City  concurs,  that  assisting  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed 
Project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  City,  complies  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  Title  36,  Article  7,  Chapter  12  of  the  Indiana  Code,  as  amended  (the  "Act")  and  is  in 
furtherance  of  the  public  purposes  for  which  the  Commission  was  created. 

SECTION  2.  Accordingly,  in  order  to  assist  the  Developer  with  the  financing  of  the  proposed  Project 
and  to  induce  the  Company  to  proceed  with  the  Project  and  in  order  thereby  to  carry  out  the  public 
purposes  set  forth  by  in  the  Act,  WE  HEREBY  RESOLVE  as  follows: 

(a)  The  City  will  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  under  the  Act  in  a 
principal  amount  currently  estimated  not  to  exceed  $3,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  portion  of  the 
costs  of  the  financing,  acquisition,  renovation,  and  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  other 
fixtures  to  be  used  in  furtherance  of  the  Company's  proposed  Project. 

(b)  Simultaneously  with  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  may  lend  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  to  the  Company  to  enable  it  to  finance,  acquire,  renovate,  acquire  certain  machinery  and  other 
fixtures  and  equip  the  proposed  Project,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  loan  agreement  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  form  generally  utilized  in  connection  with  such  financial  undertakings,  as  agreed 
upon  by  the  City  and  the  Company. 

(c)  The  basic  security  document  or  other  document  or  documents  satisfactory  to  the  parties  shall 
contain  agreements  providing  for  the  indemnification  of  the  Commission  and  the  City  and  the  individual 
members,  directors  and  officers  thereof  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  them  and  for  any  claim  of  loss 
suffered  or  damage  to  property  or  any  injury  or  death  of  any  person  occurring  in  connection  with  the 
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acquisition,  renovation,  acquisition  of  machinery,  equipment  and  other  fixtures,  equipping  and  carrying 
out  of  the  proposed  Project. 

SECTION  3.  The  City  may  enter  into  a  trust  indenture  with  a  corporate  trustee.  The  trust  indenture  may 
pledge  such  loan  agreement  and  the  amounts  derived  or  derivable  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  pursuant 
thereto,  to  said  corporate  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of  the  bonds,  and  the  terms  of  such  trust 
indenture  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  City,  the  Company  and  said  corporate  trustee. 

SECTION  4.  Subject  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  will  assist  in  the 
prompt  preparation  of  the  basic  security  document,  the  trust  indenture,  and  any  security  agreement. 

SECTION  5.  If  for  any  reason  the  City  has  not  issued  bonds  hereunder  by  May  31,  2000,  the  provisions 
of  this  Resolution  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  be  cancelled. 

SECTION  6.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  City  are  further  authorized  to  take  any  and  all  further  action 
and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  issue  and  deliver  the  bonds 
and  to  effect  the  undertaking  for  which  the  bonds  are  proposed  to  be  issued. 

SECTION  7.  Based  upon  representations  of  the  Company  to  the  effect  that  they  intend  to  apply  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  reimburse  themselves  for  all  or  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the 
Project  paid  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  bonds,  the  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  apply 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  reimburse  such  expenditures,  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
Section  1 . 1 50-2  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  by  the  City-County  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor.

The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be  payable 
from  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund,  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these 
Warrants,  including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund

The  Series  B  Warrants  for  each  Fund  or  Account  may  be 
issued  in  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  December  2000  distribution  of  Taxes  for  that  Fund  or 
Account.  All  Series  A  Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30,  2000.  All  Series  B

Warrants  shall  be  dated  as  of  the  date  or  dates  of  actual  delivery  of  the  respective  Warrants.

(b)  The  Controller  may  sell  any  or  all  the  Warrants  to  the  Bond  Bank  pursuant  to  IC  5-1.4  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  consistent  with  this  ordinance  and  mutually  agreed  to  between  the  Controller  and 
the  Bond  Bank.  In  the  event  of  a  sale  of  such  Warrants  to  the  Bond  Bank,  the  Mayor,  Controller  and  Clerk 
are  authorized  to  execute  a  purchase  agreement  with  the  Bond  Bank  in  an  acceptable  form  and  to  do  such 
other  actions  and  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  required  by  the  Bond  Bank  as  a  condition  to  the 
purchase  of  such  Warrants. 

(c)  The  Controller  may  sell  any  or  all  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.  Prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Warrants  at 
public  sale,  the  Controller  shall  cause  a  notice  of  sale  to  be  published  twice,  with  the  first  publication  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  sale  and  the  second  publication  at  least  three  days  before  the  sale  date,  in  two 
newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published  in  the  City,  as  provided  by 
IC  5-3-1.  All  bids  at  public  sale  for  the  Warrants  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Controller  at 
his  office,  and  all  bids  shall  name  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  for  the  Warrants  or  portion  thereof.  If  sold  at 
public  sale,  the  Warrants,  or  portion  thereof  bid  for,  shall  be  awarded  to  the  bidder  or  bidders  offering  the 
lowest  net  interest  cost  to  the  City  determined  by  computing  the  total  interest  on  all  Warrants  and  deducting 
any  premium.  Any  premium  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  repayment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Warrants.  No  bid  at  public  sale  for  less  than  par  shall  be  considered,  and  the  Controller  shall  have  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids  at  public  sale.    The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  deliver  the  time

(b)  No  portion  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Warrants  will  (under  the  terms 
of  the  Warrant,  this  ordinance  or  any  underlying  arrangement),  directly  or  indirectly,  be  (i)  secured  by  an 
interest  in  property  used  or  to  be  used  for  a  private  business  use  or  payments  in  respect  of  such  property 
or  (ii)  derived  from  payments  in  respect  of  such  property  or  borrowed  money  used  or  to  be  used  for  a 
private  business  use. 

(c)  No  Warrant  proceeds  will  be  loaned  to  any  person  or  entity  other  than  another  state  or  local 
governmental  unit.  No  Warrant  proceeds  will  be  transferred,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  deemed  transferred 
to  a  nongovernmental  person  in  any  manner  that  would  in  substance  constitute  a  loan  of  the  Warrant 
proceeds. 

(d)  The  City  will  not  take  any  action  nor  fail  to  take  any  action  with  respect  to  the  Warrants  that 
would  result  in  the  loss  of  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  for  federal  tax  purposes  on  the  Warrants 
pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Code,  nor  will  the  City  act  in  any  other  manner  which  would  adversely 
affect  such  exclusion. 

(e)  The  City  represents  that  it  intends  to  qualify  for  the  exception  to  the  rebate  requirement  of 
Section  148(f)  of  the  Code  set  forth  in  Section  148(f)(4)(B)  of  the  Code.  However,  if  the  City  does  not 
qualify  for  such  exception  with  regard  to  any  of  the  Warrants  the  City  will  comply  with  the  rebate 
requirement  of  Section  148(f)  of  the  Code  to  the  extent  necessary  to  preserve  the  exclusion  from  gross 
income  of  interest  on  the  Warrants  and  the  Bond  Bank  obligations  issued  to  purchase  the  Warrants  for 
federal  tax  purposes.

A  PROPOSAL  FOR  A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  approving  temporary  tax  anticipation  borrowing, 
authorizing  Marion  County,  Indiana  ("County")  to  make  temporary  loans  for  the  use  of  the  County 
General  Fund  and  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  ("Funds")  during  the  period  from  January  1, 
2000,  through  December  31,  2000,  in  anticipation  of  current  taxes  levied  in  the  year  1999  and  collectible 
in  the  year  2000  ("Taxes"),  authorizing  the  issuance  of  tax  anticipation  time  warrants  ("Warrants")  to 
evidence  such  loans;  pledging  and  appropriating  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the  Funds  to  the  payment  of 
such  Warrants,  including  the  interest  thereon;  and  fixing  a  time  when  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  Auditor  of  the  County  has  filed  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ("City")  an 
estimate  and  statement  showing  the  amount  of  money  needed  to  pay  current  expenses  from  the  County 
General  Fund  and  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  pending  the  receipt  of  Taxes  actually  levied  in 
1999  and  in  the  process  of  collection  in  2000,  and  the  Mayor  did  make  and  enter  of  record  a  finding  and 
the  Auditor  and  the  Mayor  have  requested  the  City-County  Council  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion 
County  ("City-County  Council")  to  authorize  temporary  borrowing  to  procure  funds  necessary  for  use  by 
the  Funds  to  pay  the  incidental  expenses  necessary  to  be  incurred  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  the  Warrants; 

WHEREAS,  the  City-County  Council  now  finds  that  the  request  should  be  granted  and: 

A  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  County  General  Fund  to  meet  the  current  expenses

B.  that  there  will  be  insufficient  funds  in  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  payable  from  such  Fund  prior  to  the  distributions  of  Taxes  levied  for  such  Fund,  and  the 
distributions  of  Taxes  to  be  collected  for  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  will  collectively  amount 
to  more  than  Thirty  Million  One  Hundred  Eighty-Two  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Twelve  Dollars 
($30,182,612)  and  the  interest  cost  of  making  temporary  loans  for  the  County  Family  and  Children's

WHEREAS,  a  necessity  exists  for  the  making  of  temporary  loans  for  these  Funds  in  anticipation  of  Taxes 
for  these  Funds  actually  levied  for  the  year  1999  and  in  the  course  of  collection  for  the  year  2000;  now 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  The  Auditor  of  the  County  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  borrow  in  the  name 
of  the  County  on  temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  General  Fund  of  the  County  in 
the  maximum  principal  amount  of  Eighty-Eight  Million  Five  Hundred  Sixty  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Forty-Three  Dollars  ($88,560,543)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund  for  the  year  2000,  which  loans 
shall  be  evidenced  by  Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be  payable  from  the  County 
General  Fund  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these  Warrants,  including 
interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the  County  General  Fund  from  the  June  and 
December  2000  distributions  of  Taxes  for  the  County  General  Fund,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of 
the  Warrants  evidencing  such  temporary  loan  and  the  amount  of  interest  on  such  principal  computed 
from  the  date  or  dates  of  the  Warrants  to  their  dates  of  maturity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Auditor  of  the  County  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  are  authorized  to  borrow  on 
temporary  loans  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  of  the  County  in  the 
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maximum  principal  amount  of  Thirty  Million  One  Hundred  Eighty-Two  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Twelve 
Dollars  ($30,182,612)  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the  Fund  for  the  year  2000,  which  loans  shall  be 
evidenced  by  Warrants.  The  Warrants,  including  interest,  shall  be  payable  from  the  County  Family  and 
Children's  Fund  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  pledged  to  the  payment  of  these  Warrants, 
including  interest,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  Taxes  to  be  received  in  the  County  Family  and  Children's 
Fund  from  the  June  and  December  2000  distributions  of  Taxes  for  the  County  Family  and  Children's 
Fund,  to  the  County  Family  and  Children's  Fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Warrants 
evidencing  such  temporary  loans  and  the  amount  of  interest  on  the  principal  computed  from  the  date  or 
dates  of  the  Warrants  to  their  dates  of  maturity. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  All  Warrants  issued  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  or  rates, 
not  to  exceed  a  maximum  rate  of  8  percent  per  annum,  to  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  4  and 
subsection  (b).  The  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in  one  series,  designated  Series  2000 
Warrants  ("Series  2000  Warrants")  or  in  two  series,  designated  Series  2000A  and  Series  2000B  ("Series 
A  Warrants"  and  "Series  B  Warrants",  respectively).  The  Series  2000  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be 
issued  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  respective  amounts  set  forth  herein  with  interest  Othereon.  The 
Series  A  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  distribution 
of  Taxes  scheduled  for  June  2000  for  that  Fund.  The  Series  B  Warrants  for  each  Fund  may  be  issued  in 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  December  2000  distribution  of  Taxes  for  that  Fund.  All  Series  A 
Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  payable  not  later  than  on  June  30,  2000.  All  Series  B  Warrants  and  Series 
2000  Warrants  shall  mature  and  be  payable  not  later  than  December  31,  2000.  The  Warrants  shall  be 
dated  as  of  the  date  or  dates  of  actual  delivery  of  the  respective  Warrants. 

(b)  The  interest  rate  on  the  Warrants  will  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  4.  The  Warrants  are 
not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  maturity  dates  if  sold  at  public  sale  and  may  be 
redeemed  as  set  forth  in  the  purchase  agreement  with  The  Indianapolis  Local  Public  Improvement  Bond 
Bank  ("Bond  Bank")  if  sold  to  it. 

SECTION  4.  (a)  The  Auditor  may  sell  the  Warrants  in  one  or  more  series  as  set  forth  in  Section  3 
pursuant  to  either  subsection  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section.  The  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
have  the  Warrants  prepared,  and  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  ("Commissioners"),  Mayor 
and  Auditor  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  attest  the  Warrants  in  the  manner 
substantially  set  out  in  the  form  provided  below. 

(b)  terms  and  conditions  as  are  consistent  with  this  ordinance  and  mutually  agreed  to  between  the 
Auditor  and  the  Bond  Bank.  In  the  event  of  a  sale  of  such  Warrants  to  the  Bond  Bank,  the 
Commissioners,  the  Mayor  and  Auditor  are  authorized  to  execute  a  purchase  agreement  with  the  Bond 
Bank  in  an  acceptable  form  and  to  do  such  other  actions  and  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Bond  Bank  as  a  condition  to  the  purchase  of  such  Warrants. 

(c)  The  Auditor  may  sell  any  or  all  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.  Prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Warrants  at 
public  sale,  the  Auditor  shall  cause  a  notice  of  sale  to  be  published  twice,  with  the  first  publication  at 
least  fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  sale  and  the  second  publication  at  least  three  days  before  the  sale 
date,  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  in  the  English  language  and  published  in  the 
County,  as  provided  by  IC  5-3-1.  All  bids  at  public  sale  for  the  Warrants  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Auditor  at  his  office,  and  all  bids  shall  name  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  for  the  Warrants 
or  portion  thereof.  If  sold  at  public  sale,  the  Warrants,  or  portion  thereof  bid  for,  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
bidder  or  bidders  offering  the  lowest  net  interest  cost  to  the  County  determined  by  computing  the  total 
interest  on  all  Warrants  and  deducting  any  premium.

The  proper 
officers  of  the  County  are  authorized  to  deliver  the  time  Warrants  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the 
Warrants  at  public  sale  in  one  or  more  series  in  exchange  for  the  agreed  purchase  price  in  immediately 
available  funds.  The  Warrants  may  be  delivered  in  one  or  more  series  at  one  time  or  in  parcels  from  time 
to  time,  pursuant  to  any  agreements  or  understandings  with  respect  to  such  delivery  by  and  between  the 
Auditor  and  the  purchaser  of  the  Warrants  at  public  sale.

SECTION  1.  Article  I  of  Chapter  81 1  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  purpose  and  definitions,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken- 
through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 
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ARTICLE  I.  PURPOSE  AND  DEFINITIONS 
Sec.  811-101111.  Purpose. 

(a)  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  purpose  of  this  chapter  to  reduce  the  number  of  false  alarms 
activated  by  private  emergency  alarm  systems  and  thereby  reduce  the  city's  commitment  of  law 
enforcement  resources  required  to  answer  these  false  alarms. 

(b)  In  furtherance  of  this  purpose  and  in  addition  to  the  other  duties  and  responsibilities  listed  in 
this  chapter,  the  alarm  administrator  from  time  to  time  shall  consult  with  representatives  of  the 
community,  the  alarm  industry,  and  law  enforcement  agencies  to  evaluate  and  improve  the  effectiveness 
of  false  alarm  reduction  efforts. 

Sec.  811442112.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this  section: 

Alarm  administrator  means  the  person  designated  by  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety 
to  discharge  the  duties  and  responsibilities  as  prescribed  in  this  chapter.  The  alarm  administrator  shall  be 
an  employee  of  the  department. 

Alarm  agent  means  any  person  who  is  employed  by  an  alarm  business  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
whose  duties  include  selling,  maintaining,  leasing,  servicing,  repairing,  altering,  replacing,  moving  or 
installing  on  or  in  any  building,  structure,  facility  or  grounds  any  alarm  system 

Alarm  business  means  any  individual,  partnership,  corporation  or  other  entity  which  does  any  of  the 
following:  monitors,  leases,  maintains,  services,  repairs,  alters,  replaces,  moves  or  installs  any  alarm 
system  or  causes  to  be  sold,  leased,  maintained,  serviced,  repaired,  altered,  replaced,  moved  or  installed 
any  alarm  system  in  or  on  any  building,  structure,  facility  or  grounds. 

Alarm  system  means  any  device  used  for  the  detection  of  an  unauthorized  entry  or  attempted  entry 
into  a  building,  structure,  facility  or  grounds,  or  for  alerting  others  of  the  commission  of  an  unlawful  act 
within  a  building,  structure,  facility  or  grounds,  which  when  activated  causes  notification  to  be  made 
directly  or  indirectly  to  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  or  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  alarm  system  shall  not  include: 

(1 )  An  alarm  installed  on  a  motor  vehicle; 

(2)  An  alarm  designed  so  that  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  or  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs 
Department  are  not  notified  until  after  the  occupants,  an  agent  of  the  owner  or  lessee,  or  an 
agent  of  an  alarm  system  business  has  checked  the  alarm  site  and  determined  that  the  alarm 
was  the  result  of  criminal  activity  of  the  kind  for  which  the  alarm  system  was  designed  to  give 
notice; 

(3)  An  alarm  which  signals  or  alerts  only  the  occupants  of  the  premises  protected  by  the  alarm 
system,  including  an  alarm  located  on  a  private  residence  if  the  only  response  on  activation  of 
the  alarm  system  is  an  external  a  sounding  alarm  that  automatically  stops  within  fifteen  (15) 
minutes  after  activation;  or 

(4)  An  alarm  installed  upon  premises  occupied  by  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Sstate  ef 
Indiana,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof. 

Automatic  telephone  dialing  device  means  any  dovico  connected  to  an  alarm  systom  which 
automatically  sends  a  prerocordod  message  or  coded  signal  to  a  law  enforcement  agency  indicating  the 
activation  of  the  alarm  system. 

False  alarm  means  an  alarm  eliciting  a  police  response  when  the  situation  does  not  require  police 
services.  For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  this  does  not  include  alarms  triggered  by  sever  atmospheric 
conditions  or  other  circumstances  not  reasonably  under  the  control  of  the  alarm  user,  installer  or 
maintainer. 
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Monitor  or  monitoring  means  the  detection  from  a  remote  location  of  the  activation  of  an  alarm 
system  subject  to  this  chapter. 

Permit  holder  means  the  individual,  corporation,  partnership  or  other  lagal  ontity  who  is  required  by 
this  chapter  to  apply  for  an  alarm  system  porHHtr 

SECTION  2.  Article  II  of  Chapter  81 1  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
which  provides  the  requirement  of  alarm  system  permits  for  each  property  on  which  an  alarm  system  is 
installed  or  operating,  hereby  is  REPEALED.

(c)  An  alarm  business  license  shall  be  personal  to  the  holder  and  is  not  transferable. 

Sec.  811  111.  Identification  cards  required? 

Every  alarm  agent  shall  cany  on  his  person  at  all  times  while  engaged  in  the  alarm  business  an 
identification  card  which  shall  bo  displayed  to  any  law  enforcement  officer  upon  request.

(b)  Such  form  information  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Indianapolis  Police  Department  not  earlier 
than  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  installation  of  such  system  and  not  later  than  forty  eight  (4%)  hours 
after  such  system  is  installed  alarm  administrator  on  a  form  designated  by  such  person,  within  ninety  (90) 
days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  thereafter  within  seven  (7)  days  after  the  alarm 
business  first  monitors  an  alarm  system,  ceases  to  monitor  an  alarm  system,  or  there  is  any  change  in  the 
information  previously  submitted.

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  who  owns  or  controls  property  in  the  city  on  which  an  alarm 
system  is  installed  monitored  to  issue,  cause  to  be  issued,  or  permit  the  issuance  of  more  than  one  (1) 
false  alarm  in  a  twelve  month  period  calendar  year.  Provided,  however,  a  calculation  of  the  number  of 
false  alarms  under  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  an  alarm  system  which  emits  a  include  any  false  alarm 
issued  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  installation  of  the  date  the  alarm  system  is  first  monitored.

(3)  For  the  fifth  false  alarm  issued  in  a  calendar  year,  such  person  shall  be  subject  to  the  general 
penalties  provided  in  Section  103-3  of  the  Code;  however,  the  penalty  for  each  such  violation 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00).  or  thirty  dollars  (S30.00)  if  such  person 
successfully  completes  an  alarm  system  training  course  approved  by  the  alarm  administrator;

(c)  Other  security,  consisting  of  any  and  all  rights,  titles,  and  interests  of  the  City  in  and  to  tax 
increment  revenues  and  receipts  available  from  the  Martindale-Brightwood  Industrial 
Development  Tax  Allocation  Area  established  by  Metropolitan  Development  Commission 
Resolution  No.  99-R-081  in  accordance  with  IC  36-7-15.1  ("Pledged  Tax  Increment  Revenues"). 

(d)  All  proceeds  (including  insurance  and  condemnation  proceeds)  from  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(e)  All  funds  or  investments  in  any  accounts  established  pursuant  to  paragraphs  1  and  6  of  the  Loan 
Guarantee  Agreement. 

WHEREAS,  the  proceeds  of  the  Promissory  Notes  will  be  applied  to  the  costs  of  the  I-70/Keystone 
Industrial  Park  Redevelopment  Project,  all  as  set  forth  in  the  Resolution  and  shall  be  expended  only  on  costs 
for  which  such  funds  may  be  expended  under  Section  108  of  the  Act  and  regulations  adopted  pursuant  thereto;

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SECTION  1.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  approves  Resolution  No.  99-D-74,  adopted  by  the 
Commission  and  the  issuance  of  the  Promissory  Notes  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Six  Million  Dollars 
($6,000,000.00)  authorized  therein. 

SECTION  2.  The  City-County  Council  hereby  designates  the  Commission  as  a  public  agency  under 
Section  108  of  the  Act  authorized  to  issue  the  obligations  referred  to  in  Section  108  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan 
Guarantee  Contract,  and  the  Council  hereby  approves  the  Loan  Guarantee  Contract  and  any  other  documents 
required  to  be  executed  by  the  City  or  the  Commission  in  connection  with  the  Section  108  Loan  Guarantee 
Program.

(c)  Other  security,  consisting  of  any  and  all  rights,  titles,  and  interests  of  the  City  in  and  to  tax 
increment  revenues  and  receipts  available  from  the  Martindale-Brightwood  Industrial 
Development  Tax  Allocation  Area  established  by  Metropolitan  Development  Commission 
Resolution  No.  99-R-081  in  accordance  with  IC  36-7-15.1  ("Pledged  Tax  Increment  Revenues"). 

(d)  All  proceeds  (including  insurance  and  condemnation  proceeds)  from  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(e)  All  funds  or  investments  in  any  accounts  established  pursuant  to  paragraphs  1  and  6  of  the  Loan 
Guarantee  Agreement 

SECTION  4.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Notes  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Six  Million  Dollars 
($6,000,000.00)  are  hereby  appropriated  in  the  Federal  Non-Reverting  Fund  for  the  Projects  described  herein 
for  the  life  of  those  Projects. 

SECTION  5.      This  Resolution  shall  be  effective  upon  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 
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SECTION  1.  Sec.  291-401  through  Sec.  29M06  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County  are  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  underlined  text  and  deleting  the  stricken-through  text,  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sec.  291  401.  Definitions. 

For  purposes  of  this  article,  the  following  words  ahall  have  the  meanings  heroin  atatod: 

(-J-)  "Deferred  compensation"  shall  mean  the  amount  of  compensation  reduced  and  deferred 
pursuant  to  a  deferred  compensation  agroomont, 

(2}  "Deferred  compensation  plan"  shall  mean  any  plan  established  pursuant  to  section  291  102  or 
any  plan  established  under  an  ordinance  which  preceded  section  291  -102. 

(3)  "Deferred  compensation  account"  shall  moan  the  account  established  for  each  employee  who 
has  onterod  into  a  deferred  compensation  agreement  and  into  which  the  compensation  ho  has 
deferred  shall  be  credited. 

(4)  "Deferred  compensation  agroomont"  shall  mean  that  agroemont,  the  terms  of  which  are  set 
forth  in  section  291  404,  entered  into  between  the  employer  and  an  eligible  employee  as 
defined  by  section  291  403. 

($)  "Employoo"  shall  mean  any  person  actively  employed  by  either  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  by 
Marion  County. 

(6)    "Employer"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

Sec.  291-4021.  Deferred  compensation  plan  authorized. 

(1)  Subject  to  city-county  council  approval  of  each  plan,  the  employer  is  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County  are  hereby  authorized  to  establish  and  administer  one  (1)  or  more  deferred 
compensation  plans  for  eligible  employees  as  provided  in  this  article  or  pursuant  to  IC  5-10- 
1.1-7.  Such  deferred  compensation  plans  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  after  proposed 
amendments  are  submitted  and  approved  by  the  city-county  council.  Any  amendment  to  an 
existing  plan  or  the  adoption  of  a  new  plan  shall  not  invalidate  any  employee's  previous 
deferral  of  compensation  and  any  income  attributable  to  the  amounts  deferred. 

(2)  All  amounts  held  under  any  deferred  compensation  plan  established  under  this  ordinance  must 
be  held  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  participants  of  the  plan  and  their  beneficiaries,  as  required 
by  Section  457  (g)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

Sec.  291-4032.  Employee  eligibility. 

Any  permanent  full  time  or  permanent  part  time  employee  person  who  performs  services  for  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County.  Indiana  on  a  regular  basis  and  is  eligible  to  participate  in  the  State 
of  Indiana  Public  Employees'  Retirement  Fund  ("PERF")  will  be  is  eligible  to  participate  in  the  deferred 
compensation  plan,  providod  the  employee  has  entorod  into  a  properly  oxocuted  doforrod  compensation 
agreement  pursuant  to  the  Plan  document. 

Sec.  291  404.  Required  terms  of  agreement. 

The  deferred  compensation  agreement  specified  in  section  291  401  (4)  shall  be  executed  by  the 
eligible  employee  and  by  the  employer  or  by  any  party  authorized  to  execute  such  agreements  on  behalf 
of  the  employer  and  shall  contain  tho  following  provisions: 

(1) — Tho  eligible  employee  shall  agree  that  the  salary  or  other  total  compensation,  authorized  by 
statuto,  ordinance  or  the  responsible  salary  administrator  or  tho  position  hold  by  such 
employee,  shall  be  reduced  by  at  least  twenty  five  dollars  (S25.00)  per  month  and  the  amount 
shall  be  credited  to  his  deferrod  compensation  account. 

(3)  Tho  employer  and  eligible  employee  shall  mutually  agree  that  tho  amount  of  doforrod 
compensation  shall  be  paid  as  set  forth  in  tho  doforrod  compensation  plan. 

(3}    Tho  eligible  employoo  shall  agree  that  ho  will: 
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fc      change  his  election  to  participate; 

&r      amend  the  amount  of  compensation  to  bo  deferred; 

Gr      change  his  specification  for  investment  selection;  or 

dr      change  the  payment  option  selected  for  tho  payment  of  benefits; 

only  as  provided  for  in  the  deferred  compensation  plan. 

(4)  Tho  employer  shall  agroo  that  the  eligible  employee  may,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  deferred 
compensation  plan,  designate  a  benoficiary  who,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  such  employee, 
shall  be  paid  the  full  value  of  tho  employee's  deferred  compensation  account. 

Neither  the  existence  of  a  deferred  compensation  agreement  nor  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be 
construed  to  confer  upon  the  employee  any  right  to  continue  his  employment  for  any  specific  period  or  at 
any  particular  rate  of  compensation. — Any  deferred  compensation  specified  in  such  agreement  shall 
accrue  and  bo  payable  only  as  set  forth  in  the  deferred  compensation  plan. 

Sec.  291  405.  Management  of  deferred  compensation  accounts- 
All  deferred  compensation  accounts  established  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  bo  invested  pursuant  to 
tho  terms  of  the  deferred  compensation  plan  and  may  be  invested  in  either  group  fixed  or  group  variable 
annuity  contracts. 

Sec  291-4063.  Administration. 

(1)  Each  deferred  compensation  plan  shall  be  administered  as  provided  for  in  the  deferred 
compensation  plan  document  for  that  plan  and  any  amendments  thereto.  The  Plan  shall  be 
administered  by  the  City-County  Administrative  Board.  Such  documents  may  allow  tho 
employer,  or  his  authorized  representative,  to  The  Administrator  may  enter  into  an  agreement 
with,  or  te  contract  with,  one  or  more  third  parties  to  provide  administrative  services  for  each 
deferred  compensation  plan. 

(2)  The  Administrator  may  allow  political  subdivisions,  as  defined  by  the  Indiana  Code  36-1-2-13, 
located  within  Marion  County  to  adopt  the  Plan. 

SECTION  2.  The  City-County  Council  approves  this  restatement  of  the  "DEFERRED 
COMPENSATION  PLAN  OF  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  MARION  COUNTY"  submitted  to  the 
Council  on  November  8,  1999,  and  attached  to  this  proposal  as  EXHIBIT  A. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provisions  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid 
provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this 
end,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and 
compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

DEFERRED  COMPENSATION  PLAN

RESTATEMENT 

This  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  Deferred  Compensation  Plan  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Plan")  is  amended  and  restated  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Employer"). 

WHEREAS,  the  Employer  established  this  Plan  effective  May  1,  1981,  to  enable  employees  who  become 
covered  under  the  Plan  to  enhance  their  retirement  security  by  permitting  them  to  enter  into  agreements 
with  the  Employer  to  defer  compensation  and  receive  benefits  at  separation  of  service,  and  for  financial 
hardships  due  to  unforeseeable  emergencies;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Employer  desires  to  amend  and  restate  the  Plan  to  effect  certain  changes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Plan  shall  be  maintained  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  Plan  participants  and  their 
beneficiaries,  and  is  intended  to  comply  with  the  eligible  deferred  compensation  plan  requirements  of 
Section  457  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  now  in  effect  or  as  hereafter  amended,  and 
regulations  thereunder,  and  other  applicable  law; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  Employer  does  hereby  amend  and  restate  the  Plan  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
pages. 

SECTION  1 
DEFINITIONS 

1.01  "Account"  means  the  account  established  by  the  Employer  for  each  Employee  who  has  entered  into 
a  Deferred  Compensation  Agreement. 

1 .02  "Applicable  Form"  means  the  appropriate  form  as  designated  and  furnished  by  the  Administrator  to 
make  an  election  or  provide  a  notice  as  required  by  the  Plan.  The  Administrator  may  prescribe  a 
verbal,  electronic  or  telephonic  instruction  in  lieu  of  or  in  addition  to  a  written  form. 

1.03  "Beneficiary"  means  the  person(s)  designated  to  receive  benefits  under  this  Plan  upon  the  death  of 
the  Participant.  If  the  Participant  does  not  designate  a  Beneficiary,  then  the  Beneficiary  shall  be  the 
estate  of  the  Participant. 

1.04  "Benefit  Commencement  Date"  means  the  date  payment  of  benefits  to  a  Participant  or  Beneficiary 
is  to  commence  under  the  terms  of  this  Plan. 

1.05  "Code"  means  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  including  all  regulations 
promulgated  pursuant  thereto.  Citations  herein  to  Code  Section  numbers  refer  to  the  Code  sections 
in  existence  as  of  November  29,  1999. 

1 .06  "Compensation"  means  the  total  remuneration  earned  by  an  Employee  for  services  rendered  to  the 
Employer  for  the  calendar  year  including  amounts  deferred  under  this  Plan  and  any  other  Deferred 
Compensation  Plan. 

1 .07  "Deferred  Compensation  Agreement"  means  the  written  agreement  between  an  Employee  and  the 
Employer  to  defer  receipt  by  the  Employee  of  Compensation  not  yet  earned. 

1.08  "Employee"  means  any  person  who  performs  services  for  an  Employer  for  compensation  on  a 
regular  basis  and  is  eligible  to  participate  in  the  State  of  Indiana  Public  Employees  Retirement  Fund 
(PERF)  under  rules  established  by  the  Employer.  Any  person  participating  in  the  Plan  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  Restatement  is  eligible  to  continue  participation  whether  or  not  that  person  is 
eligible  for  PERF.  For  purposes  of  this  Plan,  Employee  shall  include  any  elected  or  appointed 
official  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County. 

1.09  "Employer"  means  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana  and  any  political 
subdivision  that  participates  in  the  Plan. 

1.10  "Includable  Compensation"  means  compensation  for  services  performed  for  the  Employer  which  is 
includable  in  gross  income  as  reported  on  the  Employee's  federal  income  tax  withholding  statement 
(FormW-2). 

1.11  "Normal  Retirement  Age"  means  age  701/2  or  the  age  selected  by  a  Participant  that  fixes  the 
eligibility  period  for  utilizing  the  catch-up  limitation  under  Section  3.01.  The  Normal  Retirement 
Age  selected  by  a  Participant  may  not  be  earlier  than  the  earliest  date  that  the  Participant  would 
become  eligible  to  retire  and  receive  unreduced  benefits  as  a  member  of  the  pension  plan  of  the 
Participant's  Employer.  A  Participant's  Normal  Retirement  Age  established  for  catch-up  does  not 
have  any  bearing  on  the  age  at  which  the  Participant  actually  retires. 

1.12  "Participant"  means  an  employee,  former  employee  or  a  beneficiary  who  maintains  an  account 
balance  under  the  Plan. 

1.13  "Plan"  means  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  Deferred  Compensation  Plan  as  amended 
from  time  to  time,  which  was  established  pursuant  to  Section  23-44  of  the  Code  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County,  Indiana  and  which  is  restated  here.  Such  Plan  includes  all  assets,  both  deferrals  and 
income,  held  on  behalf  of  participants  and  their  beneficiaries  under  the  terms  of  the  Plan. 

1.14  "Plan  Administrator"  or  "Administrator"  means  the  City-County  Administrative  Board,  or  such 
agency  or  department  appointed  by  said  Board,  or  any  person  or  organization  contracted  to  provide 
administration  of  the  Plan. 

1.15  "Plan  Year"  means  the  calendar  year. 

1.16  "Political  Subdivision"  means  any  political  subdivision  as  defined  in  IC  36-1-2-13  and  is  located 
within  boundaries  of  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

1.17  "Separation  From  Service"  means  the  severance  of  a  Participant's  employment  with  the  Employer 
for  any  reason,  including  retirement.  When  a  Participant  has  not  performed  services  for  the 
employer  for  a  period  of  six  months,  the  Participant  shall  be  deemed  Separated  from  Service  for 
purposes  of  this  Plan. 
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SECTION  2 
ELECTION  TO  DEFER  COMPENSATION 

2.01  Participation.  Each  Employee  (as  defined  for  purposes  of  this  Plan)  is  eligible  to  become  a 
Participant  in  this  Plan  following  commencement  of  employment.  Any  person  elected  or  appointed 
to  a  term  of  office  with  the  Employer  shall  be  deemed  to  commence  employment  at  the  time  such 
person  assumes  office. 

2.02  Enrollment:  Eligible  Employees  may  enroll  in  the  Plan  by  completing  a  Deferred  Compensation 
Agreement  and  submitting  it  to  the  Employer.  This  agreement  authorizes  the  Employer  to  defer 
Compensation  in  the  amount  specified  in  the  Deferred  Compensation  Agreement  for  each  pay 
period.  The  dollar  amount  deferred  must  equal  at  least  the  minimum  deferral  per  pay  period  as 
established  from  time  to  time  by  the  Administrator.  The  deferral  shall  be  effective  for  any  calendar 
month  only  if  the  Employee  submits  and  the  Employer  accepts  a  Deferred  Compensation 
Agreement  prior  to  the  beginning  of  such  month. 

2.03  Changes  to  Deferrals:  Participants  may  amend  their  deferral  amount  or  their  investment  direction 
on  an  Applicable  Form  in  accordance  with  procedures  established  by  the  Administrator. 

2.04  Minimum  Deferral:  A  Participant  must  defer  a  minimum  of  S12.50  per  payroll  or  such  amount  as  is 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Administrator. 

2.05  Effective  Date  of  Deferral:  In  all  cases,  a  deferral  shall  be  considered  effective  as  of  the  date  it  is 
withheld  from  the  Participant's  pay. 

2.06  Suspension  of  Deferrals: 

(a)  Voluntary  -  A  Participant  may  suspend  Deferrals  by  giving  the  Employer  notice  to  that  effect. 
Following  suspension,  a  Participant  may  reinstate  Deferrals  in  accordance  to  guidelines  and 
procedures  of  the  Employer  unless  and  until  other  guidelines  and  procedures  are  as  established 
by  the  Administrator. 

(b)  Involuntary  -  At  the  Employer's  discretion,  Deferrals  may  be  involuntarily  suspended  for  any 
month  in  which  there  are  insufficient  monies  available  to  make  the  entire  Deferral  agreed  upon 
in  the  Deferred  Compensation  Agreement  or  Applicable  Form.  Following  suspension,  the 
Deferral  will  automatically  be  reinstated  in  the  next  pay  period  that  Compensation  is  sufficient 
to  make  the  agreed  upon  Deferral.  However,  under  no  circumstances,  in  such  cases,  shall  the 
Deferral  be  retroactively  reinstated  for  the  pay  period  in  which  it  was  suspended. 

SECTION  3 
LIMITATION  OF  DEFERRALS 

3.01  Primary  Limitation:  Except  as  Provided  in  Section  3.02,  the  Deferral  Amount  in  any  taxable  year 
shall  not  exceed  the  lesser  of: 

(a)    $7,500,  as  adjusted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 

as  under  Code  Section  425(d),  pursuant  to  Code  Section  457  (e)  (15),  or 
(fe) — 33  1/3%  of  tho  Participant's  Includable  Compensation. 

3.02  Catch-up  Limitation: 

(a)  A  Participant  may  trigger  the  catch-up  limitation  by  electing  a  Normal  Retirement  Age 
pursuant  to  Plan  Section  1.11.  The  maximum  Deferral  Amount  for  each  of  a  Participant's  last 
three  (3)  taxable  years  ending  before  he  or  she  attains  Normal  Retirement  Age,  is  the  lesser  of: 
(i)     $15,000,  or 

(ii)  The  primary  limitation  amount  determined  under  Plan  Section  3.02  (a)  for  the  current 
year,  plus  so  much  of  the  primary  limitation  amount  that  was  not  utilized  in  prior  taxable 
years  in  which  the  employee  was  eligible  to  participate  in  the  Plan,  beginning  after 
December  31,  1978.  A  Participant  may  use  a  prior  year  only  if  the  Deferrals  under  the 
Plan  in  existence  during  that  year  were  subject  to  the  maximum  deferral  amount 
described  in  Treas.  Reg.  1.457-2(e)  (1982). 

(b)  The  catch-up  limitation  is  available  to  a  Participant  only  during  one  three-year  period.  If  a 
Participant  uses  the  catch-up  limitation  and  then  postpones  Normal  Retirement  Age  or  returns 
to  work  after  retiring,  the  limitation  shall  not  be  available  again  before  a  subsequent 
retirement. 

3.03  Coordination  of  Limits:  If  a  Participant  participates  in  more  than  one  eligible  deferred 
compensation  plan,  as  defined  in  Section  457  (b)  of  the  Code,  the  total  deferral  under  all  plans  shall 
be  subject  to  the  maximum  limitation  specified  in  Plan  Section  3.01.  If  a  Participant  participates  in 
a  plan  provided  for  in  Code  Section  403(b),  401  (kX2),  408(k),  408(p)  or  receives  amounts  with 
respect  to  which  a  deduction  of  a  contribution  to  an  organization  described  in  code  Section  501  (c) 
(18)  is  allowable,  amounts  excluded  from  gross  income  in  any  taxable  year  under  such  arrangement 
shall  reduce  the  primary  limitation  amount  determined  under  Plan  Sections  3.01  and  3.02.  The 
Participant  is  responsible  for  ensuring  coordination  of  these  limits. 

3.04  Employer  Contribution  Limits:  If  the  Employer  agrees  to  make  contributions  to  the  Plan  on  behalf 
of  a  Participant  to  this  Plan,  the  Employer  contributions  shall  be  deemed  made  by  the  Participant. 
For  purposes  of  administering  Sections  3.01  and  3.02  of  this  Plan,  Employer  contributions  shall  be 
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processed  as  payroll  deferrals  and  shall  apply  toward  the  maximum  deferral  limits  in  the  taxable 
year  that  they  are  made  and  must  comply  with  any  procedure  established  by  the  Administrator. 

SECTION  4 
BENEFITS 

4.01  Benefit  Payments:  Benefits  shall  be  paid  from  the  Plan  in  accordance  with  this  section  following  a 
Participant's  Separation  from  Service,  Death,  Disability  or  the  occurrence  of  an  unforeseeable 
emergency.  Benefits  payable  to  a  Participant  or  a  beneficiary  shall  be  based  upon  the  value  of  the 
Participant's  Account. 

(a)  Separation  of  Service.  Upon  Separation  from  Service,  a  Participant  may  elect  to  have  benefits 
commence  on  a  date,  which  is  no  later  than  age  701/2.  Such  election  shall  be  made  within  45 
days  after  Separation  of  Service.  If  no  election  is  made,  benefits  shall  commence  60  days  after 
Separation  of  Service.  A  participant  may  elect  to  change  the  commencement  date  of 
distribution  of  the  Account  to  a  later  date  otherwise  permitted  under  this  Section.  If  a 
participant  has  elected,  in  accordance  with  the  Plan,  to  delay  the  commencement  of 
distributions  to  a  later  date,  then  the  Participant  may  make  one  additional  election  to  further 
delay  the  commencement  of  distribution,  provided  that  the  election  is  filed  before  distribution 
actually  begins  and  the  later  commencement  date  meets  the  required  distributions 
commencement  date  provisions  of  Code  Sections  401(a)(9)  and  457(d)(2)0.  All  benefits  shall 
be  paid  under  a  payment  option  under  Section  4.06. 

(b)  Death.  In  the  event  of  the  Participant's  death  prior  to  the  commencement  of  benefits  under 
paragraph  (a),  the  value  of  the  Participant's  Account  shall  be  paid  to  the  Beneficiary  under  a 
payment  option  elected  by  the  Beneficiary  under  Section  4.06,  subject  to  the  restrictions  in 
Section  5.02.  Such  benefits  shall  be  payable  commencing  within  45  days  after  receipt  by 
Administrator  of  satisfactory  proof  of  the  Participant's  death.  However,  if  the  Beneficiary  is 
the  spouse  of  the  Participant,  then  the  spouse  may  elect  within  45  days  of  Participant's  death, 
to  defer  distribution  to  a  date  not  later  than  the  date  when  the  Participant  would  have  attained 
age  701/2. 

(c)  Disability.  Upon  Separation  from  Service  with  the  Employer  because  of  becoming  Disabled,  a 
Participant  may  elect  to  have  benefits  commence  on  a  date  which  is  not  later  than  age  70  !4 
Such  election  shall  be  made  within  45  days  after  becoming  Disabled.  If  no  election  is  made, 
benefits  will  commence  60  days  after  becoming  Disabled.  A  Participant  may  change  the 
commencement  date  of  distribution  of  the  Account  to  a  later  date  otherwise  permitted  under 
this  Section.  If  a  Participant  has  elected,  in  accordance  with  the  Plan,  to  delay  the 
commencement  of  distribution,  provided  that  the  election  is  filed  before  distribution  actually 
begins  and  the  later  commencement  date  meets  the  required  distribution  commencement  date 
provisions  of  Code  Sections  401(aX9)  and  457(d)(2).  All  benefits  shall  be  paid  under  a 
payment  option  under  Section  4.07. 

4.02  Lump  Sum  Settlement:  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Plan  to  the  contrary,  if  a  Participant's 
Account  balance  is  less  than  $5,000  (or  such  amounts  as  determined  by  the  Administrator  from  time 
to  time)  at  the  time  of  Separation  of  Service,  the  Administrator  shall  effect  a  lump  sum  distribution 
of  the  Participant's  account  if  the  Account  balance  is  less  than  the  amount  established  by  the 
Administrator  for  the  year  as  the  lump  sum  settlement  amount  under  this  Section. 

4.03  Voluntary  In  Service  Distribution:  If  a  Participant's  Account  is  $5,000  or  less,  the  Participant  may 
elect  to  receive  the  amount  prior  to  the  time  provided  in  Plan  Section  4.01  if  (l)the  Participant  has 
not  made  a  Deferral  to  the  Plan  during  the  two  year  period  ending  on  the  date  the  benefit  is 
distributed,  and  (2)  the  Participant  has  not  previously  received  a  distribution  pursuant  to  the  terms  of 
this  Plan  Section  and  Code  Section  457(e)(9). 

4.04  Involuntary  In  Service  Distribution:  If  a  Participant's  Account  is  less  than  $1000  on  the  date  the 
benefit  is  distributed,  the  Administrator  shall  make  a  lump  sum  payment  prior  to  the  time  provided 
in  Plan  Section  4.01  if  (1)  the  Participant  has  not  made  a  Deferral  to  the  Plan  during  the  two  year 
period  ending  on  the  date  the  benefit  is  distributed,  and  (2)  the  Participant  has  not  previously 
received  either  a  voluntary  or  involuntary  in  service  distribution  pursuant  to  this  Section  and  Section 
4.03,  or  Code  Section  457(e)(9). 

4.05  Unforeseeable  Emergency  Distributions:  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  herein  and  subject  to 
guidelines  and  requirements  set  forth  in  procedures  established  by  the  Administrator,  Participants 
may  request  that  benefits  be  paid  in  the  event  of  an  unforeseeable  emergency. 

(a)  The  Administrator  shall  appoint  a  three  member  Emergency  Withdrawal  Committee.  This 
committee  shall  establish  procedures  to  review  and  approve  or  deny  all  requests  for  an 
unforeseeable  emergency  distribution.  If  the  application  for  payment  is  approved  by  the 
Emergency  Withdrawal  Committee,  payment  shall  be  effected  as  soon  as  practicable 
thereafter. 

(b)  Benefits  shall  be  paid  under  this  paragraph  only  in  the  event  of  an  unforeseeable  emergency 
creating  severe  hardship  as  a  result  of  sudden  and  unexpected  illness  or  accident  of  the 
Participant  or  of  a  dependent  of  the  Participant  (as  defined  in  Section  1 52(a)  of  the  Code), 
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disability  or  loss  of  the  Participant's  property  due  to  casualty  or  other  similar  extraordinary  and 
unforeseeable  events  beyond  the  control  of  the  Participant.  Such  benefits  shall  be  strictly 
limited  to  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  emergency  situation  constituting  financial 
hardship.  In  any  case,  payment  shall  not  be  made  to  the  extent  that  such  hardship  is  or  may  be 
relieved  through  insurance,  liquidation  of  the  Participant's  assets  (to  the  extent  the  liquidation 
of  such  asset  would  not  itself  cause  severe  financial  hardship)  or  by  cessation  of  deferrals 
under  the  Plan.  Foreseeable  personal  expenditures,  such  as  down  payment  for  a  home,  the 
purchase  of  an  automobile  or  educational  expenses  shall  not  constitute  a  financial  hardship. 

(c)  The  decision  of  the  Emergency  Withdrawal  Committee  concerning  financial  hardship  shall  be 
final. 

(d)  The  Administrator  may  establish  restrictions  following  a  distribution  pursuant  to  this  Section. 

4.06  Payment  Options:  A  Participant  or  Beneficiary  may  elect  the  form  of  payment  of  benefits,  as 
defined  in  Section  4.07,  and  may  revoke  that  election  (with  or  without  a  new  election)  at  any  time 
before  30  days  preceding  the  Benefit  Commencement  Date,  by  notifying  the  Employer  in  writing, 
subject  to  the  Employer's  approval. 

4.07  Forms  of  Payment:  A  Participant  or  Beneficiary  may  elect  payment  of  benefits  in  one  of  the 
following  forms: 

(a)  Lump  Sum:  A  single  payment  of  the  entire  balance  in  a  Participant's  Deferred  Compensation 
Account. 

(b)  Life  Contingent  Annuity:  Periodic  payments  contingent  on  the  life  expectancy  of  the 
Participant  or  Beneficiary,  or  over  such  life  expectancy  of  the  Participant  or  Beneficiary,  or 
over  such  life  expectancy  and  a  guaranteed  period  of  time. 

(c  )    Period  Certain  Annuity:  Periodic  payments  over  a  specified  period  of  time. 

(d)  Systematic  Withdrawal:  Periodic  payments  of  a  fixed  amount  or  fixed  duration  subject  to  the 
restrictions  of  the  Administrator. 

(e)  Any  other  method  of  payment  agreed  upon  by  the  Employer  and  the  Participant  or  Beneficiary 
and  provided  for  in  an  investment  vehicle  acquired  by  the  Employer  in  connection  with  this 
Plan. 

No  benefit  payment  option  may  be  selected  which  would  provide  annuity  benefits  extending  beyond 
the  life  expectancy  of  the  annuitant  or  the  joint  life  expectancy  of  the  annuitant  and  his  contingent 
annuitant,  as  determined  on  the  Benefit  Commencement  Date. 

4.08  Minimum  Distribution  Rules.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Plan  to  the  contrary,  any 
distribution  under  the  Plan  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  Code  Sections  401(a)(9)  and  457(d) 
and  the  regulations  established  thereunder  as  they  are  amended.  No  payment  option  may  be 
selected  by  a  Participant  unless  the  amounts  payable  to  the  Participant  are  expected  to  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  minimum  distribution  required  under  Section  401(aX9)  of  the  Code.  The  amounts 
payable  also  must  satisfy  the  minimum  distribution  incidental  benefit  requirements  of  Section 
401(a)(9)(G)  of  the  Code. 

SECTION  5 
BENEFICIARIES 

5.01  Beneficiary  Designation:  A  Participant  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  a  Beneficiary,  and  amend 
or  revoke  such  designation  at  any  time,  by  submitting  an  Applicable  Form.  Such  designation, 
amendment  or  revocation  shall  be  effective  upon  receipt  and  acceptance  of  such  Applicable  Form 
by  the  Employer.  If  the  Participant  dies  without  a  Beneficiary  form  on  file,  the  benefit  payments 
shall  be  made  to  the  Participant's  estate. 

5.02  Payment  to  Beneficiary:  In  the  event  of  the  Participant's  death,  any  remaining  benefit  shall  be 
distributed  according  to  the  following. 

(a)  If  the  Participant  had  begun  receiving  periodic  payments  of  a  fixed  amount  or  fixed  duration 
from  the  Plan  which  were  not  annuitized,  the  balance  of  the  Account  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Beneficiary  at  least  as  rapidly  as  under  the  payment  option  selected  by  the  Participant. 

(b)  If  the  Participant  had  begun  receiving  payments  under  an  annuity  contract,  the  Beneficiary 
shall  be  bound  by  all  restrictions  of  that  contract  and  the  form  of  payment  selected  thereunder 
and  remaining  payments,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Beneficiary  under  the  contract. 

(c)  If  the  Participant  dies  before  distributions  have  commenced,  a  spouse  Beneficiary  may  delay 
the  commencement  of  benefits  until  the  Participant  would  have  attained  age  701/2  and  may 
elect  to  receive  payment  at  such  time  over  the  spouse  Beneficiary's  life  expectancy. 

(d)  If  the  Participant  dies  before  distributions  have  commenced,  a  non-spouse  Beneficiary  may 
take  a  lump  sum  or  a  periodic  payment.  In  the  case  of  a  lump  sum  distribution,  payment  must 
be  made  no  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  Participant's  death.  In  the  case  of  a 
periodic  distribution,  payments  must  commence  no  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  the 
Participant's  death  and  must  be  made  over  a  maximum  of  fifteen  years,  but  in  no  event  over  a 
period  longer  than  the  Beneficiary's  life  expectancy  at  the  time  the  distribution  commences. 
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SECTION  6 
PLAN  ADMINISTRATION 

6.01  Duties  and  Powers  of  Administrator:  The  Plan  Administrator  shall  have  responsibility  for  the 
operation  and  administration  of  the  Plan  and  shall  direct  payment  of  Plan  benefits.  The  Plan 
Administrator  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  adopt,  interpret,  alter,  amend  or  revoke  rules 
and  regulations  necessary  to  administer  the  Plan  and  to  delegate  ministerial  duties  and  employ  such 
outside  professionals  as  may  be  required  for  prudent  administration  of  the  Plan.  The  Plan 
Administrator  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  enter  agreements  on  behalf  of  the  employer  necessary 
to  implement  this  Plan.  The  members  of  the  Plan  Administrator,  if  otherwise  eligible,  may 
participate  in  this  Plan,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  make  decisions  solely  with  respect  to  their  own 
participation. 

6.02  Binding  Actions  of  Administrator:  Any  action  by  the  Administrator,  which  is  not  found  to  be  an 
abuse  of  discretion,  shall  be  final,  conclusive  and  binding  on  all  individuals  affected  thereby.  The 
Administrator  may  take  any  such  action  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  the  Administrator  in 
its  sole  discretion  may  deem  expedient  and  the  Administrator  shall  be  the  sole  and  final  judge  of 
such  expediency. 

6.03  Delegation  by  Administrator:  In  addition  to  the  powers  stated  in  Section  6.01,  the  Administrator 
may  from  time  to  time  delegate  to  an  individual,  committee  or  organization  certain  of  its  fiduciary 
responsibilities  under  the  Plan.  Any  such  individual,  committee  or  organization  shall  remain  a 
fiduciary  until  such  delegation  is  revoked  by  the  Administrator,  which  revocation  may  be  without 
cause  and  without  advance  notice.  Such  individual,  committee  or  organization  shall  have  such 
power  and  authority  with  respect  to  such  delegated  fiduciary  responsibilities  as  the  Administrator 
has  under  the  Plan. 

6.04  Payment  of  Benefits:  The  Administrator,  if  in  doubt  concerning  the  correctness  of  its  action  in 
making  a  payment  of  a  benefit,  may  suspend  payment  until  satisfied  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
payment  or  the  person  to  receive  the  payment,  or  may  file,  in  any  state  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  a  suit,  in  such  form  as  it  considers  appropriate,  for  legal  determination  of  the  benefits  to 
be  paid  and  the  persons  to  receive  them.  The  Administrator  may  also  bring  a  suit  or  take  such  other 
action,  as  it  deems  appropriate  in  the  case  of  questions  involving  investment  directions.  The 
Administrator  shall  comply  with  the  final  order  of  the  court  in  any  such  suit,  and  Participants  and 
Beneficiaries  shall  be  bound  thereby  insofar  as  such  order  affects  the  benefits  payable  under  this 
Plan  or  the  method  or  manner  of  payment. 

6.05  Limitation  of  Recovery:  Participants  and  Beneficiaries  may  not  seek  recovery  against  the 
Administrator,  or  any  employee,  contractor  or  agent  of  the  Employer  or  Administrator  for  any  loss 
sustained  by  any  Participant  or  Beneficiary  due  to  the  nonperformance  of  their  duties,  negligence  or 
any  other  misconduct  of  the  above  named  persons.  This  paragraph  shall  not,  however,  excuse  fraud 
or  a  wrongful  taking  by  any  person. 

SECTION  7 
ACCOUNTS  AND  REPORTS 

7.01  Account:  The  Administrator  or  duly  appointed  representative  shall  maintain  an  Account  with 
respect  to  each  Participant,  and  that  Account  shall  be  credited  with  the  Participant's  deferred 
amount  for  each  pay  period.  The  balance  of  such  account  shall  be  adjusted  daily  to  reflect  any 
distribution  to  the  Participant  and  all  interest,  dividends,  account  charges  and  changes  of  market 
value  resulting  from  the  investment  of  the  Participant's  deferred  amounts.  All  Plan  records, 
including  individual  account  information  that  is  maintained  by  the  Administrator  shall  be  the 
exclusive  property  of  the  Employer. 

7.02  Statement  of  Account:  The  Administrator's  designee  for  providing  Administrative  services  shall 
provide  a  written  report  of  the  status  of  each  Participant's  Account  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
end  of  each  Plan  quarter  and,  a  year-end  summary  report  of  transactions  and  aggregate  account 
balances  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  end  of  the  Plan  Year.  All  reports  to  Participants  shall  be 
based  on  the  fair  market  value  of  investments  credited  to  their  Accounts  as  of  the  reporting  dates. 
Participant  reports  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  accepted  by  the  Participant  as  correct  unless  the 
Administrator,  or  its  designee,  receives  written  notice  to  the  contrary  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the 
mailing  or  distribution  of  a  report  to  the  Participant. 

7.03  Account  Valuation:  The  Administrator  or  its  duly  appointed  representative  shall  value  the 
investments  each  business  day  based  on  acceptable  industry  practices.  All  daily  transactions  shall 
be  based  on  that  day's  closing  market  values. 
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SECTION  8 
INVESTMENT  OF  DEFERRALS 

8.01  Investment  Options:  From  time  to  time,  the  Administrator  shall  determine  the  available  Investment 
Fund  Options  for  Participants  or  Beneficiaries.  The  Participants  may  direct  the  investment  of  their 
accounts  among  these  Investment  Fund  Options.  Investment  allocations  by  Participants  shall 
remain  effective  with  regard  to  all  subsequent  Deferrals,  until  changed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Section.  A  Participant  may  change  his  allocation  request  by  submitting  an 
Applicable  Form  as  required  by  the  Administrator.  Such  changes  shall  become  effective  as  soon  as 
administratively  feasible. 

8.02  Deposits:  In  all  cases,  deposits  of  deferrals  shall  be  treated  as  actually  made  only  as  of  the  date  the 
funds  are  accepted  as  in  good  order  by  the  Administrator. 

SECTION  9 
PLAN  TO  PLAN  TRANSFERS 

9.01  Plan-to-Plan  Transfers:  Notwithstanding  any  other  Plan  provision,  distribution  of  amounts  deferred 
by  a  former  Participant  of  this  Plan  shall  not  commence  upon  Separation  from  Service,  but  instead 
may  be  transferred  to  another  Deferred  Compensation  Plan,  of  which  the  former  Participant  has 
become  a  Participant,  if: 

(a)  the  plan  receiving  such  amounts  provide  for  their  acceptance,  and 

(b)  a  Participant  Separates  from  Service  with  the  employer  in  order  to  accept  employment  with 
another  entity  eligible  to  sponsor  a  plan  pursuant  to  Code  Section  457. 

This  Plan  may  accept  the  cash  transfer  of  amounts  previously  deferred  by  a  Participant  under 
another  eligible  Deferred  Compensation  Plan. 

SECTION  10 
AMENDMENT  AND  TERMINATION 

10.01  Amendments:  Subject  to  the  provision  of  any  applicable  law,  the  Employer  may  at  any  time 
amend  or  modify  this  Plan  without  the  consent  of  the  Participants  (or  any  Beneficiaries 
thereof),  provided  that  notice  of  the  amendment  be  given  to  Participants  at  least  forty-five  (45) 
days  before  the  amendment  becomes  effective.  However,  this  forty-five  (45)  day  notice 
requirement  is  suspended  if  the  amendment  does  not  limit  or  otherwise  restricts  the  deferral 
and  distribution  rights  of  the  Participants. 

10.02  Termination:  Although  the  Employer  has  established  this  Plan  with  a  bona  fide  intention  and 
expectation  to  maintain  the  Plan  indefinitely,  the  Employer  may  terminate  or  discontinue  the 
Plan  in  whole  or  in  part  at  any  time  without  any  liability  for  such  termination  or 
discontinuance.  Upon  Plan  termination,  all  Deferrals  shall  cease.  In  such  an  event,  the 
Administrator  shall  be  responsible  for  directing  distribution  of  all  assets  of  the  Plan  to 
Participants,  Beneficiaries  or  to  a  successor  plan. 

SECTION  1 1 
PARTICIPATION  BY  POLITICAL  SUBDIVISIONS 

11.01  Adoption:  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Administrator,  the  governing  body  of  a  political 
subdivision,  as  defined  in  1.16,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  or  Marion  County,  Indiana  may 
pass  a  resolution  to  formally  adopt  this  Plan  for  its  employees.  Such  resolution  must  indicate 
that  the  political  subdivision  will  abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Plan. 

1 1 .02  Termination:  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Administrator,  a  political  subdivision  may 
terminate  its  participation  in  the  Plan  by  adopting  a  resolution  terminating  its  employees' 
rights  in  regard  to  participation  in  the  Plan.  Distributions,  under  the  Plan,  of  existing  accounts 
to  these  Participants  are  subject  to  the  terms  of  Section  4. 

SECTION  12 
MISCELLANEOUS 

12.01  Limitation  of  rights:  Neither  the  establishment  of  this  Plan  nor  any  modification  thereof  nor 
the  creation  of  any  fund  or  account,  nor  the  payments  of  any  benefits,  shall  be  construed  as 
giving  any  Participant  or  other  person  any  legal  or  equitable  right  against  the  Employer  except 
as  provided  in  the  Plan.  In  no  event  shall  the  terms  of  employment  of  any  employee  be 
modified  or  in  any  way  be  affected  by  the  Plan. 

12.02  Nonassignment:  No  Participant  Beneficiary  or  designee  may  commute,  sell,  assign,  transfer 
or  otherwise  convey  the  right  to  receive  any  payment  under  the  Plan,  provided  that  such 
payment  and  right  thereto  is  expressly  declared  to  be  nonassignable  and  nontransferable. 
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12.03  Federal  Taxes:  Neither  the  Employer  nor  the  Administrator  guarantee  that  any  particular 
Federal  or  State  income,  payroll  or  other  tax  consequence  will  occur  because  of  participation 
in  this  Plan. 

12.04  USERRA  Compliance:  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  Plan  to  the  contrary, 
contributions,  benefits  and  service  credit  with  respect  to  qualified  military  service  shall  be 
provided  in  accordance  with  Code  Section  414(u),  and  as  required  by  the  Uniformed  Services 
Employment  and  Reemployment  Rights  Act  ("USERRA"). 

12.05  Erroneous  Payments:  If  the  Administrator  makes  any  payment  that  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  Plan  and  the  benefits  provided  hereunder  should  not  have  been  made,  the  Administrator 
may  recover  that  incorrect  payment,  by  whatever  means  necessary,  whether  or  not  it  was  made 
due  to  the  error  of  the  Administrator. 

12.06  Liability:  The  Administrator  shall  not  incur  any  liability  in  acting  upon  notice,  request,  signed 
letter  or  other  paper  document  or  electronic  transmission  believed  by  the  Administrator  to  be 
genuine  or  to  be  executed  or  sent  by  an  authorized  person. 

12.07  Severability:  If  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  holds  any  provision  of  this  Plan  to  be  invalid 
or  unenforceable,  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Plan  shall  continue  to  be  fully  effective. 

12.08  Applicable  Law:  The  Plan  shall  be  construed  in  accordance  with  applicable  federal  law  and,  to 
the  extent  otherwise  applicable,  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana.

SECTION  1.  Article  I,  Section  511-102,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  and 
deleting  the  cross-hatched  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  511-102.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter  and  its  regulations,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to 
them: 

Actual  emissions  means  the  emissions  which  occurred  over  a  specified  period  of  time  based  upon 
emission  monitoring,  stack  testing,  emission  factors,  or  other  measures  acceptable  to  the  administrator. 

Administrator  means  the  assistant  administrator  of  tho  air  pollution  control  section  of  the 
environmental  resources  management  division  of  the  department  of  public  works,  Consolidated  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  or  his/her  authorized  deputy,  agent  or  representative. 

Air  contaminant  means  any  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous  matter,  or  any  combination  thereof,  that  may  be 
emitted  into  the  ambient  air  in  any  manner  which  may  cause  or  contribute  to  air  pollution.  Air 
contaminant  shall  include  "regulated  air  pollutant"  as  defined  in  40  CFR  §70.2. 

Air  contaminant  emitter  or  air  contaminant  source  means  any  vehicle,  process  facility  or  any  other 
device  that  emits  or  is  capable  of  emitting  an  air  contaminant,  whether  privately  or  publicly  owned  or 
operated.    Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  this  term  includes  all  types  of  business, 
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commercial  and  industrial  plants,  works,  shops  and  stores,  heating  and  power  plants  and  power  stations, 
and  buildings  and  other  structures  of  all  types,  including  single-and  multiple-family  residences, 
apartments,  houses,  office  buildings,  public  buildings,  hotels,  restaurants,  schools,  hospitals,  churches, 
other  institutional  buildings,  automobiles,  trucks,  tractors,  buses,  other  motor  vehicles,  garages  vending 
and  service  locations  and  stations,  railroad  locomotives,  ships,  boats  and  other  waterborne  craft,  portable 
fuel-burning  equipment,  incinerators  of  all  types,  indoor  and  outdoor,  refuse  dumps  and  piles,  and  all 
stack  and  other  chimney  outlets  from  any  of  the  foregoing. 

Air  pollution  means  the  presence  or  threatened  discharge,  from  whatever  source,  of  solid,  semisolid, 
liquid  or  gaseous  matter  or  any  combination  thereof  in  the  ambient  air  in  sufficient  quantities  and  of  such 
characteristics  and  duration  which: 

(1)  Injures  or  threatens  to  injure  human,  plant  or  animal  life;  or 

(2)  Damages  or  threatens  to  damage  property;  or 

(3)  Unreasonably  interferes  with  the  comfortable  enjoyment  of  life  and  property. 

Allowable  emissions  means  the  emissions  rate  as  established  in  the  applicable  air  pollution  control 
permit  issue  by  the  division. 

Ambient  air  means  any  outside  air. 

Asbestos  abatement  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  remove  asbestos 
materials  and  conduct  asbestos  abatement  projects. 

Board  means  the  Indianapolis  Air  Pollution  Control  Board. 

CFR  shall  mean,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  edition  incorporated 
by  reference  within  Regulation  1-2-1  duly  adopted  by  the  Indianapolis  Air  Pollution  Control  Board. 

Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  means  the  Federal  Clean  Air  Act  (42  USC  7401  et  seq.)  as  amended  by  the 
Clean  Air  Act  Amendments  of  1990  (P.L.  101-549). 

Construction  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  construct,  reconstruct  or 
modify  an  air  contaminant  emitter. 

Division  means  the  air  pollution  control  section  of  the  environmental  resources  management 
division  of  the  department  of  public  works,  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County. 

Effective  date  means  the  date  on  which  an  action  takes  effect.  For  permits  issued  pursuant  to  article 
V  of  this  chapter,  the  effective  date  is  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  administrator  oigns  and  issues  the  permit: 
For  all  othor  actions  Unless  otherwise  designated  in  the  notice,  the  effective  date  is  when  the  person 
subject  to  the  action  receives  written  notice  of  the  action. 

Emission  credit  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  claim  credit  for 
emissions  not  released  to  the  ambient  air. 

Facility  means  any  one  ( 1 )  structure,  piece  of  equipment,  installation  operation  that  emits  or  is 
capable  of  emitting  an  air  contaminant.  Single  pieces  of  equipment  or  installations  with  multiple 
emission  points  shall  be  considered  a  facility  for  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  its  regulations. 

Open  burning  or  open  fire  means  any  burning  of  combustible  matter  where  the  products  of 
combustion  are  emitted  directly  into  the  ambient  air  without  passing  through  a  stack  or  chimney. 

Operating  permit  means  the  written  authorization  that  allows  a  person  to  operate  an  air  contaminant 
emitter. 

Person  means  any  individual,  proprietorship,  partnership,  firm,  company  corporation,  association, 
joint  venture,  trustee,  estate,  political  or  governmental  unit  or  any  other  legal  entity. 

Potential  emissions  means  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  which  would  be  emitted  from  a 
facility  if  that  facility  were  operated  without  the  use  of  pollutant  control  equipment  unless  such  control 
equipment  is  (aside  from  air  pollution  control  requirements)  necessary  for  the  facility  to  produce  its 
normal  product  or  is  integral  to  the  normal  operation  of  the  facility.  Potential  emissions  shall  be  based  on 
maximum  rated  capacity  unless  hours  of  operation  are  limited  by  enforceable  permit  conditions  and  shall 
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be  calculated  according  to  federal  emission  guidelines  in  AP  42  -Compilation  of  Air  Pollutant  Emission 
Factors,  or  calculated  based  on  stack  test  data  or  other  data  acceptable  to  the  board. 

Process  means  any  action,  operation  or  treatment  and  the  equipment  used  in  connection  therewith, 
and  all  methods  or  forms  of  manufacturing  or  processing  that  emits  or  is  capable  of  emitting  an  air 
contaminant. 

Regulation  means  the  whole  or  any  part  of  a  board  statement  of  general  applicability  that: 

(1)  Has  or  is  designed  to  have  the  effect  of  law;  and 

(2)  Implements,  interprets  or  prescribes: 

a.  Law  or  policy,  or 

b.  The  organization,  procedure  or  practice  requirements  of  the  board  or  division. 

Source  means  one  (1)  or  an  aggregation  of  processes  or  facilities  that  are  located  on  one  ( 1 )  piece  of 
property  or  more  on_contiguous  or  adjacent  properties^  and  which  are  owned  or  operated  by  the  same 
person,  or  by  persons  under  common  control. 

Title  V  operating  permit  means  the  operating  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of 
1990. 

Wood  Products  means  dry  material  consisting  of  vegetation  or  wood  which  does  not  contain  any 
other  substances.

The  copies  shall  be  available  for  public  examination  until 
the  proposed  regulation  becomes  effective.  Any  interested  person  may  examine  the  proposed 
regulation  during  regular  business  hours.  The  clerk  of  the  city-county  council  shall  provide  each 
member  of  the  city-county  council  a  copy  of  the  proposed  regulation. 

(4)  Written  comments  may  be  submitted  to  the  board  prior  to  the  public  hearing.  Any  interested  party 
may  present  oral  or  written  data,  facts,  comments  or  argument  at  the  public  hearing  either  in  person 
or  by  a  duly  authorized  representative  or  attorney.  Unless  the  board  or  its  hoaring  officer  or 
officers  determines  for  good  cause  to  close  the  comment  period  at  the  conclusion  of  the  public 
hearing,  written  comments  may  be  submitted  up  to  and  including  seven  (7)  days  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  public  hearing.  At  the  hearing  the  board  or  its  hearing  officer  or  officers  may 
further  extend  the  period  for  submitting  written  comments.  After  the  conclusion  of  the  public 
comment  period  and  before  the  board  adopts  the  proposed  regulation,  the  administrator  shall 
submit  to  the  board  written  responses  to  the  public  comments.  The  board  or  its  hearing  officer  or 
officers  may  continue  the  public  hearing  without  publishing  further  notice  if  the  date  and  time  of 
the  continued  hearing  is  announced  concurrently  with  the  decision  to  continue  the  hearing. 

(5)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (6)  of  this  section,  the  board  shall  not  vote  on  a  proposed 
regulation  until  at  least  ten  ( 10)  days  after  the  conclusion  of  the  public  comment  period. 

(6)  Upon  concurrence  of  at  least  seven  (7)  members,  the  board  may  waive  the  ten-day  requirement  in 
paragraph  (5)  of  this  section. 

(7)  The  board  shall  vote  on  a  regulation  in  accordance  with  section  4-36  511-207  of  this  chapter. 

(8)  No  later  than  (10)  days  Aafter  the  board  has  adopted  a  regulation,  the  division  shall  publish  a 
notice,  once  a  week  for  two  (2)  consecutive  weeks,  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed 
and  published  in  Marion  County.  The  notice  shall  state  that  the  board  adopted  a  regulation,  state 
the  number  of  the  regulation,  describe  the  subject  matter  of  the  regulation,  state  that  copies  of  the 
regulation  are  available  for  public  examination  at  the  offices  of  the  division  and  the  clerk  of  the 
city-county  council  and  that  the  regulation  becomes  effective  on  the  sixty  first  day  after  adoption 
unless  rejected  by  the  city -county  council,  state  when  the  regulation  becomes  effective. 

(9)  The  division  shall  file  five  (5)  two  (2)  copies  of  the  adopted  regulation,  along  with  proof  of 
publication,  with  the  clerk  of  the  city-county  council  and  keep  five  (5)  copies  on  file  at  the  division 
offices.  The  clerk  of  the  city-county  council  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  adopted  regulation  to  each 
member  of  the  city-county  council. 

(10)  The  city  county  council  may  reject,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  a  regulation  adopted  by  the  board 
within  sixty  (60)  days  of  adoption  by  the  board.  If  a  regulation  is  rejected,  the  regulations  which 
wore  previously  in  effect  before  the  rejected  regulation  was  adopted  shall  remain  in  offoct. — If-a 
regulation  is  not  rejected,  it  shall  bo  offoctivo  on  the  sixty  first  day  after  adoption.  A  regulation 
shall  not  become  effective  or  enforceable  until  forty-five  (45)  days  after  the  date  of  first  publication 
required  under  section  511-402(8),  unless  the  Mayor  proclaims  an  emergency  effective  date. 
During  such  forty-five  (45)  day  period,  the  city-county  council  may  by  resolution  stay,  up  to  a 
maximum  of  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  first  publication  required  under  section  511-402(8), 
the  taking  effect  of  a  regulation.  Before  it  becomes  effective,  the  city-county  council  may  by 
resolution  reject  a  regulation.  If  a  regulation  is  rejected,  the  regulation  which  was  previously  in 
effect  before  the  rejected  regulation  was  adopted  shall  remain  in  effect.  Unless  preempted  by 
applicable  law,  the  city-countv  council  may  also  adopt  ordinances  on  the  same  subject  matter, 
thereby  abrogating  the  agency's  authority  to  adopt  the  proposed  regulation.  If  the  city-county 
council  has  not  rejected  a  regulation  or  adopted  an  ordinance  on  the  same  subject  matter  within 
forty-five  (45)  days,  or  up  to  ninety  (90)  days  if  the  city-council  by  resolution  staved  the  talcing 
effect  of  the  regulation  within  the  forty-five  (45)  day  period,  the  regulation  shall  become  effective. 
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(11)  If  the  board  amends  or  repeals  an  existing  regulation,  the  procedures  in  paragraphs  (1)  through  (10) 
of  this  section  shall  apply. 

(12)  If  the  board  makes  substantive  revisions  to  a  proposed  regulation  after  preliminary  adoption  and 
before  final  adoption,  the  board  shall  preliminarily  adopt  the  revised  proposal  and  follow  the 
procedures  in  paragraphs  (1 )  through  (10). 

SECTION  4.       Article  V,  Section  511-501  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  and 
deleting  the  cross-hatched  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  511-501.  Permit  system. 

(a)  The  board  shall  adopt  regulations  that  create  a  permit  system,  and  the  division  shall  implement 
the  permit  system.  The  permit  system  shall  contain  two  (2)  components: 

(1)  The  permit  system  mandated  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  which  may  shaH-include 
permits  required  by  Title  IV  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  (acid  rain);  and 

(2)  Other  permits  as  required  by  federal  or  state  law  or  deemed  by  the  board  to  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

Regulations  adopted  by  the  board  shall  be  revised  in  a  timely  manner  to  incorporate  new  requirements  set 
forth  in  applicable  state  or  federal  air  pollution  control  laws  or  regulations. 

(b)  That  portion  of  the  permit  system  mandated  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  which 
shall  include  permits  required  by  Title  IV  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  (acid  rain),  shall  comply  in  all 
respects  with  that  act  and  applicable  federal  regulations.  In  the  event  of  a  conflict  between  the  federal 
regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  Title  V  and  those  promulgated  pursuant  to  Title  IV,  those  federal 
regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  Title  IV  shall  govern. 

(c)  The  permit  system  shall  include  adequate,  streamlined  and  reasonable  procedures  for 
expeditiously  administering  the  system. 

(d)  At  a  minimum  the  permit  regulations  shall  perform  the  following  functions: 

(1)  Require  permits  in  order  to  construct  new  facilities  or  sources. 

(2)  Require  permits  in  order  to  modify  or  reconstruct  existing  facilities  or  sources. 

(3)  Require  permits  in  order  to  operate  facilities  or  sources. 

(4)  Require  permits  for  processes  and  other  air  contaminant  emitters  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
air  curtain  incinerators,  asbestos  abatement^projects  and  oandblasting. 

(5)  Require  permits  for  claiming  emission  credits  or  allowances  and  establish  procedures  and 
requirements  for  obtaining  and  using  emission  credits  or  allowances,  provided  that  such 
system  shall  not  interfere  with  the  federal  sulfur  dioxide  allowance  system  established 
pursuant  to  Title  IV  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  (acid  rain). 

(6)  Establish  minimum  levels  of  emissions  from  a  facility,  source,  process  or  other  air 
contaminant  emitter  for  which  a  permit  and/or  reporting  is  required. 

(7)  Establish  fixed  terms  for  permits,  which  terms  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  Five  (5)  years  for  permits  required  by  Title  IV  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  (acid  rain); 
and 

b.  Not  to  exceed  five  (5)  years  for  all  other  permits. 

(8)  Establish  the  information  necessary  for  complete  permit  applications  and  the  procedures  and  time 
frames  by  which  the  applications'  completeness  shall  be  determined. 

(9)  Establish  procedures  and  time  frames  for  division  review  of  permit  applications,  including 
initial  permit  issuance,  modifications  or  revisions  and  renewals. 
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(10)  Establish  procedures  and  time  frames  for  notice,  public  comment  periods  and  public  hearings, 
which  procedures  may  include  providing  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  draft  permit  before 
it  is  issued.  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  such  procedures 
shall,  as  provided  in  40  CFR  §70. 7(h),  require  adequate  procedures  for  public  notice,  including 
offering  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  and  a  hearing  on  the  draft  permit,  for  initial  permit 
issuance,  significant  modifications  and  renewals. 

(11)  Require,  when  appropriate,  reasonable  tests  and  monitoring,  including  continuous  emissions 
monitoring,  and  creation,  submission  to  the  division  and  retention  of  reports  and  records  of 
tests,  monitoring,  production,  maintenance  or  other  matters  relating  to  the  quantity  of 
emissions,  the  effectiveness  of  air  pollution  control  equipment  or  compliance  with  this  chapter 
and  its  regulations. 

(12)  Provide,  for  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  if  the  applicant  has 
submitted  a  timely  and  complete  application  for  an  initial  or  renewal  permit,  but  no  final  action 
has  been  taken  on  the  application,  the  applicant's  failure  to  have  a  permit  is  not  a  violation  of 
this  chapter  or  its  regulations  until  after  the  division  takes  final  action  on  the  permit 
application. 

(13)  Require,  when  necessary,  that  application  forms,  reports  and  compliance  certifications  shall 
contain  certification  by  a  responsible  official  of  truth,  accuracy  and  completeness. 

(14)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  allow  issuance  of  a  permit  for  a 
facility  or  source  not  in  compliance  with  applicable  requirements. 

(15)  Require,  when  appropriate,  submittal  of  a  certified  plan  and  schedule  to  attain  and  maintain 
compliance. 

(16)  Require  that  no  permit  shall  automatically  issue,  be  renewed  or  modified  because  of  failure  of 
the  division  to  take  action  on  the  application,  or  for  any  other  reason. 

(17)  Require  that  the  division  shall  not  issue  a  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of 
1990  if  the  administrator  of  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  makes  a 
written  objection  within  the  time  allowed  under  applicable  federal  law. 

(18)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  establish,  consistent  with  the 
timing  and  other  requirements  of  40  CFR  §70.4(b)3  and  §72.72(b)(5)(ii),  an  opportunity  for 
judicial  review  of  final  action  on  a  permit,  by  the  applicant,  any  person  who  participated  in  the 
public  participation  process  and  any  other  affected  person  entitled  to  judicial  review  of  such 
action  under  state  law.  The  opportunity  for  judicial  review  so  provided  shall  be  the  exclusive 
means  for  obtaining  judicial  review  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  permits.  Procedures 
regarding  such  opportunity  for  judicial  review  may  be  established  by  this  chapter  or  by 
regulation  of  the  board. 

(19)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  and  solely  for  purposes  of 
obtaining  judicial  review  to  require  that  action  be  taken  by  the  division  on  the  application 
without  additional  delay,  provide  that  failure  of  the  division  to  act  on  an  initial  or  renewal 
application,  or  modification  or  revision,  within  the  time  periods  specified  in  the  Clean  Air  Act 
of  1 990  is  a  final  action  of  the  administrator  appealable  directly  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

(20)  Establish  transfer  procedures  and  renewal  procedures  and,  for  permits  required  by  Title  V  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  provide  that  permits  being  renewed  are  subject  to  the  same 
procedural  requirements  that  apply  to  initial  permit  issuance. 

(21)  Require  that  permits  may  be  terminated,  modified,  or  revoked  and  reissued  for  cause  and 
establish  causes  for  such  actions. 

(22)  Provide,  for  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  if  the  permit  holder  has 
submitted  a  timely  and  complete  application  for  renewal,  but  no  final  action  has  been  taken  on 
the  application,  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  permit,  including  any  application  shield 
granted  by  subparagraph  (12)  of  this  paragraph  (d),  shall  remain  in  effect  until  the  renewal 
permit  has  been  issued  or  denied. 

(23)  Require  that  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  shall  be  reopened  and 
revised  before  expiration  of  the  permit  when  the  following  conditions  exist: 
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a.  Additional  federal  requirements  become  applicable  to  a  facility  or  source  with  a  permit 
which  allows  at  least  three  (3)  more  years  of  continued  operations.  However,  a  permit 
does  not  have  to  be  revised  if  the  additional  requirements  will  not  become  effective  until 
after  the  date  the  permit  expires.  A  permit  revision  to  address  additional  requirements 
must  be  completed  by  the  division  not  more  than  eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  adoption 
of  the  additional  requirements;  or 

b.  Additional  requirements  become  applicable  to  the  permit  under  the  acid  rain  program. 
Upon  approval  by  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  an  excess 
emissions  offset  plan  shall  be  considered  to  be  incorporated  into  the  permit;  or 

c.  The  division  or  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  determines  that: 

1 .  The  permit  contains  a  material  mistake;  or 

2.  Inaccurate  statements  were  made  in  establishing  the  emissions  standards  or  other 
terms  or  conditions  of  the  permit;  or 

d.  The  division  or  the  administrator  of  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
determines  that  the  permit  must  be  revised  or  revoked  to  assure  compliance  with  the 
applicable  federal  requirements  as  defined  in  40  CFR  §70.2. 

(24)  Require  that  all  permits  shall  contain  a  severability  clause  to  ensure  the  continued  validity 
of  the  various  permit  requirements  in  the  event  of  a  challenge  to  any  portion  of  the 
permit. 

(25)  Establish  procedures  for  determining  if  information  (other  than  the  contents  of  a  permit 
required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  or  emissions  data)  maintained  by  the 
division,  if  made  public,  would  divulge  methods  or  processes  entitled  to  protection  as 
trade  secrets  and  assuring  security  of  information  so  determined  to  be  entitled  to 
confidentiality. 

(26)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  establish  procedures 
allowing  changes  to  be  made  without  requiring  a  permit  revision  if  the  permit  holder  has 
been  issued  an  operating  permit  or  is  operating  without  a  permit  but  has  made  a  timely 
and  complete  application  for  a  permit  and  if: 

a.  The  changes  are  not  modifications  under  any  provision  of  Title  I  of  the  Clean  Air  Act 
of  1990; 

b.  The  changes  do  not  exceed  emissions  allowable  under  the  permit,  whether  expressed 
as  a  rate  of  emissions  or  as  total  emissions;  and 

c.  The  permit  holder  provides  the  division  with  written  notification  at  least  seven  (7) 
days  before  the  proposed  changes  are  made.  However,  the  board,  by  regulation,  may 
provide  a  different  time  period  for  notifications  that  involve  emergency  situations. 

(27)  For  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  establish  procedures 
allowing  reasonably  anticipated  alternate  operating  scenarios  identified  in  the  permit 
application  and  approved  by  the  division. 

(28)  For  permits  required  by  Title  IV  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  (acid  rain): 

a.  Establish  a  "permit  shield"  from  enforcement  action  as  provided  in  40  CFR  §72.5 1 ; 

b.  Provide  that  a  complete  permit  application  shall  be  binding  and  enforceable  as  a 
Title  IV  (acid  rain)  permit  from  the  date  of  submission  of  the  application  until 
issuance  or  denial  of  the  permit;  and 

c.  Allow  exemptions  for  certain  new  units  and  retired  units  as  provided  in  40  CFR 
§72.7  and  72.8. 

(29)  Require  that  all  permits  be  consistent  with  all  local,  state  and  federal  air  pollution  control 
laws  and  regulations; 
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(30)  Require  that  all  permits  not  interfere  with  attainment  of  local,  state  or  federal  air  quality 
standards. 

(e)  The  permit  regulations  may: 

(1)  Establish  procedures  for  general  permits  covering  numerous  sources  as  provided  in  40 
CFR  §70.6(d). 

(2)  Establish  a  limited  "permit  shield"  from  enforcement  action  as  provided  in  40  CFR 
§70.6(f). 

(3)  Allow  changes  not  addressed  or  prohibited  by  a  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  of  1990,  provided  such  changes  are  not  subject  to  any  requirements  under  Title 
IV  or  are  not  modifications  under  any  provision  of  Title  I  of  that  act. 

(4)  Establish  procedures  for  trading  emission  increases  and  decreases  under  certain 
circumstances  as  provided  in  40  CFR  §70.4(b)(12)(ii). 

(5)  Allow  issuance  of  a  permit  with  a  future  effective  date. 

(6)  Perform  any  other  function  not  specified  in  this  subsection  or  subsection  (d)  if  such 
function  is  reasonably  necessary  for  efficient  operation  of  the  permit  program  or 
reasonably  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  or  welfare  or  ensure  compliance  with 
local,  state  or  federal  air  pollution  control  laws  or  regulations. 

(7)  Establish  limited  liability  for  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  under  certain  circumstances, 
provided  that  any  such  regulation  shall  be  consistent  with,  and  no  more  permissive  than, 
IC  13-10-4-1. 

(f)  No  permit  required  by  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  for  a  solid  waste  incineration  unit,  as 
that  term  is  defined  in  §129  of  that  act,  may  be  issued  by  any  agency,  instrumentality  or  person  that  is 
also  responsible,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the  design  and  construction  or  operation  of  the  unit. 

SECTION  5.        Article  V,  Section  511-502  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  and 
deleting  the  cross-hatched  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  511-502. Reserved. 

Sec.  511  502. Judicial  review  of  final  permit  action  for  permits  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air 

Act  of  1990. 

(a)  Right  of  judicial  review.  Judicial  review  of  a  final  permit  action  for  permits  required  by  Title 
V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  may  be  requested  by  the  permit  applicant,  any  person  who  participated  in 
the  public  participation  process  pursuant  to  Regulation  XVII  1   or  any  other  affected  person. 

ffe)  Time  for  filing  petition.  Petitions  for  judicial  review  must  be  filed  with  a  court  of  compotont 
jurisdiction  no  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  a  final  permit  action-: — Notwithstanding  the  preceding 
requirement,  petitions  for  judicial  review  of  a  final  permit  action  can  bo  filed  moro  than  thirty  (30)  days 
aftor  the  final  permit  action  if: 

(4-)  The  petition  io  based  on  new  grounds  that  arise  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  final  permit 
action; 

(2)    The  petition  is  filed  not  moro  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  new  grounds  arose; 

(3}  The  new  grounds  are  based  on  new  information  that  was  not  available  and  could  not  be  due 
diligence  have  been  discovered  and  produced  within  thirty  (30)  days  aftor  the  final  permit 
action. 

If  the  final  permit  action  being  challenged  is  the  administrator's  failuro  to  take  final  action,  a  petition  for 
judicial  review  may  be  filod  any  time  before  the  administrator  denies  the  permit  or  issues  the  final  permit. 

(g)  Final  permit  action  defined.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  "final  permit  action"  shall  moan  a 
decision  of  the  board  regarding  a  permit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1 990  and  made 
pursuant  to  an  appeal  made  to  the  under  section  511  801. — Notwithstanding  the  preceding  definition, 
failure  of  the  administrator  to  act  on  an  initial  or  ronowal  application  or  modification  or  revision  of  a 
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pormit  required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  within  the  time  periods  spocified  in  Regulation 
XVII  1 — is  a  final  permit  action  which  may  be  appealed  directly  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  judicial  review  to  roquiro  that  action  be  taken  on  the  application 
without  additional  delay. 

(d)  Exclusiw  means. — The  opportunity  for  judicial  review  described  in  this  section  shall  bo  tho 
exclusive  means  for  obtaining  judicial  review  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  permits  required  by  Titlo  V 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990. 

SECTION  6.  Article  V,  Section  51 1-521  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  and  deleting 
the  cross-hatched  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  511-521.  Permit  fees 

(a)  Purpose.  This  section  511-521  establishes  permit  fees  due  to  the  division  at  levels  necessary  to 
continue  the  process  of  developing  and  administering  for  Marion  County  the  permit  program  required  by  Title 
V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990.  This  section  511-521  and  sections  511-523  also  establish  all  other  types  of 
permit  fees  due  to  the  division. 

(b)  Application  fees.  The  division  shall  collect  an  application  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars  (S100.00) 
whenever  a  person  submits  an  application  to: 

( 1 )  Obtain  a  construction  permit; 

(2)  Obtain  an  operating  permit; 

(3)  Obtain  an  asbestos  abatement  permit; 

(4)  Obtain  an  emission  credit  permit; 

(5)  Change  the  name  of  the  permittee  on  a  permit  issued  by  the  administrator, 

(6)  Transfer  a  permit  to  a  new  owner  of  the  air  contaminant  emitter  subject  to  a  permit; 

(7)  The  application  fee  for  ( 1 )  through  (6)  above  is  waived  if: 

a  A  permittee  has  already  obtained  a  construction  permit,  and  is  submitting  an  application  for 
an  initial  operating  permit, 

b.  A  permittee  is  renewing  an  operating  permit, 

c.  A  permittee  is  renewing  an  asbestos  abatement  permit; 

d.  A  permittee  is  renewing  an  emission  credit  permit. 

e.  A  permittee  has  already  obtained  an  operating  permit  and  is  submitting  an  application  for  an 
initial  Title  V  operating  permit. 

(8)  If  a  permittee  is  applying  simultaneously  for  permits  for  several  facilities  at  the  same  source,  the 

permittee  shall  pay  a  single  application  fee. 

(c)  Construction  permits.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  for  reviewing  plans  and  issuing  a 
construction  permit. 

(1)    Base  fees. 

a.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  less  than  ten  (10) 
tons  per  year  shall  be  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800.00). 

b.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  often  (10)  tons  per 
year  or  greater  but  less  than  twenty  (20)  tons  per  year  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars 
($1200.00). 

c.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  for  any  one  (1 )  pollutant  of  twenty  (20)  tons 
per  year  or  greater,  but  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  tons  per  year  shall  be  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00). 
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d.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  of  twenty-five  (25) 
tons  per  year-or  greater,  but  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  tons  per  year  shall  be  four  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($4,500.00). 

e.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  potential  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  of  one  hundred 
(100)  tons  per  year  or  greater  shall  be  six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($6,500.00). 

f  Facilities  which  elect  to  be  subject  to  board  Regulation  IX-2  (Enhanced  New  Source  Review) 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  fees  in  subsections  a.  through  e.,  but  instead  shall  pay  a  fee  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500.00). 

(2)    In  addition  to  fees  collected  under  paragraph  (1)  above,  the  division  shall  collect  all  applicable 
fees  specified  in  a.  through  g.  below. 

a.  The  fee  for  each  review  involving  a  facility  or  facilities  subject  to  federal,  state,  or  local  new 
source  performance  standards  shall  be  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  per  standard. 

b.  The  fee  for  each  review  involving  a  facility  or  facilities  subject  to  federal,  state,  and  local 
national  emission  standards  for  hazardous  air  pollutants  shall  be  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00)  per  pollutant. 

c.  The  fee  for  each  public  notice  required  as  a  part  of  a  construction  permit  review  shall  be  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00). 

d.  The  fee  for  each  facility  subject  to  best  available  control  technology  (BACT)  ,  maximum 
achievable  control  technology  (MACT)  or  lowest  achievable  emission  rate  (LAER)  shall  be 
three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant. 

e.  The  fee  for  each  facility  subject  to  generally  achievable  control  technology  (GACT)  shall  be 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant. 

f.  The  fee  for  each  facility  subject  to  modeling  analysis  shall  be  four  thousand  dollars 
($4,000.00)  per  pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant,  except  where  such  analysis  is 
performed  by  the  division,  in  which  case  the  fee  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00)  per 
pollutant  for  each  applicable  pollutant. 

g.  The  fee  for  each  facility  which  has  federally  enforceable  permit  restrictions  to  allow  the 
facility  to  be  exempt  from  federal  Prevention  of  Significant  Deterioration  or  Nonattainment 
New  Source  Review  requirements  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  per  permit. 

(d)  Operating  permits.  This  part  (d)  shall  not  apply  to  gasoline  dispensing  facility  operating  permitSr 
portable  air  curtain  incinerator  and  portable  sandblasting  operation  operating  permits  and  sources  which  are 
required  to  pay  Title  V  operating  permit  fees  pursuant  to  sections  (e)  or  opt-out  fees  pursuant  to  section  (f)- 

( 1 )  Initial  and  annual  fee.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  for  the  initial  issuance  of  an  operating  permit 
and  an  annual  administrative  fee  for  each  succeeding  year  for  the  maintenance  and  renewal  of  an 
operating  permit.  The  total  fee  shall  be  the  per  facility  fee  specified  in  subpart  (2)  below,  plus  the 
source  category  fee  or  fees  specified  in  subpart  (3)  below,  if  applicable.  The  total  fee,  exclusive  of 
the  source  category  fees  in  subparts  (3)c  and  (3)d,  shall  not  exceed  three  thousand  three  hundred 
dollars  ($3,300.00). 

(2)  Per  facility  fees. 

a.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  allowable  emissions  of  any  one  (1)  pollutant  less  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  tons  per  year  shall  be  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00). 

b.  The  fee  for  each  facility  with  allowable  emissions  of  any  one  ( 1 )  pollutant  of  twenty-five  (25) 
tons  per  year  or  greater,  but  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  tons  per  year,  shall  be  nine  hundred 
fifty  dollars  ($900.00). 

(3)  Source  category  fees. 

a.  The  fee  for  each  source  with  actual  emissions  of  seventy-five  (75)  tons  per  year  or  greater 
shall  be  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00). 
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b.  The  fee  for  each  source  with  actual  emissions  of  twenty-five  (25)  tons  per  year  or  greater  but 
less  than  seventy-five  (75)  tons  per  year  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  ($ 1 ,000.00). 

c.  The  fee  for  each  source  subject  to  federal,  state  or  local  national  emission  standards  for 
hazardous  air  pollutants  shall  be  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00). 

d.  The  fee  for  each  source  subject  to  federal,  state  or  local  new  source  performance  standards 
shall  be  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  per  standard. 

(4)    The  fees  set  forth  in  section  (d)(2)  and  (3)(a)  and  (b)  shall  automatically  be  adjusted  annually 
by  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI)  using  the  revision  of  the  CPI  which  is  most  consistent  with 
the  CPI  for  the  preceding  year. 

(e)     Fees  for  1995,  1996  and  subsequent  years  for  sources  required  to  obtain  Title  V  operating  permits. 

(1)  Beginning  in  calendar  year  1995,  sources  which,  according  to  40  CFR  §70.3  and  applicable  state 
and  local  regulations,  will  be  required  to  obtain  a  Title  V  operating  permit  under  a  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  approved  Title  V  operating  permit  program  applicable  to 
Marion  County,  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  as  set  forth  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  section. 

(2)  A  source's  annual  fee  shall  be  calculated  as  follows: 

a.  Each  source  shall  pay  a  base  fee  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00)  and  shall 
pay  an  additional  fee  of  thirty-seven  dollars  ($37.00)  per  ton  for  each  ton  of  regulated 
pollutant  emitted,  provided  that,  no  source  shall  pay  more  than  one  hundred  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($150,000.00),  or,  if  a  source  emits  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  tons  per  year  of 
NOx  and  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  tons  per  year  of  VOC  and  is  located  in  an  area 
designated  as  serious  or  severe  nonattainment  for  ozone  in  accordance  with  the  Clean  Air  Act 
of  1990,  the  source  shall  pay  no  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000.00).  The 
administrator  shall  exclude  from  the  fee  calculation  the  amount  of  each  source's  actual 
emissions  of  any  regulated  pollutant  that  the  source  emits  in  excess  of  four  thousand  (4000) 
tons  per  year.  As  used  in  this  section,  "regulated  pollutant"  shall  have  the  meaning  set  forth 
board  Regulation  XVII  1, 2-7,  Section  1 . 

b.  During  the  years  1995  through  1999  inclusive,  any  affected  unit  under  Section  404  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  shall  be  exempted  from  the  fees  established  under  subsection  (2Xi) 
and  shall  instead  pay  the  following:  Fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  shall  be  submitted 
upon  billing  for  an  electric  power  plant  containing  a  Phase  I  affected  unit,  as  identified  in 
Table  A  of  Section  404  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990  or  for  a  substitution  unit  as  determined 
by  U.S.  EPA  in  accordance  with  Section  404  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990. 

c.  Municipal  solid  waste  incinerators  with  a  capacity  greater  than  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  tons 
per  day  shall  be  exempted  from  the  fees  established  under  subsection  (2X0  and  shall  instead 
pay  the  following:  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00)  shall  be  submitted  upon 
billing. 

d.  In  addition  to  the  fees  established  under  subsection  (2X0,  c°ke  oven  batteries  shall  pay  the 
actual  cost  incurred  in  performing  inspections  required  by  40  CFR  §63,  Subpart  L,  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  twenty— five  thousand  dollars  ($125,000.00).  As  used  in  this  subsection, 
"coke  oven  battery"  shall  have  the  meaning  set  forth  in  board  Regulation  X  I. 

(3)  The  annual  emission  statement  submitted  during  the  previous  calendar  year  as  required  by  326 
IAC  2-6  or  an  equivalent  board  regulation  shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  total  tons  of  actual 
emissions  of  each  regulated  pollutant.  If  an  annual  emission  statement  is  not  required  or  if 
more  information  is  needed  to  accurately  determine  a  source's  emissions  for  a  regulated 
pollutant,  the  administrator  may  require  that  the  source  report  annual  emissions  using 
procedures  acceptable  to  the  administrator. 

(4)  After  review  of  a  source's  annual  emission  statement  and  all  other  available  information,  the 
administrator  shall  calculate  the  total  emissions  to  be  included  in  the  fee.  No  source  shall  be 
required  to  pay  more  than  a  single  dollar-per-ton  fee  during  any  billing  period  for  any  one  (1)  ton 
of  pollutant  emitted.  If  the  source  disputes  the  calculation  of  total  actual  emissions  used  to 
determine  the  fee,  the  source  shall  remit  the  total  fee  billed,  less  the  amount  attributable  to  the 
disputed  emissions  and  shall  provide  calculations  or  other  data  supporting  the  disputed  emissions 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  the  billing.    The  administrator  shall  review  the  information 
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submitted  and  make  a  final  determination  of  the  total  fee  due.  The  source  shall  pay  any  remaining 
fee  due  within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  receipt  of  the  revised  billing. 

(5)  The  fees  set  forth  in  section  (2Xi)  shall  automatically  be  adjusted  annually  by  the  Consumer  Price 
Index  (CPI)  using  the  revision  of  the  CPI  which  is  most  consistent  with  the  CPI  for  the  preceding 
calendar  year. 

(6)  Beginning  in  1995,  the  administrator  shall  present  a  report  to  the  board  by  August  15  of  each 
calendar  year.  The  report  shall  include  the  following  information  regarding  the  Title  V  permit 
program  for  the  previous  year: 

a.  The  number  of  sources  in  Marion  County  required  to  obtain  Title  V  operating  permits, 
including  those  choosing  to  opt-out  of  the  requirement  to  obtain  a  Title  V  operating  permit  by 
accepting  in  a  federally  enforceable  permit  physical  or  operational  limits  on  the  source's 
capacity  to  emit  air  pollutants; 

b.  The  number  of  such  permit  applications  received  by  the  division; 

c.  The  number  and  timeliness  of  final  permit  actions  taken  by  the  division; 

d.  The  adequacy  of  the  fees  collected  by  the  division  to  fund  the  Title  V  operating  permit 
program; 

e.  An  accounting  of  the  monies  deposited  in  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Program  Fund, 
distinguishing  fees  used  to  fund  the  Title  V  operating  permit  program  from  other  monies. 

Based  upon  the  report,  the  board  may  recommend  that  this  section  be  amended  to  revise  the  fees  to 
ensure  that  the  fees  collected  are  sufficient  to  cover  the  direct  and  indirect  costs  of  the  Title  V 
operating  permit  program,  and  are  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

(7)  Pursuant  to  an  enforceable  written  agreement  with  the  Indiana  Department  of  Environmental 
Management  (IDEM)  documenting  the  division's  and  IDEM's  relative  Title  V  operating  permit 
program  roles  and  responsibilities,  a  portion  of  the  fees  collected  by  the  division  may  be 
transmitted  to  IDEM  to  recover  costs  incurred  by  IDEM  in  connection  with  Marion  County  Title  V 
operating  permit  program  responsibilities  performed  by  IDEM. 

(f)  Fees  for  sources  "opting-out"  of requirement  to  obtain  Title  V  operating  permits.  Notwithstanding 
section  (e),  sources  which  according  to  40  CFR  §70.3  and  applicable  state  and  local  regulations  will  be 
required  to  obtain  a  Title  V  operating  permit  under  a  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
approved  Title  V  operating  permit  program  applicable  to  Marion  County  may  opt-out  of  the  requirements  to 
obtain  a  Title  V  operating  permit  and  to  pay  the  Title  V  fees  set  forth  in  section  (e)  by:  1)  accepting  in  a 
federally  enforceable  state  or  local  operating  permit  ("FESOP")  limits  on  the  source's  capacity  to  emit  air 
pollutants,  or  2)  electing  to  be  subject  to  federally  enforceable  state  or  local  rules  limiting  the  source's  capacity 
to  emit  air  pollutants  ("Source  Specific  Operating  Agreements").  The  board  shall  adopt  regulations 
establishing  procedures  for  obtaining  FESOP  permits  and  Source  Specific  Operating  Agreements.  Pursuant  to 
an  enforceable  written  agreement  with  the  Indiana  Department  of  Environmental  Management  (IDEM) 
documenting  the  division's  and  IDEM's  relative  Title  V  operating  permit  program  rules  and  responsibilities,  a 
portion  of  the  fees  collected  by  the  division  may  be  transmitted  to  IDEM  to  recover  costs  incurred  by  IDEM 
in  connection  with  Marion  County  Title  V  operating  permit  program  responsibilities  performed  by  IDEM. 

(1)  FESOP  permit  fees.  An  application  fee  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500.00)  and  an 
annual  administrative  fee  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  shall  be  due  to  the 
division  from  sources  which  file  FESOP  applications  and  are  issued  FESOP  permits  as  set  forth  in 
the  FESOP  regulation  adopted  by  the  board.  A  source's  obligation  to  pay  operating  permit  fees  set 
forth  in  section  (d)  or  Title  V  operating  permit  fees  set  forth  in  section  (e)  and/or  (f)  pending 
issuance  of  the  FESOP  permit,  or  upon  denial  of  the  FESOP  application,  shall  be  as  set  forth  in 
such  regulations. 

(2)  Source  Specific  Operating  Agreement  fees.  An  application  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00) 
shall  be  due  to  the  division  from  sources  electing  to  be  subject  to  the  Source  Specific  Operating 
Agreement  regulation  adopted  by  the  board. 

(g)  Gasoline  dispensing  facility  operating  permits.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  for  the  initial 
issuance  of  a  gasoline  dispensing  facility  operating  permit  and  an  annual  administrative  fee  for  each 
succeeding  year  for  the  maintenance  and  renewal  of  an  operating  permit.  As  used  in  this  subpart  "gasoline 
dispensing  facility"  shall  have  the  meaning  set  forth  in  board  Regulation  IV  3.3  8-4-1,  Section  6. 
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(1)  The  fee  for  each  gasoline  dispensing  facility  with  allowable  emissions  of  any  one  pollutant  less 
than  twenty-five  (25)  tons  per  year  shall  be  seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00). 

(2)  The  fee  for  each  gasoline  dispensing  facility  with  allowable  emissions  of  any  one  pollutant  of 
twenty-five  (25)  tons  or  greater  per  year  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00). 

(b) — Portable  air  curtain  incinerator  and  portable  sandblasting  operation  operating  permits.  The  division 
shall  collect  a  fee  for  the  initial  issuance  of  a  portable  air  curtain  incinerator  or  portable  sandblasting  operation 
operating  permit  and  an  annual  administrative  fee  for  oach  succeeding  year  for  the  maintenance  and  ronowal 
of  an  operating  permit.  The  foe  for  each  air  curtain  incinorator  or  portable  sandblasting  opomtion  shall  bo  two 
hundrod  fifty  dollars  ($250.00). 

(i) — Fire  training  facility  permit.  Tho  division  shall  collect  an  annual  foe  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for 
oach  fire  training  facility  permitted  pursuant  to  this  chapter. 

(jh)  Emission  credit  permits.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  the 
initial  issuance  of  an  emission  credit  permit  and  an  annual  administrative  fee  for  each  succeeding  year  of  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  for  the  maintenance  of  an  emission  credit  permit. 

(Id)  Asbestos  abatement  permits.  The  division  shall  collect  a  fee  of  four  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($450.00) 
for  the  initial  issuance  of  an  asbestos  abatement  permit  and  an  annual  administrative  fee  for  each  succeeding 
year  of  four  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($450.00)  for  the  maintenance  and  renewal  of  an  asbestos  abatement  permit 

SECTION  7.       Article  V,  Section  511-  704  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  and 
deleting  the  cross-hatched  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  511-704.  Fire  training. 

(a)  The  administrator  may  authorize  the  intentional  and  controlled  burning  of  up  to  eight  (8)  actual  or 
simulated  structures  in  Marion  County  in  any  one  (1)  calendar  year,  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  training  fire 
department  personnel  concerning  firefighting  and  fire  prevention.  Persons  responsible  for  burning  as 
authorized  hereunder  shall  be  consistent  with  the  purpose  and  adequacy  of  the  training  involved  and  remove 
such  contents  or  portions  of  any  structure  or  structures  which  may  cause  excessive  or  hazardous  emissions  of 
air  contaminants.  Authorization  by  the  administrator  shall  be  given  only  upon  the  basis  of  certification  to  the 
administrator  of  the  necessity  of  such  training  as  would  be  permitted  hereunder. 

(b)  The  administrator  may  authorize  intentional  and  controlled  burning  at  ffacilities  which  are 
designed  for  the  training  of  firefighting  or  fire  prevention  personnel  may  be  utilized  for  controlled  open 
burning  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  training  fire  department  personnel  concerning  firefighting,  fire  rescue  and 
survival,  and  fire  prevention,  as  provided  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph.  Any  such  facilities  shall  bo 
constructed,  maintained  and  operated  only  at  such  locations,  according  to  such  standards  and  conditions,  and 
pursuant  to  such  restrictions  as  shall  be  particularly  authorized  and  approved  by  the  board  with  respect  to  each 
such  facility.  The  board's  approval  of  any  such  facility  and  standards,  conditions  and  restrictions  pertaining  to 
it  shall  bo  sot  forth  in  a  permit  to  be  issued  by  the  board.  A  permit  shall  only  be  issued  after  a  public  hearing, 
notice  of  which  shall  be  given  before  promulgation  by  tho  board  of  any  rules  or  regulations.  In  addition,  the 
persons  or  persons  requesting  such  approval  shall,  not  loss  than  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  such 
hearing,  either  deliver  personally  or  by  registered  or  certified  mail  to  the  owner  of  all  real  estate  located  within 
one  thousand  (1,000)  foot  of  the  real  estato  boundaries  of  the  proposed  facility  (as  tho  names  of  such  owners 
shall  appear  on  tho  latest  records  of  tho  appropriate  township  assessors),  a  notice  setting  forth  the  name  of  the 
petitioner,  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  and  a  general  description  of  the  proposed  facility  and  its 
operation. 

(c)  The  administrator  may  authorize  industrial  fire  training  where  such  fires  are  properly  supervised  by 
a  responsible  person;  provided,  however,  that  the  administrator  may  require  compliance  with  such  general  or 
special  restrictions,  standards  and  qualifications  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  administrator  are  deemed  advisable. 

SECTION  8.       Article  VIII,  Section  511-  801  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  underlined  text  and 
deleting  the  cross-hatched  text  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  511-801.  Appeals  of  administrative  actions. 

(a)  Right  of  appeal.  Any  person  affected  by  an  action  of  the  administrator  defined  by  paragraph 
(b)  of  this  section  as  an  action  which  must  be  appealed  appealable  to  the  board,  may  appeal  directly  to  the 
board  for  relief  from  the  action,  or  intervene  in  such  appeal  brought  by  another  affected  person.  An 
appeal  directly  to  the  board  is  a  prerequisite  to  judicial  review  for  all  actions  defined  by  paragraph  (b)  as 
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actions  which  must  be  appealed  directly  appealable  to  the  board.  Judicial  review  may  be  sought  diroctly 
from  actions  of  the  administrator  defined  by  paragraph  (c)  as  actions  not  appealable  to  the  board. 

(b)  Actions  which  must  be  appealed  appealable  to  the  board.  Any  action  of  the  administrator, 
except  actions  described  in  paragraphs  (c)  and  (d)  below  ,  if  appealed,  must  may  be  appealed  directly  to 
the  board.  For  a  notice  of  violation  (issued  pursuant  to  section  51 1-601  of  this  chapter)  which  is  referred 
to  the  corporation  counsel  for  civil  enforcement  (pursuant  to  section  511-603  of  this  chapter)  or  to 
administrative  adjudication  (pursuant  to  Section  511-604  of  this  chapter),  a  person  may  appeal  to  the 
board  only  for  an  interpretation  of  the  regulation,  permit  or  order  allegedly  violated. 

(c)  Actions  not  appealable  to  the  board  for  which  judicial  review  may  be  sought  directly.  The 
following  actions  of  the  administrator  are  actions  not  appealable  to  the  board.  Judicial  review  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  may  be  sought  directly  from  the  following  actions  of  the  administrator: 

(1)  An  emergency  order  issued  pursuant  to  section  511-608  of  this  chapter  is  an  action  not 
appealable  to  tho  board. 

(2)  For  a  notice  of  violation  (issued  pursuant  to  section  511  601  of  this  chapter)  which  is  referred 
to  the  corporation  counsel  for  civil  enforcement  (pursuant  to  section  511  603  of  this  chapter)  a 
person  may  appeal  to  the  board  only  for  an  interpretation  of  the  regulation,  permit  or  order 
allegedly  violated. 

(3-2)  Pursuant  to  Indiana  Code  13-15-6-4  and  13-15-6-5,  section  511  501(d)(19),  for  permits 
required  by  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990,  failure  of  the  division  administrator  to  act  on 
an  initial  or  renewal  application,  or  modification  or  revision,  within  the  time  periods  specified 
in  that  act  is  an  action  not  appealable  to  the  board,  considered  to  be  a  final  permit  action  and 
may  be  appealed  directly  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  judicial  review  to  require  that  action  be  taken  on  the  application  without  further 
delay. 

(d)  Actions  which  must  be  appealed  to  the  state  Office  of  Environmental  Adjudication.  Appeal 
from  the  following  actions  must  be  sought  pursuant  to  IC  4-21.5-3  and  IC  13-15-6-1  by  filing  a  petition 
for  administrative  review  with  the  state  Office  of  Environmental  Adjudication.  However,  if  the  appeal 
involves  a  permit  term  characterized  in  the  permit  as  "local  enforceable  only",  a  person  may  appeal  to  the 
board  seeking  from  the  board  a  decision  concerning  the  "local  enforceable  only"  term. 

(1)  Issuance  or  denial,  modification  or  renewal  of  a  Title  V  operating  permit. 

(2)  Issuance  or  denial,  modification  or  renewal  of  a  Federally  Enforceable  State  Operating  Permit 
(FESOP). 

(e)  The  division  may  participate  as  an  interested  party  in  permit  appeals  brought  before  the  state 
Office  of  Environmental  Adjudication  pursuant  to  subsection  (d). 

(df)  Procedures  for  making  an  appeal  to  the  board. 

(1)  Within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  administrator's  action,  the  appellant  shall 
submit  to  the  administrator  a  written  request  to  appeal  to  the  board.  The  request  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  board  and  shall  state  the  basis  for  the  appeal  and  the  relief  desired. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  filing,  the  appellant  shall  post  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  to  cover  the 
administrative  cost  of  the  hearing.  The  fee  shall  be  refunded  only  if  the  appeal  is  sustained. 
The  board  may  waive  the  fee  upon  a  showing  of  economic  hardship. 

(3)  Submitting  a  request  to  appeal  stays  the  administrator's  action  until  the  board  renders  a  final 
decision  on  the  appeal. 

(eg)  Hearing. 

(1)  No  later  than  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  request  to  appeal  is  filed,  the  administrator  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  before  the  board.  The  hearing  shall  be  not  later  than  sixty  (60)  days  after 
the  request  to  appeal  is  filed,  unless  the  board  grants  a  continuance.  The  administrator  shall 
notify  the  appellant  of  the  hearing  date  in  writing. 

(2)  At  the  hearing  the  parties  to  the  appeal  may  present  evidence  and  cross-examine  witnesses. 
The    board    may    establish    time    limits    and    procedures    for    presenting    evidence,    cross- 
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examination  and  argument.  The  appellant  has  the  burden  of  proving  that  the  administrator's 
action  should  be  modified  or  reversed.  Upon  hearing  the  evidence  presented,  and  no  later  than 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  hearing  is  concluded,  the  board  shall  affirm,  modify  or  reverse  the 
administrator's  action.  The  board  may  order  either  party  to  act  in  accordance  with  its  decision. 

(fh)  Effect  of  the  board's  decision.  The  decision  of  the  board  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  unless 
reversed  or  otherwise  modified  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

SECTION  9.  The  express  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.

The  President  reconvened  the  City-County  Council. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Councillor  Brents  introduced  Linda  Lasley  of  the  Fayette  Street  Neighborhood  Association.  Ms. 
Lasley  stated  that  she  is  a  concerned  citizen  and  a  homeowner  in  the  area  where  Clarian  proposes 
to  build  their  doctor-mover,  people-mover  system.  She  added  that  there  have  been  some 
irregularities  going  on  in  this  approval  process.  The  Rules  and  Public  Policy  Committee  met  last 
Tuesday,  and  they  received  a  recommendation  from  the  Department  of  Capital  Asset 
Management  to  approve  Clarian  Health  Partners'  application  for  a  franchise.  According  to  Sec. 
645-223  of  the  Revised  Code  of  Indianapolis,  the  department's  recommendation,  including 
reasons  therefore,  shall  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  60  days  of  the  date 
such  department  receives  the  application.  DCAM  has  only  made  an  oral  recommendation.  The 
committee  has  nothing  in  writing,  no  reasons,  and  the  public  has  no  opportunity  to  review  written 
reasons  for  DCAM's  recommendation  of  the  Clarian  franchise  application.  Ms.  Lasley  stated  that 
as  a  member  of  the  public,  she  is  at  a  disadvantage  because  the  Rules  and  Public  Policy 
Committee  is  meeting  again  tomorrow,  and  what  they  are  considering  is  not  in  writing.  She 
added  that  there  is  no  feasibility  or  safety  study  being  conducted  regarding  this  transportation 
system.  If  the  franchise  agreement  is  granted,  and  then  Clarian  is  allowed  to  do  these 
safety/feasibility  studies  after  the  franchise  agreement  has  been  granted,  it  is  highly  doubtful  that 
those  studies  will  come  back  with  a  true  analysis  of  the  situation.  Ms.  Lasley  said  that  today, 
Evelyn  Rusthoven,  who  lives  on  11th  Street,  petitioned  the  Indianapolis  Historic  Preservation 
Commission  (IHPC)  to  determine  the  appropriateness  of  this  transportation  system  on  the  historic 
Bugs  Temple,  the  Canal,  and  Crispus  Attucks  school.  If  IHPC  finds  that  this  transportation 
system  is  not  appropriate,  there's  a  presumption  in  Indiana  Code  36-7-1 1 . 1 8(d)  that  it  is  not  in  the 
public's  interest.  And  that  is  one  of  the  criteria  for  this  Council  to  grant  this  franchise  agreement: 
that  it  has  to  be  in  the  public's  interest. 

Bruce  Melchert,  Vice  President  for  Government  Affairs  for  Clarian  Health  Partners,  stated  that 
his  company  is  simply  trying  to  spend  $26  million  of  private  funds,  no  taxpayer  funds,  to  link  the 
two  campuses  and  three  hospitals  that  are  now  a  part  of  Clarian.  The  General  Counsel  with 
DCAM  and  with  the  City  have  approved  of  the  procedures  and  the  process  that  Clarian  has 
followed.  He  added  that  a  community  meeting  is  being  scheduled,  hopefully  at  Crispus  Attucks, 
by  DCAM,  but  there  is  another  hearing  tomorrow  afternoon,  and  an  additional  hearing  will  be 
held  sometime  prior  to  the  10th  of  December,  and  before  the  vote  of  the  Council  on  the  13th  of 
December. 

The  President  stated  that  this  is  just  authorization  for  Clarian  to  plan  something,  and  that  before 
anything  is  built,  there  will  be  more  public  hearings  on  the  issue.  This  simply  approves  the 
concept,  so  that  Clarian  can  make  plans  and  present  what  they  want  to  do  and  answer  all  the 
technical  questions. 

Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  this  matter  should  be  discussed  more  thoroughly  at  the  Rules  and 
Public  Policy  Committee  hearing  tomorrow  night. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  copies  of  Proposal  No.  729,  1999  are  available  in  the  Council  office, 
and  the  application  for  a  franchise  agreement  is  in  writing. 

Councillor  Short  asked  if  Proposal  No.  726,  1999,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  as  a 
Whole,  will  be  acted  on  this  evening.  The  President  stated  that  he  would  like  Council  members 
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to  have  a  few  weeks  to  look  over  the  dates  proposed  for  next  year's  Council  meetings  before 
taking  action  on  this  proposal. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS  AND  ADJOURNMENT 

The  President  said  that  the  docketed  agenda  for  this  meeting  of  the  Council  having  been 
completed,  the  Chair  would  entertain  motions  for  adjournment. 

Councillor  Boyd  stated  that  he  had  been  asked  to  offer  the  following  motion  for  adjournment  by 
Councillors  Hinkle  and  Curry  in  memory  of  Jack  Patterson. 

Councillor  Boyd  moved  the  adjournment  of  this  meeting  of  the  Indianapolis  City-County  Council 
in  recognition  of  and  respect  for  the  life  and  contributions  of  Jack  Patterson.  He  respectfully 
asked  the  support  of  fellow  Councillors.  He  further  requested  that  the  motion  be  made  a  part  of 
the  permanent  records  of  this  body  and  that  a  letter  bearing  the  Council  seal  and  the  signature  of 
the  President  be  sent  to  the  family  advising  of  this  action. 

There  being  no  further  business,  and  upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  10:10  p.m.

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

Councillor  Hinkle  asked  for  consent  to  move  Proposal  No.  670,  1999  next  on  the  agenda  due  to 
the  number  of  people  in  attendance  to  hear  the  proposal.  Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  670,  1999.  Councillor  Hinkle  reported  that  the  Metropolitan  Development 
Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  670,  1999  on  November  15,  1999,  and  again  on  December  6, 
1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillors  Hinkle  and  Coughenour,  standardizes  various 
procedural  and  substantive  requirements  of  development  permits,  including  fee  exemptions,  fee 
refunds,  penalties,  and  permit  approvals,  duration,  extensions,  amendments,  transfers, 
revocations,  variances,  and  stop-work  orders.  By  a  7-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal 
to  the  full  Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Jan  Hope,  Builders  Association  of  Greater  Indianapolis,  and  Dillon  Smith,  Mayor's  Construction 
Action  Team,  stated  that  their  organizations  support  the  general  premise  of  this  proposal,  but  that 
many  of  these  permit  fees  are  being  used  to  fund  other  services  within  the  Departments  of 
Metropolitan  Development  (DMD)  and  Capital  Asset  Management  (DC AM).  They  said  that  they 
would  like  to  see  the  Division  of  Permits  separated  out  of  the  DMD  and  DC  AM. 

Councillor  Hinkle  stated  that  as  chair  of  the  Metropolitan  Development  Committee,  he  is 
committed  to  address  these  concerns  before  next  year's  budget  process.  He  stated  that  all  parties 
agree  to  95%  of  the  proposal,  and  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  with  some  minor  issues  that 
can  be  addressed  with  further  discussion.

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  168, 1999 

PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  standardize  certain  procedural  and  substantive  provisions 
pertaining  to  the  following  development  permits:  buildings  and  construction;  drainage;  right-of-way  activities 
and  excavations;  sewer  connection;  and,  sanitary  sewer  construction). 
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BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

SECTION  1.  Section  536-201  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  when 
building  permits  are  required,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through, 
and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  536-201.  When  building  permits  required;  enforcement 

(a)  Permit  required.  Except  for  construction  activity  specified  in  subsections  (b)  and  (c),  ne  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  a  person,  partnership  or  corporation  shall  to  engage  in  any  construction  activity  in  the 
consolidated  city  unless  a  written  building  permit  issued  by  the  neighborhood  and  development  services 
division  describing  the  activity  has  been  obtained  by  and  is  in  force  relative  to  the  person,  partnership  or 
corporation  which  is  actually  accomplishing,  supervising  accomplishment  or  is  contractually  responsible  for 
accomplishment  of  the  construction  activity  allowed  by  the  building  permit  A  violation  of  this  section  is 
subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided 
however,  the  fine  imposed  for  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ("SI 00.00).  and  each 
day  that  an  offense  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  The  city  controller  shall  cause  any  fines 
collected  under  this  section  to  be  deposited  into  an  account  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  department  of 
metropolitan  development 

(b)  Exemptions  for  one-  and  two-family  dwellings.  With  respect  to  one-  or  two-family  residential 
structures,  their  appurtenances,  and  accessory  structures,  the  permit  specified  in  subsection  (a)  shall  not  be 
required  for: 

( 1 )  Replacement  of  exterior  prime  doors  and  windows  (limited  to  like  for  like  in  a  wall  opening  of  the 
same  dimensions  which  does  not  reduce  the  egress  required  by  code  provision  existing  at  the  time 
the  building  was  constructed)  if  performed  by  a  listed  contractor  that  complies  with  the  notice  and 
posting  requirements  of  section  536-216;  additionally,  a  person  who  owns  or  is  purchasing  a  one- 
or  two-family  residential  structure  on  contract  with  intention  to  utilize  the  property  for  his  or  hew 
own  occupancy  may  likewise  replace  without  permit  prime  doors  and  windows  in  such  structure; 
or 

(2)  Replacement  of  an  existing  roof  if  performed  by  a  listed  contractor  that  complies  with  the  notice 
and  posting  requirements  of  section  536-216;  and  that  construction  does  not  involve: 

a.  A  change  in  roof  configuration;  or 

b.  A  change  in  type  of  roof  covering  (e.g.,  tile  roofing  replacing  asphalt  shingles)  that  would 
increase  the  dead  load  on  the  structure;  or 

c.  The  replacement  of  basic  structural  members  that  support  the  roof  (e.g.,  replacement  of  a 
rafter  or  more  than  one  hundred  twenty-eight  (128)  feet  of  decking);  or 

d.  The  installation  of  heat-applied  roofing  material. 

Additionally,  a  person  who  owns  or  is  purchasing  a  one-  or  two-family  residential  structure  on 
contract  with  the  intention  to  utilize  the  property  for  his  or  her  own  occupancy  may  affix  without 
permit  a  layer  of  replacement  shingles  to  a  single  layer  of  existing  shingles  provided  that  a  layer  of 
shingles  is  not  removed  and  provided  that  the  total  shingle-roof  application  is  performed  by  the 
owner  or  contract  purchaser  with  assistance  only  by  noncompensated  volunteers; 

(3)  Installation  and  replacement  of  exterior  siding  if  performed  by  a  listed  contractor  that  complies 
with  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  section  536-216;  additionally,  a  person  who  owns  or  is 
purchasing  a  one-  or  two-family  residential  structure  on  contract  with  the  intention  to  utilized  the 
property  for  his  or  her  own  occupancy  may  attach  without  permit  a  layer  of  siding  to  the  existing 
sheathing  without  removal  of  existing  sheathing,  provided  that  the  total  siding  application  is 
performed  by  the  owner  or  contract  purchaser  assisted  only  by  noncompensated  volunteers;  or 

(4)  Ordinary  maintenance  and  repair  of  a  structure  where  the  work  does  not  reduce  performance  or 
create  additional  health  or  safety  risks  as  defined  in  section  536-1 1 1(h);  or 

(5)  Installation  and  replacement  of  fixtures  attached  to  the  walls  or  floors  such  as  cupboards,  cabinets, 
shelving,  railings,  tracks,  wall  and  floor  coverings,  and  doors;  or 
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(6)  Installation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  storm  windows  and  other  exterior  windows  designed  and 
used  as  protection  against  severe  weather,  or 

(7)  Exterior  repair  or  renovation  of  a  masonry  chimney  above  the  roof  line  that  does  not  reduce  the 
size  of  the  flue  opening;  or 

(8)  Gutter  replacement  or  installation;  or 

(9)  Attachment  of  window  awnings  to  exterior  walls  where  the  awnings  project  not  more  than  forty- 
eight  (48)  inches  from  any  wall;  or 

(10)  Installation  of  thermal  insulation;  or 

(11)  Installation  of  additional  non-load  bearing  walls  that  do  not  result  in  the  creation  of  sleeping  rooms; 
provided  however,  permits  are  required  (except  as  otherwise  specifically  exempted  by  provisions 
of  this  section)  for  electrical,  heating  and  cooling,  or  plumbing  work;  or 

(12)  Replacement  of  an  attic  fan,  bathroom  exhaust  fan,  range  hood  exhaust  fan  or  whole  house  fan;  or 

(13)  Construction  of  a  fence  or  structural  barrier  in  conformance  with  zoning  requirements  and  any 
necessary  certificates  of  appropriateness  in  a  historic  district;  or 

(14)  Construction  of  an  aboveground  swimming  pool  thirty  (30)  inches  or  less  deep  and  fifteen  (15)  feet 
or  less  at  its  widest  points;  or 

(15)  Construction  of  a  deck  where: 

a.  No  part  of  the  floor  is  more  than  thirty  (30)  inches  above  finished  grade;  and 

b.  There  is  compliance  with  the  assessor  notification  requirements  of  section  536-2 1 5 ;  or 

(16)  Erection  of  retaining  walls  which  are  not  over  four  (4)  feet  in  height  measured  from  the  lowest 
finished  grade  to  the  top  of  the  wall,  unless  the  walls  are  supporting  a  surcharge;  or 

(17)  Construction  of  a  structure  which  spans  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  square  feet  or  less  of  base  area, 
is  less  that  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  height,  is  not  placed  on  or  attached  to  a  permanent  foundation  and 
does  not  contain  an  electrical  power  distribution  system,  heating  system  space  heating  equipment, 
cooling  system,  or  space  cooling  equipment;  or 

(18)  Ordinary  maintenance  and  repair  of  building  equipment  where  the  work  does  not  reduce 
performance  or  create  additional  safety  or  health  risks;  or 

(19)  Installation  of  a  single-phase  electric  circuit  not  exceeding  sixty  (60)  amperes  at  a  nominal  120/240 
volts  which  involves  the  installation,  modernization,  replacement  service  or  repair  of  a  heating 
system,  space  heating  equipment,  cooling  system,  space  cooling  equipment  a  water  heater  or  a 
food  waste  disposer  for  which  a  building  permit  has  been  issued;  or 

(20)  Installation  of  household  appliances  such  as  window  air  conditioners,  refrigerators,  refrigerators 
with  automatic  icemakers,  ranges,  microwave  ovens,  clothes  washers,  clothes  dryers,  dishwashers, 
food  waste  disposers  and  trash  compactors  when  such  installation  does  not  include  the  installation 
of  an  electrical  circuit;  or 

(21 )  Replacement  in  kind  of  piping  in  a  plumbing  system  when  the  replacement  piping  meets  the  same 
performance  specifications  and  has  the  same  capacity  as  the  piping  being  replaced  and  not  more 
than  twenty  (20)  percent  of  all  piping  in  the  structure  is  replaced;  or 

(22)  Replacement  of  appliances,  fixtures,  traps  and  valves  in  a  plumbing  system;  or 

(23)  Replacement  of  a  water  heater  with  one  (1)  that  is  identical  as  to  venting  arrangement  and  type  of 
fuel  or  energy  input,  or 

(24)  Extension  of  heating  or  cooling  duct  work;  or 

(25)  Placement  of  a  one-family  factory  constructed  building  not  on  a  permanent  foundation  in  a  mobile 
home  park  licensed  by  the  Indiana  State  Department  of  Health;  or 
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(26)  Initial  connection  or  reconnection  of  plumbing  to  a  mobile  home  not  placed  on  a  permanent 
foundation  located  in  a  mobile  home  park  licensed  by  the  Indiana  State  Department  of  Health;  or 

(27)  Erection  of  real  estate  signs  advertising  real  estate  for  sale  or  for  rent  in  conformance  with  the  size 
limitations  of  the  zoning  ordinance  governing  signs;  or 

(28)  Connection,  provision  or  use  of  temporary  electrical  power  for  on-site  construction  activity. 

(c)  Exemptions  for  commercial  construction  With  respect  to  structures  other  than  one-  or  two-family 
residential  structures,  their  appurtenances,  and  accessory  structures,  permits  specified  in  subsection  (a)  shall 
not  be  required  for: 

(1)  Ordinary  maintenance  and  repair  of  a  structure  where  the  work  does  not  reduce  performance  or 
create  additional  safety  or  health  risks  as  defined  in  section  536-1 1 1(h);  or 

(2)  Installation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  storm  windows  and  other  exterior  windows  designed  and 
used  as  protection  against  severe  weather,  or 

(3)  Attachment  of  window  awnings  to  exterior  walls  where  the  awnings  project  t©  not  more  than  forty- 
eight  (48)  inches  from  any  wall;  or 

(4)  Painting,  papering  and  similar  finish  work;  or 

(5)  Installation  of  movable  cases,  counters  and  partitions  not  over  sixty-nine  (69)  inches  high;  or 

(6)  Construction  or  installation  of  temporary  motion  picture,  television  and  theater  stage  sets  and 
scenery,  or 

(7)  Installation  of  thermal  insulation;  or 

(8)  Construction  of  a  fence  or  structural  barrier  in  conformance  with  zoning  requirements  and  any 
necessary  certificates  of  appropriateness  in  a  historic  district;  or 

(9)  Construction  of  an  aboveground  swimming  pool  thirty  (30)  inches  or  less  deep  and  fifteen  (15)  feet 
or  less  at  its  widest  points;  or 

(10)  Construction  of  platforms  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  inches  above  grade  and  not  over  any  basement 
or  story  below,  or 

(11)  Installation  of  water  tanks  supported  directly  upon  grade  if  the  capacity  does  not  exceed  five 
thousand  (5,000)  gallons  and  the  ratio  of  height  to  diameter  or  width  does  not  exceed  two  (2)  to 
one  (1);  or 

(12)  Erection  of  oil  derricks;  or 

(13)  Erection  of  retaining  walls  which  are  not  over  four  (4)  feet  in  height  measured  from  the  lowest 
finished  grade  to  the  top  of  the  wall  unless  the  walls  are  supporting  a  surcharge  or  used  as  a  dike  to 
impound  flammable  or  combustible  liquids  or  products  that  pose  a  health  or  safety  risk  (e.g., 
corrosives,  oxidizers,  poisons);  or 

(14)  Construction  of  a  structure  which  spans  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  square  feet  or  less  of  base  area, 
is  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  height,  is  not  placed  on  or  attached  to  a  permanent  foundation  and 
does  not  contain  an  electrical  power  distribution  system,  heating  system,  space  heating  equipment, 
cooling  system,  or  space  cooling  equipment;  or 

(15)  Erection  of  any  sign  in  those  categories  of  signs  described  in  section  8  330(c)  of  the  Code  of 
Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  conformance  with  zoning  requirements;  or 

(16)  Ordinary  maintenance  and  repair  of  building  equipment  where  the  work  does  not  reduce 
performance  or  create  additional  safety  or  health  risks;  or 

(17)  Connection,  provisions  or  use  of  temporary  electrical  power  for  on-site  construction  activity,  or 

(18)  Installation  of  household  appliance  such  as  window  air  conditioners,  refrigerators,  refrigerators 
with  automatic  icemakers,  ranges,  microwave  ovens,  clothes  washers,  clothes  dryers,  dishwashers, 
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food  waste  disposers  and  trash  compactors  in  apartment  buildings  when  such  installation  does  not 
include  the  installation  of  an  electrical  circuit,  or 

(19)  Replacement  in  kind  of  piping  in  a  plumbing  system  when  the  replacement  piping  meets  the  same 
performance  specifications  and  has  the  same  capacity  as  the  piping  being  replaced  and  not  more 
than  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the  piping  in  an  area  occupied  by  a  single  tenant  in  the  structure  is 
replaced;  or 

(20)  Replacement  of  appliances,  fixtures,  traps  and  valves  in  a  plumbing  system;  or 

(21)  Replacement  of  a  water  heater  with  one  (1)  that  is  identical  as  to  venting  arrangement  and  type  of 
fuel  or  energy  input. 

(d)  Provisions  in  subsection  (b)  or  (c)  that  exempt  those  engaged  in  certain  construction  activity  from 
the  obligation  to  secure  a  building  permit  do  not  affect  the  possible  obligation  to  secure  a  certificate  of 
appropriateness  for  construction  either  in  an  historic  area  designated  by  the  Indianapolis  Historic  Preservation 
Commission  or  in  the  Meridian  Street  Preservation  District  designated  by  the  Indiana  Code.  While  a  building 
permit  may  not  be  required,  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  from  the  Indianapolis  Historic  Preservation 
Commission  or  the  Meridian  Street  Preservation  Commission  may  be  required  in  such  an  area. 

(e)  Provisions  in  subsection  (b)  or  (c)  that  exempt  those  engaged  in  certain  construction  activity  from 
obligation  to  secure  a  building  permit  do  not  affect  the  possible  obligation  to  secure  a  floodplain  development 
permit  for  construction  activity  in  the  Flood  Control  Districts  as  designated  by  the  Flood  Control  Districts 
Zoning  Ordinance,  General  Ordinance  No.  64,  1992.  While  a  building  permit  may  not  be  required,  a 
floodplain  development  permit  may  be  required  in  such  areas. 

SECTION  2.  Section  536-703  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  fees 
for  building  permits  obtained  after  commencement  of  work,  hereby  is  REPEALED. 

SECTION  3.  Section  536-211  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  the 
transfer  of  building  permits,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sec.  536-211.  Transfer  of  building  permits. 

(a)  A  building  permit  may  be  transferred  with  the  approval  of  the  administrator  of  the  neighborhood 
and  development  services  division  to  a  person,  partnership  or  corporation  which  would  be  eligible  under 
section  536-202  to  obtain  such  building  permit  in  the  first  instance  (hereinafter  called  "transferee"),  after  both 
the  payment  of  a  fee  specified  in  section  536  610  and  the  execution  and  filing  of  a  form  furnished  by  the 
neighborhood  and  development  services  division.  Such  transfer  form  shall  contain,  in  substance,  the 
following  certifications,  release  and  agreement: 

(1)  The  person  who  obtained  the  original  building  permit  or  a  person  who  is  employed  by  and 
authorized  to  act  for  the  obtainer  (hereinafter  called  "transferor")  shall: 

a.  Certify  under  penalties  for  perjury  that  such  person  is  familiar  with  construction  activity 
accomplished  pursuant  to  the  building  permit;  such  person  is  familiar  with  the  building 
standards  and  procedures  applicable  to  the  construction  activity;  and  to  the  best  of  such 
person's  knowledge,  information  and  belief  the  construction  activity,  to  the  extent  performed, 
is  in  conformity  with  all  building  standards  and  procedures;  and, 

b.  Sign  a  statement  releasing  all  rights  and  privileges  secured  under  the  building  permit  to  the 
transferee. 

(2)  The  transferee  shall: 

a.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  information  contained  in  the  original  building 
permit  application,  the  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  the  plot  plan  and  any  other 
documents  filed  in  support  of  the  application  for  the  original  building  permit;  and 

b.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  present  condition  of  the  premises  on  which 
construction  activity  is  to  be  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  building  permit;  and 

c.  Agree  to  adopt  and  be  bound  by  the  information  contained  in  the  original  application  for  the 
building  permit,  the  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  the  plot  plan  and  other  documents 
supporting  the  original  building  permit  application;  or  in  the  alternative,  agree  to  be  bound  by 
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such  application  plans  and  documents  modified  by  plan  amendments  submitted  to  the 
neighborhood  and  development  services  division  for  approval. 

(b)  The  transferee  shall  assume  the  responsibilities  and  obligations  of  and  shall  comply  with  the  same 
procedures  required  of  the  transferor  (including,  but  not  being  limited  to,  the  requirement  of  section  536-301 
that  a  certificate  of  completion  and  compliance  be  executed  and  filed  and  the  requirement  of  sections  536-402 
and  536^403  that  further  construction  activity  not  be  accomplished  without  notice  of  and  opportunity  for 
inspection  at  certain  stages)  and  shall  be  subject  to  any  written  orders  issued  by  the  administrator  or  his 
authorized  representative. 

(c)  A  permit  for  construction  activity  at  a  specified  location  may  not  be  transferred  to  construction 
activity  at  a  different  location. 

SECTION  4.  Section  536-611  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  fees 
for  transfer  of  building  permits,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through, 
and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows:

(6)  The  planting  and  tilling  of  gardens,  flower  beds,  shrubs,  trees  and  other  common  uses  and  minor 
landscaping  of  land  appurtenant  to  residences;

(15)  Placement  of  an  accessory  structure,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  square  feet  in  floor 
area,  to  a  one-  or  two-family  dwelling,  when  the  accessory  structure  is  not  located  on  a  permanent 
foundation; 

(16)  Exterior  changes  to  a  structure  which  do  not  change  the  ground  floor  area  of  the  structure,  unless 
the  roof  of  the  building  is  part  of  a  retention-detention  system;  or, 

(17)  Construction  of  a  deck  which  extends  over  open  ground  at  least  eight  (8)  feet  above  grade  or  which 
is  constructed  so  that  water  freely  and  directly  flows  through  the  deck  to  the  ground  below  the 
deck. 

(fee)  The  drainage  permit  must  be  obtained  before  any  work  is  initiated  with  the  exception  of  testing  to 
determine  procedures  or  materials.

Sections  561-224,  561-225,  561-226  and  561-227  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated 
City  and  County,"  regarding  professionally  prepared  and  certified  drainage  plans,  other  drainage  plans,  and 
the  expiration  of  and  amendments  to  drainage  permits,  respectively,  hereby  are  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the 
language  which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec  561-224.  Professionally  prepared  and  certified  drainage  plans. 

(a)  A  drainage  plan  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall  be  submitted  to  the  department  of 
asset  management  and  public  works  for  approval  before  a  drainage  permit  can  be  obtained  to  accomplish  a 
land  alteration,  unless  the  land  alteration  is  such  that  a  drainage  permit  can  be  obtained  in  accordance  with 
section  561-225.  The  drainage  plan  must  be  submitted  in  duplicate  and  shall  indicate  in  a  precise  way  the 
work  to  be  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  drainage  permit.  One  (1)  copy  of  the  drainage  plan  will  remain  on 
file  in  the  department  of  asset  management  and  public  works.  The  following  information  must  be  submitted 
for  approval: 

(1)  Construction  features.  The  drainage  plan  shall  demonstrate  and  describe  surface  and  subsurface 
drainage  and  include  the  following: 

a.  Scale;  arrow;  contours  and  USGS  bench  marks:  The  drainage  plan  shall  be  drawn  to  scale, 
preferably  one  (1)  inch  per  fifty  (50)  feet,  and  an  arrow  indicating  norm  shall  appear  on  each 
page.  Existing  land  contours  shall  be  shown,  with  one-foot  contours  for  land  with  a  slope 
flatter  than  ten  (10)  percent,  two-foot  contours  for  slopes  equal  to  or  greater  than  ten  (10) 
percent  but  flatter  than  twenty  (20)  percent  and  five-foot  contours  for  slopes  equal  to  or 
greater  than  twenty  (20)  percent  A  bench  mark,  which  is  easily  accessible  and  relocatable, 
shall  be  shown.  The  bench  mark  may  be  assumed  at  the  discretion  of  the  director  if  the  area 
contains  less  than  three  (3)  acres,  but  otherwise  shall  be  determined  by  USGS  datum. 

b.  Location  and  vicinity  map:  A  map  which  indicates  the  location  and  vicinity  of  the  proposed 
land  alteration  shall  be  included  in  the  drainage  plan. 

c.  Existing  and  proposed  drainage  facilities:  The  drainage  plan  shall  show  the  locations  of  all 
existing  and  proposed  drainage  facilities.  Storm  drains  and  manholes  and  other  structures 
shall  be  located  in  the  plans  by  dimensions  from  traverse  lines,  property  markers  or  road 
centerlines.  However,  the  areas  where  physical  features  are  not  available,  coordinates  of 
manholes  and  bearings  of  storm  drains  shall  be  based  either  on  the  State  of  Indiana's  state's 
coordinate  system  or  other  acceptable  horizontal  and  vertical  datum.  If  applicable,  the 
drainage  plan  should  show  the  direction  of  flow,  elevation  of  inverts,  gradient,  size  and 
capacity  of  existing  and  proposed  storm  drains.  When  using  existing  storm  drains,  the 
capacity  shall  be  indicated. 

d.  Plan  and  profile:  The  plan  shall  be  shown  at  the  upper  portion  of  the  drawing.  The  plan, 
generally,  shall  be  drawn  on  a  scale  of  one  (1 )  inch  equals  fifty  (50)  feet  The  plan  shall  show 
appropriate  right-of-way  and  easement  limits.  The  profile  shall  be  shown  under  the  plan  and 
shall  extend  a  sufficient  distance  downstream  of  the  outlet  to  allow  any  pertinent  information 
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concerning  the  outfall  channel  to  be  shown.  The  storm  drain  and  inlet  profile  shall  generally 
be  drawn  on  a  scale  of  one  (1)  inch  equals  fifty  (50)  fee  horizontal,  one  (1)  inch  equals  five 
(5)  feet  vertical.  Where  a  storm  drain  is  located  in  an  existing  or  proposed  pavement  or 
shoulder,  the  centerline  grade  of  the  road  shall  be  shown.  Where  a  storm  drain  is  located 
outside  pavement  or  shoulder,  the  existing  ground  over  the  storm  drain  with  proposed  grading 
shall  be  shown.  If  the  storm  drain  is  to  be  constructed  on  fill,  the  profile  of  the  undisturbed 
earth,  at  drain  location,  shall  be  shown. 

(2)  Design  calculations.  Design  calculations  are  required  as  part  of  the  drainage  plan  and  shall 
specifically  include:

b.  Close  conduit  and  open  channel  design  computations: 

1 .  Size  of  pipe  or  channel  cross  section; 

2.  Pipe  or  channel  invert's  slope  in  percent; 

3.  Roughness  coefficient; 

4.  Flowing  velocities  in  feet  per  second; 

5.  Design  capacity  in  cubic  feet  per  second. 

c.  Head  loss  computations  in  manholes  and  junction  chambers; 

d.  Hydraulic  gradient  computations,  wherever  applicable; 

e.  Erosion  control  methods. 

Such  design  calculations  shall  conform  with  the  standards  of  Article  III,  Division  5  of  this  chapter 
and  all  regulations  promulgated  thereunder. 

(3)  Additional  information.  The  director  shall  be  empowered  to  require  such  additional  information  to 
be  included  in  a  drainage  plan  that  is  necessary  to  evaluate  and  determine  the  adequacy  of  the 
proposed  drainage  facility.

(a)  After  a  permit  has  been  issued,  the  permittee  shall  give  prompt  written  notice  to  the  director  of  any 
addition  to  or  change  in  the  information  contained  in  the  permit  application. 

(b)  After  a  permit  has  been  issued  Aany  significant  material  deviation  or  change  in  the  detailed 
information  contained  in  the  permit  application  or  in  the  approved  plans  and  specifications  after  granting  of 
the  drainage  permit  shall  be  filed  in  duplicate  with  and  approved  considered  an  amendment  subject  to 
approval  by  the  director  of  tho  department  of  asset  management  and  public  works  pPrior  to  the  time  land 
alteration  involving  the  change  occurs,  the  permittee  shall  file  with  the  director  a  written  request  for 
amendment  including  a  detailed  statement  of  the  requested  change  and  the  submission  of  any  amended  plans.

(1)  The  person  who  obtained  the  original  drainage  permit  or  a  person  who  is  employed  by  and 
authorized  to  act  for  the  obtainer  (hereinafter  called  "transferor")  shall: 

a  Certify  under  penalties  for  perjury  that  such  person  is  familiar  with  land  alteration  activity 
accomplished  pursuant  to  the  drainage  permit,  such  person  is  familiar  with  the  drainage 
requirements  applicable  to  the  land  alteration  activity;  and  to  the  best  of  such  person's 
knowledge,  information  and  belief  the  land  alteration  activity,  to  the  extent  performed,  is  in 
conformity  with  all  drainage  requirements;  and, 

b.  Sign  a  statement  releasing  all  rights  and  privileges  secured  under  the  drainage  permit  to  the 
transferee. 

(2)  The  transferee  shall: 

a.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  information  contained  in  the  original  drainage 
permit  application,  the  drainage  plan,  and  any  other  documents  filed  in  support  of  the 
application  for  the  original  drainage  permit;

(b)  In  the  event  an  a»  emergency  arises  that  affects  the  health  and  safety  of  the  public  or  requires  the 
restoration  of  a  utility  service  and  such  an  event  occurs  at  a  time  other  than  normal  business  hours  for  DC  AM 
the  department  work  may  be  performed  in,  on,  over  or  under  the  public  right-of-way  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  If  such  event  were  to  occur,  the  person,  partnership,  corporation  or  other  entity  performing  said  such 
work  must  file  for  a  permit  from  DC  AM  the  department  on  the  first  business  day  following  the 
commencement  or  performance  of  the  work. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a),  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  work  in,  on, 
over  or  under  a  street,  (i)  which  is  located  within  a  subdivision  platted  after  January  1,  1992,  and  (ii)  which 
has  not  been  accepted  by  the  board  in  accordance  with  section  691-129  of  the  Code.

(b)  Failure  to  conform  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  including  any  standards  established  by  or 
the  provisions  of  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  board  pursuant  to  this  article,  shall  constitute  a  violation  ef 
this  article.  All  violations  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  of  section  103  3  of  this  Code. 

SECTION  19.  Section  645-421  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
permits  for  curb  cuts  for  driveways,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored, 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  645-421.  Permit  required;  enforcement 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  abutting  owner  to  alter,  remove  or  cut  any  grassplot,  sidewalk,  the 
pavement  of  the  street  or  the  curb  adjacent  thereto,  or  to  excavate  in  a  street,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  or 
constructing  any  private  or  commercial  driveway  or  roadway  for  vehicles  to  cross  over  such  grassplot  or 
sidewalk  and  to  afford  access  to  his  premises,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the  transportation 
board. 

(b)  A  violation  of  this  section  is  subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in 
section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fine  imposed  for  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  (SI  00.00),  and  each  day  that  an  offense  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  The 
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citv  controller  shall  cause  any  fines  collected  under  this  section  to  be  deposited  into  an  account  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  department  of  capital  asset  management. 

SECTION  20.  Section  645-431  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
excavation  permits,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec  645-431.  Permit  required;  enforcement 

(a)  Before  any  person,  pursuant  to  a  private  contract  therefor  and  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  his  abutting 
real  estate,  shall  make  any  cuts  into  the  pavement  or  in  any  other  portion  of  any  improved  street,  sidewalk, 
curb  or  public  place  to  excavate  therein  or  to  excavate  in  and  beneath  the  surface  of  any  unimproved  street  for 
the  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any  driveway,  sewer  or  sidewalk,  or  for  the  installation 
or  repair  of  connections  of  private  sewers,  drains  or  public  utility  service  lines  located  upon  and  serving  his 
abutting  real  estate  with  any  public  sewer  or  public  utility  service  lines  located  in  the  public  way  or  place 
pursuant  to  any  provisions  of  this  Code,  he  shall  first  obtain  a  permit  therefor  as  provided  in  this  division. 

(b)  A  violation  of  this  section  is  subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in 
section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fine  imposed  for  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  (S100.00).  and  each  day  that  an  offense  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  The 
citv  controller  shall  cause  any  fines  collected  under  this  section  to  be  deposited  into  an  account  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  department  of  capital  asset  management. 

SECTION  21.  Section  645-443  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
violations  relating  to  excavation  in  the  public  right-of-way,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language 
which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  645-443.  Violations  Penalty  for  hiring  unqualified  contractor. 

The  contractor  and  any  other  person  doing  any  work  subject  to  this  divioion  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offonso 
under  this  Code  if  noithor  of  them  obtain  or  cause  to  bo  obtained  the  permit  required  therefor,  and  any  owner 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offonso  hereunder  if  he  executes  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  execute  a  contract  to 
have  saeb  work  subject  to  this  division  done  by  a  person  who  is  not  so  qualified  and  authorized  to  engage  in 
such  work  under  all  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  and  if  he  fails  to  fail  to  ascertain  such  fact  by  inquiry  at  the 
office  of  the  director  of  transportation  the  department  of  capital  asset  management.  The  fine  imposed  for  a 
violation  of  this  section  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00"). 

SECTION  22.  Section  671-22  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  sewer 
connection  permits,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the 
addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  671-22.  Connection  permits. 

(a)  Permit  required.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  cause  or  allow  the  repair,  modification  or  connection  of  a 
building  sewer  to  a  public  sewer  or  another  building  within  the  sanitary  district  without  a  valid  sanitary  sewer 
connection  permit  issued  by  the  department  and  the  fine  imposed  for  a  violation  of  this  provision  shall  not  be 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  (SI  00.00)  for  each  day  the  violation  continues;  the  city  controller  shall  cause  any 
fines  collected  under  this  section  to  be  deposited  into  an  account  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  department 
Permits  will  not  be  granted  for  connections  to  sewers  not  dedicated  and  accepted  in  accordance  with  section 
671-161  of  this  chapter.  This  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  by  the  division  of 
development  services  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  sanitary  sewer  connection  permit  application  by  the 
department  of  public  works. 

(b)  Minimum  elevations  for  gravity  connection.  A  sanitary  sewer  connection  permit  will  not  be 
granted  to  homes  or  buildings  where  the  lowest  elevation  to  have  gravity  sanitary  service  is  less  than  one  ( 1 ) 
foot  above  the  top  of  manhole  casting  elevation  of  either  the  first  upstream  or  downstream  manhole  on  the 
public  sewer  to  which  the  connection  is  to  be  made.  If  the  first  upstream  or  downstream  manhole  is  at  a 
higher  elevation  due  to  the  natural  topography  of  the  area,  an  alternate  manhole  will  be  selected  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  this  measurement 

(c)  Grease  interceptors.  A  grease  interceptor  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  department  of  fire 
prevention  and  building  services  shall  be  installed  in  waste  lines  (building  sewers)  from  establishments 
delineated  in  section  671 -4(g).  The  design  and  location  of  the  grease  interceptor  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
department  for  approval. 
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(d)  Permit  fee;  refunds.  A  fee  per  connection  to  the  sewer  shall  be  charged  for  a  sanitary  sewer 
connection  permit  The  board  of  capital  asset  management  shall  establish  the  amount  of  such  fee  by 
regulation  and  may  revise  the  amount  of  such  fee  but  not  more  often  than  once  each  calendar  year.  The  fee 
shall  cover  the  costs  of  mandatory  inspection  by  the  department  of  the  building  sewer  and  its  connection,  and 
any  reinspection  that  may  be  necessary  because  of  remedial  construction.  The  permit  fee  paid  under  this 
article  shall  not  be  refunded  except  upon  request  and  in  instances  where  the  permit  was  issued  in  error,  either 
because  it  was  not  required  by  law,  or  because  a  permit  for  the  same  activity  previously  had  been  issued  and 
was  in  force  at  the  time  the  second  permit  was  applied  for  and  issued. 

(e)  Modification  of  permit  fee.  The  board  of  capital  asset  management  may  modify  the  fee  for 
connection  permits  under  a  public  improvement  resolution  or  in  the  exercise  of  the  department's  general 
powers  and  duties  to  construct  city  sewers. 

(f)  Applications.  An  application  for  such  connection  permit  shall  be  made  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the 
director  and  may  require  the  following  information: 

( 1 )  Name  and  address  of  the  owner. 

(2)  The  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  contractor. 

(3)  Address  and,  if  necessary,  the  legal  description  of  the  premises  where  the  work  is  to  be  done. 

(4)  Plans  for  the  building  sewer  and  connections,  which  at  a  minimum  must  consist  of  drawing(s)  of 
the  building,  the  parcel  boundaries,  the  connection  detail,  including  grease  interceptor  connection 
detail  where  applicable,  materials  of  construction  and  installation  method. 

(5)  Any  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  necessary  by  the  director  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter. 

(g)  Who  may  apply. 

( 1 )  Application  for  a  sewer  connection  permit  shall  only  be  made  by  the  following: 

a.  A  plumbing  contractor  licensed  by  the  state  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Chapter  875  of 
this  Code. 

b.  A  contractor  (other  than  a  plumbing  contractor)  who  has  met  the  surety  bond  and  insurance 
requirements  of  the  department  of  metropolitan  development.  Surety  bond  requirements  are 
met  if  the  building  sewer  contractor  has  filed  and  maintains  with  the  city  a  surety  bond,  as  set 
forth  in  Chapter  875  of  this  Code.  Insurance  requirements  are  met  if  the  contractor  has 
secured  and  maintains  a  public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  policy  as  set  forth  in 
Chapter  875  of  this  Code. 

(2)  The  department  may  deny  permits  to  any  applicant  who  is  currently  in  violation  of  this  chapter  or 
any  other  applicable  regulations. 

(3)  Application  by  persons  othor  than  those  listed  above  may  bo  accopted  at  the  discretion  of  the 
director. 

(h)  Conformance  with  Indiana  Fire  Prevention  and  Building  Safety  Regulations.  All  sewer  work  and 
other  construction  actually  performed  on  or  associated  with  the  building  drain,  building  sewer  and  the 
connection  of  the  building  sewer  to  the  public  sewer  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Indiana  Fire  Prevention  and  Building  Safety  Commission  and  standard  specifications  of  the  department  of 
public  works. 

(i)  Expiration  of  permit  by  operation  of  law;  extensions.  The  connection  permit  shall  expire  by 
operation  of  law  and  shall  no  longer  be  of  any  force  or  effect  if  work  is  not  initiated  within  one  hundred  fifty 
(150)  eighty  (180)  days  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  permit.  The  director  may,  however,  for  good  cause 
shown  in  writing,  extend  the  duration  of  the  permit  for  a  reasonable  an  additional  period  which  is  reasonable 
under  the  circumstances  to  allow  commencement  of  the  construction  activity.  In  no  event  shall  the  extension 
exceed  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days.  If  the  construction  activity  has  been  commenced  but  only  partially 
completed  and  thereafter  substantially  no  construction  activity  occurs  on  the  construction  site  over  a  period  of 
one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days,  the  permit  shall  expire  by  operation  of  law  and  no  longer  be  of  any  force  or 
effect;  provided,  however,  the  director  may,  for  good  cause  shown  in  writing,  extend  the  validity  of  any  such 
permit  for  an  additional  period  which  is  reasonable  under  the  circumstances  to  allow  resumption  of 
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construction  activity.  The  fee  for  an  extension  under  this  subsection  shall  be  thirty  dollars  (530.001  and  the 
extension  shall  be  confirmed  in  writing. 

(j)  Provisions  of  chapter  supplemental  to  other  construction  ordinances.  This  chapter  shall  not  be 
construed  as  contravening  any  ordinances  of  the  city  relating  to  construction  within  public  streets,  roads  or 
rights-of-way  but  rather  shall  be  supplemental  thereto. 

(k)  Enforcement  of  bond.  Any  action  may  be  initiated  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  relative  to 
the  bond  provided  for  in  subsection  (g)(l)b  as  follows: 

( 1 )  The  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  may  initiate  proceedings  to  forfeit  a  bond : 

a.  As  a  penalty  for  repeated  Code  violations  by  a  contractor,  his  agents  or  employees;  or 

b.  To  indemnify  the  city  against  any  loss,  damage  or  expense  sustained  by  the  city  by  reason  of 
the  conduct  of  the  contractor,  his  agents  or  employees. 

(2)  A  person,  partnership  or  corporation  which  holds  a  property  interest  in  the  real  estate  on  which 
sewer  work  has  occurred  may  bring  an  action  against  the  bond  for  expenses  necessary  to  correct 
code  deficiencies  therein  after  written  notice  of  the  code  deficiency  has  been  given  to  the  contractor 
and  after  the  contractor  has  been  given  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  correct  performance.  If  such  a 
person,  partnership  or  corporation  prevails  in  any  action  brought  under  this  section,  he  may  also  be 
allowed  by  the  court  to  recover  as  part  of  the  judgment  a  sum  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of 
costs  and  expenses,  including  attorney's  fees  based  on  actual  time  expended  as  determined  by  the 
court  to  have  been  reasonably  incurred  by  the  plaintiff  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
commencement  and  prosecution  of  such  action. 

(1}  Variance  procedure.  The  director  shall  have  the  power  to  modify  or  waive  any  minimum  sanitary 
sewer  design  standard  found  in  this  article  or  in  any  regulations  promulgated  by  the  board  pursuant  to  Section 
671-1 5  of  the  Code,  which  pertain  to  permits  issued  under  this  article.  The  director  may  grant  such  a  variance 
if  an  applicant  for  a  construction  permit  submits  the  request  in  writing  and  makes  a  substantial  showing  that: 

(1)  A  minimum  sanitary  sewer  design  standard  or  regulation  is  unfeasible  or  unreasonably 
burdensome;  and 

(2)  An  alternate  plan  submitted  by  the  applicant  will  achieve  the  same  objective  and  purpose  as 
compliance  with  minimum  sewer  design  standards  and  regulations  of  the  department 

If  the  director  fails  to  respond  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  receipt  of  a  written  request  for  modification  or 
waiver,  such  request  shall  be  deemed  to  be  denied.  An  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  board  a  decision  of  the 
director  which  denies  or  partially  denies  a  requested  variance.  The  appeal  of  such  a  decision  shall  be  filed 
with  the  board  within  twenty  (20)  days  following  the  date  of  the  decision.  The  board  shall  hear  the  request  for 
the  variance  de  novo,  and  in  making  a  decision  shall  apply  the  standards  set  forth  above. 

(m)  Exemption  relative  to  work  accomplished  by  or  for  certain  governmental  units.  Permits  as 
required  by  this  section  shall  be  obtained  for  sewer  connection  activity  in  the  city  accomplished  by  or  for  a 
governmental  unit  and  inspections  relative  to  such  sewer  connection  activity  shall  be  allowed.  Fees  shall  be 
required  as  specified  by  the  board  of  capital  asset  management  except  for  the  following: 

(1)  Sewer  connection  activity  for  which  a  fee  cannot  be  charged  by  the  municipality  because  of  federal 
or  state  law;  or 

(2)  Sewer  connection  activity  accomplished  by  a  unit  of  local  government  or  by  its  employee  or 
contractor  in  the  course  of  such  employee's  or  contractor's  performance  of  duties  for  a  unit  of  local 
government. 

(n)  Notice  of  change  in  permit  information  After  a  permit  has  been  issued,  the  permittee  shall  give 
prompt  written  notice  to  the  director  of  any  addition  to  or  change  in  the  information  contained  in  the  permit 
application. 

(o)  Amendment  of  permits  and  plans.  After  a  permit  has  been  issued,  any  material  deviation  or  change 
in  the  information  contained  in  the  permit  application  or  the  plans  shall  be  considered  an  amendment  subject 
to  approval  by  the  director.  Prior  to  the  time  construction  activity  involving  the  change  occurs,  the  permittee 
shall  file  with  the  director  a  written  request  for  amendment  including  a  detailed  statement  of  the  requested 
change  and  the  submission  of  any  amended  plans.  The  director  shall  give  the  permittee  written  notice  that  the 
request  for  amendment  has  been  approved  or  denied,  and  if  approved,  copies  of  the  amended  application  or 
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plans  shall  be  attached  to  the  original  application  or  plans.  The  fee  for  the  amendment  of  a  permit  shall  be 
thirty  dollars  ($30.00).  Reinspection  fees  and  other  fees  which  are  occasioned  by  the  amendment  shall  be 
assessed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  for  original  permits  or  plans. 

(p)  Transfer  of  permit.  A  sanitary  sewer  connection  permit  may  be  transferred  with  the  approval  of  the 
director  to  a  person,  partnership  or  corporation  which  would  be  eligible  to  obtain  such  construction  permit  in 
the  first  instance  (hereinafter  called  "transferee"),  after  both  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  thirty  dollars  ($30.00)  and 
the  execution  and  filing  of  a  form  furnished  by  the  department.  Such  transfer  form  shall  contain,  in  substance, 
the  following  certifications,  release  and  agreement: 

(1)  The  person  who  obtained  the  original  construction  permit  or  a  person  who  is  employed  by  and 
authorized  to  act  for  the  obtainer  (hereinafter  called  "transferor")  shall: 

a.  Certify  under  penalties  for  perjury  that  such  person  is  familiar  with  the  sanitary  sewer 
construction  activity  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  construction  permit;  such  person  is 
familiar  with  the  construction  standards  and  procedures  provided  in  this  article;  and  to  the 
best  of  such  person's  knowledge,  information  and  belief  the  construction  activity,  to  the 
extent  performed,  is  in  conformity  with  all  standards  and  procedures  provided  in  this  article; 
and, 

b.  Sign  a  statement  releasing  all  rights  and  privileges  secured  under  the  construction  permit  to 
the  transferee. 

(2)  The  transferee  shall: 

a.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  information  contained  in  the  original 
construction  permit  application,  the  design  plans  and  specifications,  and  any  other  documents 
filed  in  support  of  the  application  for  the  original  construction  permit; 

b.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  present  condition  of  the  premises  on  which  the 
construction  activity  is  to  be  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  construction  permit;  and. 

c.  Agree  to  adopt  and  be  bound  by  the  information  contained  in  the  original  application  for  the 
construction  permit  the  design  plans  and  specifications,  and  other  documents  supporting  the 
original  construction  permit  application;  or  in  the  alternative,  agree  to  be  bound  by  such 
application  plans  and  documents  modified  by  plan  amendments  submitted  to  the  director  for 
approval. 

The  transferee  shall  assume  the  responsibilities  and  obligations  of  and  shall  comply  with  the  same  procedures 
required  of  the  transferor,  and  shall  be  subject  to  any  written  orders  issued  by  the  director.  A  permit  for 
construction  activity  at  a  specified  location  may  not  be  transferred  to  construction  activity  at  another  location. 

(q)    Revocation  of  permits.  The  director  may  revoke  a  permit  when: 

(1)  The  application,  plans  or  supporting  documents  contain  a  false  statement  or  misrepresentation  as  to 
a  material  fact;  or, 

(2)  The  application,  plans  or  supporting  documents  reflect  a  lack  of  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  article. 

The  sanction  provided  in  this  subsection  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  operation  of  penalties  provided  elsewhere  in 
this  chapter. 

£r)  Stop-work  order.  The  director  is  empowered  to  issue  an  order  requiring  the  suspension  of  the 
pertinent  construction  activity  ("stop-work  order")  whenever  the  director  determines  that: 

(1)  Construction  activity  is  proceeding  in  an  unsafe  manner. 

(2)  Construction  activity  is  proceeding  in  violation  of  a  requirement  of  this  article; 

(3)  Construction  activity  is  proceeding  in  a  manner  which  is  materially  different  from  the  application, 
plans,  or  supporting  documents;  or. 

(4)  Construction  activity  for  which  a  sanitary  sewer  connection  permit  is  required  is  proceeding 
without  such  a  permit  being  in  force.  In  such  an  instance,  the  stop-work  order  shall  indicate  that 
the  effect  of  the  order  terminates  when  the  required  permit  is  issued. 
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The  stop-work  order  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  to  which  construction  activity  it  is  applicable  and  the 
reason  for  its  issuance.  The  stop-work  order  shall  be  posted  on  the  property  in  a  conspicuous  place  and,  if 
conveniently  possible,  shall  be  given  to  the  person  doing  the  construction  and  to  the  owner  of  the  property  or 
his  agent.  The  stop-work  order  shall  state  the  conditions  under  which  construction  may  be  resumed.  The 
sanction  provided  in  this  subsection  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  operation  of  penalties  provided  elsewhere  in  this 
chapter. 

SECTION  23.  Sections  671-151  and  671-152  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  sanitary  sewer  construction  permits  and  applications,  hereby  are  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  671-151.  Requirements  for  construction  permits;  enforcement. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  cause  or  allow  the  construction  or  modification  of  any  sanitary  sewer  or 
sanitary  sewer  lift  station  without  first  obtaining  a  valid  construction  permit  issued  by  the  department  and  the 
Indiana  department  of  environmental  management;  provided,  however,  a  sanitary  sewer  construction  permit 
shall  not  be  required  for  maintenance  work  performed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  department 

(b)  The  department  may  deny  permits  to  any  applicant  who  is  currently  in  violation  of  this  chapter  or 
any  applicable  regulations. 

(c)  A  violation  of  this  section  is  subject  to  the  enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in 
section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fine  imposed  for  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  man  one 
hundred  dollars  (SI 00.00").  and  each  day  that  an  offense  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  The 
city  controller  shall  cause  any  fines  collected  under  this  section  to  be  deposited  into  an  account  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  department. 

Sec  671-152.  Application  procedures;  design  plans  and  specifications. 

(a)  Applications  shall  be  submitted  in  accordance  with  procedures  established  by  the  department  and 
revised  from  time  to  time.  Design  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  sanitary  sewers  shall  be 
developed  by  or  under  the  direction  of  a  professional  engineer  registered  in  accordance  with  IC  25-31-1  and 
shall  have  a  title  sheet  which  includes  the  professional  engineer's  seal  and  signature.  The  approval  of  design 
plans  and  specifications  by  the  department  under  this  article  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year  from  the 
date  such  approval  was  granted,  or  until  the  construction  permit  for  which  the  design  plans  and  specifications 
were  submitted  is  issued,  whichever  occurs  first  However,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  construction  permit  if 
there  are  any  material  changes  to  approved  design  plans  and  specifications,  or  circumstances  which  cause  the 
design  plans  and  specifications  to  be  inaccurate  or  incomplete,  then  new  or  corrected  design  plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  submitted  to  the  department  as  a  precondition  for  obtaining  a  construction  permit. 

(b)  An  application  fee  shall  be  submitted  to  cover  the  cost  of  plan  review.  The  board  of  capital  asset 
management  shall  establish  the  amount  of  such  fee  by  regulation  and  may  revise  the  amount  of  such  fee  but 
not  more  often  than  once  each  calendar  year.  The  application  fee  paid  under  this  article  shall  not  be  refunded 
except  upon  request  and  in  instances  where  the  permit  was  issued  in  error,  either  because  it  was  not  required 
by  law,  or  because  a  permit  for  the  same  activity  previously  had  been  issued  and  was  in  force  at  the  time  the 
second  permit  was  applied  for  and  issued. 

(c)  Applications  for  construction  permits  shall  be  submitted  at  least  sixty  (60)  days  in  advance  of  the 
proposed  start  of  construction,  provided,  however,  that  a  shorter  time  period  may  be  approved  by  the  director. 

(d)  Applications  shall  include  a  certificate  of  sufficiency  of  plan  filed  by  a  professional  engineer 
registered  in  accordance  with  IC  25-31-1 . 

(e)  The  director  may,  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  a  construction  permit,  require  developers, 
wherever  applicable,  to  send  written  notification  to  property  owners  whose  properties  abut  the  route  of  the 
proposed  sewer. 

(f)  Applications  shall  include  any  additional  information  deemed  necessary  by  the  director  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

SECTION  24.  Section  671-159  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  the 
expiration  of  sanitary  seweT  construction  permits  and  the  certificate  of  completion  and  compliance,  hereby  is 
amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which 
is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 
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Sec  671-159.  Duration  Expiration  of  construction  permit  by  operation  of  taw;    extensions;   and 
certificate  of  completion  and  compliance. 

(a)  The  sanitary  sewer  construction  permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  (1)  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  If 
construction  activity  has  not  been  commenced  within  one  hundred  eighty  ( 1 80)  days  from  the  date  of  issuance 
of  the  sanitary  sewer  construction  permit  the  permit  shall  expire  by  operation  of  law  and  shall  no  longer  be  of 
any  force  or  effect,  provided,  however,  the  director  may,  for  good  cause  shown  in  writing,  extend  the  validity 
of  any  such  permit  for  an  additional  period  which  is  reasonable  under  the  circumstances  to  allow 
commencement  of  the  construction  activity.    In  no  event  shall  the  extension  exceed  a  period  of  sixty  (60) 


(b)  If  the  construction  activity  has  been  commenced  but  only  partially  completed  and  thereafter 
substantially  no  construction  activity  occurs  on  the  construction  site  over  a  period  of  six  (6)  months,  the 
permit  shall  expire  by  operation  of  law  and  no  longer  be  of  any  force  or  effect;  provided  however,  the  director 
may,  for  good  cause  shown  in  writing,  extend  the  validity  of  any  such  permit  for  an  additional  period  which  is 
reasonable  under  the  circumstances  to  allow  resumption  of  construction  activity. 

(c)  The  fee  for  an  extension  granted  under  this  section  shall  be  thirty  dollars  (S30.00).  and  the 
extension  shall  be  confirmed  in  writing. 

(fed)  Within  fourteen  (14)  days  after  satisfactory  completion  of  tests  on  the  sanitary  sewer  or  lift  station 
for  which  a  construction  permit  was  obtained  the  professional  engineer  contracted  in  accordance  with  section 
671-160  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  department  a  certificate  of  completion  and  compliance,  in  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  department. 

SECTION  25.  Section  671-161  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
requirements  for  sanitary  sewer  project  acceptance  and  dedication,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the 
language  which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec  671-161.  Requirements  for  project  acceptance  and  dedication  to  the  city. 

Sanitary  sewers  and  lift  stations  will  not  be  accepted  and  building  sewer  connection  permits  shall  not  be 
issued  until  all  documents,  as  required  by  the  department's  standard  specifications,  are  submitted  to  the 
department,  including  the  following: 

( 1 )  Maintenance  bond  as  required  in  section  67 1  - 1 56(b)r- 

(2)  Recorded  covenant  and  easement  documents  as  required  in  sections  671-157  and  671-158^ 

(3)  Certificate  of  completion  and  compliance  as  required  in  section  671-159(fed)rJ 

(4)  The  completion  of  a  final  inspection  as  required  in  section  671-160  which  confirms  that  the  sewer 
has  been  constructed  and  tested  in  accordance  with  the  department's  standard  specificationst;  and 

(5)  Sanitary  sewer  record  ("as  built" )  drawings  in  accordance  with  the  department's  standards  which 
shall  be  stamped  and  signed  by  a  land  surveyor  registered  in  accordance  with  IC  25-31-1 . 

SECTION  26.  Sections  671-166  and  671-167  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  sanitary  sewer  construction  permit  fee  exemptions  and  stop-work  orders  and  penalties,  hereby  are 
amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which 
is  underscored  including  NEW  language  regarding  amendments  to  permits  and  plans,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  671-166.  Exemption  relative  to  sewer  construction  activity  accomplished  by  and  for  certain 
governmental  units. 

Construction  permits  shall  be  obtained  for  sanitary  sewer  construction  accomplished  by  or  for  a 
governmental  unit,  and  inspections  as  specified  in  this  chapter  shall  be  required.  Fees  shall  be  required  as 
specified  in  sections  671-160  and  671-152  except  for  the  following: 

(1)    Sanitary  sewer  construction  for  which  a  fee  cannot  be  charged  by  the  municipality  because  of 
federal  or  state  law,  or

(a)  After  a  permit  has  been  issued,  the  permittee  shall  give  prompt  written  notice  to  the  director  of  any 
addition  to  or  change  in  the  information  contained  in  the  permit  application. 

(b)  After  a  permit  has  been  issued,  any  material  deviation  or  change  in  the  information  contained  in  the 
permit  application  or  the  design  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  considered  an  amendment  subject  to 
approval  by  the  director.  Prior  to  the  time  construction  activity  involving  the  change  occurs,  the  permittee 
shall  file  with  the  director  a  written  request  for  amendment  including  a  detailed  statement  of  the  requested 
change  and  the  submission  of  any  amended  plans. 

(c)  The  director  shall  give  the  permittee  written  notice  that  the  request  for  amendment  has  been 
approved  or  denied,  and  if  approved,  copies  of  the  amended  application  or  plans  shall  be  attached  to  the 
original  application  or  plans.  A  fee  for  the  amendment  of  a  permit  shall  be  thirty  dollars  ("$30.00). 
Reinspection  fees,  and  other  fees  which  are  occasioned  by  the  amendment  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  for  original  permits  or  plans. 

Sec  671-1678.  Stop-work  order,  revocation  of  permits. 

(a)  The  deportment  director  is  empowered  to  issue  an  order  requiring  suspension  of  work  ("stop-work 
order")  whenever  it  the  director  determines  that: 

( 1 )  Construction  is  proceeding  in  an  unsafe  manner,  or 

(2)  Construction  is  occurring  in  violation  of  the  department's  standard  specifications  and  requirements 
and  in  such  a  manner  that  if  construction  is  allowed  to  proceed,  there  is  a  probability  that  it  will  be 
substantially  difficult  to  correct  the  violation;  or 

(3)  Construction  activity  is  proceeding  in  a  manner  which  is  materially  different  from  the  application, 
design  plans  or  specifications;  or, 

(34)  Sewer  construction  for  which  a  construction  permit  is  required  is  proceeding  without  a  construction 
permit  being  in  force.  In  such  an  instance,  the  stop-work  order  shall  indicate  that  the  effect  of  the 
order  terminates  when  the  required  permit  is  obtained. 

The  stop-work  order  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  to  what  construction  it  is  applicable  and  the 
reason  for  its  issuance.  One  (1)  copy  of  the  stop-work  order  shall  be  posted  on  the  property  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  and  one  (1)  copy  shall  be  delivered  to  the  permit  applicant  to  the  person  doing  the  construction  and  to 
the  owner  of  the  property  or  his  agent.  The  stop-work  order  shall  state  the  conditions  under  which 
construction  may  be  resumed. 

(b)  The  director  may  revoke  a  sanitary  sewer  construction  permit  when: 

Qj  The  application,  design  plans  or  specifications  contain  a  false  statement  or  misrepresentaiton  as  to  a 
material  fact;  or, 

(2)  The  application,  design  plans  or  specifications  reflect  a  lack  of  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  article. 

(c)  The  sanctions  provided  in  this  section  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  operation  of  penalties  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  chapter. 

SECTION  27.  Section  671-168  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
penalties  for  violation  of  the  provisions  regarding  sanitary  sewer  construction  permits,  hereby  is  REPEALED. 

SECTION  28.  Article  VII  of  Chapter  671  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  sanitary  sewer  construction  permits,  hereby  is  amended  by  adding  a  NEW  Section  671-170, 
regarding  transfers  of  permits,  to  read  as  follows: 
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Sea  671-170.  Transfer  of  permit 

(a)  A  sanitary  sewer  construction  permit  may  be  transferred  with  the  approval  of  the  director  to  a 
person,  partnership  or  corporation  which  would  be  eligible  to  obtain  such  construction  permit  in  the  first 
instance  (hereinafter  called  "transferee"),  after  both  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  thirty  dollars  ($30.00)  and  the 
execution  and  filing  of  a  form  furnished  by  the  department  Such  transfer  form  shall  contain,  in  substance,  the 
following  certifications,  release  and  agreement: 

(1)  The  person  who  obtained  the  original  construction  permit  or  a  person  who  is  employed  by  and 
authorized  to  act  for  the  obtainer  (hereinafter  called  "transferor")  shall: 

a.  Certify  under  penalties  for  perjury  that  such  person  is  familiar  with  the  sanitary  sewer 
construction  activity  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  construction  permit,  such  person  is 
familiar  with  the  construction  standards  and  procedures  provided  in  this  article;  and  to  the 
best  of  such  person's  knowledge,  information  and  belief  the  construction  activity,  to  the 
extent  performed,  is  in  conformity  with  all  standards  and  procedures  provided  in  this  article; 
and, 

b.  Sign  a  statement  releasing  all  rights  and  privileges  secured  under  the  construction  permit  to 
the  transferee. 

(2)  The  transferee  shall: 

a.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  information  contained  in  the  original 
construction  permit  application,  the  design  plans  and  specifications,  and  any  other  documents 
filed  in  support  of  the  application  for  the  original  construction  permit, 

b.  Certify  that  the  transferee  is  familiar  with  the  present  condition  of  the  premises  on  which  the 
construction  activity  is  to  be  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  construction  permit;  and, 

c.  Agree  to  adopt  and  be  bound  by  the  information  contained  in  the  original  application  for  the 
construction  permit  the  design  plans  and  specifications,  and  other  documents  supporting  the 
original  construction  permit  application;  or  in  the  alternative,  agree  to  be  bound  by  such 
application  plans  and  documents  modified  by  plan  amendments  submitted  to  the  director  for 
approval. 

(b)  The  transferee  shall  assume  the  responsibilities  and  obligations  of  and  shall  comply  with  the  same 
procedures  required  of  the  transferor  (including,  but  not  being  limited  to,  the  requirement  of  Section  671-159 
that  a  certificate  of  completion  and  compliance  be  executed  and  filed)  and  shall  be  subject  to  any  written 
orders  issued  by  the  director. 

(c)  A  permit  for  construction  activity  at  a  specified  location  may  not  be  transferred  to  construction 
activity  at  another  location. 

SECTION  29.  Section  691-127  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  street 
and  bridge  construction  plan  approvals,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken- 
through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  691-127.  Length  Expiration  of  plan  approval  validity  by  operation  of  law;  extensions. 

In  the  event  construction  of  a  street  or  bridge  is  not  initiated  within  two  (2)  yoars  one  ( 1 )  year  and  work 
completed  within  four  (4)  years  after  the  approval  of  construction  plans  pursuant  to  this  division,  then  such 
approval  shall  expire  by  operation  of  law  and  shall  no  longer  be  of  any  force  or  effect  provided,  however,  the 
director  of  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  may  extend  the  validity  of  such  approval  for  an 
additional  period  which  is  reasonable  under  the  circumstances,  for  good  cause  shown  in  writing  and  upon  the 
resubmission  of  such  plans  shall  be  presented  to  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  for  re-review, 
and  certain  design  features  may  be  required  to  be  changed  due  to  changes  in  design  criteria. 

SECTION  30.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or  part 
of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and 
penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  adopted. 

SECTION  3 1 .  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining

provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid 
provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  32.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  by  the  Council  and  compliance  with 
Ind.  Code  §  36-3-4-14. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  403,  1999.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  403,  1999  on  July  28,  November  10,  and  December  1, 
1999.  The  proposal,  sponsored  by  Councillor  Moores,  amends  Sections  251-301  through  251- 
306  concerning  the  Animal  Care  and  Control  Board,  and  amends  Chapter  531  concerning 
Animals.  By  a  5-0  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  full  Council  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Councillor  Borst  made  the  following  motion: 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  to  amend  Proposal  No.  403, 1999,  committee  report  as  follows: 
1 )     Substitute  the  following  for  Sec.  25 1-332: 
Sec.  251-303332.  Board  membership. 

(a)  The  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  five  (5)  voting 
members  who  are  residents  of  the  city  and  have  an  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  care  and  control 
of  animals,  and  who  are  chosen  as  follows: 

(1)  A  veterinarian  licensed  by  the  State  of  Indiana  and  actively  engaged  if  possible,  in 
private  practice  in  Marion  County,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayors 

(2)  A  representative  or  designee  from  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion 
County  board  of  health,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  coimcuS-; 

(3)  A  representative  from  the  Humane  Society  of  Indianapolis,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  mayor. 

(4)  Two  (2)  members  from  the  community,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
council,  and  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  neither  of  whom 
shall  derive  income  from  the  use  or  sale  of  animals. 

(§}    The  administrator  shall  bo  an  ox  officio,  nonvoting  member  of  the  board. 

(b)  Each  animal  care  and  control  board  member  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
appointing  authority  for  a  term  ending  December  thirty-first  following  appointment  and  until  a 
successor  is  appointed.  A  member  may  be  reappointed  for  successive  terms. 

(c)  If  any  animal  care  and  control  board  member  dies,  resigns,  vacates  office  or  is 
removed  from  office,  a  new  member  shall  be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  member  in  respect  to  whom  the  vacancy  occurs  was  appointed. 

(d)  Any  animal  care  and  control  board  member  who  fails  to  attend  three  (3)  consecutive 
regular  meetings  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  be  treated  as  if  he  had  resigned, 
unless  sufficient  written  justification  is  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  appointing  authority. 
The  ao^ministrator  shall  inform  the  appointing  authority  in  writing  of  any  animal  care  and  control 
board  member  of  such  board  member's  failure  to  attend  three  (3)  consecutive  regular  meetings. 

(e)  An  appointing  authority  shall  not  make  all  of  its  appointments  from  the  same  political 
party. 
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2 )  Substitute  the  following  for  Sec.  53 1  -73 1 : 

Sec  531-637  731.  Disposition  of  owner-surrendered  animals  and  impounded  animals  not 
claimed  by  owner;  adoption. 

(a)  An  animal  surrendered  by  its  owner  under  this  division  and  not  reclaimed  by  its  owner, 
adopted,  or  rescued  by  a  humane  or  breed  rescue  organization,  may  be  kept  or  otherwise 
humanely  disposed  of.  in  the  reasonable  exercise  of  discretion  of  the  enforcement  authority,  but 
consistent  with  such  provisions  as  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  make  regarding  the 
capture,  surrender,  impoundment  adoption,  sale  and  destruction  of  animals.  Even  after  the 
expiration  of  the  twenty-four  (24")  hours,  no  owner-surrendered  animal  shall  be  humanely 
disposed  of.  while  there  is  sufficient  room  in  the  kennel  to  reasonably  house  such  animal  at  the 
animal  care  and  control  shelter  (keeping  in  mind  the  necessity  of  having  empty  places  for 
animals  to  be  moved  during  cleaning). 

(b)  An  animal  impounded  under  this  division  and  which  is  not  claimed  by  its  owner  shall 
be  confined  by  the  enforcement  authority  in  a  humane  manner  for  a  period  after  capture  of  not 
less  than  six  (6)  days.  An  animal  not  claimed  within  the  six-day  impoundment  period  may  be 
kept  adopted,  rescued  by  a  humane  or  breed  rescue  organization  or  otherwise  humanely 
disposed  of,  in  the  reasonable  exercise  of  discretion  of  the  enforcement  authority,  but  consistent 
with  such  provisions  as  the  animal  care  and  control  board  public  safety  board  shall  make 
regarding  the  capture,  surrender,  impoundment  adoption,  sale  and  destruction  of  animals.  Even 
after  the  expiration  of  the  six-day  impoundment  period,  no  animal  shall  be  humanely  disposed  of 
while  there  is  sufficient  room  in  the  kennel  to  reasonably  house,  such  animal  at  the  animal  care 
and  control  shelter  (keeping  in  mind  the  necessity  of  having  empty  places  for  animals  to  be 
moved  during  cleaning"). 

(fee)  Following  the  six-day  impoundment  period,  a  person  other  than  the  animal's  owner  or 
a  member  of  the  owner's  family  who  wishes  to  adopt  an  impounded  animal  which  has  not  been 
claimed,  and  which  is  otherwise  available  for  adoption,  may  adopt  the  animal.  It  is  declared  that 
the  adoption  of  as  many  animals  as  possible  is  a  priority  of  the  animal  care  and  control  shelter. 
Such  person  wishing  to  adopt  an  animal  from  the  animal  care  and  control  shelter  shall  pay  to  the 
city  an  adoption  fee  of  twenty  five  dollars  ($25.00)  thirty-five  dollars  ($35.00)  to  cover  the 
enforcement  authority's  expenses,  including  the  expense  of  of  vaccinations;  however,  with

£4-)    to  immunize  the  animal  against  rabies  as  required  by  law,

(3)  Tto  have  the  animal  spayed  or  neutered  at  that  person's  expense.  Failure  to  have  the 
animal  spayed  or  neutered  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  of  adoption  shall  be  a 
violation  of  the  Code.

SECTION  1.  Sec.  251-221  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
divisions  of  the  department  of  public  safety,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is 
stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  251-221.  Divisions. 

The  department  of  public  safety  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  divisions: 

(1)  Fire  division.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  fire  division  are  described  in  Article  III  of  this 
chapter-  Chapter  252  of  the  Code. 

(2)  Police  division.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  police  division  are  described  in  Article  IV  of  this 
chapter  Chapter  253  of  the  Code. 

(3)  Weights  and  measures  division.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  weights  and  measures  division  are 
described  in  Article  VH  V  of  this  chapter. 

(4)  Animal  care  and  control  division.  The  animal  care  and  control  division  shall  be  established  and 
have  all  powers  and  duties  described  in  Article  V  III  of  this  chapter.  Chapter  531,  and  any  other 
powers  granted  by  law  or  by  the  city-county  council  or  the  mayor. 

(5)  Emergency  management  planning  division.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  emergency 
management  planning  division  are  described  in  Article  V4  IV  of  this  chapter. 

SECTION  2.  Article  III  of  Chapter  251  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  the  Animal  Care  and  Control  Division,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is 
stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  IIL  ANIMAL  CARE  AND  CONTROL  BOARD  DIVISION 

DIVISION  1.  ORGANIZATION 
Sec  251-301.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  thorn  in  this  section: 

(a)  Board  means  the  Marion  County  animal  control  board. 

(b)  Division  means  the  animal  control  division  of  the  departmont  of  public  safety. 
(«)    Administrator  means  the  administrator  of  the  animal  control  division. 

(d)    Director  means  the  director  of  the  departmont  of  public  safety. 
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(e)    Council  means  the  city  county  council  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County- 
Sec  251-311.  Animal  care  and  control  division;  organization  and  powers. 

(a)  The  animal  care  and  control  division  shall  consist  of  an  administrator  appointed  by  the  director  of 
the  city  department  of  public  safety,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  director  deems  necessary  to  appoint  or 
employ. 

(b)  Whenever  under  this  chapter  the  city  department  of  public  safety  is  directed  or  authorized  to  act 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acting  by  and  through  the  animal  care  and  control  division. 

(c)  The  animal  care  and  control  division  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  any  person  to  render  such 
services  as  are  necessary  and  desirable  in  the  operation  of  the  animal  care  and  control  division;  however, 
contracts  for  such  services  shall  be  entered  into  by  the  city  or  the  public  safety  board  on  behalf  of  the  animal 
care  and  control  division. 

DIVISION  2.  ANIMAL  CARE  AND  CONTROL  SHELTER 

Sec  251-321.  Shelter  operations. 

The  animal  care  and  control  division  shall  operate  or  contract  for  the  operation  of  the  facility  located  at 
2600  South  Harding  Street  in  the  city  which  shall  be  known  as  the  "animal  care  and  control  shelter." 

Sec  251-322.  Purpose  and  responsibilities- 
fa)     The  animal  care  and  control  shelter  is  to  accept  every  animal  brought  to  it. 

(bj  The  division  shall  maintain  a  clean,  comfortable,  safe  and  healthy  environment  for  the  animals  at 
the  shelter. 

(c)  The  division  shall  adopt  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board,  written  standards  and  written 
standard  operating  procedures  to  ensure  that  the  shelter  is  as  clean,  comfortable,  safe  and  as  healthy  an 
environment  as  is  reasonably  possible. 

(d)  The  shelter  shall  be  open  for  redemption  and  adoption  of  animals  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  partial  or 
whole  days  a  week,  including  one  full  weekend  day. 

(e)  The  shelter  shall  be  open  to  the  public  until  at  least  7:00  p.m.  a  minimum  of  one  week  night  each 
week. 

(j)  The  shelter  shall  make  arrangements  to  receive  and  assist  sick  or  injured  animals  twenty-four  (24) 
hours  a  day. 

(g)  The  shelter  shall  coordinate  with  enforcement  officers  to  make  arrangements  for  emergency  pick 
up  service  for  animals. 

(h)  The  shelter  shall  contract  or  arrange  for  licensed  regular  veterinary  care  and  for  the  appropriate 
veterinary  medical  supplies  for  the  animals  at  the  facility,  which  veterinary  care  shall  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to:  treatment  of  sick  and  injured  animals,  care  for  new  born  or  young  animals,  administration  of 
preventative  vaccines  and  worming. 

[T)  The  shelter  shall  provide  adequate  and  nutritional  food  appropriate  to  the  species,  and 
circumstances  of  the  individual  animal.  Animals  will  be  fed  in  appropriate  containers. 

(j)  The  shelter  shall  assure  that  the  kennels  and/or  cages  in  which  the  animals  stay  at  the  shelter  are 
cleaned  and  disinfected  regularly  and  in  no  case  less  than  once  every  twenty  four  hours.  Animals  shall  be 
humanely  moved  from  their  individual  kennel  to  a  clean  area  while  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  are  being 
performed. 

(k)  Incoming  animals  shall  be  received  in  an  area  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  shelter  population  and 
shall  be  immediately  examined  for  injury.  They  shall  remain  separated  for  twenty  four  hours  after  their 
arrival  from  the  rest  of  the  shelter  population  until  thev  have  been  evaluated  for  health  and  temperament- 
Incoming  animals  whose  vaccination  history  is  unknown,  shall  be  vaccinated  before  being  moved  into  the 
shelter  population. 
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{Yj,  Cages  and  kennels  shall  be  in  good  condition,  free  of  sharp  or  broken  edges,  covered  drains, 
supplied  with  clean,  fresh  bedding  daily.  Every  animal  shall  be  kept  in  an  appropriate  enclosure  so  as  to 
remain  clean,  dry,  comfortable  and  free  of  disease. 

(m)   Animals  in  the  shelter  shall  be  separated  as  follows: 

d)  Incoming  animals  from  the  shelter  population  for  a  twenty-four  (24)  hour  triage  and  observation 
period; 

(2)  Sick  and  injured  animals  from  healthy  animals  so  as  to  receive  appropriate  care,  including  off-site 
facility  care  if  needed; 

(3)  Puppies,  kittens  and  nursing  mothers  with  offspring  from  all  other  adult  animals; 

(4)  Further  divisions  as  needed  to  accommodate  temperament  and  behavior  including,  but  not  limited 
to  females  in  heat  and  overly  aggressive  animals;  and. 

(5)  Dogs  from  cats. 

DIVISION  3.  ANIMAL  CARE  AND  CONTROL  BOARD 

Sec.  251-302  331.  Established  Establishment 

There  The  animal  care  and  control  board  is  hereby  established  the  Marion  County  animal  control  board 
to  help  identify  the  problems  and  needs  of  animal  care  and  control  in  the  city,  to  suggest  answers  and  to 
recommend  solutions  to  these  needs  and  problems,  and  to  educate  the  public  regarding  the  care  and 
ownership  of  animals.  Tho  mombors  of  the  board  shall  be  residents  of  the  county  and  have  an  interest  in  and 
knowledge  of  the  care  and  control  of  animals. 

Sec  251-303  332.  Board  membership. 

(a)  The  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  five  (5)  voting  members 
who  are  residents  of  the  city  and  have  an  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  care  and  control  of  animals,  and  who 
are  chosen  as  follows: 

(1)  A  veterinarian  licensed  by  the  State  of  Indiana  and  actively  engaged,  if  possible,  in  private 
practice  in  Marion  County,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayorr; 

(2)  A  representative  or  designee  from  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion  County  board 
of  health,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  council^ 

(3)  A  representative  from  the  Humane  Society  of  Indianapolis,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

(4)  Two  (2)  members  from  the  community,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  council,  and 
one  (1 )  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  neither  of  whom  shall  derive  income  from 
the  use  or  sale  of  animals. 

(Q    The  administrator  shall  bo  an  ox  officio,  nonvoting  member  of  tho  board. 

(b)  Each  animal  care  and  control  board  member  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority 
for  a  term  ending  December  thirty-first  following  appointment  and  until  a  successor  is  appointed.  A 
member  may  be  reappointed  for  successive  terms. 

(c)  If  any  animal  care  and  control  board  member  dies,  resigns,  vacates  office  or  is  removed  from 
office,  a  new  member  shall  be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  same  manner  as  the  member  in  respect  to 
whom  the  vacancy  occurs  was  appointed. 

(d)  Any  animal  care  and  control  board  member  who  fails  to  attend  three  (3)  consecutive  regular 
meetings  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  be  treated  as  if  he  had  resigned,  unless  sufficient  written 
justification  is  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  appointing  authority.  The  administrator  shall  inform  the 
appointing  authority  in  writing  of  any  animal  care  and  control  board  member  of  such  board  member's  failure 
to  attend  three  (3)  consecutive  regular  meetings. 

(e)  An  appointing  authority  shall  not  make  all  of  its  appointments  from  the  same  political  party. 
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Sec.  251-333.  Officers,  quorum,  meetings. 

(a)  The  voting  members  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  select  a  chairman  and  a  vice- 
chairman.  A  recording  secretary  who  shall  keep  the  official  minutes  of  the  meetings,  reserve  meeting  room 
space,  handle  all  of  the  communications,  including  but  not  limited  to  meeting  notices,  will  be  supplied  by 
the  department  of  public  safety.  All  official  action  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  be  in  writing 
and  be  executed  by  the  animal  care  and  control  board  upon  being  authorized  by  motion  passed  by  the  animal 
care  and  control  board  by  simple  majority  of  its  members  present 

(b)  A  quorum  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board  for  official  action  in  session  shall  be  four  (4)  of 
the  seven  (7)  voting  members.  Official  minutes  of  meetings  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary. 

(c)  The  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  meet  at  least  every  month,  or  on  special  call  of  the  chair, 
or  upon  the  written  request  of  any  four  (4)  members  with  every  other  meeting  being  held  at  the  shelter 
facility  located  at  2600  South  Harding  Street  in  the  city. 

Sec.  251-304  334.  Responsibility  generally  General  powers  and  duties. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board  to  insure  that  activities  of  animal  care 
and  control  are  meeting  its  mission  statement  to  help  identify  the  problems  and  needs  of  animal  care  and 
control  in  Marion  County,  to  suggest  answers  and  to  recommend  solutions  to  these  needs  and  problems^  and 
to  educate  the  public  regarding  the  proper  care  and  responsible  ownership  of  animals,  and  to  make 
reasonable  efforts  to  ensure  that  sufficient  funds  are  appropriated  for  the  proper  and  necessary  equipment 
and  personnel,  and  upgrades  thereof  proper  and  efficient  performance  of  the  services,  and  work  required  of 
the  division  consistent  with  the  animal  care  and  control  board's  policies  and  procedures. 

Sec  251-505  335.  Specific  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities. 

The  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  also  be  charged  with  the  following  specific  duties  and 
responsibilities: 

( 1 )  To  suggest  adopt  and  if  necessary,  and  review  and  amend  rules  and  regulations  for  the  efficient 
implementation  of  its  policies  and  procedures,  as  well  as  to  ensure  that  the  goals  identified  in  the 
mission  statement  of  animal  care  and  control  are  fulfilled; 

(2)  To  allow  any  person  who  feels  aggrieved  at  a  decision  of  a  public  entity  concerning  animals,  or 
who  wishes  to  express  a  concern  involving  animals,  to  file  a  written  request  for  consideration  of 
such  grievance  or  concern  with  the  chairman  of  the  animal  care  and  control  board,  who  shall 
place  such  request  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  of  the  animal  care  and  control  boards  At  the 
meeting,  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  hear  the  request  and  take  appropriate  action; 

(3)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  director  and/or  the  council  regarding  ordinances  establishing 
standards  for  the  care,  disposal  disposition,  treatment  and  control  of  all  animals  within  Marion 
County  including,  but  not  limited  to,  licensing  for  the  ownership  of  animals,  increasing  the 
adoption  of  animals  and  establishing  criteria  for  the  adoption  of  animals,  and  establishing  a  lost 
and -found  sonic e  for  pet  owners  establishing  education  and  community  outreach  programs  for 
the  animal  care  and  control  division,  establishing  and  enhancing  a  county-wide,  "one  number  to 
call"  lost  and  found  service  for  pet  owners,  establishing  and  administering  a  not-for-profit  fund 
for  which  charitable  donations  can  be  made  by  citizens  on  behalf  of  animal  care  and  control, 
establishing  certification  and/or  educational  requirements  for  employees  of  animal  care  and 
control,  and  encouraging  responsible  pet  ownership,  including  the  spaying  and  neutering  of  pet 
dogs  and  cats;  and 

(4)  To  draft  and  adopt  the  mission  statement  for  the  animal  care  and  control  division; 

(5)  To  receive  and  review  monthly  reports  from  the  administrator  concerning: 

a.  The  numbers  of  investigations  conducted  by  animal   care  and   control   officers,   the 
circumstances  involved,  the  status  of  such  investigations; 

b.  The  numbers  of  animals  taken  into  the  shelter,  the  reasons  therefore,  the  dispositions  of  such 
animals  (i.e.  retrieved  by  owners,  adopted,  euthanized,  etc.); 

c.  The  status  of  programs  designed  to  implement  the  mission  statement  of  the  animal  care  and 
control  division; 
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d.  Fiscal  operation  and  budgetary  needs;  and 

e.  Such  other  information  as  the  animal  care  and  control  board  shall  from  time  to  time  request, 
and 

f4¥6)         To  submit  to  the  council,  the  mayor  and  the  director  annual  reports  of  its  activities  and 
operations. 

Sec  251  306.  Officers,  quorum,  meetings. 

(a)  The  officers  of  the  board  shall  bo  a  chairman,  a  wee  chairman  and  a  secretary.  They  shall  bo 
oloctod  by  the  voting  members  of  the  board. — All  official  action  of  tho  board  shall  bo  in  writing  and  bo 
executed  by  the  board  upon  being  authorized  by  motion  passed  by  tho  board  by  simple  majority  of  its 
members  present. 

fb)  A  quorum  of  the  board  for  official  action  in  session  shall  be  throo  (3)  voting  members.  Official 
minutes  of  meetings  shall  bo  kept  by  the  secretary. 

(e)    The  board  shall  moot  as  needed  at  such  placo  and  time  as  may  bo  set  by  the  chairman.- 

SECTION  3.  Articles  I,  II,  III,  IV,  and  V  of  Chapter  531  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County,"  regarding  animals,  hereby  are  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which  is  stricken-through, 
and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Sec  531-101.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this  section. 

Animal  means  any  living,  nonhuman  vertebrate  creature. 

Animal  care  and  control  division  means  the  animal  care  and  control  division  of  the  city  department  of 
public  safety. 

At  large  means  not  confined  without  means  of  escape  in  a  pen,  corral,  yard  cage,  house,  vehicle  or 
other  secure  enclosure,  unless  otherwise  under  the  control  of  a  competent  human  being. 

Domestic  animals  means  rabbits,  cattle,  horses,  ponies,  mules,  donkeys,  jackasses,  llamas,  swine, 
sheep,  goats,  dogs,  cats  and  poultry. 

Exposed  to  rabies  means  an  animal  has  been  exposed  to  rabies  if  it  has  been  bitten  by  or  been  in 
contact  with  any  animal  known  or  reasonably  suspected  to  have  been  infected  with  rabies. 

Kennel  means  a  facility  operated  commercially  and  principally  for  the  purpose  of  boarding,  housing, 
grooming,  breeding  or  training  dogs  or  cats,  or  both.  For  purposes  of  this  chapter,  kennel  shall  not  include  a 
facility  in  or  adjoining  a  private  residence  where  dogs  or  cats  are  kept  for  the  hobby  of  the  owner,  lessee  or 
other  occupant  of  the  property  using  the  animals  for  hunting,  practice  tracking,  exhibiting  in  shows  or  field 
or  obedience  trials  or  for  the  guarding  or  protecting  of  the  property,  and  an  occasional  sale  of  pups  or  kittens 
by  the  owner,  lessee  or  other  occupant  of  the  property  shall  not  make  such  property  a  kennel  for  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter. 

Nonbite  exposure  means  and  includes  scratches,  abrasions,  open  wounds  or  mucous  membranes 
contaminated  with  saliva  or  other  potentially  infectious  material  from  a  rabid  animal. 

Own  means  to  keep,  harbor  or  have  custody,  charge  or  control  of  an  animal,  and  owner  means  and 
includes  any  person  who  owns  an  animal;  however,  veterinarians  and  operators  of  kennels,  pet  shops  and 
stables,  as  those  terms  are  defined  in  Chapter  836  of  this  Code,  who  temporarily  keep  animals  owned  by,  or 
held  for  sale  to,  other  persons  shall  not  be  deemed  to  own  or  be  owners  of  such  animals,  but  rather  to  be 
keepers  of  animals. 

Person  means  and  includes  any  individual,  corporation,  partnership  or  other  association  or 
organization,  but  shall  exclude  the  following: 
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(1)  PoliceHWft  officers,  federal  or  state  armed  forces,  park  rangers,  game  wardens,  conservation 
officers  and  other  such  governmental  agencies,  with  respect  to  actions  which  constitute  a 
discharge  of  their  official  duties;  and 

(2)  An  individual,  partnership,  corporation  or  other  association,  organization,  or  institution  of  higher 
education,  which  is  registered  as  a  research  facility  with  the  United  States  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  under  7  USC  §  2131  et  seq.,  commonly  known  as  the  "Animal  Welfare  Act,"  while 
engaged  in  the  course  of  their  performance  as  such. 

Public  safety  board  means  the  board  of  public  safety  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety. 

Quarantining  authority  means  the  city  department  of  public  safety,  its  contractors,  agents,  employees 
and  designees,  acting  under  directives  and  regulations  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  of  Marion 
County  or  the  state  board  of  animal  health. 

Shelter  means  the  animal  care  and  control  facility  located  at  2600  South  Harding  Street  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

Veterinarian  means  a  person  licensed  to  practice  veterinarian  veterinary  medicine  in  the  state. 

Sec  531-102.  Animals  at  large  prohibited. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of  an  animal  to  cause,  suffer,  or  allow  that  animal 
which  is  owned  or  kept  by  such  person  to  be  at  large  in  the  city. 

(b)  The  first  violation  in  any  twelve-month  period  shall  be  subject  to  admission  of  violation  and 
payment  of  the  designated  civil  penalty  through  the  ordinance  violations  bureau  as  provided  in  Article  III  of 
Chapter  103  of  this  Code.  All  second  and  subsequent  violations  in  a  twelve-month  period  are  subject  to  the 
enforcement  procedures  and  penalties  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code. 

Sec  531-103.  Confinement  of  female  animals  in  heat 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  female  animal  in  heat  kept  in  the  city  shall  confine  the  animal  within  a 
secure  enclosure  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  it  from  becoming  a  nuisance. 

Sec  531-104.  Keeping  swine. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  keep  swine  on  premises  in  the  police  special  service  district  of  the 
city,  unless  such  premises  are  stockyards,  slaughterhouses,  or  other  premises  where  the  keeping  or  raising  of 
livestock  is  permitted  by  county  zoning  ordinances. 

Sec  531-105.  Keeping  horses,  ponies,  mules,  donkeys,  and  jackasses,  and  llamas. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own,  keep,  or  breed  a  horse,  pony,  mule,  donkeya  gf  jackass,  or 
llama  in  the  city  on  premises  which  measure  less  than  eight  thousand  (8,000)  square  feet  in  a  lot  area  per 
animal,  unless  such  premises  are  registered  as  a  stable  under  Chapter  836  of  the  Code. 

Sec  531-106.  Report  of  vehicular  collision  with  domestic  animal. 

A  person  whose  vehicle  strikes  causes  injury  or  death  to  a  domestic  animal  in  the  city  shall  promptly 
report  the  occurrence  to  stop  at  once,  assess  the  extent  of  the  injury  to  the  extent  that  it  is  safe  to  do  so.  and 
immediately  notify  the  animal's  owner,  if  known,  or  to  the  city  department  of  public  sofoty  the  animal  care 
and  control  shelter,  either  directly  or  through  a  local  law  enforcement  agency,  together  with  a  description  of 
the  animal  struck,  the  location  of  the  striking  and  an  estimate  as  to  the  condition  of  the  animal  after  being 
struck,  along  with  the  lieense  rabies  tag  number  of  the  animal,  if  it  can  safely  be  ascertained.  Such  person 
shall  not  be  required  to  report  his  or  her  name,  as  the  only  purpose  of  this  requirement  is  to  aid  the  stricken 
animal  and  notify  its  owner,  if  any. 

Sec  531-107.  Custody  and  disposal  disposition  of  dead  animals. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  allow  the  body,  or  parts  thereof,  of  any  dead  animal  to  be  kept,  held, 
or  disposed  of  in  violation  of  this  section?,  as  follows: 

(1)  No  public  or  private  carrier  shall  either  transport  any  dead  animal  through  or  into  the  city,  or 
allow  it  to  remain  in  or  on  any  of  its  cars,  vehicles,  tracks  or  places  controlled  by  it,  in  either 
instance  longer  than  five  (5)  hours; 
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(2)  No  person  who  operates  a  slaughterhouse,  butcher  shop  or  other  place  in  the  city  shall  permit  any 
parts  of  offal  of  dead  animals  that  are  not  fit  and  intended  for  use  as  food  to  accumulate  or  be  kept 
on  such  premises  for  over  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  being  received,  or  after  the  death  of  such 
animal; 

(3)  No  person  shall  skin,  dismember,  dissect,  cut  up  or  dispose  of  the  body  of  a  dead  animal,  or  any 
parts  thereof  in  the  city,  unless  the  person  is  regularly  engaged  in  such  business  of  killing  and 
disposing  of  such  animals  for  use  as  food  or  otherwise,  and  is  so  authorized  by  law,  or  does  so  for 
the  person's  own  use;  and 

(4)  No  person  shall  possess,  keep,  use  or  dispose  of  anywhere  in  the  city,  a  dead  animal  or  parts 
thereof  or  offal  of  a  live  animal  in  any  manner  that  creates  offensive  odors  or  sights,  or 
constitutes  a  public  nuisance  which  affects  health  and  comfort  in  any  respect. 

Sec  531-108.  Disposal  Disposition  of  dead  animals  by  the  city. 

The  city  department  of  public  works  upon  request  may  provide  to  persons  or  entities  the  service  of 
picking  up  dead  animal  bodies  and  body  parts  and  the  lawful  disposal  disposition  of  them.  When  the  city 
department  of  public  works  picks  up  dead  animal  bodies  or  parts  from  places  other  than  the  city  streets  and 
rights  of  way,  it  shall  charge  a  fee  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  per  separate  body  part  for  this  service. 

ARTICLE  II.  DOGS  AND  CATS 

Sec  531-201.  Application  of  article 

The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  supplemental  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  chapter  which  pertain 
to  dogs  or  cats. 

Sec  531-202.  Permanent  identification  of  dogs  and  cats  required. 

(a)  A  person  who  owns  a  dog  or  cat  in  the  city  shall  ensure  that  each  dog  or  cat  owned  by  that  person 
bears  a  permanent  means  of  identification  at  all  times,  such  that  the  owner  of  a  lost  or  stolen  dog  or  cat  can 
be  ascertained  quickly  and  easily. 

(b)  The  means  of  identification  required  by  this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  tags  required  to  be 
worn  by  dogs  or  cats  by  state  law  or  other  provision  of  this  Code,  and  shall  include  either: 

(1)  A  microchip  implanted  in  the  dog  or  cat  which  bears  a  registered  identification  number,  and 
which  can  be  read  by  a  standard  microchip  scanner,  or 

(2)  A  permanent  tag  attached  to  a  durable  collar  worn  at  all  times  by  the  dog  or  cat,  and  bearing  the 
owner's  current  name,  address  and  telephone  number. 

(c)  Each  veterinarian  or  other  person  in  the  city  who  implants  microchips  as  contemplated  in  this 
section  shall,  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  once  each  month,  send  to  the  animal  care  and  control  division  the 
names,  addresses,  and  phone  numbers  of  the  owners  of  the  dogs  and  cats,  and  the  corresponding  microchip 
identification  numbers. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  dog  or  cat  three  (3)  months  of  age  or  older  which  is  kept 
in  the  city,  and  which  does  not  bear  a  permanent  means  of  identification  as  provided  in  this  section.  A 
violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a 
fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 

Sec  531-203.  Dog  and  cat  curbing  requirements. 

(a)  No  person  knowingly  shall  allow  a  dog  or  cat  which  is  kept  by  that  person  to  defecate  or  urinate 
on  a  public  street,  byway,  municipally  owned  or  public  land  or  building,  or  upon  private  property,  in  the  city 
without  the  prior  permission  of  the  owner  of  such  property,  however,  if  an  animal  defecates  on  property 
described  in  this  subsection,  the  animal's  owner  or  keeper  promptly  shall  remove  any  feces  to  a  waste 
container,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  material  in  a  manner  inoffensive  to  reasonable  public  sensibilities. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  owner  of  a  dog  serving  a 
vision-impaired  person  in  an  auxiliary  ocular  capacity  or  in  any  capacity  to  assist  such  person  with  a 
physical  impairment  may  permit  such  dog  to  relieve  itself  on  ground  situated  outside  of  pedestrian  or 
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vehicular  traffic  ways,  and  is  relieved  of  the  requirement  to  remove  any  feces  to  the  extent  such  requirement 
is  impractical  for  a  person  of  such  impairment 

(c)  No  person  knowingly  shall  allow  his  or  her  dog  or  cat  to  disperse  waste  material  placed  for  public 
or  private  collection  upon  any  public  street,  or  byway  or  right-of-way,  or  any  municipally  owned  or  public 
land  or  building,  or  upon  private  property. 

(d)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section 
103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  Sne  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  (S25.00). 

Sec  531-204.  Begs  Animals  causing  nuisance  prohibited. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  or  keep  any  deg  animal  which  by  frequent  or  habitual 
howling,  yelping,  barking,  screeching,  other  vocalization  or  otherwise  shall  cause  serious  annoyance  or 
disturbance  to  persons  in  the  vicinity. 

£bj  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  Section 
103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  the  first  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  (S25.00V,  subsequent  or  continued  violations  may  also  subject  the  owner  to 
impoundment  of  the  animal  by  a  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  having  authority  to  impound  a  dog, 
forthwith  to  impound  such  dogs  such  an  animal. 

Sec  531-205.  Vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  dogs  animals;  confinement  required. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  words  vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  dog  animal  mean  and  include 
an  deg  animal  which  has: 

( 1 )  attacked  a  person  without  having  been  provoked  by  that  person; 

(2)  attacked,  at  some  place  other  than  its  owner's  or  keeper's  property,  another  animal;  or 

(3)  chased  or  approached  a  person  at  some  place  other  than  its  owner's  or  keeper's  property,  in  a 
menacing  fashion  or  apparent  attitude  of  attack 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  owner  or  keeper  of  a  vicious,  fierce,  or  dangerous  deg  animal  to  cause, 
suffer,  or  allow  it  to  go  unconfined  and  unrestrained  on  the  owner's  or  keeper's  premises,  or  to  run  at  large, 
in  the  city. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  for  an  owner  or  keeper  of  a  vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  deg  animal 
to  walk  any  such  deg  animal  or  otherwise  cause,  suffer  or  allow  its  presence  upon  a  public  street  or  byway, 
right-of-way,  or  municipally  owned  or  public  land  or  building,  or  upon  private  property  without  permission 
of  the  owner  thereof. 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  with  the  authority  to  impound  a-deg-an  animal  forthwith  to 
impound  any  vicious,  fierce  or  dangerous  deg  animal  found  unconfined  or  running  at  large  in  violation  of 
this  section. 

(e)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section 
103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00).  If  the  violation  results  in  the  deg  animal  causing  serious  bodily  injury  to  any 
person,  the  court  upon  request  shall  order  the  animal  forfeited  and/or  destroyed. 

Sec  531-206.  Unlawful  use  of  a  dog. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  make  use  of  a  dog  in  the  commission  or  furtherance  of  any 
criminal  act  in  the  city. 

(b)  A  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code; 
provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
(SI 00.00).  Further,  upon  a  finding  of  violation,  the  court  upon  request  shall  order  the  dog  forfeited  and/or 
destroyed. 
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Sec  531-207.  Domestic  animals  in  vehicles. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  leave  a  domestic  animal  unattended  in  a  vehicle  when  the  conditions  in  that 
vehicle  would  constitute  a  health  hazard  to  the  animal. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  dog  or  cat  to  ride  in  the  bed  of  a  pickup  truck  on  public  streets, 
highways  and/or  rights-of-way  unless  the  animal  is  securely  caged  and  protected  from  the  environment  or 
unless  the  of  the  pickup  truck  is  enclosed  with  a  camper  shell  or  other  device  and  there  is  appropriate  and 
sufficient  ventilation. 

Sec  531-208.  Lost  or  stray  domestic  animals. 

(a)  Persons  finding  a  stray  animal  are  to  notify  the  animal  care  and  control  division  within  forty-eight 
(48)  hours.  At  the  discretion  of  the  division,  the  animal  may  be  kept  by  the  finder  and  a  found  report  left 
with  the  division,  to  enable  the  finder  an  opportunity  to  return  the  animal  to  its  rightful  owner. 

(b)  Upon  demand,  by  the  animal  care  and  control  division,  any  found  animal  will  be  taken  to  an 
appropriate  facility  and  scanned  for  an  identifying  microchip. 

(c)  Persons  finding  an  animal  are  obligated  to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this 
chapter  pertaining  to  humane  care  and  treatment  of  animals,  while  said  animal  is  in  their  custody  awaiting 
return  to  its  actual  owner. 

(d)  With  the  exception  of  the  Humane  Society  of  Indianapolis  or  other  humane  and/or  breed  rescue 
organizations  recognized  by  the  animal  care  and  control  division,  the  finder  will  be  considered  the  found 
animal's  owner  for  purposes  of  this  chapter  only  after  the  animal  is  in  the  finder's  custody  for  thirty  (30) 
continuous  days. 

ARTICLE  IIL  RABIES  CONTROL 

Sec  531-301.  Antirabies  vaccinations  required  for  dogs  and  cats. 

(a)  Each  dog  and  cat  over  the  age  of  three  (3)  months  which  is  kept  in  the  city  shall  have  been 
vaccinated  against  rabies  by  a  veterinarian  within  the  preceding  three  hundred  sixty-five  (365)  days. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  dog  or  cat  not  in  compliance  with  this  section,  and  a 
violation  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fine  for  any 
such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 

Sec  531-302.  Record  of  antirabies  vaccinations;  tag  required. 

(a)  A  veterinarian  who  administers  an  antirabies  vaccination  in  the  city  shall: 

(1 )  at  the  time  a  dog  or  cat  is  vaccinated,  issue  to  the  animal's  owner  a  durable  antirabies  vaccination 
identification  tag  upon  which  is  imprinted  the  name  of  the  veterinarian's  facility,  telephone 
number  and  the  year  and  identification  number  of  the  vaccination;  and 

(2)  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  once  each  month,  send  to  the  animal  care  and  control  division  a  list 
of  the  number  of  dogs,  cats,  and  other  animals  the  veterinarian  has  vaccinated  against  rabies. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  identification,  each  owner  of  a  dog  or  cat  which  is  kept  in  the  city  shall  cause 
the  antirabies  vaccination  identification  tag  to  be  affixed  to  the  animal's  collar,  and  to  be  worn  by  the  animal 
at  all  times.  A  person  who  violates  this  subsection  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the 
Code. 

Sec  531-303.  Precautionary  measures,  and  individual  animal  quarantine. 

A  captured  animal  known  to  have  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  a  person  to  the  possibility  of  contracting 
rabies  through  nonbite  exposure  in  the  city  shall  be  humanely  quarantined  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten 
(10)  days.  In  the  sole  discretion  of  the  quarantining  authority,  the  quarantine  may  be  on  the  premises  of  the 
owner,  at  the  city  animal  care  and  control  shelter  or  those  of  its  contractors,  if  any,  or  at  the  owner's  expense 
in  a  kennel  or  veterinary  hospital. 
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Sec  531-304.  Surrender  of  suspected  animal  by  owner. 

Whenever  the  quarantining  authority  has  reasonable  cause  to  suspects  that  an  animal  in  the  city  has 
been  exposed  to  rabies,  or  bitten  or  exposed  through  nonbite  exposure  a  person  to  rabies,  such  animal  shall 
be  surrendered  by  its  owner  for  quarantine  and  observation,  at  the  owner's  expense,  promptly  upon  demand 
by  the  quarantining  authority.  Such  quarantine  and  observation  shall  be  at  the  owner  of  the  animal's 
expense. 

Sec  531-305.  Finding  of  rabies;  general  quarantine. 

(a)  When  an  animal  quarantined  in  the  city  has  been  found  rabid  or  is  suspected  of  being  rabid  by  a 
veterinarian  and  dies  while  under  observation,  the  quarantining  authority  shall  take  such  action  as  is 
specified  in  such  cases  by  the  state  board  of  animal  health  and  shall  notify  the  proper  public  health  officials 
of  reports  of  human  contacts  made  by,  and  the  diagnosis  made  of,  the  animal. 

(b)  When  a  rabies  report  is  made  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the  quarantining  authority  shall 
recommend  to  the  director  of  the  city  department  of  public  safety  a  general  quarantine  in  the  city  for  a  period 
of  thirty  (30)  days.  Upon  invocation  of  the  general  quarantine  by  the  director,  any  animal  found  at  large  in 
the  city  may  be  destroyed  without  being  impounded.  During  the  quarantine  period,  every  animal  bitten  or 
exposed  through  nonbite  exposure  by  an  animal  adjudged  to  be  rabid  shall  be  confined,  at  its  owner's 
expense,  or  destroyed  as  specified  by  the  state  board  of  animal  health. 

(c)  During  a  general  quarantine  declared  by  the  director  under  this  section,  an  animal's  owner  or 
keeper  who  resists  the  quarantining  authority  acting  under  this  chapter,  or  who  permits  an  animal  owned  or 
kept  by  that  person  to  be  at  large  in  the  city,  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars 
(S500.00),  and  any  animal  which  is  suspected  of  being  rabid  or  is  in  violation  of  the  general  quarantine  shall 
be  impounded. 

Sec  531-306.  Disposal  Disposition  of  rabid  animals. 

The  quarantining  authority  shall  dispose  of  any  animal  reasonably  suspected  by  it  of  being  infected 
with  rabies  in  the  city  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board  of  animal  health. 

Sec  531-307.  Reports  by  veterinarians. 

Each  veterinarian  in  the  city  shall  report  to  the  quarantining  authority  animals  suspected  by  the 
veterinarian  of  being  rabid. 

ARTICLE  IV.  CARE  AND  TREATMENT 

Sec  531-401.  General  requirements  for  animal  care  and  treatment. 

(a)    Every  owner  or  keeper  of  an  animal  kept  in  the  city  shall  see  that  such  animal: 

(1)  Is  kept  in  a  clean,  sanitary  and  healthy  manner  and  is  not  confined  so  as  to  be  forced  to  stand,  sit 
or  lie  in  its  own  excrement;  the  person(s)  responsible  for  animal(s)  shall  regularly  and  as  often  as 
necessary  to  prevent  odor  or  health  and  sanitation  problems,  maintain  all  animal  areas  or  areas  of 
animal  contact; 

(2)  Has  proper  and  adequate  food  that  is  appropriate  for  the  species  in  adequate  amounts  to  maintain 
good  health,  fresh  potable  drinking  water  where  appropriate,  shelter  and  ventilation,  including 
quarters  that  are  protected  from  excessive  heat  and  cold  and  are  of  sufficient  size  to  permit  the 
animal  to  exercise  and  move  about  freely, 

(3)  Shall  not  be  tethered  by  use  of  a  choke  collar  or  on  any  collar  too  small  for  the  size  and  age  of 
the  animal  nor  by  any  rope,  chain  or  cord  directly  attached  to  the  animal's  neck,  nor  by  a  leash 
less  than  twelve  ( 12)  feet  in  length,  or  of  such  unreasonable  weight  as  to  prevent  the  animal  from 
moving  about  freely, 

(4)  Is  protected  against  abuse,  cruelty,  neglect  torment  overload,  overwork,  or  any  other 
mistreatment, 

(5)  Shall  provide  the  reasonably  necessary  medical  care,  in  addition  to  the  required  rabies  vaccination 
which  shall  include  recommended  vaccinations  as  required  by  accepted  veterinary  standards,  and 
lif  diseased  or  injured,  or  exhibiting  symptoms  of  disease,  receives  proper  care  and,  if  diseased,  is 
segregated  from  other  animals  so  as  to  prevent  transmittal  of  the  disease;  and 
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(6)  Is  maintained  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  and  local  laws  and  all  regulations 
respecting  animal  care  and  control  as  are  adopted  by  the  city  department  of  public  safety  and  in 
effect  from  time  to  time. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  beat,  starve  or  otherwise  mistreat  any  animal  in  the  city,  or  to 
fail  to  comply  with  any  requirement  of  subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(c)  In  the  discretion  of  the  enforcement  authority,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  section  531-604-  711  of 
the  Code,  a  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  for  the  first  time  may  be  given  written  notice  of 
the  practices  or  conditions  which  constitute  the  violation,  and  the  enforcement  authority  may  suggest  shall  in 
such  instance  direct  remedies  to  such  person  where  appropriate  and  provide  a  time  period  of  no  longer  than 
thirty  (30)  days  within  which  to  correct  the  violation(s).  Failure  of  the  person  to  correct  the  violations  within 
the  specified  time  period,  shall  constitute  prima  facie  evidence  of  this  section. 

(d)  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section 
103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  the  fines  imposed  for  any  such  violations  shall  be  as  follows: 

( 1 )  For  the  first  violation,  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00);  and 

(2)  For  the  second  or  subsequent  violations,  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  and  the 
court  upon  request  shall  order  forfeiture  or  other  disposition  of  the  animal  involved.  A  judgment 
by  the  court  which  orders  forfeiture  or  other  disposition  of  the  animal  by  the  city  or  any  third 
party  shall  include  as  a  part  of  such  judgment  adequate  provisions  for  the  collection  of  costs  of 
forfeiture  or  impoundment  from  the  person  found  in  violation. 

Sec  531-402.  Abandonment  of  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  abandon  any  animal  on  public  or  private  property  in  the  city,  and  a 
violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a 
fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00). 

Sec  531-403.  Attempts  to  poison  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  throw  or  deposit  poisoned  meat  or  any  poison  or  harmful  substance 
in  any  street,  alley,  marketplace  or  public  place,  or  on  any  private  premises,  in  the  city  for  the  purpose  of 
destroying  or  injuring  any  animal. 

Sec  531^104.  Animal  fights. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  incite,  train  to  fight  (other  than  a  crime  prevention  dog)  or  set  any 
animal  to  fighting  another  animal  or  to  incite  combat  between  animals  and  humans  in  the  city. 

Sec  531-405.  Enticement  of  another  person's  animal. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person,  not  so  authorized,  to  enter  or  invade  the  private  premises  of 
another  person  in  the  city  to  capture,  entice,  or  take  any  animal  out  of  the  enclosure  or  premises  of  the 
owner,  or  to  seize  an  animal  at  any  place  while  such  animal  is  accompanied  by  its  owner  or  keeper. 

(b)  Except  as  expressly  authorized  in  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  entice  any 
animal  away  from  the  premises  of  the  person  who  owns  or  keeps  such  animal  in  the  city,  or  to  entice  an 
animal  from  a  street,  alley  or  public  place  in  the  city  with  the  intent  to  deprive  the  owner  of  the  animal's 
possession. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  bring  into  the  city  an  animal  for  the  purpose  of  its 
impoundment,  or  the  collection  of  any  fee  or  reward  for  its  return,  except  as  provided  in  this  chapter. 

Sec  531-406.  Interference  with  another  person's  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  feed,  tease,  tantalize,  molest,  or  provoke  any  animal  in  the  city 
without  the  express  consent  of  the  animal's  owner,  if  any,  while  the  animal  is  on  the  owner's  property  or 
under  the  owner's  control.  A  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103- 
3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  dollars 
($50.00). 
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Sec  531-407.  Animal  traps;  requirements  and  prohibitions. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  use,  place,  set  or  cause  to  be  used,  placed,  or  set  any  leg-hold 
trap  or  similar  device  upon  any  land  or  waters  in  the  city. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  use,  place,  set  or  cause  to  be  used,  placed  or  set  any  snare,  net 
or  other  device  which  causes  the  trapping  or  capturing  of  any  animal  in  any  manner  by  which  the  animal  is 
not  either  captured  painlessly  or  killed  instantly  upon  any  land  or  waters  in  the  city. 

(c)  Subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  trap  placed  on  private  property,  where 
the  trap  is  placed  and  maintained  by  the  owner,  the  owner's  guest  or  agent. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person,  having  placed  a  lawful  trap,  snare  or  similar  device  in  the  city,  to 
fail  to  inspect  and  empty  it  at  least  once  during  every  twenty-four-hour  period. 

(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  remove  an  animal  in  the  city  from  any  trap  not  on  the  person's 
property,  unless  such  person  has  the  express  permission  of  the  property's  owner  to  do  so. 

Sec  531-408.  Offensive  use  of  animal. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  for  a  person  willfully  to  deposit  a  live  or  dead  animal  upon  public  or 
private  premises  not  owned  by  that  person,  or  willfully  to  throw  a  live  or  dead  animal  or  insect  against  any 
other  person,  or  aid  or  abet  another  person  in  doing  so. 

Sec  531-409.  Sales  of  young  fowl  and  rabbits  Animals  not  to  be  offered  as  novelties  or  prizes. 

(«)  As  used  in  this  section,  fowl  means  and  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  baby  chickens,  ducklingo 
or  goslings. 

ffeXa)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  trade,  barter  or  give  away  in  the  city  any 
live  animal,  bird  or  reptile  as  a  novelty,  prize  for,  or  as  an  inducement  to  enter  a  place  of  amusement;  or 
offer  such  vertebrate  as  an  incentive  to  enter  any  business  establishment  or  enter  into  any  business 
agreement  whereby  the  offer  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  trade  for  business,  other  than 
establishments  selling  animals  as  their  primary  business,  a  fowl  under  three  (3)  weeks  of  ago,  or  a  mbbit 
under  two  (2)  months  of  age,  whether  as  pots,  toys,  premiums  or  novelties. 

feyb)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  transport  into  the  city  a  fowl  or  mbbit  any  live  animal  bird 
or  reptile  for  any  purposes  prohibited  by  subsection  (b)  (a)  of  this  section. 

(d)  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  limit  the  sale  or  display  of  fowl 
or  rabbits  by  a  person  engaged  exclusively  in  the  sale  of  fowl  and  rabbits  for  commercial  breeding  and 
raising,  if  such  outlets  and  stores  are  adequately  equipped  for  the  care  and  feeding  of  such  fowl  and  rabbits. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  animal  whose 
appearance  has  been  artificially  or  chemically  colored,  sprayed  or  painted. 

Sec  531-410.  Protection  of  birds;  exception 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  willfully  to  injure,  molest,  attack  or  disturb  in  any  way  a  bird,  or 
the  nests,  eggs,  young  or  brood  of  birds,  in  the  city,  provided,  however,  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
nonmigratory  pigeons,  starlings  or  any  birds  declared  or  defined  by  any  state  law  or  city  ordinance  as  a 
public  nuisance. 

(b)  Whenever  it  appears,  on  complaint  of  residents,  merchants,  persons  in  business,  owners  or 
operators  of  structures  or  buildings,  or  citizens  generally,  or  otherwise,  that  nonmigratory  pigeons,  starlings, 
or  other  birds  constitute  a  public  nuisance  in  any  part  of  the  city,  the  public  safety  board  shall  be  authorized 
to  use  all  necessary  means  to  destroy  the  birds  creating  such  nuisance,  as  follows: 

(1)  the  public  safety  board  is  authorized  to  eradicate  pests  under  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  with 
firearms  and  otherwise;  where  firearms  are  used  for  such  purpose,  it  shall  not  constitute  a 
violation  of  the  Code  which  pertains  to  the  discharge  of  firearms  in  the  city  or  county,  and 

(2)  the  public  safety  board  is  authorized  to  issue  permits  to  persons  in  such  instances  and  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  it  finds  necessary  for  the  public  safety  to  dispose  of  any  nonmigratory 
pigeons,  starlings  or  other  birds  declared  or  defined  by  state  law  as  a  public  nuisance,  upon  the 
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payment  of  one  dollar  ($1 .00)  by  each  person  to  the  city  controller,  and  any  permit  so  issued  shall 
be  revocable  at  the  will  of  the  public  safety  board. 

Sec  531^411.  Feeding  birds. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person,  except  an  employee  of  the  city  department  of  parks  and  recreation  in 
the  course  of  his  or  her  employment,  or  with  his  or  her  express  permission,  to  feed,  scatter  food  or  leave 
food  of  any  type  or  kind  in  the  parks,  playgrounds,  play  fields,  parkways,  boulevards  and  streets  of  the  city 
for  any  birds  or  fowl. 

See  531  412.  Coloring  of  animals;  prohibited  actions. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  the  following  in 
the  city: 

(4-)    A  baby  chick  or  ohickon,  fowl,  bird,  duck,  goose,  turkey,  guinea  hen  or  other  feathered  bipod;  or 

(3)    A  dog,  cat,  pup,  kitten,  rabbit  or  guinea  pig; 

which  has  boon  artificially  colored,  sprayed  or  painted. 

ARTICLE  V.  WILD  OR  DANGEROUS  ANIMALS;  CRIME  PREVENTION  DOGS 

Sec.  531-501.  Definitions. 

For  purposes  of  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in  this 
section. 

Crime  prevention  dog  means  and  includes  a  dog  which  is  trained  and  used  by  its  owner  or  keeper 
primarily  for  the  protection  of  persons  or  property,  or  both. 

Wild  or  dangerous  animal  means  and  includes: 

(1)  A  Class  III  wild  animal  for  which  a  state  permit  is  required  under  310  IAC  3.1-11-8;  and 

(2)  A  venomous  snake,  poisonous  amphibian,  or  other  large  reptile. 

Sec  531-502.  Wild  and  dangerous  animal;  registration  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  wild  or  dangerous  animal  in  the  city  without  first  having 
registered  the  animal  with  the  animal  care  and  control  division  under  this  article;  however,  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  zoological  parks,  or  bona  fide  circuses  or  carnivals. 

Sec  531-503.  Crime  prevention  dog;  registration  required. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  own  a  crime  prevention  dog  in  the  city  without  first  having 
registered  the  animal  with  the  animal  care  and  control  division  under  this  article. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  531-202  of  the  Code,  each  crime  prevention  dog  shall 
be  implanted  with  a  microchip  which  bears  a  registered  identification  number. 

Sec  531-504.  Registration  information  required;  notification  of  change 

(a)  A  registration  required  by  this  article  shall  be  made  on  forms  provided  by  the  animal  care  and 
control  division,  and  shall  include  the  following: 

( 1 )  The  owner's  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  where  the  owner  can  be  reached  in  the  event 
of  an  emergency; 

(2)  The  address  and  type  of  premises  where  the  animal  is  kept; 

(3)  A  detailed  description  of  each  animal  registered;  and 

(4)  Any  other  information  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  by  the  animal  care  and  control  division. 
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(b)  During  the  term  of  the  registration,  the  owner  of  an  animal  registered  under  this  article  shall 
notify  the  animal  care  and  control  division  in  writing  of  any  change  in  circumstances  which  would  render 
the  information  contained  in  the  registration  incomplete  or  inaccurate. 

Sec  531-505.  Registration  fee,  term  and  revocation. 

(a)  There  is  no  fee  for  the  registration  of  an  animal  under  this  article. 

(b)  The  term  of  the  registration  shall  expire  on  the  last  day  of  December  of  the  year  in  which  the 
registration  is  made,  and  shall  be  renewable  upon  application  therefor. 

(c)  The  animal  care  and  control  division  may  revoke  a  registration  issued  under  this  article  for  any 
violation  of  this  article  committed  by  the  owner  of  the  animal. 

Sec  531-506.  Warning  signs  required. 

(a)  The  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  where  a  wild  or  dangerous  animal  is  kept  shall  post,  at  each 
entrance  to  such  premises,  conspicuous  signs  which  state,  "WARNING:  WILD  OR  DANGEROUS 
ANIMAL.  FOR  FURTHER  INFORMATION  CALL  (the  telephone  number  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
premises)." 

(b)  The  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  where  a  crime  prevention  dog  is  kept  shall  post,  at  each  door 
of  the  premises  accessible  to  the  dog,  conspicuous  signs  which  state,  'WARNING:  A  CRIME 
PREVENTION  DOG  IS  GUARDING  THIS  PROPERTY.  FOR  FURTHER  INFORMATION  CALL  (the 
telephone  number  of  a  person  able  to  control  the  dog)." 

Sec  531-507.  Penalties. 

A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  article  shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of 
the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any  such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00). 


SECTION  4.  Chapter  531  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  animals, 
hereby  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  NEW  Article  VI,  regarding  the  euthanasia  of  animals,  to  read  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  VI.  EUTHANASIA  OF  ANIMALS 

Sec  531-601.  Humane  euthanasia  of  animals. 

(a)  The  animal  care  and  control  division,  other  animal  shelters,  and/or  public  animal  facilities  which 
destroy  animals  in  the  city,  shall  use  only  such  methods,  materials  and  standards  as  approved  by  the 
American  Veterinary  Medical  Association  for  said  purpose.  In  no  event  shall  an  animal  be  euthanized 
inhumanely. 

(b)  The  shelter  shall  provide  sedatives  for  struggling  or  vicious  animals  when  necessary  for  use 
during  the  euthanasia  process  and  train  its  personnel  in  their  proper  and  humane  use  and  administration. 

Sec  531-602.  Persons  authorized  to  humanely  euthanize  animals. 

Only  persons  trained  in  humane  procedures  by  licensed  veterinarians,  by  registered  veterinary 
technicians,  or  by  persons  sanctioned  and/or  certified  by  the  Humane  Society  of  Indianapolis  shall  perform 
the  euthanasia  of  animals  in  a  humane  manner. 

Sec  531-603.  Assurance  of  death  prior  to  disposition. 

No  animal's  body  shall  be  disposed  of  until  all  vital  signs  are  checked  (fixed  pupil,  cessation  of 
heartbeat  and  respiration)  to  assure  that  death  has  occurred. 

Sec  531-604.  Funding. 

Sufficient  funds  shall  be  appropriated  in  each  annual  budget  of  the  city  for  trained  personnel,  drugs, 
proper  and  humane  equipment  and  facilities  necessary  to  administer  humane  destruction  of  animals  as 
specified  in  this  subchapter. 
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SECTION  5.  Article  VI  of  Chapter  531  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  enforcement  authority,  hereby  is  amended  to  become  Article  VII  by  the  deletion  of  the  language 
which  is  stricken-through,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  Vi  VU.  ENFORCEMENT  AUTHORITY 

DIVISION  1.  IN  GENERAL 

Sec  531-601 711.  Enforcement  authority  defined. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  article,  the  enforcement  authority  shall  consist  of  the  city  department  of  public 
safety,  its  animal  care  and  control  division  and  other  divisions,  contractors,  agents,  employees  and 
designees. 

Sec.  531  602.  Animal  control  division;  organization  and  powers. 

(a)  The  animal  control  division  shall  consist  of  an  administrator  appointed  by  the  director  of  the  city 
dopartment  of  public  safety,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  director  deems  necessary  to  appoint  or  employ. 

(b)  Whenever  under  this  chapter  the  city  dopartment  of  public  safoty  is  directed  or  authorized  to  act, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acting  by  and  through  the  animal  control  division. 

(e)  The  animal  control  division  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  any  person  to  render  such  sendees  as 
are  necessary  and  desirable  in  the  operation  of  the  animal  control  division;  however,  contracts  for  such 
services  shall  be  entered  into  by  the  city  or  the  public  safety  board  on  behalf  of  the  animal  control  division. 

Sea  531-603  712.  Enforcement  authority's  rights  and  responsibilities. 

(a)  Persons  who  are  individually  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  chapter  shall  be  designated 
animal  care  and  control  officers,  and  prior  to  the  performance  of  any  act  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be 
deputized  as  such  by  the  city  police  department  and  the  county  sheriff.  Such  animal  care  and  control 
officers  shall  also  receive  appropriate  and  relevant  training  and  be  certified  by  the  National  Animal  Control 
Association  or  other  appropriate  agency. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  police  department  and  the  county  sheriff  to  assist  in  the 
enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  other  ordinances  in  relation  to  animals,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  policemeft  officers  and  county  sheriffs  deputies  to  report  at  once  all  violations  thereof  to  police  or 
sheriffs  headquarters. 

(c)  Such  officers  are  authorized  to  enforce  all  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  section  836-5  of  the 
Code,  including  the  right  to  proceed  upon  public  and  private  property  in  the  city  in  pursuit  of  animals  in 
violation  of  this  chapter. 

(d)  Such  officers  are  not  authorized  to  enter  a  privately  owned  enclosure  in  pursuit  of  an  animal 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  lessee  or  other  occupant  of  the  enclosure,  or  other  legal  process;  provided, 
however,  if  any  animal  is  believed  to  be  enclosed  without  adequate  food,  shelter  er-  and  water,  or  dead 
animals  are  believed  to  be  enclosed,  and  such  owner  or  occupant  is  not  present  and  cannot  readily  be 
located,  an  animal  care  and  control  officer  may  affix  a  notice  to  the  premises  in  an  obvious  location, 
directing  the  occupant  to  contact  the  officer  at  a  given  location  and  phone  number.  If  neither  the  occupant 
nor  anyone  on  the  occupant's  behalf  responds  to  such  notice  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  the  notice  is 
affixed,  an  animal  care  and  control  officer  may  enter  the  premises  to  determine  if  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  or  section  836-5  of  the  Code  have  been  violated. 

Sec  531-604  713.  Interference  with  enforcement  authority. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  interfere  with  an  animal  care  and  control  officer  or  other 
enforcement  authority  officer  in  the  performance  of  the  officer's  duties.  A  person  who  violates  this  section 
shall  be  punishable  as  provided  in  section  103-3  of  the  Code;  provided,  however,  a  fine  imposed  for  any 
such  violation  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00). 

DIVISION  2.  IMPOUNDMENT  AND  DISPOSITION  OF  ANIMALS 

Sec  531-624  721.  Grounds  for  impoundment. 

(a)     An  animal  found  at  large  in  violation  of  this  chapter  shall  be  captured  and  impounded.

(b)  An  animal  found  confined  or  abandoned  on  private  property  in  violation  of  this  chapter  or  section 
836-5  of  the  Code  shall  be  impounded. 

Sec  531-633  722.  Notice  to  owner. 

(a)  Upon  the  impoundment  of  an  animal,  a  reasonable  attempt  shall  be  made  to  notify  and  inform  the 
owner  of  the  animal  of  the  requirements  of  this  article  for  regaining  the  custody  of  the  animal. 

(b)  Such  attempt  shall  include,  but  not  necessarily  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1)  In  the  instance  of  an  impounded  dog  or  cat,  contact  with  the  owner  identified  by  the  microchip  or 
other  permanent  means  of  identification,  if  any,  borne  by  the  dog  or  cat; 

(2)  In  the  instance  of  an  impounded  dog  or  cat  not  bearing  a  permanent  means  of  identification, 
contact  with  the  veterinarian  facility  listed  on  the  animal's  vaccination  tag;  and 

(3)  Cooperation  of  effort  with  other  governmental  and  private  agencies,  such  as  the  Humane  Society 
of  Indianapolis  or  other  humane  and/or  breed  rescue  organizations  recognized  by  the  animal  care 
and  control  division. 

Sec  531-633  723.  Report  of  impoundment. 

A  person  who  confines  an  animal  found  by  that  person  to  be  at  large  in  the  city  shall  notify  the  city 
department  of  public  safety  or  one  of  its  agents  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  thereafter. 

Sec  531-634  724.  Return  of  captured  animal  without  impoundment. 

When  the  owner  of  a  captured  animal  is  known,  such  animal  need  not  be  impounded  but  may  be 
returned  to  its  owner  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  animal  care  and  control  officer,  the  return  would  not  present  a 
danger  to  the  public  or  otherwise  result  in  a  violation  of  this  chapter. 

Sec  531-635  725.  Return  of  impounded  animal  to  its  owner. 

(a)  An  animal  impounded  under  this  division,  if  claimed  by  its  owner,  shall  be  returned  to  its  owner 
subject  to,  and  upon  compliance  with,  the  provisions  of  this  division. 

(b)  The  owner  of  an  impounded  animal  may  obtain  the  return  of  such  animal  upon  compliance  with 
any  applicable  provisions  the  public  safety  board  may  impose,  and  the  payment  of  the  appropriate 
impoundment  and  kennel  fees,  and  any  other  applicable  fees  and  fines. 

(c)  Prior  to  the  return  to  its  owner  of  an  impounded  dog  or  cat  which  at  the  time  of  impoundment  did 
not  bear  a  permanent  means  of  identification  as  required  by  section  531-202  of  the  Code,  the  enforcement 
authority  shall  cause  a  microchip  with  a  registered  identification  number  to  be  implanted  in  the  animal.  The 
fee  for  such  service  shall  be  ten  dollars  (S10.00). 

Sec  531-636  726.  Impoundment  and  kennel  fees;  disposition. 

(a)  Impoundment  and  kennel  fees  for  animals  impounded  under  this  article  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  For  each  small  animal  other  than  a  dog,  ten  dollars  (S10.00),  and  three  dollars  ($3.00)  for  each 
day  of  impoundment  or  fraction  thereof; 

(2)  For  each  dog,  twenty  dollars  (S20.00),  and  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  day  of  impoundment  or 
fraction  thereof;  and 

(3)  For  any  large  animal  other  than  a  dog,  thirty  dollars  ($30.00),  and  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each 
day  of  impoundment  or  fraction  thereof. 

(b)  Impoundment  and  kennel  fees  shall  be  collected  by  and  paid  to  the  enforcement  authority,  which 
shall  remit  such  funds  to  the  division  of  finance  of  the  city  department  of  administration;  however,  if  the 
enforcement  authority  in  a  particular  case  is  a  person  contracting  with  the  city  to  render  services,  the  fees 
may  be  retained  by  and  as  the  property  of  such  person  as  part  of  all  of  that  person's  charges  for  rendering 
such  services,  if  the  contract  so  provides. 
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DIVISION  3.  OTHER  DISPOSITION  OF  ANIMALS 

Sec  531-637  731.  Disposition  of  owner-surrendered  animals  and  impounded  animals  not  claimed 
by  owner;  adoption. 

(a)  An  animal  surrendered  by  its  owner  under  this  division  and  not  reclaimed  by  its  owner,  adopted, 
or  rescued  by  a  humane  or  breed  rescue  organization,  may  be  kept  or  otherwise  humanely  disposed  of,  in  the 
reasonable  exercise  of  discretion  of  the  enforcement  authority,  but  consistent  with  such  provisions  as  the 
animal  care  and  control  board  shall  make  regarding  the  capture,  surrender,  impoundment  adoption,  sale  and 
destruction  of  animals.  Even  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-four  (24)  hours,  no  owner-surrendered 
animal  shall  be  humanely  disposed  of  while  there  is  sufficient  room  in  the  kennel  to  reasonably  house  such 
animal  at  the  animal  care  and  control  shelter  (keeping  in  mind  the  necessity  of  having  empty  places  for 
animals  to  be  moved  during  cleaning). 

(b)  An  animal  impounded  under  this  division  and  which  is  not  claimed  by  its  owner  shall  be  confined 
by  the  enforcement  authority  in  a  humane  manner  for  a  period  after  capture  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  days.  An 
animal  not  claimed  within  the  six-day  impoundment  period  may  be  kept  adopted,  rescued  by  a  humane  or 
breed  rescue  organization  or  otherwise  humanely  disposed  of,  in  the  reasonable  exercise  of  discretion  of  the 
enforcement  authority,  but  consistent  with  such  provisions  as  the  animal  care  and  control  board  public  oafoty 
board  shall  make  regarding  the  capture,  surrender,  impoundment  adoption,  sale  and  destruction  of  animals. 
Even  after  the  expiration  of  the  six-day  impoundment  period,  no  animal  shall  be  humanely  disposed  of 
while  there  is  sufficient  room  in  the  kennel  to  reasonably  house,  such  animal  at  the  animal  care  and  control 
shelter  (keeping  in  mind  the  necessity  of  having  empty  places  for  animals  to  be  moved  during  cleaning). 

(fee)  Following  the  six-day  impoundment  period,  a  person  other  than  the  animal's  owner  or  a  member 
of  the  owner's  family  who  wishes  to  adopt  an  impounded  animal  which  has  not  been  claimed,  and  which  is 
otherwise  available  for  adoption,  may  adopt  the  animal.  It  is  declared  that  the  adoption  of  as  many  animals 
as  possible  is  a  priority  of  the  animal  care  and  control  shelter.  Such  person  wishing  to  adopt  an  animal  from 
the  animal  care  and  control  shelter  shall  pay  to  the  city  an  adoption  fee  of  twenty  five  dollars  ($25.00)  thirty- 
five  dollars  (S35.00)  to  cover  the  enforcement  authority's  expenses,  including  the  expense  of  of  vaccinations; 
however,  with  respect  to  a  dog  or  cat  which  does  not  bear  an  identification  microchip,  the  enforcement 
authority  shall  cause  a  microchip  with  a  registered  identification  number  to  be  implanted  in  the  dog  or  cat 
prior  to  the  animal's  adoption,  and  the  adoption  fee  for  such  a  dog  or  cat  shall  be  thirty-five  dollars  ($35.00) 
fortv-five  dollars  ($45.00). 

(ed)  A  person  who  wishes  to  adopt  a  dog  or  cat  which  has  been  impounded  under  this  division,  must 
meet  the  adoption  and  sterilization  criteria  adopted  by  the  animal  care  and  control  board,  and  first  shall  agree 
in  writing: 

£4-)    to  immunize  tho  animal  against  rabies  as  required  by  law; 

(2)  to  abide  by  sections  531-102  and  531  101  of  this  chapter,  and 

(3)  ¥to  have  the  animal  spayed  or  neutered  at  that  person's  expense.  Failure  to  have  the  animal 
spayed  or  neutered  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  of  adoption  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  Code. 

Sec.  531-628  732.  Use  of  owner-surrendered  or  impounded  animal  for  research  prohibited. 

No  animal  surrendered  by  its  owner  or  impounded  under  this  article  shall  be  used  or  disposed  of  for 
purposes  of  research  or  experimentation  by  use  of  the  animal. 

Sec  531-629  733.  Restrictions  on  return  of  certain  animals. 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter,  an  animal  which  has  been  impounded  under 
this  article  for  a  violation  of  section  531-204,  531-205,  531-305,  or  531-401  of  this  chapter,  or  which  has 
been  impounded  on  two  (2)  or  more  prior  occasions,  shall  be  returned  to  its  owner  only  if  the  enforcement 
authority  in  its  discretion  determines  that  such  return  will  not  result  in  further  or  ongoing  violations  of  these 
sections. 

(b)  If  such  a  determination  cannot  be  made,  the  enforcement  authority  then  shall  apply  to  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to  dispose  of  the  animal  under  the  provisions  of  section  531-627  731  of 
this  article. 
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Sec  531-436  734.  Injured  or  diseased  animals. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  article  to  the  contrary,  an  injured  or  diseased  animal  need  not  be 
retained  six  (6)  days,  but  may  be  disposed  of  at  any  time  when  in  the  reasonable  discretion  of  the 
enforcement  authority,  it  would  be  more  humane  and  reasonable  to  do  so,  rather  than  provide  veterinary 
care. 

Sec  531-631  735.  Contracts  for  the  disposition  of  owner-surrendered  and  impounded  animals. 

The  city  may  contract  arrange  or  agree  for  the  disposal  disposition  of  an  animal  surrendered  by  its 
owner  or  impounded  and  unclaimed  for  longer  than  six  (6)  days,  and  an  animal  transferred  to  a  person  so 
contracting,  arranging  or  agreeing  with  the  city  shall  thereafter  be  the  property  solely  of  the  contractor.  The 
contract  arrangement  or  agreement  may  provide  for  the  retention  by  the  contractor  of  any  funds  received  in 
payment  for  animals  sold  to  other  persons,  in  order  to  help  cover  such  contractor's  expenses  of  rendering  its 
services. 

Sec  531  632.  Gifts  to  animal  control  division;  disposition. 

Gifts  or  donations  to  the  animal  control  division  may  be  accepted  by  the  city  controller  or  the  mayor, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  animal  control  division.  All  moneys  roceived  by  donations,  sale  or  othorwiso  shall 
be  paid  to  the  city  controller  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  succeeding  the  week  during  which  such  moneys 
were  received;  provided,  however,  all  purchase  moneys  received  for  animals  sold  to  nonresidents  of  the  city, 
exclusive  of  impoundment  fee,  and  all  gifts  and  donations  of  moneys  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  "emergency  animal  shelter  fund,"  to  bo  used  by  public  safety  board  to  defray  the  maintenance 
expenses  of  the  city  animal  shelter,  including  any  veterinary  and  sale  expenses.  The  city  controller  shall 
make  due  settlement  with  the  city  treasurer  for  all  moneys  received  undor  this  section. 

Sec  531-633  736.  Capture,  holding  and  maintenance,  and  disposal  disposition  of  animals  by  the 
humane  society. 

(a)  The  Indianapolis  Humane  Society,  by  its  duly  authorized  agents,  employees  or  other  personnel, 
shall  have  the  authority  to  proceed  to  the  scene  or  location  of  a  diseased,  sick  or  injured  animal  which  is  at 
large  in  the  county  after  being  requested  to  do  so  by  any  member  of  the  general  public  for  the  purposes  of 
capturing  and  transporting  such  animal  to  its  duly  established  humane  shelter,  and  to  hold  and  properly 
maintain  the  animal  until  it  is  either  claimed  by  its  owner,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  humane  society, 
otherwise  properly  disposed  of.  The  humane  society  may  also  receive  an  animal  brought  to  its  shelter  by 
members  of  the  general  public  or  proper  governmental  personnel  and  either  keep,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the 
humane  society,  otherwise  humanely  dispose  of  such  animal. 

(b)  Upon  the  capture  of  any  diseased,  sick  or  injured  animal  or  taking  of  an  animal  brought  to  its 
shelter  by  a  person  or  any  local  governmental  personnel,  the  humane  society  personnel  shall  make  a 
reasonable  attempt  to  notify  and  inform  the  owner  of  the  animal  of  the  requirements  and  procedures  for 
claiming  ownership  and  regaining  custody  thereof. 

(c)  When  the  owner  of  a  captured  or  held  animal  is  discovered  or  known,  the  animal  shall  be 
returned  to  the  owner  upon  the  payment  of  any  applicable  fees  or  upon  the  compliance  with  all  other 
applicable  procedures  of  the  humane  society.  If  the  owner  does  not  claim  an  animal  or  desires  not  to  claim  it, 
the  humane  society,  within  its  discretion,  may  return  the  animal  to  any  person  desiring  to  assume  ownership, 
custody  and  care  thereof  in  conformance  with  the  established  requirements  of  the  humane  society  after  a  six- 
day  holding  period,  as  long  as  the  animal  has  or  will  receive  a  current  antirabies  vaccination  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  III  of  this  chapter. 

(d)  Upon  the  capture  of  any  diseased,  sick  or  injured  animal  or  the  taking  of  an  animal  brought  to  its 
shelter  by  any  person  or  any  local  governmental  personnel,  the  humane  society  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (e)  of  this  section,  confine  the  animal  in  a  humane  manner  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  (6)  days.  Thereafter,  the  humane  society  in  its  discretion  may  keep,  release  or  otherwise  humanely 
dispose  of  the  animal  consistent  with  the  established  procedures  of  the  humane  society  as  they  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  this  section  to  the  contrary,  diseased  or  injured  animals  need 
not  be  retained  six  (6)  days,  but  may  be  humanely  disposed  of  at  any  time  if  in  the  discretion  of  the  proper 
humane  society  personnel  or  authorized  veterinarian  such  disposal  disposition  is  necessary  and  proper  for 
such  animals. 
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(f)  This  section  does  not  authorize  the  humane  society  to  assume  any  of  the  impoundment  and 
disposal  disposition  functions  of  the  animal  care  and  control  division  as  elsewhere  specified  in  this  chapter 
or  state  law. 

(g)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  inhibit  the  animal  care  and  control  division  in  any  way  from  carrying 
out  its  functions  in  accordance  with  applicable  law  and  whatever  provisions  or  regulations  the  city  board  of 
public  safety  shall  make  in  carrying  out  its  mandate  to  make  provisions  to  maintain  an  animal  care  and 
control  division,  to  regulate  the  capture,  impoundment,  sale  and  destruction  of  animals  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  for  the  operation  of  the  animal  care  and  control  division. 

SECTION  6.  Article  VII  of  Chapter  531  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County," 
regarding  the  Animal  Control  Board,  hereby  is  DELETED.  (For  replacement  provisions,  refer  to  SECTION 
2  of  this  Proposal.) 

SECTION  7.  Chapter  531  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
animals,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  NEW  Article  VIII,  regarding  gifts  and  financing,  to  read  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  VIII.  GIFTS  AND  FINANCING 

Sec  531-811.  Gifts  to  animal  care  and  control  division;  disposition. 

(a)  All  money  generated,  received  or  collected  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  to  be  set 
aside  and  placed  in  the  general  fund,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(b)  Gifts  or  donations  to  the  animal  care  and  control  division  may  be  accepted  by  the  city  controller 
or  the  mayor,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  animal  care  and  control  division.  All  moneys  received  by  donations, 
gifts,  bequests  or  devises  or  otherwise  (except  as  provided  in  sec.  53 1-8 11(c))  shall  be  paid  to  the  city 
controller  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  succeeding  the  week  during  which  such  moneys  were  received,  and 
deposited  into  a  dedicated  animal  care  fund  to  be  used  to  promote  the  safe  and  humane  treatment  of  animals 
in  the  city  and  to  promote  responsible  pet  ownership,  to  pay  for  any  reasonable  expenses  incurred  promoting 
the  proper  care,  treatment  and  sterilization  of  animals  and  education  of  the  public  regarding  the  same.  No 
expenditure  may  be  made  from  the  dedicated  animal  care  fund  unless  first  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
animal  care  and  control  board.  The  expenditure  of  funds  from  the  dedicated  animal  care  fund  shall  be 
subject  to  all  state  and  local  appropriation  and  purchasing  requirements.  Any  funds  donated  for  a  specific 
purpose  shall  be  used  only  consistently  with  the  donor's  specific  request. 

(c)  All  money  generated,  received  or  collected  in  response  to  the  division's  special  fund-raising 
projects  shall  be  payable  to  the  city  controller  and  deposited  in  a  dedicated  animal  control  special  projects 
funds  to  be  used  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  announced  purpose  of  any  special  fund-raising  event  or 
project.  No  expenditure  may  be  made  from  the  dedicated  animal  care  special  projects  fund  unless  first 
approved  by  the  administrator.  The  expenditure  of  funds  from  the  dedicated  animal  care  special  projects 
fund  shall  be  subject  to  all  state  and  local  appropriation  and  purchasing  requirements  and  appropriated  by 
the  City-County  Council. 

(d)  The  administrator  shall  provide  the  animal  care  and  control  board,  at  each  meeting,  and  to  the 
council  every  six  (6)  months  a  report  relating  to  the  revenue,  and  expenditures  from  the  dedicated  animal 
care  fund  and  the  dedicated  animal  care  special  projects  fund. 

SECTION  8.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance  or 
part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings 
begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued, 
and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance 
had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  9.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provision  or  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the 
invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  Council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To 
this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable. 

SECTION  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4- 
14.

The  City  and  the  County  have  obtained  a  joint  appraisal  of  the  real  estate  in  the  amount  of 
$537,000,  and  the  Marion  County  Board  of  Commissioners  has  accepted  a  proposal  on  behalf  of  the  City 
and  the  County  from  Hulman  &  Co.,  Inc.  d/b/a  Georgetown  Realty  Co.,  Inc.  to  purchase  the  real  estate  at 
the  appraised  value  for  use  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  adjacent  Indianapolis  Motor 
Speedway.

PROPOSAL  NO.  639,  1999.  Councillor  Dowden  reported  that  the  Public  Safety  and  Criminal 
Justice  Committee  heard  Proposal  No.  639,  1999  on  October  20,  November  10,  and  December  1, 
1999.  The  proposal  amends  various  sections  in  the  Code  concerning  the  police  and  fire 
departments  to  allow  carryover  of  years  worked  for  purposes  of  leave  accrual,  to  allow  the 
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assignment  of  officers  to  specific  pay  grades,  to  make  changes  in  the  residency  requirements,  to 
require  the  inclusion  of  a  military  component  in  the  promotion  process,  and  to  make  clarifications 
in  the  disciplinary  procedure.  By  a  5-1  vote,  the  Committee  reported  the  proposal  to  the  full 
Council  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  as  amended. 

Chief  Nancy  Rasmussin,  Indianapolis  Fire  Department  (IFD),  stated  that  many  feel  the  section  on 
military  should  be  withdrawn  from  the  proposal  until  more  representative  discussion  on  the  issue 
can  take  place.  Military  experience  has  no  direct  job  relevance  to  job  promotion  and  is  not 
something  that  can  be  achieved  by  all  members.  She  stated  that  this  provision  discriminates 
against  members  that  are  under  35  years  old  and  disabled  members  and  needs  more  evaluation. 

Chief  Jim  Greeson,  IFD,  stated  that  the  language  of  "may"  in  the  proposal  provides  that  military 
experience  may  or  may  not  be  considered  when  evaluating  for  promotions.  He  stated  that  the 
outcome  of  the  most  recent  promotions  proved  that  the  military  experience  did  not  carry  much 
weight,  and  some  without  military  experience  actually  scored  higher  in  the  overall  process.  He 
stated  that  the  decision  to  use  military  experience  in  hiring  and  promotional  processes  was  upheld 
in  legal  court  cases  in  Illinois  and  Massachusetts. 

Councillor  Gray  stated  that  it  seems  to  be  a  good  process,  but  that  all  points  should  be  attainable 
by  each  participant,  and  military  participation  is  not  attainable  by  everyone.  Chief  Greeson  stated 
that  any  participant  is  free  to  enlist  in  the  reserves,  just  as  they  are  free  to  choose  to  attend  college 
later  in  life,  and  therefore,  military  experience  is  attainable  by  everyone. 

Councillor  Golc  asked  if  military  experience  was  already  included  in  the  most  recent  promotion 
process.  Chief  Greeson  stated  that  it  was. 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  is  concerned  about  such  vast  differences  of  opinion  among 
the  IFD.  She  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Golc,  to  return  the  proposal  to  Committee. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  if  the  proposal  is  returned  to  Committee,  it  will  die.  Councillor 
Talley  stated  that  the  proposal  can  be  re-introduced. 

Dave  Young,  President  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Police,  stated  that  the  "may"  language  leaves  the 
discretion  of  using  military  experience  credits  up  to  the  members  of  the  bodies  to  decide.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Article  V,  Sec.  291-111,  of  the  Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words  underlined  as  follows: 

Sec.  291-111.  Early  retirement 

(a)  Effective  as  of  September  30,  1995  November  15,  1999  the  city  may  make  an  early  retirement 
program  available  to  city  employees  who  are  in  positions  covered  by  the  master  agreement  between  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees,  Indiana 
Council  62  as  follows: 

(1)  The  program  shall  be  available  to  covered  employees  who  are  eligible  for  retirement  benefits  under 
the  public  employees'  Retirement  Fund. 

(2)  The  following  schedule  of  benefits  shall  apply  to  employees  who  elect  to  take  early  retirement: 

a.  For  employees  who  have  completed  ten  (10)  years  but  less  than  fifteen  (15)  years  of 
continuous  service  with  the  city:  SI, 750.00  S3,600.00. 

b.  For  employees  who  have  completed  at  least  fifteen  (15)  years  but  less  than  twenty  (20) 
years  of  continuous  service  with  the  city:  $3,500.00  $4,800.00. 

c.  For  employees  who  have  completed  at  least  twenty  (20)  but  less  than  twenty-five  (25) 
years  of  continuous  service  with  the  city:  $6,500.00  S6.000.00. 

d.  For  employees  who  have  completed  twenty-five  (25)  or  more  years  of  continuous  service 
with  the  city:  $6,500.00  $7,200.00. 

(3)  Employees  who  elect  to  participate  in  the  program  may  choose  to  have  the  benefit  paid  in  a 
lump  sum  upon  retirement,  or  may  have  the  amount  of  the  benefit  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
continued  health  insurance  under  the  city's  health  insurance  plan,  pursuant  to  state  and  federal 
law.  The  selection  between  these  options  must  be  made  at  least  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  prior 
to  retirement. 

(4)  Employees  who  choose  to  apply  the  benefit  to  the  purchase  of  health  insurance  may  do  so 
under  rules  established  by  the  office  of  the  controller. 

(5)  The  city  may,  at  its  option,  elect  to  make  this  program  available  from  time  to  time.  However, 
the  city  shall  make  the  program  available  at  least  once  in  calendar  years  1995,  1996,  1997 
1999,  2000,  2001  and  1998  2002.  The  program  may  be  made  available  on  an  unlimited  basis 
or  for  a  limited  number  of  covered  employees.  The  program  may  be  made  available  citywide 
or  on  a  departmental  basis. 

(b)  The  program  authorized  by  this  section  shall  expire  upon  the  expiration  of  the  1995-1998 
1999-2002  master  agreement  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  American  Federation  of  State, 
County  and  Municipal  Employees,  Indiana  Council  62. 
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SECTION  2.    Should  any  provisions  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other  portion)  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining 
provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  and  only  if  such  remaining  provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision 
or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the  council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.

Until  this  Council  has  approved  the 
amounts,  locations  and  programmatic  operation  of  each  project  to  be  funded  from 
Community  Development  Grant  Funds,  the  amounts  appropriated  herein  for  such 
purposes  shall  not  be  encumbered  or  spent.

("Department  of  Metropolitan  Development")  has  presented  the  2000  Consolidated  Annual  Plan,  a  document 
submitted  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  ("HUD"),  which  sets  forth  the 
City's  goals  and  intentions  for  using  federal  dollars  in  fiscal  year  2000,  to  the  Council;  and

Annual  Plan  housing  activities  that  will  be  funded  by  Community  Development  Grant  Funds  and  performed

PROPOSAL  FOR  A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Article  V,  Division  3  of  Chapter  645  of  the 
"Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding  licensing  of  encroachments. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1 .  Article  V,  Division  3  of  Chapter  645  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and 
County,"  regarding  licensing  of  encroachments,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language  which 
is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

DIVISION  3.  LICENSING  OF  ENCROACHMENTS 

Sec.  645-571.  "Encroachment"  defined  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  division,  the  following  words  shall  have  the  definitions  ascribed  to  them  in 
this  section. 

Department  means  the  department  of  capital  asset  management. 

"oncroachment"  shall  mean  and  include  any  unprivileged  trespass  or  Encroachment  means  an 
intrusion  by  an  inanimate  object  on.  under,  over,  or  upon  the  real,  personal  or  mixed  properties, 
possessions,  rights  or  things  owned  or  controlled  by  the  city;  public  right-of-way.  However,  the 
following  intrusions  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  an  encroachment: 

(1)  Motor  vehicles,  bicycles,  and  similar  devices  that  are  regularly  moved  from  place  to  place; 

(2)  Landscaping  for  which  a  permit  has  been  secured  pursuant  to  Chapter  701  of  this  code; 
£3)    Temporary  signs  advertising  the  sale  of  real  estate  that  comply  with  zoning  restrictions; 
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(4)  Pipes,  conduits,  wires,  fiber  optic  lines,  antennae,  poles,  ducts,  and  other  like  fixtures  and 
appurtenances  that  are  owned  and  used  by  a  public  utility  and  that  are  used  in  connection  with 
transmitting,  receiving,  distributing,  offering,  and  providing  utility  services  and  which  are 
registered  in  accordance  with  Chapter  645  of  this  Code;  and, 

(5)  Pipes,  conduits,  wires,  fiber  optic  lines  and  other  like  fixtures  and  appurtenances  that  are 
owned  by  the  landowner  and  are  used  to  receive  utility  services  from  a  public  utility  or  from 
the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

however,  if  If  one  or  more  encroaching  objects  are  attached  to  and  from  a  part  of  the  same  structure  or 
thing,  taken  collectively,  they  shall  be  considered  as  only  one  encroachment. 

Sec.  645-572.  Jurisdiction;  all  encroachments  regulated. 

(a)  Jurisdiction  for  the  licensing  of  The  department  of  capital  asset  management  has  the  authority 
to  license  any  encroachment,  against  any  roal,  personal  or  mixed  properties,  rights,  possessions  or  things 
owned  or  controlled  by  tho  city  is  hereby  vested  in  tho  city  controller. 

(b)  All  encroachments  are  regulated  by  this  division,  including  types  of  encroachments  that  are 
exempted  by  a  regulation  adopted  under  Sec.  645-581  from  the  requirement  that  a  written  license 
document  be  secured. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  preceding  portions  of  this  section,  an  encroachment  of  more  than  one  year 
may  not  be  licensed  if  said  encroachment  is  subject  to  the  grant  of  a  franchise  as  authorized  elsewhere  in 
this  Code  or  is  the  subject  matter  of  a  lease  or  operating  agreement  between  the  city  and  a  third  party. 

Sec.  645-573.  When  license  required. 

No  person  shall  maintain  any  encroachment  against  any  real,  personal  or  mixed  properties,  rights, 
possessions  or  things  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Gity  without  first; 

(1)  hHaving  received  a  written  license  document  therefore  from  the  controller  department  of 
capital  asset  management  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  division?,  or 

(2)  Complying  with  the  provisions  of  Sec.  645-581  for  a  license  allowed  without  documentation. 

Sec.  645-574.  Petition  for  license. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  maintain  an  encroachment  against  any  real,  personal  or  mixed  properties, 
rights,  possessions  or  things  owned  or  controlled  by  the  city  shall  file  his  a  petition  with  the  department 
of  capital  asset  management  responsible  for  the  use,  control  or  maintenance  of  tho  property,  on  such 
forms  as  the  controller  department  of  capital  asset  management  may  prescribe,  requesting  that  the 
department  approve  a  license  permitting  the  encroachment,  specifically  identifying  the  property  or 
properties,  rights,  possessions  or  things  affected,  and  outlining  the  circumstances  giving  rise  to  the  need 
for  the  license. 

Sec.  645-575.  Investigation  of  petition;  recommendation  as  to  license. 

(a)  Upon  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  a  license  required  by  this  division,  the  department  of  capital 
asset  management  affected  shall  cause  an  investigation  of  the  request  and  of  the  circumstances 
enumerated  in  such  petition  to  be  made.  Upon  completion  of  the  investigation,  the  such  department  shall 
recommend  to  the  controller  that  either  grant  or  deny  the  license  be  oithor  granted  or  denied,  and  if 
granted,  specify  the  term  and  conditions  of  the  license. 

(b)  No  person  (even  a  person  who  holds  property  rights  in  the  right-of-way  or  in  property  abutting 
the  right-of-way)  has  any  property  right  to  an  encroachment  license. 

Sec.  645-576.  Conditions  of  license. 

(a)  In  granting  any  license  under  this  division,  the  controller  department  of  capital  asset 
management  upon  recommendation  of  tho  appropriate  dopartmont  may  attach  such  reasonable 
conditions  to  the  license  as  he  it  determines  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare. 

(b)  No  property  right  vests  in  the  holder  of  an  encroachment  license  through  the  granting  of  the 
encroachment  license,   irrespective   of  the   length  of  the  term  of  the   license.      The  holder  of  the 
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encroachment  license  has  no  property  right  to  the  continued  existence  of  the  encroachment  license  or  the 
renewal  of  the  license. 

Sec.  645-577.  Term;  revocation. 

All  licenses  license  documents  issued  pursuant  to  this  division  by  the  department  of  capital  asset 
management,  unless  granted  for  a  lesser  determinate  period,  shall  may  be  for  a  term  of  twolvo  (12) 
months  up  to  twenty  (20)  years  dating  from  the  date  of  their  issuance.  Such  licenses  may  be  revoked  by 
the  city  controller  on  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  with  an  appropriate  partial  refund  of  fooa  theretofore  paid. 

Sec.  645-578.  Appeal  from  action  of  controller  department. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  any  action  of  the  controller  department  of  capital  asset  management  in 
granting,  refusing  to  grant  or  revoking  any  license  required  by  this  division,  any  person,  including  the 
corporation  counsel  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  city,  may  appeal  such  action  to  the  city-  county 
council  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works,  where  the  petition  shall  be  heard  de  novo.  Any 
such  appeal  shall  be  perfected  by  written  notice  delivered  to  the  city  clerk  secretary  of  the  board  of  asset 
management  and  public  works  within  such  thirty-day  period. 

Sec.  645-579.    Application  and  license  fees. 

(a)  Each  petition  to  maintain  an  encroachment  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  application  fee  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00).  In  the  event  any  petition  is  favorable,  such  application  foe  shall  be  retained 
by  the  controller  as  the  first  annual  fee. — All  licenses  granted  pursuant  to  this  division,  which  may  be 
ronowod  on  an  annual  basis,  shall  be  reissued  on  payment  of  an  annual  license  fee  of  twenty  five  dollars 
(S25.00).  In  the  event  of  unfavorable  action  on  any  petition,  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  of  the  application  foo 
shall  be  refunded  with  the  remainder  being  retained  and  applied  to  defer  the  administrative  expense 
incurred  in  investigating  and  processing  the  petition. 

(b)  In  any  case  in  which  a  license  to  encroach  is  granted  and  the  title  to  a  singlo  family  residential 
dwelling  house  is  directly  involved,  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  initial  application  foo  shall  be  applied  toward 
the  future  renewal  foe. 

(eb)  In  case  of  a  petition  for  a  license  required  by  this  division  which  requests  the  placing  of  more 
than  one  movable  encroachment  of  the  same  kind  at  various  locations  within  the  city,  one  petition  may  be 
made  to  cover  more  than  one  similar  encroachment.,  but  the  application  fee  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00),  plus  one  dollars  ($1.00)  for  each  encroachment  requested,  and  the  annual  license  foe  shall  be 
twenty  five  dollars  ($25.00),  plus  one  dollars  ($1 .00)  for  each  encroachment. 

(dc)  If  the  department  of  capital  asset  management  of  transportation  determines  that  a  valuable 
consideration  will  be  received  by  the  city  as  a  result  of  the  encroachment,  the  director  of  the  department 
of  capital  asset  management  may  waive  the  license  fee  provided  in  this  section  by  informing  the 
controller  in  writing  of  his  action.  Except  for  the  waiver  of  license  fees  for  individual  newsracks  under 
Article  VIII  of  this  chapter,  the  waiver  shall  be  supported  by  a  written  finding  identifying  the 
consideration  and  indicating  its  value  to  the  city. 

Sec.  645-580.    Enforcement 

In  addition  to  and  not  by  way  of  limitation  of  any  other  provision  of  this  division,  any  the 
department  of  capital  asset  management  of  the  city  is  authorized  and  empowered  in  behalf  of  the  city  to 
enforce  this  article  by  any  appropriate  remedy  at  law  or  in  equity,  or  both,  in  order  to  effectively  and 
affirmatively  preclude  any  violations  hereof. 

Sec.  645-581.    Content  of  regulations. 

The  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works  may,  at  its  discretion,  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  specified  in  Sec.  272-106,  adopt  regulations  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  division,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  regulations  establishing: 

(1)  A  procedure  for  filing  a  license  petition; 

(2)  Types  of  encroachments  for  which  a  license  is  allowed  without  documentation;  such 
encroachments  shall  be  limited  to  those  that  have  only  a  minor  effect  on  the  use  of  the  right  of 
way  and  can  be  installed  without  blocking  any  portion  of  the  street;  regulations  establishing 
these  types  of  encroachments  shall,  without  limitation,  provide:

a.  That  such  encroachments  are  automatically  licensed  as  they  exist  on  the  effective  date  of 
the  regulation  if  they  are  created  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  and  standards 
specified  by  the  regulation;  and, 

b;  With  automatic  licensure  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  encroachment  owner  to  file  a  petition 
for  an  encroachment  license  or  receive  a  license  document  to  be  licensed  under  this 
regulation;  and, 

c.       The  length  of  the  term  or  terms  of  such  encroachments; 

£3)    A  procedure  for  amending  or  renewing  a  license; 

(4)  Standards  and  requirements  for  construction  or  use  of  encroachments;  and, 

(5)  A  procedure  for  securing  a  variance  from  license  standards  and  requirements.  If  the  regulation 
authorizes  the  variance  to  be  granted  by  an  official  of  the  department  of  capital  asset 
management  it  shall  provide  for  an  appeal  of  the  decision  to  the  board  of  asset  management 
and  public  works. 

Sec.  645-582.  Fees. 

The  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works  may,  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  specified 
in  Sec.  272-106.  amend,  alter,  or  revise  the  fees  specified  in  Section  645-579  or  establish  new  fees  or 
categories  of  fees. 

Sec.  645-583.  Termination  of  encroachment  license;  removal  of  an  encroachment. 

(a)  The  department  of  capital  asset  management  may  at  any  time  terminate  an  encroachment 
license,  whether  the  encroachment  is  based  on  a  written  document  issued  by  such  department  or  allowed 
without  documentation.  The  owner  shall  be  responsible  for  removing  such  an  encroachment.  The  citv 
shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  the  encroachment  privilege;  for 
example,  the  city  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  removal  of  the  encroachment  or  any  diminution 
of  value  of  the  owner's  property  associated  with  the  removal.  Such  department  shall  allow  the  owner 
sixty  (60)  days  to  remove  the  encroachment.  However,  if  the  terms  of  the  encroachment  license 
document  specify  a  shorter  or  longer  period  removal  time,  the  specified  time  shall  be  allowed  for 
removal. 

(bj  If  the  owner  does  not  remove  an  encroachment  within  the  time  allowed  under  Sec.  645-583(a). 
the  department  of  capital  asset  management  may,  without  further  notice,  remove  forthwith  said 
encroachment  and  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  its  costs  and  expenses,  including  without  limitation, 
reasonable  attorney  fees. 

Sec.  645-584.  Existing  unlicensed  encroachments  subject  to  ordinance  requirements. 

If  the  owner  allows  an  encroachment  that  does  not  have  a  license  to  continue  to  exist  following  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance,  the  encroachment  shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  2.  Section  645-815  of  the  "Revised  Code  of  the  Consolidated  City  and  County,"  regarding 
encroachment  licenses  for  individual  newsracks,  hereby  is  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  language 
which  is  stricken-through  and  by  the  addition  of  the  language  which  is  underscored,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec  645-815.     Attachment  of  individual  newsracks  to  the  public  rights-of-way;  encroachment  license 
required. 

(a)  Each  individual  newsrack  which  is  located  in  the  Regional  Center  on  January  1,  2001  or 
thereafter  shall  be  bolted  or  attached  permanently  to  the  public  rights-of-way  in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  (ASCE)  wind  load  calculations,  as  evidenced  by  a  certified 
engineer's  report,  including  calculations  and  a  certified  engineer's  drawing  defining  and/or  illustrating 
the  method  of  attachment  to  be  used  to  meet  or  exceed  a  maximum  of  one  hundred  and  ten  ( 1 1 0)  mile  per 
hour  wind  velocity. 

(b)  Each  individual  newsrack  which  is  bolted  or  attached  permanently  to  the  public  rights-of-way 
shall  be  licensed  as  an  encroachment  under  the  provisions  of  Article  V,  Division  3  of  this  chapter; 
however,  because  the  city  receives  a  valuable  consideration  from  all  such  newsracks,  the  director  of  the 
department  of  capital  asset  management  shall  waive  the  encroachment  license  fees  for  such  newsracks,  as 
provided  in  Section  645-579  of  the  Code. 
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(c)  Within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  owner  of  an  individual  newsrack  files  a  petition  for  an 
encroachment  license  under  Article  V,  Division  3  of  this  chapter,  the  affected  department  of  capital  asset 
management  shall  complete  its  investigation  and  recommendation  to  the  controller,  and  tho  controllor 
shaH  issue  to  the  owner  either  the  license,  or  a  written  notice  of  denial.  A  petition  for  an  individual 
newsrack  encroachment  license  may  be  denied  only  for  the  reason  that: 

(1 )  The  petition  for  the  license  contains  incorrect  information;  or, 

(2)  The  placement  of  an  individual  newsrack  on  the  public  rights-of-way,  as  requested  in  the 
petition,  does  not  comply  with  this  division. 

If  tho  controller  such  department  denies  an  encroachment  license  petition  for  an  individual  newsrack,  the 
written  notice  shall  state  the  specific  reasons  for  the  denial,  and  what  specific  actions,  if  any,  would  be 
necessary  for  the  license  to  be  issued. 

(d)  An  appeal  under  Section  645-578  of  the  Code  with  regard  to  an  individual  newsrack 
encroachment  license  or  petition  therefor,  shall  be  heard  within  twenty  (20)  days  following  receipt  of  the 
appeal,  unless  the  parties  mutually  agree  to  an  extension  of  this  time  period.  The  parties  shall  be  given  at 
least  ten  (10)  days  advance  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  and  a  reasonable 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  hearing.  The  council  board  of  asset  management  and  public  works  shall 
render  its  decision  in  writing  within  five  (5)  days  after  the  hearing;  a  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  parties,  and  a  certified  copy  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  controllor  secretary  of  the  board 
of  asset  management  and  public  works.  The  decision  of  tho  council  such  board  may  be  appealed  to  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  within  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  date  the  decision  was  issued,  and 
such  court,  pursuant  to  its  rules  of  procedure,  shall  provide  the  opportunity  for  a  prompt  hearing  and 
prompt  decision  by  a  judicial  officer.  Failure  to  file  an  appeal  within  the  time  period  provided  by  this 
subsection  shall  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  right  to  appeal. 

(e)  Within  five  (5)  days  following  the  expiration  of  an  encroachment  license  for  an  individual 
newsrack,  the  owner  shall  remove  the  newsrack  and  cause  any  necessary  restoration  or  repair  of  the 
public  rights-of-way  to  be  made. 

SECTION  3.  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of  any  other  ordinance 
or  part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or 
proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings 
are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if 
this  ordinance  had  not  been  adopted.

The  director  shall  have  the 
authority  and  responsibility  to  act  for  the  board  in  its  name  on  a  daily  operational  basis  when  the  board  is  not 
in  session,  but  all  such  action  shall  be  subject  to  the  review  of  the  board.

The  mayor  shall  appoint  three  (3)  two  (2)  members, 
one  ( 1 )  of  which  shall  be  designated  as  chairperson,  no  more  than  two  (2)  one  (1)  of  which  shall  be 
affiliated  with  the  same  political  party.  The  city-county  council  shall  appoint  two  (2)  members,  who  shall 
not  be  affiliated  with  the  same  political  party.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  choose  one  (1) 
member.  In  the  event  there  are  three  incumbent  board  members  who  were  appointed  by  the  mayor,  and 
none  appointed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  appoint  a 
member  upon  the  first  expiration  of  the  term  of  one  ( 1 )  of  the  members  appointed  by  the  mayor.  Each 
appointment  shall  be  made  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years.  Each  appointee  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
appointing  authority  until  his  or  her  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  that  appointing  authority  which  appointed  the  member  creating  the  vacancy.  A  member  appointed  to 
fill  a  vacancy  shall  serve  for  the  duration  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  General  authority  of  the  board  of  ethics.  The  board  of  ethics  shall  have  the  powers  and 
responsibilities: 

( 1 )  To  adopt,  amend  and  rescind  rules  and  regulations  in  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  pursuant  to  the 
procedure  outlined  in  section  141-12  of  this  Code. 

(2)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  city-county  council  for  amendments  to  this  article  and  for 
such  other  legislation  affecting  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  as  the  board  of  ethics  may 
deem  necessary  or  desirable. 

(3)  To  provide  a  continuing  program  of  educational  assistance  and  information  regarding  ethical 
conduct  of  all  officers  and  employees. 

(4)  To  annually  review  the  statements  of  economic  interest  filed  pursuant  to  section  293-106. 

(d)  Advisory  opinions.  Upon  the  written  request  of  an  officer  or  employee,  or  without  such  bequest 
should  a  majority  of  the  board  deem  it  in  the  public  interest,  the  board  of  ethics  may  render  advisory 
opinions  concerning  matters  of  governmental  ethics,  shall  consider  questions  as  to  ethical  conduct, 
conflicts  of  interest  and  the  application  of  ethical  standards  set  forth  in  this  article,  and  shall  issue  an 
advisory  opinion  in  writing  as  to  any  such  question.  The  board  shall  publish  its  opinions  with  any 
deletions  or  modifications  necessary  to  prevent  disclosure  of  the  identity  of  the  person  who  is  the  subject 
of  the  opinion.  Advisory  opinions  shall  be  limited  to  a  finding  as  to  whether  a  circumstance  or  proposed 
circumstance  constitutes,  or  does  not  constitute,  an  actual  violation  of  the  standards  set  forth  in  this 
article.  The  board  is  not  authorized  to  issue  advisory  opinions  of  a  subjective  nature,  such  as  a  finding 
that  a  particular  circumstance  creates  the  appearance  of  an  impropriety,  when  no  actual  impropriety 
exists. 

(e)  Investigations.  Upon  request  by  the  mayor,  a  department  director,  an  officer  or  employee, 
member  of  the  board  of  ethics,  or  any  member  of  the  city-county  council,  the  board  of  ethics  may  hold 
hearings  to  investigate  possible  violations  of  this  article.  If  such  board  finds  that  a  violation  of  this  article 
has  occurred,  it  may  recommend  to  the  mayor  or  appropriate  official  a  resolution  of  the  violation,  or 
public  disclosure  of  the  violation,  or  disciplinary  action,  which  may  include  dismissal.

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(d)  The  general  counsel  may,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  president  of  the  council  employ  the 
services  of  outside  legal  counsel  to  represent  the  council  with  respect  to  any  litigation.

(3)  assign  the  representation  and  defense  of  such  claim  or  litigation  to  the  general  counsel  in  lieu 
of  representation  and  defense  by  the  corporation  counsel. 

(c)  The  actions  of  the  president  pursuant  to  this  section  are  final  unless  overruled  by  the  council. 

Sec.  151-1002.     Initiation  of  or  intervention  in  litigation  affecting  the  city-county  council  or  its 
members. 

(a)  Whenever  any  matter  affecting  the  city-county  council  or  any  of  its  members  by  reason  of 
their  official  actions  or  capacities  makes  it  appropriate  to  initiate  litigation,  the  president  may,  after 
consultation  with  the  general  counsel: 

(1)  direct  the  corporation  counsel  to  initiate  such  litigation;  or 

(2)  direct  the  general  counsel  to  initiate  such  litigation. 

(b)  In  any  pending  litigation  that  affects  the  city-county  council  or  any  of  its  members  by  reason 
of  their  official  capacities,  wherein  the  city-county  council  or  its  members  were  not  originally  named  as 
parties,  the  president  of  the  council  may,  after  consultation  with  the  general  counsel:

(c)  The  actions  of  the  president  pursuant  to  this  section  are  final  unless  overruled  by  the  council.

(6)  Furnish  legal  advice  and  opinions  when  such  legal  advice  or  opinion  is  requested  by  persons 
entitled  to  representation  by  the  office  of  corporation  counsel; 

(7)  Compromise  litigation  and  effect  settlement  of  impending  litigation  affecting  the  city  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  and  affecting  the  citv-countv  council  with  the  approval  of  the  president 
of  the  council; 

(8)  Enter  an  appearance  as  attorney  for  and  represent  and  defend  the  city,  the  mayor,  the  members 
of  the  city-county  council,  all  departments  and  divisions  of  the  city,  county  agencies,  all 
officers,  agents  and  employees  thereof  in  all  causes  of  action  wherein  they  are  parties  by 
reason  of  their  official  capacity  and  to  conduct  all  appellate  litigation  arising  therefrom  or 
timely  advise  any  such  officer  or  agency  if  such  representation  is  declined  and  the  reasons 
therefor; 

(9)  Contract  with  independent  counsel  to  represent  and  defend  officers  or  agencies  entitled  to 
defense  by  the  city  or  county  when  representation  is  declined  by  the  corporation  counsel  for 
reason  of  conflicts  of  interest,  if  such  officer  or  agency  requests  the  same;  and
